— Three  women 
and  one  man  were  drowned  in  the 
lower  bay  early  today,  when  the  nap- 
tha  launch  "Sausage,"  aftc*  having 
drifted  helplessly  all  night  with  dis- 
abled engines,  collided  T.'ith  the 
second  scow  of  a  tow  in  charge  of 
an    unknown    tug    and    capsized. 

Three  men  and  a  woman,  of  the 
original  party  of  eight  in  the  launch 
were  rescured.  They  declixied  to  give 
their  correct  names  and  refused  ab- 
solutely to  divulge  the  identity  of  the 
persons  drowned.  The  rescued  were 
landed  at  Stapleton.  Staten  Island, 
and  are  under  treatment  of  the 
Marine  hospital.  Three  of  them 
were  picked  up  by  the  tug  McCaldin 
Brothers,  and  the  fourth  by  the  in- 
coming steamer  El  Paso.  The  launch 
Sausage  is  said  to  be  the  property 
of  W.  W.  David  of  Jamaica,  L.  I., 
who  when  rescued  gave  the  name 
of  Dodge.  The  rescued  woman  said 
her  name  was  Miss  Cooic.  Both 
Dodge  and  Miss  Cook  said  they 
would  not  tell  the  names  of  the 
drowned  persons  until  they  could 
break  the  news  themselves  to  the 
families    affected     by     the     tragedy. 

The  Sausage  was  returning  from 
Sheepshead  bay  last  night,  where 
the  party  on  board  had  had  dinner. 
A  high  wind  was  blowing  and  a 
heavy  sea  running  in  the  lower  bay 
but  all  went  well  until  the  engines 
suddenly  gave  out.  All  night  long, 
the  heavily  laden  l-runch  drifted 
about  the  bay.  At  daybreak  a  tug 
with  two  scows  in  tow  v>  as  .«een  to 
be      aprpoaching.  The      men      and 

women  called  loudly  for  help,  but 
say  the  tug  boat  captain  merely 
waived  his  hand  to  them  and  passed 
by.  The  tug  had  run  so  close  to 
the  heli)less  launch  that  the  second 
scow  struck  the  Sausage  and  over- 
turned her.  Every  one  was  thrown 
into  the  water,  but  four  of  the  party 
managed  to  cling  to  the  upset  launch 
until  rescued.  Even  after  the  collis- 
ion the  tug  towing  the  scows  i>ro- 
ceeded   without   offering   assistance. 


Court  Determines  Import- 

ant  Point  for  Municipal 

Ownership. 

Bonds  for  Railway's  Pur- 
chase No  Obligation 
Against  City. 


Chicago.  Sept.  15.— Judge  Thomas  G. 
Windea  in  the  circuit  court  today  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
in  the  injunction  suit  passed  on  Uie 
Mueller  law  which  provides  for  the  is- 
suance of  $75,000,000  worth  of  railway 
certificates  by    the   city. 

The  law  was  declared  constitutional 
by  the  court  who  also  held  that  sub- 
sequent ordinances  regarding  the  par- 
chase  and  operation  of  the  street  rail- 
ways, passed  by  the  city  are  in  com- 
pliance with  the  law.  The  decision 
was  a  complete  victory  for  the  city, 
the  court  holding  against  every  point 
advanced  by  the  complainants  in  laiir 

bill    which   was   dismissed   for   want   of 
equity. 

The  court  pointed  out  that  it  was  the 
evident  puipose  of  tiie  legislature  and 
of  the  Chicago  city  council,  in  the 
iavvs  ana  oruinances  passed  oy  those 
bodies  to  give  the  city  the  right  to 
inunicipallze  the  street  railways.  Re- 
garding the  alleged  constitutionality  of 
the  Mueller  law,  the  court  declared 
that  while  there  may  be  in  some  ponits 
a  douot  as  to  the  intent  of  the  legis- 
lature, he  believed  the  doubt  should 
lavor  with  what  appeared  to  be  the 
intention  of  the  legislature  in  enacting 
the  measure.

Pickett's  Men  and  Union

Gettysburg,  Pa.,  Sept.  15.— On  the 
historic  battlefield,  where  they  clashed 
for  supremacy,  the  survivors  of  Gen. 
Pickett's  division  of  the  Confedrrate 
army  met  today  in  fraternal  reunion, 
the  survivors  of  the  Philadelphia  bri- 
gade, which  was  composed  of  four 
regiments  of  Pennsylvania  volunteers. 
The  reunion  was  held  at  the  "bloody 
angle,"  where  Gen.  Pickett  made  his 
famous  charge. 

A  feature  of  the  gathering  today 
was  the  presentation  of  Gen.  Armis- 
tead's  sword  to  the  men  of  the  Souih. 
Gen.  Armistead  fell  during  the  charge 
and  his  sword  has  since  been  in  pos- 
session of  the  Philadelphia  soldiers. 

The  veterans  will  hold  a  camp  fire 
tonight,  and  on  Monday  will  go  lo  the 
Vjattleritid  at  Anlietam.  At  the  latter 
place  they  will  be  joined  by  the  sur- 
vivcirs  of  four  other  Pennsylvania 
regiments  and  monuments  erected  to 
the  memory  of  the  Pennsylvania  sol- 
diers  in    the   battle   will   be   unveiled.

We.3tergaard  is  ap- 

and    George   Vitenbe.-g 

rural    route    No.    i    at 


FEARS  TREATY 
WILL  KILL  TRADE 

Swedish  Booksellers  Op- 
pose Copyright  Agree- 
ment With  America. 

Stockholm,  Sept.  15.— The  invitation 
tendered  by  the  United  States  to  Swed- 
en to  conclude  a  copyright  treaty  is 
meeting  with  heated  opposition  on  the 
part  of  publicists.  The  government  has 
referred  the  American  proposals  to  the 
Publicist  club,  and  a  lively  debate  on 
the  subject  last  night  showed  that  a 
m.ajority  of  the  members  were  against 
the  treaty.  The  sale  of  books  to  the 
United  States  is  an  inexhautible  and 
valuable  source  to  Swedish-American 
publishers,  and  it  was  contended  that 
the  treaty   would  kill  this  business. 


Havana,  Sept.  IL— The  letter 
President  Roosevelt  to  Senor  di 
.sada,  the  Cuban  minister,  is  the  gr 
topic  of  the  day  among  Cubans  aid 
foreigners  alike.  Far  from  consiJer- 
ing  his  references  to  Ameiicaa  inter- 
vention as  something  to  be  dreaded, 
it  is  almost  universally  regarded  as 
the  most  disirabl<;  consummation  pos- 
sible of  the  trouble.  There  are  some 
persons  who  do  no.  agree  with  ths 
view,  but  they  are  ^-ery  rare.  All  the 
busine.ss  iiuercsts  are  anxious  f  r  i.i- 
terventicn,  and  ev«-n  the  politicana 
admit  th.it  this  would  be  the  best  ojt- 
come. 

The  Associated  Press  correspondent 
has  information  to  the  effect  that 
some  of  the  gjvernnifent  officials,  who 
arc  closest  to  Presidtnt  Palma,  pri- 
vately Wi^lcome  the  idea,  and  that  the 
president  himself  desires  protection, 
though  not  permanent  intervention. 

The  general  opinion  among  Cuban 
business  men  today  is  tnat  interven- 
tion is  the  most  desirable  thing  which 
can  he  suggested,  aid  th.ir  only  fear 
is  that  it  may  be  only  temporary. 
There  is  a  somewh.it  marked  feting 
of  disappointment  among  the  veterans 
that  intervention  is  pos.-.ible  or  immi- 
nent. The  vetera!isi,  for  sniimenta! 
reasons,  would  regret  to  s;e  Cuba 
sacrifice  her  sovereignty  in  even  a 
small  degree.  This  feeling,  however, 
is  offset  by  the  uni\'ersal  desire  for  a 
permanent  settlement  of  the  trouble, 
and  for  a  government  which  can  bi- 
relied  on  to  preserve  peace  under  ail 
circumstances. 

Government  forces  have  won  a  vic- 
tory over  the  rebels  at  a  point  close 
to  Havana.  Gen.  R  .drlguez,  with  400 
Rural  Guardsmen,  attacked  the  reb- 
els under  Gen.  Del  Ca.stillo  and  Cols. 
Azbert  and  Acosta,  1,000  strong,  at 
Wajay,  1;;  miles  south  of  Havana.  .Af- 
ter a  stubborn  fight  the  rebels  were 
dispersed.  Eight  of  their  number 
were  killed  and  2  3  v.ere  wounded.  Of 
the  Guardsmen,  one  was  killed  and 
13  were  wounded. 

Gen.  Ridikuez  returned  to  Hanava 
this  morning.  There  is  considerable 
speculation  as  to  why  the  enemy  was 
not   pursued.

has  arrived  in  Cienfuegos  last  night. 

He  says  his  inforiaation  does  not 
confirm  press  dispatches  as  to  the 
destruction    of   sugar  plantations. 

From  dispatches  received  today  from 
Mr.  Sleeper,  charge  of  the  American 
legation  at  Havana,  i:  appears  that  the 
extent  of  the  damage  to  American 
property  near  Cienfuegos  had  been 
txaggerated.

AGITATION  FOR  HALF  FARES  ORGANIZE 


IS  GENERALLY  ENDORSED 


Citizens  Warmly  In  Ac- 
cord With  Bishop  Mc- 
Golrick's  Views. 

All  Believe  That  the  Re- 
duction is  One  Much 
Needed. 


Tlie  Interview  with  Bishop  McGolrJck, 
rublished  in  the  Herald  last  evening, 
advocating  a  ly^  cent  fare  for  school 
children,  has  caused  a  vast  amount  of 
favorable  comment  in  the  city  today, 
and  on  all  sides  are  heard  endorse- 
ments of  the  bishop's  stand. 

Xo  advei-se  criticism  has  been  heard, 
and  the  only  question  seems  to  be  as 
to  the  bfst  manner  to  proceed  to  secure 
the  needed  reform. 

Scores  of  prominent  business  men 
•were  seen  today  by  Herald  representa- 
tives, and  all  heartily  endorsed  the 
movement,  although  many  of  them  did 
not  care  to  be  quoted  publicly.  Others, 
liowever,  consented  to  allow  their  nainesj 
to  be  used  to  add  whatever  weight 
they  migiit  carry  to  the  agitation.

Humane  Officer  Harry  C.  WIthrow: 
"I  am  certainly  in  favor  of  the  half  fare 
rate  for  the  school  children.  I  believe 
that  Bishop  McoGlrick  Is  entirely  right 
In  his  idea  and  to  my  mind  he  has  put 
the  matter  up  in  a  very  clear  manner. 
A  half  fare  street  car  rate  would  not 
only  benettt  children  In  public  schools, 
but  there  are  many  children  who  attend 
private  schools  in  the  city  to  whose  car 
fare  expense  must  be  added  that  of  tuition 
and  text  books.  I  know  personally  of 
many  families  who  have  to  send  their 
children  some  distance  to  school  and  to 
whom  the  car  fare  problem  Is  a  serious 
one.  It  means  privation  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent. I  believe  also  that  the  half  fare 
rate  should  extend  to  those  children  who 
are  employed  In  the  stores  of  the  city  at 
from  $2  to  $3  per  week.  Some  of  these 
live,  at  long  distances  from  their  place 
of  work  and  by  the  time  they  have  paid 
street  car  fare  they  have  little  left  at 
the  end  of  the  week.  Som«  of  these 
children  are  practically  the  main  support 
of  the  family  and  its  seems  an  unneces- 
sary hardship  for  them  to  have  to  pay 
out  a  large  part  of  their  earnings  in  get- 
ting to  and  from  their  work."

City  Clerk  Harry  W.  Cheadle— "I  am  in 
favor  of  the  half-fare  rate  advocated  by 
Bishop  McGolrick  for  school  children.  I 
would  go  even  farther  and  advocate  three 
cent  tickets  for  working  men  between  cer- 
tain hours  m  the  morning  and  evening, 
tivery  other  aggressive  city  In  the  coun- 
try, nearly.  Is  giving  these  special  rates 
to  workingmen  and  children,  and  it  seems 
that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the 
street  car  company  in  Duluth  to  get  in 
line.  Of  course,  there  is  this  disadvan- 
tage to  the  company  In  this  city  in  that 
It  has  a  longer  average  haul  for  its  pas- 
sengers than  most  cities.  A  great  many 
of  the  working  class  reside  in  the  sub- 
urbs and,  in  the  case  of  Duluth,  the  ride 
in  either  direction  is  from  live  to  six 
miles.  It  might  be.  however,  that  the  in- 
ducement of  cheaper  fares  for  working- 
men  would  induce  more  of  them  now  cen- 
trally located,  to  move  farther  out  and 
.  the  company's  loss  in  revenue  would  be 
i  parity  offset  by  the  additional  fares  col- 
lected. It  is  possible  also  that  there 
would  be  an  increase  in  revenue  on  the 
short  hauls. 

"The  city  gets  nothing  out  of  the  valu- 
able franchise  held  by  the  company  and 
it  would  st-em  a  proper  thing  for  the  com- 
pany to  show  the  liberality  displayed  by 
street  railway  companies  in  other  cities, 
by  giving  tlie  school  children  and  the 
working  men  a  lower  rate,  at  least  during 
the  early  morning  and  the  late  afternoon 
hours."

ship last  season,  will  be  represented  by 
Manager  John  T.  McNamara.  l^resident 
A.  L.  Ferguson  will  represent  the  Miclil- 
gan  Soo.  Manager  Mcriwiggan  will  look 
after  Pittsburg  s  interests,  and  Capt. 
Thomas  tloatson,  well  known  as  a  nnn- 
ing  capitalist,  will  be  the  envoy  from 
Calumet.  Just  what  other  cities  will 
have  delegates  in  attendance  is  not 
known,  although  there  seems  little  reason 
to  doubt  that  the  Canadian  Soo  will  have 
representation  despite  the  fact  that  be- 
cause of  lack  of  support  its  team  was 
wittidrawn  from  the  league  last  win- 
ter.

Conservative  Cubans  De- 
sire to  Return  to 
Tilling  Soil. 


Washington,  Sept.  15.— Secretary  Taft 
will  be  accompanied  on  his  Cuban  trip 
by  Capt.  Frank  R.  McCoy,  one  of  the 
president's  military  aides.  Capt.  McCoy 
was  an  aide  to  Gen.  Wood,  both  in  Cuba 
and  the  Philippines,  and  speaks  Spanish 
fluently. 

Frank  G.  Rockwood  also  will  go  with 
the  secretary  as  his  private  stenographer. 
Mr.  Rockwood  is  one  of  the  seeretary's 
confidential  clerks  in  the  war  department. 
It  Is  l)elieved  that  Bacon  will  take  with 
him  Mr.  Newcomb,  his  private  secretary 
and  stenographer.  The  present  plan  is 
for  the  party  to  leave  Washington  at 
3:45  tomorrow  afternoon  for  Tampa,  Fla. 

It  is  not  yet  definitely  settled  whetiier 
they  will  embark  on  a  naval  vessel  at 
that  place  or  proceed  by  the  reguiar  mer- 
chant line  steamer  to  Key  West  and  there 
emt>ark  on  a  national  shqj. 

The  length  of  the  siay  of  Secretaries 
Taft  and  Bacon  in  Cuoa  can  only  be 
ccnjectured  at  present,  but  it  is  believed 
that  their  work  or  investigation  can  be 
completed  within  about  a  wtek  alter  their 
arrival  in  Havana.

Havana,  Sept.  15.— Officials  of  the  gov- 
ernment express  pleasure  at  the  coming 
of  Secretaries  Talt  and  Bacon  to  find  a 
peaceful  settlement  of  the  trouble  condi- 
tions, but  on  the  point  of  how  the  United 
States  can  secure  and  assure  permanent 
pacification  they  are  entirely  noncom- 
mittal. 

Senor  Casuso,  secretary  of  agriculture, 
commerce  and  industry,  said  to  the  Asso- 
ciated  Press: 

"Secretary  Taft's  reputation  for  broad- 
mindedness  and  fairness  and  his  record 
in  governing  the  Philippines  is  a  guaran- 
tee to  us  that  the  que.'itlons  considered 
will  be  settled  with  absolute  justice  and 
fairness.  The  time  for  planting  the  to- 
bacco crop  is  approaching  very  rapidly, 
and  we  need  peace  in  order  that  tliis 
work  may  be  done.  We  must  continue 
also  our  efforts  to  secure  immigration, 
wlilch  have  been  badly  hampered  by  the 
insurrection.  The  firm  tone  of  President 
Roosevelt's  letter  will  have  a  salutary 
effect  on  the  country. 

"Concerning  the  question  of  perma- 
nent American  Intervention,  that  mat- 
ter win  be  judged  by  the  American 
representatives   later." 

Some  of  President  Palma's  friends, 
while  they  are  chary  about  being  mis- 
quoted, go  to  the  extent  of  regarding 
President  Roosevelt's  letter  and  the 
coming  of  Secretarya  Taft  and  Bacon 
as  an  Indication  that  v..uban  sovereignty 
is  already  practically  at  an  end.

President  Roosevelt's  appeal  to  the 
patriotism  to  the  Cuban  people  Is  not 
expected  to  have  very  much  effect  here, 
where  partisanship  is  so  intense,  where 
political  parties  quickly  establish  new 
alignments,  and  where  the  peo.le  are 
so  ready  to  criticise  and  even  repudi- 
ate  the  established  government.

For  want  of  valid  arguments  against  the  renomination  of  Mr. 
Bede,  his  opponents  have  descended  to  falsehood,  which  they 
have  distributed  with  lavish  hand  in  the  hope  of  deceiving  the 
voters. 

Not  cont-yit  with  positively  false  statements  made  out  of 
whole  cloth,  they  have  distorted  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Bede,  have 
put  in  his  mouth  things  he  never  said,  and  have  overlooked  no  op- 
portunity to  make  falsehood  take  the  place  of  the  truth  that  they 
lack. 

Just  for  instance,  the  News  Tribune  this  morning  publishes 
a  list  of  "vice  presidents"  for  the  Millar  meeting  tonght-  We 
should  be  quite  content  to  rest  Mr.  Bede's  election  upon  the  votes 
of  the   gentlemen  whose   names  are   given   in   that  list. 

Eight  out  of  ten  of  them  are  warm  friends  and  supporters  of 
the  Eighth  district  congressman,  and  will  vote  for  him  next  Tues- 
day. 

It  exposes  the  thinness  of  the  anti-Bede  fight  that  its  prime 
movers  could  not  get  enough  Millar  men  to  make  up  a  respectable 
list  of  vice  presidents,  and  that  they  had  to  take  Bede  men  to  fill  up.'

The  life  of  wrought  Iron  pipe  was  re- 
cently discussed  In  Building  News.  It 
-seems  that  in  1890  several  cast  Iron  con- 
du'ts  at  Berlin,  from  3.5  to  10  cm.  in  dl- 
arifier,  v.-ere  ruptured,  which  led  the  au- 
thcrities  to  replace  the  cast  iron  pipes 
w.ih  those  of  wrought  iron,  covered  with 
uif  following  composition  for  protection* 
Sixty-five  kg.  (143  lbs.)  of  tar,  3  kg.  of 
rcsin  (e.6  lbs.),  15  liters  (4  gallons,  or  0.63 
cubic  feet)  of  .sand,  7  liters  (1.S5  gallons) 
•  of  loamy  clay,  and  4  liters  (1  gallon)  of 
j  powdered  lime.  A  coating  of  this  mix- 
ture, 3  or  4  mm.  thick  (»i  to  5-32  inch)  was 
applied.  In  more  than  a  dozen  years  of 
seivice  these  pipes  have  been  preserved 
from  rust  and  have  undergone  no  change.

A  live  commercial 
club  has  been  organized  to  take  part  in  the  work, 
and  all  of  the  principal  business  concerns  of  the 
city  have  joined  it  and  arc  putting  their  shoulders 
to  the  wheel.  Advertising  experts  are  to  be 
engaged,  and  the  work  is  to  be  done  in  a  system- 
atic and  thorough  manner. 

Spokane,  too,  has  a  publicity  bureau,  with  an 
advertising  expert  in  charge,  and  like  all  the  other 
cities  that  have  taken  the  cue  from  successful 
business  operation,  Spokane  has  found  that  "adver- 
tising  pays."

UNIFORM  DIVORCE  LAWS. 

A  bill  has  been  prepared  for  the  American 
Divorce  congress  which  it  is  stated  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  congress  for  passage,  thus  "securing  a 
universal  law  in  divorce  and  annulment  of  mar- 
riage." 

If  its  authors  entertain  such  hopes  they  are 
doomed  to  disappointment.  Congress  cannot  pass 
a  law  providing  a  system  of  divorce  for  any  state 
in  the  union.  It  can,  however,  adopt  a  measure 
applying  to  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  terri- 
tories, which  is  as  far  as  it  can  go. 

While  they  do  not  say  so,  no  doubt  the  authors 
of  the  bill  mean  that  if  the  fefleral  government 
adopts  a  proper  divorce  law,  the  various  states  will 
frame  up  laws  of  their  own  based  upon  the  federal 
law,  and  thus  bring  about  the  uniformity  that  is  so 
much  desired. 

This  will  be  a  long  and  tedious  process,  how- 
ever. Hardly  two  sets  of  divorce  laws  in  the  coun- 
try are  alike.  One  state  allows  divorces  upon 
grounds  which  are  not  recognized  as  causes  for 
divorce  in  other  states,  and  in  North  Carolina  no 
divorces  are  permitted  upon  any  grounds  whatever. 

The  need  and  desirability  of  uniformity  in  di- 
vorce laws  is  generally  admitted,  as  well  as  the 
need  and  desirability  of  uniform  laws  upon  many 
other  subjects.  And  as  a  start  must  be  made,  it 
cannot  be  made  in  a  better  place  than  in  congress. 
However,  to  draft  a  divorce  law  that  will  be  gen- 
erally acceptable  is  not  so  easy  as  it  sounds.  There 
is  certain  to  be  controversy  over  many  of  its  pro- 
visions, and  it  will  be  difficult  indeed  to  prepare 
a   law   that   will   be   generally   satisfactory. 

There  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  upon  the 
divorce  question,  from  the  stand  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  and  other  churches  against  divorces  on 
more  than  one  ground,  to  the  belief  of  many  that 
tliere  is  nothing  sacred  or  moral  about  a  union 
that  is  characterized  by  perpetual  jangling  and 
common  unhappiness.  Some  that  would  permit 
divorces  would  not  permit  the  remarriage  of  either 
party.  In  short,  there  is  an  infinite  variety  of 
shades  in  the  popular  opinions  on  this  subject,  and 
a  law  that  will  please  everybody  is  impossible. 

Still,  some  of  the  existing  divorce  laws  are  noth- 
ing short  of  scandalous,  and  the  differences  be- 
tween states  that  have  given  rise  to  various  "di- 
vorce colonies"  are  prolific  in  evil.  There  is  a  de- 
mand for  reform,  and  this  can  best  be  arrived  at 
by  a  uniform  law,  which  shall  be  adopted  in  as 
many  states  as  will  accept  it,  that  will  make  sane 
and  sensible  provisions  for  divorce  without  open- 
ing the  doors  to  an  immoral  loosening  of  the  mar- 
riage ties.

A  year  saved 
in  the  lower  grades  is  a  year  saved  in 
the  higher  grades  or  even  in  the  higli 
school  or  college.  By  proper  economy  in 
time,  I  should  think  an  ordinarily  briglit 
pupil  should  be  through  college  when  20 
or  21  years  old. 

"Understand,  I  am  not  In  favor  of  more 
stufting  for  the  children.  While  I  would 
like  to  see  tliem  get  ahead  faster,  I  do 
not  say  they  should  be  compelled  to  work 
harder.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  cut 
out  some  of  the  unnecessary  work.  The 
poor  youngsters  work  hard  enough  un- 
der the  present  system.  I  have  often 
thought  thai  some  of  the  parents  should 
be  tied  to  the  wliipping  post  and  given 
an  unlimited  number  of  lashes  for  the 
manner  In  which  they  make  their  children 
cram   in   knowledge."

A  GOOD  SUGGESTION. 

Last  evening  The  Herald  published  an  inter- 
view with  Bishop  McGolrick  that  includes  a  sug- 
gestion worth  the  attention  of  the  people  of  this 
city,  and  worth  the  consideration  of  the  Duluth 
Street  Railway  company. 

He  suggests  that  during  the  hours  in  the  morn- 
ing when  the  children  are  going  to  school,  and  in 
thv  hours  of  the  afternoon  when  they  are  going 
home  from  school,  the  street  railway  company  give 
them  a  reduced  fare,  say  2J/2  cents  each. 

The  suggestion  is  a  good  one.  The  people 
should  take  it  up  and  make  every  effort  to  make 
the  officers  of  the  street  railway  company  see  that 
it  is  a  good  one.  It  would  bring  a  large  relief  to 
hundreds  of  humble  homes  in  the  city.  It  would 
increase  the  school  attendance.  It  would  increase 
the  facilities  this  city  offers  for  free  education,  and 
it  would  through  this  means  create  a  better  stand- 
ard of  citizenship,  a  thing  in  which  the  street  rail- 
way company  and  every  industry  and  every  resi- 
dent is  deeply  interested. 

The  city  is  long  and  narrow,  and  the  school 
buildings  are  necessarily  scattered  at  considerable 
intervals.  A  very  large  proportion  of  the  children 
that  go  to  school  have  to  use  the  street  cars.  Most 
of  those  that  attend  the  high  school,  and  most  of 
those  that  attend  the  normal  school,  must  go  by 
street  car. 

Now  street  car  fare  amounts  to  only  a  nickel 
a  ride,  and  that  isn't  much.  But  in  many  a  family 
blessed  with  a  numerous  brood  of  children  it  is  a 
^ery  serious  item.  A  poor  family  with  three  chil- 
dren attending  school  finds  street  car  fare  a  very 
embarrassing  item  of  expense.  To  school  and  back 
home  again  means  30  cents  a  day,  or  $1.50  a  week, 
or  more  than  $6  a  month.  In  a  family  whose  total 
income  is  $50  or  $60  or  $75  a  month,  out  of  which 
must  come  food,  clothing,  house  rent,  doctors'  bills, 
insuraiice  and  all  the  crowding  expenses  of  running 
a  home,  this  is  a  very  large  item.  It  doesn't  mean 
much  to  the  street  railway  company  or  its  stock- 
holders, perhaps.  But  it  looms  largely  in  the 
doMe  calculations  of  the  humble  financiers  who  are 
charged  v.ith  the  duty  of  feeding  and  clothing  and 
educating  the  children  who  are  to  be  the  future 
citizens  r.nd  taxpayers  of  the  community. 

But  Httle  loss  of  revenue  to  the  street  railway 
would  be  incurred  by  :>dopting  this  suggestion.  In 
fact,  there  arc  many  homes  where  it  is  now  impos-

THE  STAGE  REPORTER. 

At  the  recent  session  of  the  International 
League  of  Press  Clubs  in  Denver  a  resolution  was 
offered  deploring  the  tendency  of  playwrights  to 
make  the  newspaper  craft  ridiculous  by  introducing 
the  "stage  reporter." 

The  idea  of  preparing  such  a  resolution  as  this 
argues  the  lack  of  a  saving  sense  of  humor  that  is 
not  characteristic  of  newspaper  men. 

It  is  true  that  the  stage  reporter  is  not  a  credit 
to  his  profession,  as  a  rule.  He  is  a  comedy  char- 
acter, generally,  and  he  does  things  that  no  re- 
porter except  perhaps  the  star  reporter  on  the 
Bungtown  Blaze  of  Freedom  ever  does. 

His  methods  of  acquiring  news,  upon  the  stage, 
are  generally  discreditable.  He  listens  at  key 
holes,  pecks  over  transoms,  wears  shabby  clothes 
and  an  apologetic  demeanor.  Invariably,  too,  he 
takes  copious  notes  in  a  voluminous  notebook. 

Now  the  real  reporter  is  not  an  eavesdropper  or 
a  sneak.  There  may  be  reporters  that  would  get 
their  news  through  a  keyhole  or  transom,  but  they 
are  not  employed  upon  decent  newspapers,  and 
they  are  pitiable  imitations  of  the  real  thing.  Fur- 
thermore, very  few  reporters  carry  notebooks. 
They  use  their  heads  for  most  of  their  notes,  and 
if  in  getting  an  item  of  news  there  are  facts  and 
figures  that  necessitate  note-taking,  they  usually 
use  a  slip  of  cop}'  paper  or  have  to  borrow  a  sheet 
of  scratch  paper  from  their  informants. 

And  the  real  reporter  does  not  wear  an  apolo- 
getic look.  He* is  proud  of  his  occupation,  and  has 
no  need  to  apologize  for  following  it. 

Of  course  the  stage  reporter  is  not  a  credit  to 
the  profession  he  lampoons,  but  neither  is  the  stage 
Irishman,  or  the  stage  Swede,  or  the  stage  Hebrew, 
a  credit  to  his  race.  Almost  invariably  stage  rep- 
resentations of  nationality  are  caricatures,  gross 
enough  to  make  the   real   people  indignant. 

And  if  the  playwrights  have  as  much  fun  with 
the  newspaper  man  as  the  newspaper  man  has  with 
the  playwrights  and  those  that  interpret  his  char- 
acters, they  are  welc<5me  to  it.  For  years  the  press 
has  said  what  it  pleased,  in  most  cases,  about  plays 
and  players,  and  it  would  be  rank  injustice  to  deny 
the  playwrights  whatever  satisfaction  there  may  be 
in  "getting  back"  at  the  newspaper  profession  upon 
occasion. 

The  reporter  depends  no  more  upon  the  stage 
interpretation  of  his  character  for  his  public  stand- 
ing than  the  Irishman,  the  Swede  or  the  Jew. 
These  people  live  through  it  and  thrive,  and  their 
standings  in  the  community  are  not  affected  by 
stage  fun-making.  The  reporter  will  probably  be 
able  to  live  through  it,  too,  and  hold  his  head  up. 


REFORMING  THE  LANGUAGE. 

The  San  Francisco  Bulletin  suggests  that  the 
spelling  reform  craze  set  in  motion  by  President 
Roosevelt  might  be  used  to  afford  an  opening  for 
a  reformation  in  the  use  of  words  and  phrases  as 
well  as  in  the  method  of  grouping  the  letters  that 
compose  them.    * 

The  suggestion  is  not  bad  at  all.  There  are 
certain  phrases  that  have  been  tongued  until  they 
are  worn  threadbare  and  shiny.  Yet  there  are 
writers  and  speakers  that  employ  them  daily,  and 
there  is  scarcely  a  professional  manipulator  of 
language  who  has  not  pet  phrases  which  amount  to 
petty  vices  in  their  frequent  use. 

For  instance,  it  is  customary  for  presiding  offi- 
cers to  say:  "The  gentleman  who  is  to  address 
you  this  evening  needs  no  introduction."  The 
orator,  as  well  as  the  platform  drafter,  either 
"points  with  pride"  or  "views  with  alarm."  The 
reporter,  in  telling  about  his  meeting,  either  says 
that  he  has  "a  large  and  enthusiastic  audience," 
which  frequently  interrupted  with  "great  applause," 
or  that  he  had  "a  small  crowd,  composed  mostly 
of  boys,"  depending  upon  whether  the  speaker's 
politics  agree  with  those  of  his  paper  or  not. 

We  have  thrown  off  the  clinging  grasp  of  some 
of  these  expressions.  Reporters  do  not  as  often 
as  they  used  to  commit  such  offenses  as  saying 
"conflagration"  when  they  mean  a  fire;  "a.  good 
time  was  reported  by  all;"  "accepted  a  position" 
when  they  mean  "got  a  job;"  "resigned  his  posi- 
tion" when  they  mean  that  he  quit  or  got  fired; 
that  a  building  was  "consumed  by  the  fire  fiend" 
when  they  mean  "burned  up  '  or  "burned  down." 
But  vessels  are  still  "burned  to  the  water's  edge," 
as  they  used  to  be  of  yore;  warriors  are  still 
"armed  to  the  teeth,"  whatever  that  may  mean; 
and  sometimes  people  or  objects  even  "drop  with 
a  dull,  sickening  thud." 

It  might  prove  beneficial  if  the  president  would 
take  up  this  matter,  and  "inaugurate" — another  of- 
fense of  which  he  might  take  note — a  campaign 
against  the  everlasting  repetition  of  wornout 
phrases  which  speakers  and  writers  repeat  like  a 
lot  of  parrots.

Really  there  is  a  good  deal  of  aim- 
less and  wasted  effort  in  connection 
with  this  business  of  having  a  good 
time.  The  conventional  Idea  of  a  good 
time  needs  to  be  enlarged  and  en- 
riched. Suppose  the  manager  of  a 
92  j  big  concern  should  some  Monday  call 
his  workmen  and  workwomen  together 
and  say,  "I  have  decided  to  give  you 
all  a  holiday  with  pay  continued.  Now 
go  off  and  have  a  good  time."  It  would 
be  Interesting  to  watch  where  they  went 
and  what  they  did.

convention;  James  O.  Lyford,  naval  officer  at  the 
port  of  Boston,  who  was  to  have  been  the  rail- 
road's chairman  of  the  committee  on  resolutions;

The  public  schools  of  Duluth 
adopt  simplified  spelling  on  an 
tional  basis. 

The  list  of  300  words  suggested  by 
the  Simplified  Spelling  board  will  be 
circulated  about  among  the  city 
schools  and  the  children  given  to  un- 
derstand that  the  forms  suggested  are 
convenient  and  correct,  but  the  old 
form  will  also  be  regarded  as  correct, 
and  the  choice  of  spellings  left  entire- 
ly to  the  pupil. 

Said  Superintendent  Denfeld  yester- 
day: 

"I  am  in  favor  of  the  movement 
taken  by  the  board  in  the  direction  of 
simplifj-ing  the  spelling  of  the  lan- 
guage, and  of  every  one  of  the  rules 
they  suggest.  There  is  nothing  new  or 
especially  startling  about  any  of  these 
rules,  many  of  the  forms  having  beyn 
in  use  by  good  authorities  in  the  lit- 
erary world  for  years.  The  most  rad- 
ical rule  of  the  lot  is  that  replacing 
the  suffix  'ed'  by  't,'  and  even  this  may 
be  found  In  the  works  of  various  writ- 
ers for   many  years. 

"We  will  teach  the  children  the 
simpler  form  as  well  as  the  old  one 
and  hope  in  time  to  educate  them  to 
the  use  of  the  new  spellings,  which 
by  its  simplicity  will  appeal  to  them. 
There  will  be  nothing  compulsory 
about  it  and  the  old  form  will  not  be 
corrected. 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  a  book  writ- 
ten by  a  man  who  is  evidently  an  ex- 
treme radical  on  spelling  reform.  He- 
spells  which  'hulch'  and  who  'huo'  and 
has  a  number  g>t  other  radical  changes 
with  which  I  am  not  at  all  in  sym- 
pathy. We  do  not  want  anyone  who 
proposes  to  tear  the  language  to 
pieces,  and  if  such  changes  as  these 
are  to  be  made  they  must  be  made 
gradually."

They 
include  the  loss  of  a  hand  at  tlie  wriat, 
a  foot  at  the  ankle,  or  both  eyes. 
For  the  loss  of  one  eye,  no  benefits 
can  be  paid,  under  the  constitution. 
Some  of  the  claims  presented  were  for 
the  loss  of  practically  all  of  the  hand, 
but  not  at  the  wrist.  Such  claims  are 
made  the  subject  of  special  investiga- 
tion. 

Up  to  noon  ninety  of  those  so  called 
illegal  claims  had  been  considered,  the 
amount  being  ordered  paid  out  being 
142,750.

Illegal  use  of  the  union  label  by 
iion-union  lirms  in  Duluuh  and  other 
cities  is  becoming  a  favorite  trick,  as 
was  disclosed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Duluth  Trades*  assembly  last  even- 
ing, and  the  unions  will  soon  take 
steps  to  Slop  it  in  Duluth  at  It-ast. 

The  matter  was  first  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  trades'  assembly  by 
Walter  Eastman  of  the  Typographical 
union,  but  aftarwards  several  other 
delegates  said  that  they  had  also  no- 
ticed the  Illegal  method.  Mr.  East- 
man spoke  principally  of  the  case  of 
Barker  &  t)rr  of  the  Consolidated 
I'rinting  company,  a  firm  doing  busi- 
ness on  Fourth  avenue  west,  making 
rubber  stamps  and  printing  badges 
and  signs.  It  was  stated  at  the  meet- 
ing last  night  that  this  company  had 
furnished  some  of  the  members  of  the 
Longshoremen's  union  with  badges, 
which  had  the  union  label  on  them, 
when  this  has  been  a  non-union  com- 
liany  ever  since  the  strike  of  the  print- 
ers was  started,  almost  a  year  ago. 
Mr.  Eastman  explained  tliat  the  lirni 
used  some  old  slips  on  which  the  label 
had  been  printed  before  the  strike,  and 
were   pasting    lliese   on   the   budges. 

This  custom  is  also  claimed  to  be 
general  among  some  of  the  clothing 
lirms  of  the  city  and  the  member.s  of 
the  unions  were  warner'  to  be  careful 
to  purchase  only  such  goods  as  they 
knew  riglitfully  carried  the  label.  It 
is  charged  that  the  clothiers  have  a 
stock  of  labels  and  if  an  article  of 
clothing  does  not  have  the  label  they 
will  offer  to  put  it  on  themselves.  In 
a  pair  of  shoes  the  label  is  sometimes 
found  stamped  in  one  shoe  but  not  in 
the  other.  Union  men  were  urged  to 
watch  for  these  shoes  as  the  manufac- 
turers often  maintain  two  factories, 
one  union  and  the  other  non-union. 

President  Shartell  of  the  Trades  As- 
sembly directed  that  the  delegates  at 
last  night's  meeting  carry  back  the 
warnings  concerning  this  Illegal  use 
of  the  label  and  tliat  all  members  should 

avoid  these  linns.

office"  only,  and  said  that  if  any  other 
construction  were  given  to  the  word 
"candidate,"  resort  might  be  had  to 
all  manner  of  fraud  and  bribery  in 
procuring  a  nomination,  without  sub- 
jecting a  candidate  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act,  if  he  conducted  himself 
properly  after  the  nomination,  and 
thereby  the  whole  purpose  of  the  law 
might  be  evaded.  This  purpose  is 
more  clearly  apparent  in  our  statute 
than  in  the  Pennsylvania  law,  since 
our  law  expressly  prohibits  corrupt 
practices  In  securing  either  a  nomina- 
tion or  an  election. 

The  word  "candidate"  has  also  been 
construed  in  a  number  of  cases  in  ' 
England,  and  in  every  case  that  we  > 
have  been  able  to  find  was  given  sub-  I 
stantially  the  meaning  stated  above,  I 
that  is,  a  person  offering  himself  to  the 
suffrages  of  the  electors. 

The  other  sections  of  this  act  pro- 
vide that  no  person  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  hold  any  elective  office  pro- 
cured with  his  knowledge,  conniv-  ' 
ance  or  consent.  In  violation  of  any 
provision  cf  sections  34S-350,  and  j 
provide  a  method  by  which  he  may  be 
ousted  from  office,  if  elected. 

If  Mr.  Bates  made  an  agreement 
with  Mr.  Miles,  in  the  form  of  the  al- 
leged copy  presented  to  us,  we  are 
satisfied  that  it  was  an  expenditure

Dear  Sir: — The  question  submitted 
to  me  in  your  beliaJf  by  Mr.  Fry- 
berger  Is  not  free  from  difficulty. 
It  all  turns,  I  think,  upon  the  mean- 
ing of  the  word  "candidate"  as 
used  in  the  Corrupt  Practices  Act  of 
this  state,  and"  that  turns  on  whether 
or  not  a  man  can  be  a  candidate  for 
the  nomination  of  any  political  party 
before  he  files  his  declaration  with 
the    proper    officer. 

The  statutes  provides  that  he  shall, 


were  a  candidate  within  the  meaning 
of  the  statute.  Tour  name  could  not 
be  placed  upon  the  ballot  unless  you 
file  your  intention  with  the  county 
auditor,  and  if  not  upon  the  ballot, 
you  could  not  be  nominated  at  the 
primary  for   the   office. 

These  considerations  would  all 
seem  to  lead  to  the  conclusion  that 
one  is  not  a  candidate  for  nomina- 
tion, within  the  meaning  of  the 
law,  until  he  has  filed  hia  declara- 
tion of  intent  with  the  county 
auditor. 

Upon  the  other  hand,  the  general 
meaning  of  the  word  "candidate"  Is, 
as  defined  in  tlie  books,  "One  who 
seeks  or  aspires  to  some  office  or 
privilege."  lliere  could  be  no  ques- 
tion that  at  the  time  of  paying  this 
money  and  making  this  agreement 
you  Mere  seeking  the  nomination  to 
the  office  of  slieriff.  The  statue 
was  ahiied  to  prevent  the  use  of 
money  in  any  manner  except  tho.se 
spe<'lfied  to  aid  in  securing  the  nom- 
ination of  any  person  seeking  It. 

If  the  court  seeks  to  carrj-  out  the 
evident  Intent  of  the  statute,  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  to  avoid  the 
c<jncIuslon  that  any  one  who  is  ac- 
tively seeking  the  nomination  and  Is 
doing  things  with  the  express  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  sup{K>rt  is  a 
candidate  within  the  generally  ac- 
cepted   meaning   of   the   word. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  said 
that  the  statute  Is  in  its  nature  a 
criminal  statute,  as  it  requires  a 
candidate  to  file  a  sworn  statement 
showing  all  of  his  expenditures,  and 
If  In  such  a  statement  this  item  were 
not  Included,  if  it  were  held  to  have 
been  expended  while  the  man  was  a 
candidate,  then  he  would  be  guilty 
of    perjury. 

It  would  hardly  be  contended,  I 
take  it,  that  one  who  does  not  file 
for  the  nomination  and  whose  name 
is  not  placed  upon  the  ticket,  is  a 
candidate  in  the  sense  that  he  would 
be  obliged  to  make  out  a  sworn 
statement   of   his   expenses. 

The  question  might  arise  In  either 
of     two     ways.  If     your     name     is 

placed  upon  the  ticket  and  after  the 
primaries  you  file  a  sworn  statement 
of  your  expenditures,  not  including 
the  amount  paid  in  this  transaction, 
if  an  attempt  were  made  to  prose- 
cute criminallj',  the  question  might 
then  arise  as  a  matter  of  law  before 
the  court,  whether  you  were  a  candi- 
date at  the  time  the  money  was 
paid.  Assuming  that  you  had  not 
filed  with  the  county  auditor  at  that 
time,  I  should  expect  the  court,  ap- 
plying the  rules  of  strict  construc- 
tion, if  the  case  arose  first  in  a  crim- 
inal proceeding,  to  hold  that  you  were 
not  a  candidate  at  any  time  before 
making  the  filing  with  the  county 
auditor  of  your  declaration  of  in- 
tention.

Dear  Sir: — At  your  request  I 
examined  the  question  as  to  whether 
Mr.  William  J.  Bates  could  hold  the 
office  of  sheriff  lor  St.  Louis  county 
if  he  should  receive  the  nomination 
and  election.  At  the  time  of  making 
this  request  you  submitted  to  me 
what  purported  to  be  a  promise  on 
the  part  of  Mr.  Bates  to  pay  Jack 
:\Iiks  $500  if  the  latter  would  file 
for  the  nomination  for  sheriff  and 
then  withdraw  on  or  before  the  last 
day    of    filing. 

Assuming  this  promise  to  have 
been  made,  1  am  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  both  under  the  Minne- 
sota Statutes  and  the  decision  of  the 
courts,  that  Mr.  Bates  could  not  hold 
the  office  of  sheriff,  if  his  right  to 
do  so  were  contested.  I  understand 
that  Mr.  Bates  contends  that  our 
statutes  do  not  apply  to  any  expendi- 
tures made  prior  to  the  nomination, 
but  only  apply  to  expenditures  made 
after  the  nomination  and  prior  to  the 
general  election,  and  that  he  has 
obtained  the  opinions  of  some  reputa- 
ble attorneys  to  this  effect.  I  do 
not  think  it  is  possible  to  successfully 
maintain  this  position  under  our 
statutes.  Section  348  of  the  Revised 
Laws  of  1905  provides,  "No  candi- 
date for  nomination  to  any  elective 
office  shall  directly  or  Indirectly  pay, 
expend,"  etc.  This  section  clearly 
shows  that  any  expenditure,  except 
as  permitted  by  the  statute,  is  pro- 
hibited as  an  aid  to  secure  a  nomina- 
tion, as  well  as  an  election.  Sec- 
tion 350  provides,  that  "Every  person 
who  shall  be  a  candidate  for  nomin- 
ation or  election  to  any  elective 
office,  shall  file  a  verified  statement 
of  his  expenses,"  etc.  The  fact  that 
this  section  specifically  provides  for 
verified  statements  of  the  expendi- 
tures made  by  candidates  for  either 
"nomination  or  election."  shows 
clearly  that  It  Is  as  much  of  an 
offense  under  the  law  to  make  an 
unwarranted  expenditure  for  a  nom- 
!  Inatlon  as  for  an  election.  Other- 
wise the  clause  In  this  section  provid- 
ing for  verified  statements  of  ex- 
penditures made  for  either  "nom- 
ination or  election"  would  be  mean- 
ingless  and   absurd. 

At  your  request,  I  have  refrained 
from  giving  any  elaborate  opinion 
as  to  process  of  reasoning  by  which 
I  arrived  at  the  result,  but  I  have 
thought  it  advisable  to  call  attention 
to  a  few  of  the  provi-sions  of  the 
.statute,  which,  in  my  opinion,  on 
their  face,  make  it  perfectly  apparent 
that  the  law  applies  to  expenditures 
made  by  a  candidate  for  a  nomina- 
tion as  well  as  a  candidate  for  an 
election.

TMlUam  Bates,  Sheriff: — 

Pursuant  to  your  request  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  liability  to  action, 
criminal  or  civil,  upon  the  state  of 
facts  presented  to  me  by  vou,  will 
say  that  from  an  examInatio"n  of  the 
statutes  and  the  law  In  the  case,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  upon  such 
.state  of  facts  there  is  no  criminal 
liability. 

On  the  question  of  civil  liability 
of  being  ousted  from  office  by  a 
contest  or  by  proceedings  by  the  at- 
torney general,  wUl  say  tlmt  this 
question  is  more  in  doubt,  and  de- 
pends upon  the  construction  that 
the  courts  would  put  upon  the  word 
"candidate"  as  used  in  Section  348  of 
the  New  Code.  This  section  pro- 
vides that  no  candidate  for  nomin- 
ation to  any  elective  office  shall 
directly  or  indirectly,  pay,  expend  or 
contribute  any  money  or  valuable 
thing,  or  promise  so  to  do,  except 
legal  expenses  as  the  same  are  there- 
in  defined   and   limited. 

The  state  of  facts  suggested  by  you 
would  bring  the  case  within  the 
prohibition  of  this  statute,  provided 
the  party  paying  the  money  was  at 
the  time  a  candidate  for  nomination 
to  an  elective  office,  and  while  the 
ptdnt  is  very  fine.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  a  court  v»ould  hold  that  a  per- 
son Is  not  a  candidate  for  nomina- 
tion to  an  elective  office  until  he 
has  filed  for  the  office  in  the  manner 
required    by    the   statute. 

I  think  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
a  person  before  filing  for  the  nom- 
ination could  spend  money  In  ascer- 
taining whether  or  not  he  desired 
to  be  a  candidate,  and  that  the 
money  so  spent  would  not  be  pro- 
hibited by  the  statute.  And  it  seems 
to  me  both  as  a  matter  of  fact  and 
as  a   matter   of  law,   that   no   person

Postoffice     Department 

Issues  Proposals  for 

Nine  States. 

Washington,  Sept.  15.— Proposals  are 
about  to  be  issued  by  the  postoffice 
department,  inviting  bids  for  tae 
carrying  of  mails  on  the  star  and 
steamboat  routes  in  Ohio,  Illinois,  In- 
diana, Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minne- 
sota, Iowa  and  Missouri  for  four 
years,  beginning  July  1,  1907.  The 
advertisements  will  cover  2,036  routes, 
on  which  the  annual  compensationi 
under  existing  contracts,  aggregates 
about  $800,000. 

Advertisements  will  also  be  issued, 
inviting  proposals  for  carrying  the 
mails  in  the  larger  cities  in  these 
states,  between  the  postoffice.s,  ral- 
road  stations  and  mail  stations  This 
latter  service  is  required  to  be  per- 
formed  in   screen   wagons. 

The  cost  of  this  service,  under  ex- 
isting contracts,  is  about  $357,000  per 
annum. 


THAW  WANTS  SPEEDY  TRIAL. 

Counsel  Asks  That  Indictment  be  Taken 
to  Supreme  Court 

New  York,  Sept.  15.— A  notice  of  motion 
was  served  on  Assistant  District  Attorney 
Gar\-in  by  counsel  for  Thaw,  that  Sept.  IM, 
in  the  supreme  court,  they  will  move  for 
the  removal  of  the  Indictment  against 
Thaw  from  the  court  of  general  sessions 
to  the  supreme  court. 

Accompanying  the  notice  are  two  afll- 
davits  signed  by  Thaw's  counsel.  One 
by  Clifford  W.  Ilartridge  is  to  the  effect 
that  his  client  desires  a  speedy  trial  be- 
cause the  case  has  caused  widespread  dis- 
cussion. The  second,  signed  by  John  B.

Gleason  further  states  that  because  of 
the  notoriety  the  case  has  attained,  many 
have  already  formed  an  opinion  as  to  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  Thaw,  and  for  that 
reason  also  he  wished  his  client  to  have  a 
speedy   trial. 


AGE  LIMIT 
IS  REACHED 

Career  of  Veteran  Sol- 
dier Who  Retires  From 
Service. 

General  Corbin  No  Longer 
One  of  Active  Sol- 
diers. 


Washington,  Sept.  15.— Lieut.  Gen- 
eral Henry  C.  Corbin  will  be  retired 
at  noon  today,  having  reached  the  age 
of  64.  Gen.  Corbin  has  had  a  long 
military  career,  having  entered  the 
volunteer  service  in  the  Civil  war  in 
1S62  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  an  Ohio 
regiment  and  was  mustered  out  as 
colonel   of  a  colored  regiment  in  1866. 

He  entered   the  regular  service  as  a 

second  lieutenant  when  the  army  was 
re-organized  in  1866  and  remained  in 
the  infantry  until  1880,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  adjutant  general's  de- 
partment. He  became  adjutant  gen- 
eral in  1898,  just  before  the  Spanish 
war  and  it  was  during  that  war  he 
made  a  reputation  which  resulted  in 
his  being  made  a  major  general.  The 
office  of  adjutant  general  under  the 
conditions  obtaining  at  that  time  made 
Gen.  Corbin  practically  the  head  of  the 
army  and  as  he  was  the  Intimate  and 
trusted  friend  of  President  McKinley, 
no  man  had  more  power  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  army.  During  the 
war  he  was  in  his  office  from  early 
morning  until  long  after  midnight, 
while  during  the  struggle  in  the  Phil- 
ippines and  the  Boxer  troubles  in 
China,  he  was  still  the  head  of  the 
army   to  all   intents  and   purposes. 

The  legislation  which  destroyed  the 
adjutant  general's  corps  left  Gen.  Cor- 
bin in  an  anomalous  position.  He  was 
carried  on  the  rolls  as  adjutant  gen- 
eral with  the  rank  of  major  general. 
In  that  capacity  he  was  assigned  to 
important  commands,  first  as  com- 
mander of  the  Atlantic  division,  and 
later  In  command  of  the  division  of 
the  Philippines. 

February  last  Gen.  Corbin  succeeded 
Gen.  Bates  as  lieutenant  general  of  the 
army,  but  contrary  to  the  practices  un- 
der the  law  which  created  the  genenal 
staff,  he  was  not  made  chief  of  staff. 
In  fact  it  was  his  suggestion  that  a 
younger  man  with  long  service  be- 
fore him  should  be  assigned  to  that 
position  so  that  the  changes  would  not 
be  so  frequent  and  so  that  a  policy 
could  be  carried  out  without  interrup- 
tion. Gen.  Corbin  Is  in  command  of 
the  northern  division  with  headquar- 
ters at  St.  Louis.  His  future  home  wili 
be   In   the  District  of  Columbia.

BULLET  ENDS  HIS 
LIFE  OF  TROUBLE 

Despondent  Operator, 

Driven  by  Illness, 

Commits  Suicide. 

Eveleth.  Minn.,  Sept.  15.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— John  Wilson,  a  Duluth 
&  Iron  Range  railway  operator,  des- 
pondent over  continued  illness,  shot 
hlm.st  If  through  the  right  temple  while 
In  his  room  at  Slu-a's  boarding  house 
In    this   city    this    morning. 

After  firing  the  shot  he  made  his 
^^'ay  to  the  bathroom  where  he  was 
found. 

Mrs.  Shea  heard  the  shot  and  after 
looking  in  various  rooms,  found  Wll- 
Bon,  lying  in  a  pool  of  blood  in  the 
bathroom. 

He  \.as  at  once  taken  to  Morris'  hos- 
pital, where  he  died  shortly  after 
noon. 


Injunction  proceedings  were  started  this 
morning  before  Judge  Dibell  in  district 
court  by  W.  W.  Freeman  of  Virginia, 
against  the  city  of  Virginia  and  its  of- 
ficers to  stop  the  work  of  paving  the 
principle  street  of  that  city. 

Last  spring  a  large  number  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Virginia  signed  a  petition  to  the 
city  council  asking  that  Chestnut  street, 
the  principal  thoroughfare  of  that  city 
should  be  paved.  The  city  council  and 
otiicials  learned  what  the  various  meth- 
ods of  paving  would  cost  and  decided  to 
go  ahead  and  advertise  for  bids.  A  trip 
was  made  to  Duluth,  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis and  after  a  careful  examination 
the  city  officials  decided  that  the  creo- 
sote pavement  would  be  the  best  for  all 
purposes  at  Virginia.  A  canvass  of  the 
property  owners  of  the  street  showed 
that  a  majority  were  in  favor  of  the 
pavement  and  the  contract  was  finally 
awarded  to  P.  McDonell  and  its  of- 
decided  to  put  in  a  creosote  block  pave- 
ment. 

W.  \V.  Freeman,  In  his  complaint,  main- 
tarns  that  the  pavement  was  not  needed 
in  the  first  place,  and  that  the  creosote 
block  pavement  is  not  suitable.  A  great 
deal  of  documentary  evidence  was  read 
m  connection  with  tlie  complaint  and 
answer,  telling  the  history  of  the  pav- 
ing project  from  the  beginning  to  end 
It  IS  expected  the  case  will  take  up  the 
remainder  of   the   day.

efforts    were    begun    to    settle    up    the 
lands  surrounding  Duluth.

The  past  five  years  has  wit- 
nessed one  of  the  greatest  movements 
of  settlers  on  to  cheap  lands,  taal 
North  America  has  ever  seen,  and  the 
lands  around  Duluth  have  not  had  their 
share  in  this  movement,  and  have  not 
received  the  number  of  settlers  lluy 
should.  There  is  no  one  thing  of  sucli 
vital  Importance  to  every  inhabitant  ot 
this  city,  as  is  the  settlement  and  de- 
velopment of  lands  surrounding  it. 
Evei-y  acre  of  this  land  that  is  cleared 
up  and  put  under  cultivation,  wii^, 
produce  practically  as  much  each  yea; 
In  farm  products,  as  it  produced  be- 
fore in  100  years  in  timber,  and  the 
great  part  of  this  is  constantly  added 
to  the  wealth  and  prosperity  of  this 
community,  steadily  decreasing  the  cost 
of  high  living,  that  prevails  here,  and 
what  necessarily  follows,  thereby  en- 
abling all  of  the  factories  already  lo- 
cated here,  to  produce  goods  more 
economically  and  offering  greater  In- 
ducements to  other  factories  to  locate 
here. 

The  lumber  Industry,  which  hereto- 
fore has  been  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
commimity.  must  necessarily  now,  or 
In  any  event  in  the  near  future,  com- 
mence to  decline,  and  if  any  reader  of 
this  article  wishes  to  realize  what  the 
lumber  Interest  has  heretofore  meant 
to  this  city,  let  him  take  the  city  di- 
rectory open  it  at  any  page  and  count 
the  people  that  are  connected  with,  and 
are  making  their  living  out  of  tliis  in- 
dustry. If  this  community  continues  to 
grow,  new  industries  must  be  brought 
here  to  take  the  place  of  the  lumber 
industry,  and  cost  of  living  is  one  of 
the  important  Items  Uiat  enter  into 
consideration  of  location.  This  cost  of 
living  here  can  never  be  reduced  Lo  a 
normal  basis  until  the  farm  products 
required  are  grown  on  the  lands  sur- 
rounding this  city. 

P"e.  of    the    greatest    obstacles    met 
with   in   the  settlement  of  these  lands 
has   been  and   still   is   the   dlsc-ourage 


of  these  lands  to  settlers  is  looked  upon 
by  them  as  a  sort  of  gold  brick  game, 
simply  because  they  have  never  given 
the  matter  enough  consideration.  The 
one  argument  they  have  to  present, 
when  asked  upon  what  they  base  their 
opinion,  is  stumps.  The  question  of 
stumps  is  not  nearly  as  serious  a  one, 
in  a  great  many  instances,  to  the  would 
be  buyer  or  settler  of  these  lands,  as 
the  discouragement  he  meets  with, 
when  he  asks  his  friend,  who  lives  liere! 
what  his  opinion  is  of  these  lands  for 
farming.  The  fact  that  the  pine  stumps 
that  at  present  remain  on  a  great  deal 
of  this  land  are  not  a  serious  draw- 
back to  the  cultivation  of  it,  has  been 
thoroughly  demonstrated  by  the  thous- 
ands of  farms  which  have  been  opened 
up  in  the  timber  district  of  Northern 
-Viinnesota  and  Wisconsin,  and  which 
ire  being  farmed  at  a  profit  without 
ihe  removal  of  a  single  stump,  if  any 
>f  our  readers  question  this  statement, 
let  them  go  out  in  any  direction  from 
this  city  and  see  for  themselves  just 
what  the  agricultural  conditions  are 
around  us.  Don't  continue  to  think  and 
particularly  to  talk  that  there  is  little 
or  no  chance  for  the  farmer  around 
Duluth,  until  you  have  investigated, 
and  found  from  actual  observation  the 
conditions  as  they  exist.  The  stumps 
have  got  to  be  removed  but  once,  and 
then  the  farmer  has  as  productive  a 
farm  as  lays  out  of  doors,  close  to 
what  will  always  be  one  of  the  be?t 
markets  in  this  country.  Does  the 
citizen  here  who  discourages  his  friends 
from  coming  here  and  Settling,  realize, 
that  for  every  mile  he  goes  away  from 
this  locality,  he  is  bound  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  railroads,  not  only  this  year  and 
next  but  for  all  time?  Does  he  realize 
that  the  friend  he  induces  to  leave  this 
region  for  the  Dakotas.  Canada,  or  the 
other  cheap  sections  of  cheap  lands, 
will  In  a  few  years  pay  tribute  to  the 
railroads  of  more  than  it  will  cost  nlin 
to  stump  his  land.  With  the  improved 
appliances  for  removing  stumps,  avail- 
able now,  the  stump  question  is  not  a 
serious  one.  and  is  growing  less  so 
ail  the  time,  and  owing  to  the  fertility 
and  nearness  to  market  of  these  cut 
over  lands,  they  will  produce  more 
dollars  per  acre  than  any  lands  in  this 
country,  that  are  available  to  the  man

Ore.,  where  he  shipped 
four  carloads  of  horses  for  the  use  of  the 
United  States   army   In   the   Philippines. 

Mr.  Clancy  declares  that  the  day  of  the 
range  horse  in  Washington  and  Oregon 
haa  passed,  and  that  animals  suitable 
for  cavalry  purposes  are  becoming  fewer 
in  the   Northwest  every  year. 

"The  ranges  are  being  swept  clear  of 
good  horses,"  said  Mr.  Clancy,  "and  It  I9 
now  difficult  to  pick  up  a  large  band  of 
animals  having  sufficient  size  and  weight 
for  the  uses  of  the  government.  The  rules 
of  Inspection  by  the  government  offloers 
are  very  rigid.  There  are  very  few  bands 
of  well  bred  horses  to  be  found  either 
in  Eastern  Oregon  or  Washington.  Indian 
ponies,  or  cayuses,  are  not  so  scarce,  but 
they  are  not  suited  to  the  needs  of  the 
government.  The  time  has  come  when

Another  caught  near  Soquel,  Cal.,  was 
i  about  thirty  feet  long  and  had  a  young  ' 
sea  lion  weighing  about  100  pounds  in  j 
Its  stomach.  | 

"In  1904  an  Italian  fisherman  cau.?ht 
a  shark  twenty  feet  long  and  weighing  I 
3,500  pounds  in  a  net  in  San  Fraiici.sco  1 
bay.  In  its  storiach  were  six  large  ' 
porpoises  which  the  animal  had  swal-  I 
lowed    whole.  j 

"I  helped  to  open  up  one  in  the  Hon- 
olulu fish  market  a  few  years  ago,  and 
found  in  its  stomach  the  body  of  a 
man,  complete  from  the  waist  down 
with  the  exception  of  one  leg,  also 
some  ducks,  tin  cans,  etc.  The  body 
was  identified  later  as  that  of  a  man 
who  had  disappeared  about  ten  days 
before  while  bat  ling  off  Koko  Head. 
The   shark    was    twenty   feet   long. 

"In  order  to  give  an  idea  of  how- 
easy  it  would  be  for  a  man  eater  to 
swallow  a  full  grown  man,  I  prepared 
the  skeleton  of  a  fourteen  foot  man 
eater  and  after  the  Jaws  were  dried 
separately  and  propped  open  I  was 
able  to  crawl  through  them  without 
the  slightest   diffieulty. 

"The  most  remarkable  shark  ever 
caught  was  secured  by  Fred  Miller  of 
Tacoma,  in  1901.  It  was  eight  feet 
long,  and  had  two  heads  and  two  tails 
on  the  one  body. 

"It  is  in  the  South  Sea.s  that  the 
shark  attains  it  grreatest  pre-eminence. 
Here  it  was  fornierly  worshipped  as  a 
god  and  even  now  It  does  not  take 
much  to  drive  riany  of  the  native 
converts  back  to  <hark  worship,  if  they 
have  ever  really  given  it  up,  as  the 
Christian  religion  sits  easy  on  many 
of  them. 

"In  the  Hawaiian  Island  shark  wor- 
ship was  at  one  imc  almost  universal. 
This  worship  was  not  confined  to  an 
unseen,  idealized  form,  but  was  often 
centered  in  some  living  specimen  which 
frequented  a  certain  range  along 
shore.  Most  of  tie  natives  believed  in 
the  transmigration  of  souls  and  fre- 
quently cast  their  dead,  and  also  their 
living  babies  into  the  sea  to  be  de- 
voured by  the  sharks,  believing  that 
their  souls  woull  ever  after  animate 
tltose  fishes  and  incline  them  to  respect 
the  bodies  of  the  living  members  of 
the  family.  PJach  shark  god  had  a 
special  keeper,  or  kahu,  responsible 
Its  car'  and  worsliip. 

"The  largest  and  most  celebrated  of 
the  shark  gods  of  the  islands  was 
Kuhaimoana,  a  male,  whose  mouth 
was  said  to  be  as  large  as  an  ordin- 
ary grass  house,  and  whose  bulk  was 
so  great  that  it  could  not  navigate 
the  ehanncLs  between  the  islands,  and 
was  forced  to  remain  in  the  open 
sea.  .Second  in  size  and  power  was 
Kamohoalii,  elder  brother  of  the  ter- 
rible volcano  goddess  Pole. 

"In  the  Solomon  islands  sharks  are 
supposed  to  be  the  abode  of  ghosts. 
Men  will,  before  their  death,  announce 
that  they  will  appear  as  sharks,  and 
afterward  any  i*hark  remarkable  for 
size  or  color  which  is  observed  to 
haunt  a  certain  sihore  or  rock,  is  taken 
to  be  some  one's  ghost,  and  the  name 
of  the  deceased  is  given  to  it. 

"On  many  of  i  he  South  Sea  islands 
the  eating  of  shark  meat  was  tabood 
to  women,  and  it  meant  death  if 
they  disobeyed  :he  taboo.  The  men. 
however,  had  no  compunctions  about 
eating  a  shark,  provided  it  was  some 
other   man's   god.

The  automatic  machines  which  turn 
out  pins  and  hooks  have  minimized 
the  cost  of  their  manufacture  till  the 
cost  is  practically  only  that  of  the 
brass  wire  from  which  they  are  made. 
A  single  machine  does  the  whole  bus- 
iness. Coils  of  wire,  hung  upon  reels, 
are  passed  into  machines  which  cut 
them  into  proper  length,  and  they  drop 
off  into  a  receptacle  and  arrange  them- 
selves in  the  line  of  a  slot  formed  of 
two  bars.  When  they  reach  the  lower 
ends  of  he  bars  hey  are  seized  and 
pressed  between  two  dies,  which  form 
the  heads,  and  pass  along  into  the  grip 
of  another  steel  instrument  which 
points  them  by  pressure.  They  are 
then  dropped  into  a  solution  of  sour 
beer,  whirling  as  they  go,  to  be  cleaned 
and  then  into  a  hot  solution  of  tin, 
which    is    aLso    kept    revolving. 

They  here  receive  their  bright  coat 
of  metal  and  are  jiushod  along,  killing 
time,  until  the^y  have  had  an  oppoi*- 
for  I  tunity  to  harden,  when  they  are  drop- 
I  ped  into  a  revolving  barrel  of  bran 
and  sawdust,  which  cools  and  poUoiics 
them   at   the   same   time.

The  Hated.  Worshipped.  Useful  Scaven- 
gers of  the  Sea. 

New  York  Sun:  "One  of  the  most  in- 
teresting denizens  of  the  water,"  said 
[the  natural  history  collector,  "is  the 
i  shark.  It  is  found  In  all  seas  and  oc- 
cupies a  prominent  place  in  the  my- 
thology, folk  lore,  religion  and  domes- 
tic economy  of  all  countries  bordering 
on  salt  water. 

"The  shark  is  undoubtedly  a  dog  with 
a  bad  name,  but  it  really  does  not  de- 
serve half  the  bad  things  said  of  it. 
While  an  unmitigated  nuisance  and 
expense  in  many  ways,  especially  to 
fishermen,  yet  it  subservess 
necessary  purpose,  namely, 
scavenger   of    the   seas. 

"Like  the  goat  and  the  ostrich  on 
land,  the  shark  will  swallow  almost 
anything  that  comes  its  way,  be  it  a 
man,  a  horse,  feathered  fowls,  bottles, 
tin  cans,  rope  or  pieces  of  wood.  The 
species  known  as  man-eaters  have 
been  known  to  attack  human  beings, 
but  they  rarely

"Nothing  but  the  shell  of  the  fish 
remained,  and  this  was  lowered  over- 
board. Very  n.uch  to  the  astonish- 
ment of  his  captors  the  shark  slowly 
swa,m  around  close  to  the  boat  for  a 
few  minutes,  and  then  laboriously  be- 
gan to  swim  off,  soon  disappearing  in 
the  distance.  .  ,      ^ 

"The  native  of  the  Hawaiian  islands 
is  probably  the  most  fearless  hunter 
of  the  shark.  Occasionally  the  more 
expert  seek  the  fish  in  coves  and 
caves,  below  the  surface,  after  the 
shark  has  gorged  Itself  and  sleeps 
with  Its  head  forced  Into  the  sides  of 
its  resting  place. 

"The  diver  gently  slips  a  noose 
around  the  tail,  and  the  shark  is  then 
hauled  up  and  dispatched.  As  the 
slightest  false  movement  of  the  diver 
would  startle  the  fish,  and  cause  it  to 
attack  him.  an  idea  can  be  gained  of 
the  care  and  delicacy  necessary  to  be 
exercised  in  this  manner  of  hunt- 
ing.

Oyster  Bay,  Sept.  15.— After  a  pro- 
tracted conference  with  Secretary  of 
War  Taft,  Acting  Secretary  of  State 
Bacon  and  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
Bonaparta.  President  Roosevelt,  last 
night,  addressed  an  important  com- 
munication to  Cuba,  and  arranged  t> 
send  Secretaries  Taft  and  Bacon  t-> 
that  island  on  Sunday  to  make  a 
thorough     investigation     of     condition* 

there,   and   lend    their   intiuence   to   re- 
store peace. 

The  communication  is  addressed  to 
the  Cuban  minister  to  the  United 
States.  Senor  Quesada.  It  is  an  im- 
passioned plea  to  Cuba  to  realize  he- 
responsibility  as  a  self-governing  re- 
public, and  to  restore  peace  in  tho 
island.  Her  attention  is  called,  in  no 
uncertain  language,  to  the  responsi- 
bility which  the  United  States  beanj 
to  the  island,  and  the  certainty  tha: 
such  responsibility  will  necessarily  b« 
exercised  should  peace  not  be  pre- 
served. 

The  president  says  he  has  certain 
information  that  the  psace  of  the 
island  is  now  menaced,  and  that 
American  property  has  been  destroyed. 
Secretary  Taft  and  Assistant  Secre- 
tary Bacon  v.ill  leave  for  Cuba  Sun- 
day. They  will  go  by  rail  to  Key 
W'jst.  Fla.,  and  from  there  the  jour- 
ney to  Havana  will  be  completed  on  a 
naval  vessel,  probably  the  cruiser  Dea 
Moines. 

The  conference  which  resulted  in 
the  Cuban  decision  began  at  Sagaraort: 
Hill  shortly  afttr  3  o'clock  yesterday, 
and  continued  until  10  o'clock. 

At  its  conclusion.  Secretaries  Taft. 
Bonaparte  and  Bacon  left  for  New 
York,  and  will  go  to  Wasliington  to- 
day. 

Secretary  Taft  said,  as  he  left  Oyster 
Bay.  that  he  had  no  idea  as  to  the 
length  of  his  visit  to  Cuba.  He  in- 
dicates that  there  would  be  no  haste 
In  the  investigation  which  would  b€! 
made  there.  Aside  from  this  informa- 
tion, no  discussion  will  be  divulged 
200,600.58  by  those  attending  the  conference 
the  statement  being  maxie  that  the 
letter  of  the  president  was  Intended 
to  cover  the  whole  Cuban  situation,  as. 
far  as  it  was  desirable  to  do  so  in 
the  public  press. 

Senator  Beveridge  of  Indiana,  a 
member  of  the  senate  committee  on 
Cuban  relations,  also  participated  in 
the  conference. 

The  following  is  the  letter  from 
President    Roosevelt: 

My  Dear  Senor  Quesada:  In  this 
crisis  in  the  afifa.irs  of  the  republic  ol* 
Cuba,  I  write  you,  not  merely  because 
you  are  the  minister  of  Cuba  accred- 
ited to  this  government,  but  because 
you  and  I  were  intimately  drawn  to- 
gether at  the  time  when  the  United 
States  intervened  in  the  affairs  of 
Cuba,  with  the  result  of  making  her 
an  independent  nation.  You  know  how 
sincere  my  affection  and  admiration 
and  regard  for  Cuba  are;  you  know 
that  I  have  never  done,  and  never 
shall,  do  anything  in  reference  to 
Cuba,  save  with  sincere  regard  for 
her  welfare.  You  also  know  the  pride 
I  felt  because  it  came  to  me,  as  presi- 
dent, to  withdraw  the  American 
troops  from  the  island  of  Cuba,  and 
officially  to  proclaim  her  independence, 
and  to  wisli  her  God  speed  In  her 
career  as  a  free  republic.  I  desire, 
now.  through  you  to  say  a  word  of 
solemn  warning  to  your  people,  whose 
earnest   well   wisher  I  am. 

For  seven  years  Cuba  has  been  in  a 
condition  of  profound  peace  and  pros- 
perity. Her  peace,  prosperity  and  in- 
dependence are  now  menaced,  for  of  all 
possible  evil  that  can  befall  Cuba 
the  worst  is  the  evil  of  anarchy,  into 
which  civil  war  and  revolutionary  dis- 
turbances will  assuredly  throw  her. 
Whoever  is  responsible  for  armed  revo- 
lution and  outrage,  whoever  is  respon- 
sible in  any  way  for  the  condition  that 
now  obtains,  is  an  enemy  of  Cuba,  and 
doubly  heavy  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  man,  who,  affecting  to  be  the  es- 
pecial champion  of  Cuban  indepen- 
dence, takes  any  step  which  will 
jeopardize  that  independence.  For 
there  is  just  one  way  in  which  Cuban 
independence  can  be  secured  and  that 
is  for  the  Cuban  people  to  show  their 
ability  to  continue  in  their  path  of 
peaceful  and  orderly  progress.  This 
nation  asks  nothing  of  Cuba  save  that 
it  shall  continue  to  develop  as  it  has 
developed  during  the  past  seven 
years,  that  it  shall  know  and  practice 
the  orderly  liberty  which  will  assuredly 
bring  an  ever  increasing  measure  of 
peace  and  pro.sperity  to  tl  ■  beautiful 
queen  of  the  Antilles.  Oui  Interven- 
tion in  Cuban  affairs  will  only  come  if 
Cuba  herself  shows  that  she  has  fallen 
into  the  insurrectionist  habit,  that  she 
lacks  the  self  restraint  necessary  to 
peaceful  self  government  and  that  her 
contending  factions  have  plunged  the 
country   into  anarchy. 

"I  solemnly  abjure  all  Cuban  patriots 
to  band  together  to  sink  all  differences 
and  personal  ambitions  and  to  remem- 
i)er  that  the  only  way  that  they  can 
preserve  the  independence  of  the  re- 
public is  to  prevent  the  necessity  of 
outside  interference  by  rescuing  it 
from  the  anarchy  of  civil  war.  I 
earnestly  hope  that  this  word  of  ab- 
judration  of  mine,  given  in  the  name 
of  the  American  people,  the  staunehest 
friends  and  well  wishers  of  Cuba  in  all 
the  world,  will  be  taken  as  it  is  meant, 
will  be  seriously  considered  and  wUl 
be  acted  upon,  and  if  so  acted  upon 
Cuba's  permanent  independence,  her 
permanent  success  as  a  republic  are 
assured. 

"Under  the  treaty  with  your  govern- 
ment, I,  as  president  of  the  United 
States,  have  a  duty  in  this  matter 
which  I  cannot  shirk.  The  third  arti- 
cle of  that  treaty  explicitly  confers 
upo  nthe  United  States  the  right  to 
intervene  for  the  maintenance  In  Cuba 
of  a  government  adequate  for  the  pro- 
tection of  life,  property  and  individual 
liberty.  The  treaty  conferring  this 
rigltt  is  the  supreme  law  of  the  land 
and  furnishes  me  with  the  right  and 
the  means  of  fulfilling  the  obligation 
that  I  am  under,  to  protect  American 
interests.  The  information  at  hand 
shows  that  the  social  bonds  through- 
out the  island  have  been  so  relaxed, 
that  life,  property  and  individual  liber- 
ty are  no  longer  safe.  I  have  re- 
ceived authentic  information  of  injury 
to.  and  destruction  of  American  prop- 
erty. It  is  in  my  judgment  imperative 
for  the  sake  of  Cuba  that  there  shall

The  message  sketched  the  events  of  the 
revolution,  the  imprisonment  of  alleged 
conspirators  and  the  inadequacv  of  the 
military  force,  and  said  it  would  not  lx» 
discreet  to  send  more  soldiers  from  Ha- 
vana. The  revolution  had  found  the  gov- 
ernment without  sufficient  arms,  am- 
munition or  horses,  and  the  adminis- 
tration had  done  the  best  it  could  In  pro- 
viding those  enlisting  volunteers,  organ- 
izing militia,  etc.  The  message  con- 
tinued: 

"The  growth  of  the  rebellion  has  been 
such  that  we  cannot  with  the  regular 
forces  prevent  rebel  forces,  scattered  over 
an  extensive  area,  from  entering  towns 
and  destroying  property." 

When  the  senate  assembled  It  was  one 
short  of  a  quorum.  After  the  message 
and  blanket  bill  had  been  read.  Senator 
Rpcis,  Ll!x*ral  and  Senator  Sanguily,  In- 
dependent, called  attention  to  this,  dis- 
claiming any  intention  of  ob.structlng  con- 
gress In  the  midst  of  a  grave  situation, 
but  insisting  that  the  discrejjancy  be 
made  a  matter  of  record. 

Senator  Braco  Corroso,  Moderate,  as- 
serted that  at  an  extraordinary  session 
a  quorum  is  not  necessary,  and  this  view 
was  affirmed  by  a   party   vote. 

Senator  Sanguily  made  an  impassion- 
ed appeal  for  pe.-ice,  begging  the  sen- 
ate to  forget  partisansiiip  and  seek  a 
method  of  securing  peace.  He  pictured 
in  dark  colors  the  possibility  in  con- 
nection with  American  intervention  and 
said  that  the  continuance  of  strife 
would  mean  the  loss  to  the  country  of 
its  language  and  racial  history.  He 
characterized  the  bill  as  useless  and 
senseless  and  predicted  that  it  would 
only  result  in  embittering  the  rebels 
since  neither  the  government  nor  the 
rebels  could  win.  Compromise  is  the 
only    reasonable    course. 

In  the  house  of  representatives,  only 
forty  were  present,  two  less  than  the 
legal  opening  quorum.  The  senate  bill 
passed  the  house  by  a  party  vote,  and 
by  a  party  vote  also  a  resolution  de- 
claring confidence  in  President  Palma 
was    adopted.      A    motion    for    the    ap- 


pointment of  a  peftce  commission  of 
live  members  t«»  negrotlate  with  the 
rebels  was  rejected. 

Another  feature  of  the  day  was  the 
return  to  the  Denver  of  the  blue  jack- 
ets who  were  landed  last  evening.  The 
Washington  go\ernment  is  believed 
here  to  have  regarded  the  step  as 
open  to  a  construction  of  intervention. 
The  events  of  today  also  Indicated  that 
the  insurgents  in  Havana  province  re- 
garded the  landiiisr  of  American  sailors 
as  constituting  Intervention,  and  they 
slgifled  their  readiness  on  that  account 
to  quit  the  field. 

Nothing  resulted  from  the  offer  of 
surrender. 

The  railroads  are  completely  tied  up, 
no  trains  leavlntr  Havana.  This  Is  a 
particular  hardship  to  hundreds  of 
country  families  who  were  coming  to 
the  city  for  safety.  Telegraphic  com- 
munication is  almost  as  badly  para- 
lyzed. 

Reports  of  the  capture  of  Clenfuegos 
are  persistent  bvt  the  absence  of  tele- 
graphic communication  makes  it  im- 
possible   to    verily    them. 

The  Western  rillway  will  tomorrow 
endeavor  to  resume  traffic,  a  promise 
having  been  secured  from  the  insur- 
gents not  to  interfere  with  trains.  The 
Insurgents  in  Plnar  Del  Rio  province 
are  moving  eastward,  .and  so  have  no 
objections  to  ae  operation  of  the  rail- 
road. 

Many  rumors  are  In  circulation  of  tho 
disaffection  of  the  police  and  fears  of 
attacks  and  uprisings  have  not  wholly 
disappeared,  though  they  have  been 
lessened  by  the  presence  of  the  Denver 
and  the  knowledge  that  the  United 
States    is   sendinK    otner    warships.

,  Manhattan.  Nov.,  Sept.  15.— Thr  plan

^vhere  details  are  being  worked  cut 
making  for  the  consolidation  of  ine 
Stray  Dog.

It  is  stated 
here  on  apparently  unquestioned  au- 
thority that  the  owners  of  he  control 
of  the  three  first  named  mines  have 
been  apjiroached  with  a  firm  offer  for 
their  holdings  at  a  valuation  of  $J,- 
000,000  for  the  three,  and  that  the  matter 
Is  receiving  serious  consideration.  It 
is  also  said  upon  equally  as  good  in- 
formation that  there  has  been  a  bear 
movement  In  Dexter  for  the  exprc^ia 
purpose  of  affording  the  manipulators 
an  opportunity  to  buy  in  most  of  the 
outstanding  stock  at  a  low  figure  bo- 
fore  the  consolidation  is  consummated. 

It  Is  pointed  out  by  those  who  are 
well  informed  on  the  subject  that  such 
a  merger  would  result  in  tlie  formalion 
of  one  of  the  most  valuable  mining 
esitates  In  the  state  of  Nevada.  Some- 
times ago  there  was  a  plan  on  fool  for 
the  ccn.solidalion  of  the  Union  No.  9 
with  adjoining  ground,  but  as  the  con- 
troling  interests  in  the  Dexter  could  not 
secure  control  of  oaher  property  that 
they  desJrtd  to  include  in  the  merger 
the  deal  fell  through.  At  that  lime 
a  very  flattering  offer  was  made  for 
control  of  the  Stray  Dog  and  Indian 
<.?amp,  but  not  enough  to  tempt  the 
owners  of  these  famous  mining  prop- 
erties to  part  with   their  holdings. 

The    four   properties    involved    in    the 


projected  deal  are  among  the  greatest 
mines  of  Southern  Nevada.

Hundred  Tons  Greater  Than  That  of  Ju/y-- 

Interesting  Find  Made  by  Homestake 

at  Deadwood, 


Coloraflo  Springes.  Colo.,  Sept.  15. — 
The  CiippU-  Creek  production  for 
August  was  47,860  tons  of  ore  , against 
4.',".00  tons  for  July.  The  gross  bullion 
value  was  $1,5ST.SU0,  again.st  $1,635,500 
for  July.  This  was  an  increase  In 
tonnage  of  3fiO  and  a  decrease  in  valua- 
tion of  $47,TiK»,  due  to  a  decreased  pro- 
duction of  snkfUer  ore,  which  averaged 
$75  a  tun  and  an  increase  iiv  mill,  and 
rspecially  cyanide  ore,  the  latter 
averaging  from  $3  to  $12  per  ton.  The 
J3  ore  was  handled  by  the  Iron  Clad 
mill,  the  total  being  2,500  tons.  The 
AnacoiKla  ruill  treated  1,.500  tons  worth 
$4  each.  The  total  production  for  the 
eight    months  of   1906  is   S12,   215,325. 

Cripple  Creek  owners  and  directors 
of  the  Dorcas  Milling  company  may 
rebuild  the  Dorcas  mill,  which  was 
burned  at  Florence  last  winter.  The 
new  mill  will  have  300  tons  daily 
capacity  and  cost  approximately  $500,- 
000.  The  United  States  Reduction  and 
Refining  company,  owner  of  the  Flor- 
ence and  Cripple  Creek  railroad,  may 
build   a    mill   at   Florence  also. 

The  eighteen  days  run  on  the  cyanide 
plant  at  the  Ruby  Guich  mine,  owned 
by  WhUcomb  &   Phillips,   near  Helena,

pounds  and  valued  at  $60,000.  The 
mine  was  recently  discovered  in  what 
was  known  as  an  agricultural  district 
outside  of  any  known  mineral  zone. 

The  Chicago  capitalists  who  bought 
the  Red  Oak  Gold  Mining  and  Mill- 
ing company's  properties  on  Democrat 
niountain,  near  Cieorgetown,  will  erect 
a  mill  of  100  tons  daily  capacity  to 
treat  the  low  grade  ores.  An  aerial 
tramwtiy  fi.lOO  feet  long  connects  the 
mouth  of  the  tunnel  with  the  mill  site. 
Probably  $X,00((,000  worth  of  ore  is  ex- 
posed in  the  \arious  workings,  a  good 
part  of  which  is  low  grade  and  can  be 
treated    l;y    cyanide. 

Deadwood,  Sept.  4. — An  interesting 
placer    find    has    been    made     by     the 


Homestake  company  while  working  on 
McGovern  Hill,  in  this  city,  excavating 
in  connection  with  the  slime  plant 
which  they  are  erecting.  Recently  tho 
companj'  has  been  taking  out  a  large 
amount  of  gravel  and  washing  it,  pre- 
paratory to  using  it  in  the  concrete 
work.  This  gravel  after  it  has  been 
washed  yields  good  returns,  sometimes 
las  high  as  50  cents  a  pan.  It  lias  al- 
jways  been  known  that  there  wa^  an 
abundance  of  placer  gold  along  this 
gulch,  but  the  mill  site  on  McGovern 
Hill  lies  so  far  above  the  water  line 
that  there  was  but  little  expectation  of 
finding  placer  gold  there  in  any  quan- 
tity. It  is  now  thought  possible  that 
an  application  will  be  put  in  to  the 
Homestake  company  to  allow  sluice 
boxes  to  be  put  in  and  the  ground 
to  be  thoroughly  worked.  So  far  no 
nuggets  have  been  discovered,  although 
some  of  the  gold  is  unusually  fine. 

The  sixty-ton  stamp  mill  which  the 
Safe  Investment  company  is  erecting 
upon  Its  ground  near  Nemo  Is  ap- 
proaching completion.  Most  of  the 
macliinery  has  arrived,  and  the  boilers 
came  a  few  days  ago.  The  stamps 
are  already  hung  and  the  company  ex- 
pects to  make  a  test  run  before  long. 
There  is  sufficient  ore  opened  up  to 
supply  a  mill  of  this  capacity  nearly 
300  tons  daily  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  the  ore  is  all  of  a  grade  which 
it  will  pay  to  mill.  A  large  amount  of 
Illinois  and  Iowa  capital  is  invested 
in    this    property. 

NEVADA. 
Reo,  Sept.  3. — The  rush  continues  to 
the  upper  Reese  River  district,  about 
.sixty  miles  northwest  of  Manhattan. 
A  Tonapah  capitalist  has  a  $75,000  op- 
tion on  the  claims  in  Ophir  Canon  that 
first  called  attention  to  the  district. 
Humbolt,  Gattss,  who  made  a  fortune 
in  the  Klondike,  paid  $5,000  cash  for 
a  claim  that  is  close  to  water.  The 
ore  assays  from  $17  to  $91  a  ton,  and 
Gates  estimates  he  can  handle  it  for 
$2  a  ton. 


Butte,  Mont.,  Sept.  15.— The  Alliance 
Copper  company  has  struck  three  feet 
of  good  copper  ore  in  its  property  in 
the  southeastern  part  of  the  city.  The 
strike  was  made  at  a  depth  of  142 
feet.  In  sinking  the  shafe  several 
stringers  of  first-class  copper  ore  were 
cut  between  the  50-foot  mark  and  the 
present  depth,  but  the  company  paid 
no  attention  to  them.  Stringers  were 
not  what  it  was  after.  Nevertheless, 
these  stringers  convinced  the  company 

that  there  must  be  a  large  vein  below, 
of  v^-hich  they  were  simply  offshoots, 
and  the  work  of  sinking  was  con- 
tinued, with  the  result  that  on  Friday 
night  the  apex  of  the  vein  was  blown 
oft',  exposing  as  pretty  a  body  of  cop- 
per ore  of  its  size  as  can  be  found  in 
the  district.  Since  then  it  has  be?.n 
opened  deeper  and  deeper,  and  appears 
to  be  growing  wider  as  depth  is  at- 
tained. 

The  Alliance  company  and  the  Far- 
rell  Mining  company  have  decided  to 
pool  issues  in  the  matter  of  develop- 
ing their  property.  The  ground  of  the 
two  is  located  north  of  East  Se<?ond 
street,  at  a  point  northwest  of  the 
Western  Iron  works,  and  contains 
w-hat  is  known  as  the  "north  vein" 
of  that  section,  a  portion  of  which 
is  owned  by  the  Alliance  company.

North  Butte  is  earning  between  $13 
and  $14  per  .-^hare,  and  at  a  depth 
of  1.700  feet  in  the  Jes.sie  mine,  the 
lowest  workings  in  the  property,  the 
company  is  mining  on  ore  body  fif- 
teen feet  in  width  and  assaying  14 
per  cent  copper.  Between  80  per 
cent  and  90  per  cent  of  the  North 
Butte  ore  is  high-grade  smelting  ore 
and  in  view  of  the  remarkable  dem- 
onstrations which  Anaconda  has 
made  on  the  2400-foot  level  it  seems 
evident  North  Butte  will  not  reach 
the  zenith  of  its  career  for  many 
years  to  come.

DEVELOPMENT  OF  CLIFF  MINE 

Progress  of  Work  in  Opening  up  Silver -Lead  Utah  Mine,  in 

Which  Many  Duluth  People  Are  Interested— Three 

Tunnels  Driven  and  Ore  Body  Well  Proved. 


A  COPPER  FIND  IN  WYOMING 

Denver  Man  Finds  Ore  That  Runs  6  to  55  Per  Cent 

in  Red  Metal—Vein  is  Four  to 

Six  Feet  Wide. 


Several  months  ago  a  number  of 
Duluth  and  other  mining  men  formed 
the  Cliff  Mining  company,  and  have 
since  been  opening  up  a  silver-lead 
mine  in  Utah.  During  the  past  week 
a  plan  for  the  taking  In  of  the  Ophlr 
Tunnel  company  by  the  Cliff  Mining 
company  has  been  effected,  and  the 
Ophir  company  having  a  great  number 
of  .stockholders  in  Duluth  and  else- 
where, the  Cliff  company  has  come 
into  much  greater  interest  and  promi- 
nence in  this  city.  For  the  benefit  of 
those  who  are  interested  in  knowing 
what  the  Cliff  company  is  doing,  the 
management  of  the  company  makes  a 
statement  of  what  has  been  done  at 
the  mine. 

The  Cliff  Mining  company  owns 
about  twenty-live  claims,  compri-sing 
about  400  acres,  exclusive  of  the  Ophir 
Tunnel  company's  claims.  The  prop- 
erty comprises  the  old  Buckhorn  or 
Cliff  group,  situated  in  Tooele  county, 
Utah,  at  Ophlr,  five  miles  from  Salt 
Lake  City.  The  group  Immediaely 
adjoins  the  famous  Ophir  Hill  mine, 
owned  by  Senator  Clark. 

The  recent  management  has  been 
developing  the  property  since  last  No- 
vember, under  the  supervi.sion  of  R. 
M.  Atwater,  Jr.,  and  all  the  develop- 
ment up  to  this  time  has  been  planned 
by  him^  and  all  the  work  has  been  in 
accordance  with  his  ideas,  and  will 
continue  to  be.  In  the  comparatively 
short  time  that  the  proerly  has  been 
operated  there  have  been  opened  up 
ore  bodies  that  are  very  satisfactory 
to  the  management,  and  Indicate  to 
them   that  they  have  a  fine  mine. 

The   proerty   has   been   opened    up   by 


the  drilling  of  three  tunnels,  running 
about  parallel  with  various  ore-bearing 
fissures.  The  tunnels  are  about  220 
feet  apart,  one  above  another,  the  long- 
est being  about  2,200  feet  long  and  the 
others  from  1,400  to  2,000.  Tne  tunnels 
are  all  connected  by  raises  and  ore 
shoots,  so  that  any  ore  mined  in  tha 
upp'-r  or  middle  tunnels  can  be  drop- 
ped to  the  lower  one  and  removed  on 
Its  level.  The  various  ore  bodies  have 
been  opened  from  the  lower  to  the 
middle,  and  the  middle  to  th.e  upper 
tunnels,  proving  themselves  co^fitinuous 
throughout  the  distance  of  more  than 
600    feet. 

Tiie  silver-lead  ore  makes  in  the 
fissures,  and  the  known  quantity  of 
ore  proved  thus  far,  which  can  be 
accurately  estimated,  amounts  to  some 
60,000  tons  The  average  profit  on 
silver-lead  ore  is  $10  per  ton  above  all 
expenses,  operating  and  otherwise. 
The  silver-lead  ores  in  the  mine  run 
from  10  to  20  per  cent  lead,  10  to  20 
ounces  of  silver,  and  carry  low  copper 
and  gold  values. 

The  company  has  also  opened  up

When  this  is  done  there  will  be  a 
capacity  of  100  tons  every  eight  hours 
and  the  tramway  can  be  operated 
night  or  day  if  it  is  wished.  The  tram- 
way is  5,000  feet  in  length.  From 
Ophir  to  the  railway,  a  distance  of 
nine  miles,  the  ore  must  be  carried  by 
team   and  teams  are  scarce. 

There  are  many  favorable  features 
in  this  camp  as  far  as  working  condi- 
tions are  concerned.  Labor  is  25  per 
cent  cheaper  than  in  the  Butte  camp, 
and  timber  is  much  cheaper  than  in 
other  districts.  The  nature  of  the  rock 
is  such  that  very  little  timbering  is 
required  and  the  best  mine  timber 
does  not  cost  more  than  $30  per  thou- 
sand feet  delivered  at  the  mine.  Much 
timber  can  be  secured  from  the  sur- 
rounding country  at  very  favorable 
terms.  Another  favorable  feature  is 
that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  go  be- 
low the  present  lowest  tunnel  for  a 
long  time  and  no  pumps  are  required, 
nor  is  any  expensive  hoisting  appar- 
atus.

JUNCTION  TO  SHIP  ORE  SOON 

Superior  &  Pittsburg  Getting  Ready  to  Ship  Ore  From  That 
Shaft— Warren  to  Employ  More  Men  and  Push  Opera- 
tions—Shattuck  Now  Shipping  200  Tons  a  Day. 


Denver,  Sept.  15. — A  number  of  new 
fliscoveries  of  rich  copper  ore  have 
been  made  in  various  sections  of 
Wyoming  during  the  present  very  fa- 
vorable prospecting  season.  E.  T. 
Weber,  relates  the  particulars  of  a  re- 
markable find  he  had  made  at  a  point 
one  and  a  half  miks  from  Tie  Siding, 
on  the  Union  Pacific  railroad,  to  de- 
velop wliiih  a  company  has  been  in- 
corporated. Thtre  is  only  one  vein  so 
far,  but  this  has  been  traced  for  6,000 
feet  and  claims  located  thereon.  The 
locality  is  eight  miles  west  of  Hecia, 
w  liere  for  several  years  copper  min- 
ing h.'is  1>.  en  in  progress.  State 
Auditor  (iiant  of  Cheyenne  made  the 
original  discovery  about  eight  years 
ago,  but  failing  to  find  the  true  vein 
gave  it  up.  Three  years  later  two 
men  named  Willis  relocated  the  proji- 
erty,  but  they  also  failed  to  discover 
the    vein. 

Last  June  Mr.  Weber  went  there  and 
by  putting  in  one  shot  broke  into 
three  feet  of  fine  copper  ore.  In  the 
course  of  further  working  the  vein 
widened,  and  when  he  left  for  Denver 
there  was  from  four  to  six  feet  of  min- 
eral th.'t  he  says  will  run  from  six  to 
fifty  p  !  .  :ii  red  metal.  He  showed 
nie  a  bur  wr  ighing  twelve  and  a  half 
pounds  that  was  taken  from  176  pounds 
of  the  rock.  This  bar  was  made  at  the 
assay  work.s  of  E.  E.  Burlingame  & 
Co.,  thi:-=  city.  A  double  compartment 
tunnel  shaft  has  been  sunk  and 
thoroughly  timbered  to  a  depth  of 
forty  feet,  at  which  point  the  vein  dips 
at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees,   but 


the  shaft  was  continued  downward 
vertically  to  a  depth  of  lOO  feet.  The 
men  are  now  cross-cutting  to  strike 
the  vein  on  its  dip. 

A  winze  is  used  for  hoisting,  but 
the  mine  will  soon  be  in  condition  to 
warrant  the  placing  of  a  steam  hoist. 
Mr.  Weber  says  he  will  continue  sink- 
ing to  a  depth  of  300  feet,  cross-cutting 
at  each  100  feet.  One  drift  laas  been 
run  from  the  forty-foot  point  in  the 
shaft. 

From  the  various  workings  .500  sacks 
of  selected  ore  have  been  shipped  to 
Denver  smelters,  which  ran  fifty-five 
per  cent  copper.  Much  native  metal  is 
found.  He  is  now  preparing  to  erect 
huildlngs  and  work  throughout  the 
winter.  The  nearest  town  is  Hermosa 
on   the   Union    Pacific   railroad. 

The  mineral  found  thus  far  contains 
only  traces  of  gold  and  silver.  The 
inclosing  walls  are  granite  and  lime 
and  they  are  well  defined.  The  region 
is  in  the  footliills  and  has  been  oc- 
cupied by  stock  growers. 

The  mine  is  operated,  by  the  Ever- 
green Copper  company,  E.  T.  Weber, 
general  manager,  and  the  intention  is 
to  give  It  thorough  development.  If 
the  ore  is  as  rich  in  red  metal  as  rep- 
resented, with  a  vein  of  the  magnitude 
given  by  Mr.  Weber  for  6,000  feet  in 
length,  it  is  a  proposition  well  worth 
extensive  exploitation.  While  there  U 
no  timber,  water  is  abundant.  Being 
within  easy  distance  of  a  railway  sta- 
tion, with  the  promise  of  another  about 
the  same  distance  away,  when  the 
Laramie  &  Fort  Collins  road  is  built, 
getting  to  the  smelter  market  will  be 
an  easy   matter. 


Eisbee,  Sept.  15. — There  are  many 
indications  that  the  Superior  &  Pitts- 
burg company  is  getting  everything 
in  shape  to  commence  shipping  ore 
from  the  Junction  shaft.  The  plat- 
form at  the  second  landing,  which 
has  been  in  an  unfinished  condition 
for  several  months  was  completed 
this  week  and  rails  laid  for  the  ore 
cars,  so  that  the  ore  may  be  dump- 
ed directly  into  the  railroad  cars.

Mr.  Dow  is  at  the  head  of  the  art 
department  of  tha  Columbia  Teach- 
ers' Institute.  He  was  for  many 
years  curator  of  the  Boston  Museum 
and  in  addition  to  his  art  work  he 
Is  a  profound  Greek  and  Hebrew 
student.  He  is  one  of  the  foremost 
critics  of  oriental  art  and  philosophy 
in  this  country  a;id  he  has  founded 
his  summer  school  of  art,  which 
attracts  art  students  from  Europe, 
i  Australia,  and  eery  state  in  the 
Union,  at  his  birthplace,  Ipswich, 
Mass. 

In    speaking    of    the    attractive    old 

town,  Mrs.  Seymour  said:  "Aside 
from  the  attraction  of  Mr.  Dow's 
classes  the  old  place  in  itself  is 
most  interesting.  The  old  homes 
with  their  exquisite  old  furnishings 
aud  atmosphere  ire  delightful  and 
few  of  them  art  disturbed  "  in  the 
least  with  renovailons.  The  country 
surrounding  Ipswich  is  also  most 
interesting  geologically  and  the  late 
Prof.  Shafer  of  Harvard  brought  his 
classes  to  this  pla:e  to  study.  There 
is  a  variety  of  landscape  presented 
In  the  prim  old  gardens  and  In  the 
virgin  land  as  well.  Aside  from  all 
this,  Mr.  Dow's  leaching  is  consid- 
ered by  all  who  are  fortunate  enough 
to  enjoy  it,  to  be  the  most  illuminat- 
ing and  inspiring  of  any  to  be  had 
anywhere.  In  his  teaching  of  the 
principles  of  art,  the  creative  ability 
Is  developed  and  It  deepens  apprecia- 
tion. It  is  a  study  of  tho  highest 
expressions  of  human  energy.  It 
teaches  how  to  use  one's  own  abil- 
ities, how  to  make  the  most  of  one's 
own  power.  President  Eliot  of  Har- 
vard has  said  that  the  end  of  all 
education  is  the  critical  judgment  to 
know  when  the  truest  relation  Is  be- 
fore you.  This  perfection  of  ex- 
pression may  be  found  in  a  drawing, 
a  building,  a  ship,  furniture,  in 
handicraft,  in  a  garden,  a  statue, 
mural  painting  or  many  other  things 
but  the  ability  to  see  it  is  the  object 
to    strive    for."

A.s  a  Salad  or  Pickle. 
Jerusalem  artichokes  are   used  as  a 


salad  or  pickle.  For  these  dishes  use 
young  artichokes.  Trim  them,  remove 
the  chokes,  cut  off  the  lower  leaves, 
divide  into  four  and  throw  into  vine- 
gar and  cold  water  until  needed. 
\\hen  ready  to  use,  drain,  put  into  a 
pretty  dish  and  serve  like  radishes, 
sending  salt,  pepper,  oil  and  vinegar 
to  the  table  with  them. 

Globe  Artichoke.^. 

There  are  a  number  of  different 
ways  of  preparing  the  globe  chokes,  of 
which  the  following  are  possibly  the 
best: 

Cut  the  stalks  close  and  trim  the 
sharp  points  from  the  leaves.  Wash 
in  vinegar  and  water,  then  lay  in  cold 
salt  water,  heads  down,  for  an  hour 
to  dislodge  possible  insects. 

I'lunge  in  boiling  salted  water,  tops 
down,  and  cook  half  an  hour,  or  until 
the  leaves  pull  off  readily  and  the 
little  flesh  at  their  base  is  tend  r. 
Ihain.  turn  upside  down,  then  serve 
hot  with  IBechamel,  Veloute  or  Hol- 
landaise  sauce  or  cold  Avith  French 
dressing.  The  latter  Is  the  most  popu- 
lar way  of  serving  artiehoke.s  at  this  i 
season.  Put  on  the  table  cold  and  i 
with  the  leaves  still  on  The  dressing  ! 
should  be  in  a  sauc.:r  at  the  side  of 
each  plate.  The  correct  way  to  eat 
these  is  to  pull  off  the  loaves  one  by 
one,  dipping  the  flesh  end  in  the 
sauce  and  nibbling  off  the  little  1  it  of 
flesh.  At  the  end  remove  thtm  all 
together  with  the  bristly  heart,  which 
comes  off  clean,  leaving  the  cup  or 
fond  of  the  vegetable.  This  ?s  eaten 
by  pouring  the  rest  of  the  sauce  into 
the  little  cup.  cutting  it  up  in  mouth- 
fuls.

Black  silk  waists^— so  becoming  to 
both  girls  and  matrons  and  to  those 
who  are  stout  as  well  as  to  the 
slender  ones — will  be  "leaders,"  with 
fine  black  and  white  novelty  checks 
and  Roman  plalda  much  In  demand. 
These  tailored  silk  waists  are  not

the  heels  are  lower.  | 

Tliey   are    only    three-quarters   of   an| 
inch  wide  and  are  broad,  square  and  flat; 
and  decidedly  comforable  to  walk  on,  I 
especially   when  taking  long  tramps  or  j 
when  standing  on  the  feet  for  several  I 
hours  at  a  time.     Thtse  new  low  heels' 
extend  farthr  toward  the  centre  of  the 
foot  than  the  higher  ones,  and  in  thisj 
way  give  a  support  to  the  instep  that 
has   not  before  been   possible   with    the 
narrow  high  varieties. 

These  sensible  boots  are  made  to, 
fasten  with  both  laces  and  buttons, 
though  the  former  will  be  more  worn 
than  the  latter  as  thej  were  last  sea-son. 
Tlie  popularity  of  lace  shoes  seems  on 
the  increase  with  scliool  children,  for 
few   of   them   want  tliose   that   button.

They  fit  close  arour  d  the  neck  and, 
being  deep  reach  up  under  the  ears 
in  a  way  that  is  becoming  to  the 
majority  of  women. 

Mo.st  of  the  models  have  loose 
fronts  and  blouse  or  scmi-flttinB 
backs,  and  fasten  In  the  front  Avith 
a  box  pleat  wide  -^nough  to  mark 
distinctly  the  opening,  though  on  but 
few  of  the  patterns  are  the  buttons 
visible.  Flutings  on  either  side  of 
the  front  pleats  are  effective.  A 
pretty  design  In  tlack  and  white 
checked  silk  shown  in  one  of  the 
large    stores    was   stiapped    with    nar- 


like  the  ones  worn  with  low  shoes, 
are  narrow  and  entii-ely  conservatlvo, 
not  being  long  enough  to  tie  into  smail 
bow  knots  at  the  tops.  The  button 
etyies  are  similarly  made  and  just  as 
plain  and  sensible. 

The  leathers  of  which  these  boots  ara 
made  are  soft  and  pliable,  being  in  gun 
metal  calf  or  fine  black  kid.  The  former 
for  hard  wear  are  more  serviceable,  and 
because  of  their  waxed  surface  need 
but  little  attention  except  an  occasional 
shine. 

Russia  tan  calf  will  also  be  used, 
though  black  leathers  will  be  most 
popular,  as  they  always  are  in  the  fail 
and  winter. 

Boys'  school  shoes  are  mannish  in 
shape  and  have  exceedingly  heavy  soles 
at  least  tliree-eighths  of  an  inch  thiclu 
Willi  heels  about  an  inch  high.  These, 
too,  ai-e  made  on  orthopedic  lines,  with, 
broiid,  flat  toes  and  a  well  arched  in- 
step, that  gives  strong  support  to  tho 
bones  and  muscles  in  the  middle  of  the 
foot.  They  are  plain  like  the  ones  to 
be  worn  by  girls.  The  tips  on  the  toea 
are  wide  and  perfectly  plain  except 
for  a  single  row  of  small,  round  per- 
forations. 

Spring  lieeled  shoes  will  not  be.  worn 
this  year.  They  have  practicahy  be- 
come obsolete,  for  the  low  heeled  boots, 
that  are  really  more  comfortable  and 
moro  nearly  like  the  natural  shape  of 
the  feet,  are  now  being  used  ahno&t 
exclusively. 

All  shoes,  even  those  plain  ones  for 
school  use,  will  be  more  expensive  this 
season  than  they  were  la^t,  for  the  i)r!co 
of  leather  has  advanced  and  coiioe- 
quently  the  cost  of  shoes  has  gone  up. 
The  increase  on  a  single  pair  is  from 
25  to  50  per  cent,  making  the  cost  of 
boots  that  formerly  sold  lor  $2  from 
$2.25  to  $2.r.O.

ExclUBlvely  designed  for  that  favorite  of 
fashion,  the  tall  and  erectly  slender  wo- 
man, there  Is  a  delightfully  modish  air  to 
this  plalu  and  simple  little  tailor-made 
tbat  cannot  fall  to  win  approval  froio  the 
fastidious  In  dress.  Tbe  material  la  one 
of  tbose  mixed  meltons  that  arc  so  fa- 
vored by  men's  tailors  for  the  fashioning 
of  plain  and  business  suits  for  masculine 
wear,  and  In  tint  If  shows  the  gray  tone* 
tbat  ore  still  well  In  the  forefront  of 
things  fashionable.  The  coat  owes  all  of 
Its  charming  style  to  tbe  cut.  the  lines  of 
tbe  figure  being  followed  exactly  ond  yet 
without  a  single  hint  or  suggestion  of 
tightness  or  even  snugness  In  tbe  fit.  Th« 
centre  Beam  provides  for  a  lapover  below 
the  waist  line,  somewhat  after  the  fash- 
Ion  of  a  man's  cutaway  coat;  and  this 
same  suggestion  Is  followed  In  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  doublebreasted  fronts, 
these  being  rounded  off  below  the  walai 
line  In  accordance  with  the  shape  which 
tbe  masculine  garment  presents.

Recent  Showings  Exclude  Fussy  Effects  -  A  Plea  for  Simplicity  as 

Being  Both  Fashionable  and  Hygienic.

Tbe  young  housewire  Is  apt  Jo  make  a 
fetish  of  her  house "jold  goods;  the  older 
and  more  espi-rienccd  woman  Is  rather 
mure  ttiaii  apt  to  refer  to  such  t)OS8ea- 
slouji  as  merely  household  goods.  Such 
a  dirrcicnce  does  one  little  letter  -and 
thi'.t  a  oipher,  too  -  make  lu  a  passing  (le- 
■crlptlou! 

Just  now,  when  all  of  the  shops  lire 
putting;  things  In  order,  for  the  coailng 
ai)ti;nin  and  wlntei  trade  Is  esa-ily  tbe 
time  to  talk  with  such  proprietors  cud 
buyers  as  will  so  far  cond'iS'.rf'id  to  en- 
lighten tbe  Ignorance  of  tbe  averuge 
«\(iii{ib  Tbe  more  prosperous  of  those 
have  spen[  the  dull  season  tbat  Is  jola- 
cidenl  with  summer  In  foreign  lands,  not 
forget tliig  to  take  a  whirl  through  such 
dnniestif  sources  of  supply  as  they  are 
nont  U>  lean  upon  the  season  through. 

The  Junior  inemlier  of  a  famous  firm  cf 
huiis('h<ild  decorators  let  fall  a  few  pass- 
ing remarks  over  tbe  dinner  tabic  re- 
cently. They  were  gleaned  and  gathered 
as  gnl<h'U  wisdom  by  the  scribe,  tor  full 
well  she  knows  that  among  people  of 
wealth  {bit  youug  artist's  opinion  on  aH 
matters  of  material  household  decoration 
aud    furnlshtiigs    Is   absolutely    law. 

"'SlmplU-lty,"  remarked  the  artist  deco- 
rator, ■simplicity  Is  merely  the  expres 
sion  of  a  discriminating  taste,  and  uow- 
ndiiys  even  the  most  lately  arrived  uou- 
ve:iu  rUlie  liaH  Kwallowed  and  digested 
that  f"<t  I  he  ait  uiuulatlon  of  "orclcies 
of    bigotry    and    virtue"    which   •    former 


generation  considered  necessary  to  sup- 
port any  claim  of  good  taste  or  breeding 
Is  nowadays  considered  to  prove  exactly 
the  opposite.  Tbe  curio  tables  and  curio 
cabinets,  monuments  of  ugllnefs  and 
tulrades  of  gliding,  have  been  rcle.?ated 
to  tbe  attic,  there  to  await  a  revival  of 
tbe  flambuoyant  epoch  which  they  signal- 
ized. With  them,  too,  have  gone  the  luul 
tltudlnous  sofa  pillows  and  cu3b:oiii4,  the 
lace  bedspreads  and  pillow  shams,  the 
mantelpiece  draperies  and  the  "O'uiut- 
nou.s  portieres  wblch  were  once  consid- 
ered Indispensable  In  even  tbe  most  plain- 
ly furnished  home.  They  have  gone  to 
keep  company  with  the  «  and  10  course 
dinner,  the  plush  teagowns  and  tbe  faded 
photographs  of  other  and  bygone  days. 

"The  effect  aimed  at  today  Is  a  dig- 
nified simplicity.  The  home  is  expected 
to  be  a  mirror  of  the  taste  of  Is  occu- 
pants. And  the  attainment  of  absolutely 
hygienic  surroundings  Is  fundamcutal  to 
It  all.  Nowadays  the  bouse  '^.bat  has  not 
hardwood  floors  tbro\ighout  Is  not  con- 
sidered worth  buying.  Tbe  pluniiiing  must 
be  of  the  exposed  order,  so  that  any 
little  fault  or  defect  In  the  pipes  cud  be 
detected  and  remedied  almost  Instaully, 
and  all  of  that  expensive  cabluet  work 
that  formerly  surrounded  tbe  stationary 
lavatory  and  bathtub  Is  altogether  done 
away  with.  And  the  kitchen  Is  rocogaized 
ds  tbe  heart  of  tbe  home.  In  the  houses 
of  those  of  comfortable  means  more  nalns 
is  extended  on  thla  vital  part  of  tbe 
equipment    than     ever     before.      Ctiillng, 


walls  and  floor  are  tiled,  so  that  the  hose 
can  be  turned  on  aud  tbe  entire  room 
thoroughly  cleansed  In  a  few  momcoti*. 
The  floor  Is  slightly  Inclined  towards  one 
corner,  where  there  is  n  run-off  for  the 
water,  this  connected  with  tbe  regular 
waste  pipes  from  tbe  bouse. 

"All  of  tbe  furnishings  are  planned  for 
easy  removal  and  frequent  renewal.  <;ur- 
talus,  both  sash  and  full  length,  are  pic- 
vlded  in  double  sets,  so  tbat  there  need 
not  be  any  awkward  Interval  of  bare- 
ness during  tbe  necessary  launderlug. 
Portieres  are  banished,  as  they  hold  too 
much  dust,  and  require  too  much  time 
for  necessary  cleaning,  and  tbelr  place 
Is  taken  by  movable  screens.  Pictures 
are  few,  but  good,  and  the  cluttering  up 
of  wall  space  with  anytblng  tbat  can  be 
roughly  estimated  as  decorative  la  de- 
cried. 

"Quiet,  restful  and  satisfying  colors  are 
recommended.  Soft  yellows,  dull  greens 
and  sober  browns  are  most  In  favor,  with 
some  of  tbe  less  obtrusive  rose  and  blue 
tints  for  relief.  Not  that  an  air  of  som- 
berness  or  dlnglness  Is  advocated.  Not 
ot  all  I  But  merely  tbat  the  brilliant  yel- 
lows, the  staring  reds,  tbe  vivid  greens 
and  peacock  blues  tbat  expressed  tbe  art 
of  tbe  Victorian  period  are  now  recog- 
nized as  perversions  of  taste,  and  tbe  In- 
evitable revolt  against  such  has  achieved 
its  result 

"A  sense  of  space  and  quietude  Is  what 
Is  most  needed  in  tbe  modern  home ;  and 
this  Is  primarily  what   tbe  up-to-date  dec- 


orator sets  out  to  secure.  The  size  of 
tbe  rooms,  of  course,  marks  the  limitation 
of  possibilities ;  but  much  can  be  don«j  to 
secure  this  end  in  even  a  limited  space. 

"For  example,  take  the  bedroom  In  the 
house  that  we  have  recently  furnished  for 
a  millionaire  young  couple.  That  it  is 
that  of  tbe  mistress  of  tbe  bouse  makes 
tbe  argument  all  tbe  more  convincing. 
There  Is  a  hardwood  floor,  finished  lil  a 
light  color ;  and  with  a  simple  border  In 
Greek  key  pattern  Introducing  a  darker 
shade  of  the  same  wood  all  around.  Four 
medium  size  I'erslon  rues.  In  softened 
tints  of  age,  are  to  be  thrown  on  this 
floor.  Tbe  walls  and  celling  are  covered 
with  a  glazed  English  chlutz  that  reitels 
the  dust  beautifully,  the  material  being 
drawn  across  the  celling  in  tented  fashion 
to  tbe  center,  whence  bangs  an  old  Ven- 
etian silver  lantern.  Silvered  sconces  at 
intervals  on  the  walls  provide  for  light- 
ing. 

"The  four  windows  have  plain  curtains 
of  bobblnet,  with  the  Greek  key  pattern 
done  In  braid  for  a  border,  those  banging 
from  a  valance  of  carved  coca-bola  wood. 
The  bed  is  of  brasa  and  onyx,  the  cojch 
and  chairs  covered  with  the  glazed  chintz, 
and  only  Just  enough  furniture  in  tho 
room  to  meet  tbe  needs  of  Its  occupant. 
In  many  less  wealthy  families  this  room 
would  be  deemed  scant  and  bare;  hul  It 
is  entirely  In  accord  with  present  c>m- 
monsense  dictates. 

"In  place  of  tbe  oldtlme  l)ed9pread  and 
pillow  shams,  the  bed  is  dressed  Just  as 
it  Is  used.  Plain  linen  pillow  slips,  itnd 
spreads  of  lightweight  dimity — those  lat- 
ter sometimes  decorated  with  a  floral  pat- 
tern in  colors — are  the  correct  thing.  Or 
else  a  handsome  Marseilles  spread  Is  UBed 
in  the  daytime,  thia  removed  at  night, 
since  Ita  weight  Is  by  no  means  om- 
mensurate   with   Its  warmth. 


Embroideries  of  several  sorts,  beading 
done  with  the  finest  and  tiniest  beads, 
tucks  run  by  baud  In  the  soft  and  flexible 
kid,  either  singly '  or  In  groups  of  tbe 
smallest  size.  Insertions  of  lace  aud  me<lal- 
llons,  are  some  of  the  ways  in  which  those 
olready  expensive  Items  are  made  to  cost 
even  still  more.  The  decorated  glove  la 
an  innovation,  but  It  seems  to  have  m^de 
good  already  Its  blc)  fo(  fashionable  iavot, 
and  have  come  to  stay.

of  Colorings  -  Braids  and  Braidings  Very  Conspicuous - 

Skirts  of  Comfortable  Walking  Lengths. 


All  during  tbe  sum  ler  months  when 
all  Paris  was  supposed  to  be  occupied 
with  the  burning  qu^  .tlon  of  what  was 
to  be  or  not  to  be  good  style  for  the  com- 
ing season  one  beard  a  ^reat  deal  .about 
tbe  new  silks,  tbelr  closer  weave,  tbelr 
heavier  weight  and  bov  much  tl  -  leading 
tailors  were  taken  with  such  for  model 
purposes. 

Well,  the  cat  Is  out  of  the  bag  at  last, 
and  volla!— It  Is  not  a  silken  suit  taat 
appears  as  the  general  model,  but  Just 
a  cloth  one. 

Cloth  la  to  be  tho  thing  par  excellence 
wherever  tbe  tailor-made  costume  Is  con- 
cerned. There  Is  not  a  well-inrnls  I 
wardrobe  anywhere  tbat  does  not  boast 
of  at  least  one,  although  more  often  two 
are  found,  wooltex  tailor-made.  Tbe  choice 
of  the  well-gowned  woman  Is,  of  course, 
for  tbe  latter  number.  A  plain  and  some- 
what severely  cut  one  for  mornlu::  •,  shop- 
ping and  tbe  like;  and  n  somewhat  more 
elaborate  one,  corresponding  to  tbe  Pa- 
risian deflnition  of  demi-tailleur,  for  aft- 
ernoons and  somewhat  dressier  occasions. 
But  from  tbe  lightweight  mohairs  and 
henrlettas  to  the  closely  woven  meltons 
and  tbe  heavier  coverts,  the  sat::--flnlshed 
broadcloths  that  come  In  the  most  ravish- 
ing colors,  cloth,  both  for  the  gown  and 
its  trimming,  Is  altogether  a  la  mode.

Several  of  th<  new  greens  display  a 
tendency  to  deefness  and  density  of  tone 
which  will  make  them  welcome  to  all  bat 
the  sallow.  It  It.  usually  only  tbe  wrman 
with  clear  skin  and  good  coloring  who 
can  wear  any  sbade  of  green  at  ail,  and 
ere  she  decides  ipon  this  veinal  tint  for 
her  autumn  gown  she  would  better  be 
very  sure.

Tbe  conspicuously  and  nnlTersally  be- 
coming little  Eton  is  back,  with  several 
new  features  t<  render  its  return  the 
more  welcome.  Setting  off,  as  It  does, 
the  best  poluta  of  the  wearer,  it  is  no 
wonder  that  one  returns  to  Iv,  season 
after  season.  One  of  Its  latest  manifes- 
tations  la   In   conjunction    with  a  double- 


breasted  waistcoat  of  the  dlrectolre  type, 
its  fronts  rolled  back  in  revers,  to  dis- 
play the  broad  expanse  of  contrasting 
material. 

One  of  those  little  points  whereby  the 
Initiated  can  distinguish  between  the 
work  of  a  first-class  and  a  second-rate 
tailor  Is  lu  the  roll  of  tbose  same  revers. 
The  better  grade  workman  employs  only 
tbe  best  of  materials  and  findings,  and 
tbe  results  do  Justice  to  his  work.  In  an 
inexpensive  suit,  cheaply  put  together, 
the  Interlinlngs  are  likely  to  be  of  cheap 
canvas,  which  creases  and  crinkica  and 
soon  loses  Its  shape.  The  made-to-order 
class  of  trade,  however,  use  a  good  grade 
of  princess  haircloth,  with  a  linen  warp, 
and  altogether  Impervious  to  dai.  .>  or  even 
to  a  good  wetting.  The  advantages  of  pay- 
ing for  this  class  of  goods,  even  thoagh 
they  are  among  the  unseen  parts  of  tbe 
costume.  Is  obvious  at  a  glance. 

Fashion  authorities  have  talked,  and 
at  length,  anent  the  sbort-walsted  Empire 
effects  mat  we  were  to  look  for  in  au- 
tumn models.  Well,  so  far,  one  mast 
confess  tbat  such  have  proveu  themselves 
conspicuously  absent;  quite  out  of  tho 
running,  as  It  were.  In  tbe  best  tallor- 
madea  tbe  waistline  ts  posed  at  Its  nat- 
ural point,  and  much  Is  done  to  emphasise 
t>oth  its  length  and  sieudemess.  Tbe 
sbort-walsted  effect  referred  to  has  been 
found  far  too  trying  for  general  Tear. 
It  has  on  unfortunate  tendency  to  mak- 
ing tbe  shoulders  seem  round  and  eren 
humped  and  the  lines  of  tbe  figure  seem 
skewed  out  of  all  proportion,  to  say  noth- 
ing  of  grace.

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susceptible  fat-  Sir  John  Falstaff.  and

girl,  who  lias  been  betrayed.  Sometimes, 
as  in  the  present  play,  his  attitude  toward 
those  who  condemn  her  utterly  has  been 

j  passionately  serious  and  bitterly  satirical. 

I  Sometimes,  notably  in  "Whitewashing 
Julia,"   he  has  masked  his  seriousness  in 

!  tlie  comedian's  armor  of  laughter.  It  may 
be,  as  has  sometimes  been  said,  that  the 
serious  and  moral  Mr.  Jones  is  the  real 
Mr.  Jones.  But  I  cannot  help  thinking 
that  he  is  at  his  best  as  a  playwright 
when  he  veils  his  per.sooal  bias  behind 
the  transparent  gauze  of  laushing  de- 
tachment. 

After  all,  is  the  maiden  betrayed  and 
abandoned  a  creature  worthy  of  such 
sympathetic,  earnest  and  prolonged  re- 
gard? Matthew  Arnold,  speaking  of  tliat 
very  play  of  "Saints  and  Sinners."  ven- 
tured to  say  that  she  was  not — in  tlie 
very  face  of  P'aust's  Marguerite,  whom 
he  cited.  Only  a  few  years  ago  ISronson 
Howard  proclaimed  a  similar  opinion  villi 
delicious  distinction  and  conviction, 
though  he  did  not  venture  to  call  Goethe 
to  book.  To  his  mind  the  betrayed  girl 
was  a  "fool  girl."  who  might  appeal  to 
sentimental  sympathies,  but  who  was, 
one  gathered,  a  sort  of  infant's  food  of 
the  drama,  insufflciently  nourishing  to  the 
sinews  of  the  intellect.  Mr.  Howard 
added  tliat  the  eloping  wife  wa.=!  only 
the  more  recent  incarnation  of  the  fool 
girl.  With  one  and  the  same  blast  Arnold 
swept  off  the  boards  the  dramatic  mas- 
terpiece of  the  beginning  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  and  Bronson  tiie  chief 
stock  in   trade  of  the  drama  of  its  close. 

*  *      * 

Charming,  Rachel  Neeve  is  not  a  Julia, 
and,  what  is  more  to  the  purpose,  she  is 
not,  or  so  it  seems  to  me.  a  tigure  of  any 
deep  emotional  appeal.  With  her  original 
fault  we  need  not  be  very  severe.  Let  us 
subscribe  to  the  saying  of  Lauro  Marold 
that  it  is  the  fault  we  should  most  easily 
forgive  to  youth  and  passion.  But  her 
conduct  in  the  play  can  only  be  the  result 
of  her  own  lack  of  sense  and  character 
or  of  Mr.  Jones'  playing  for  the  senti- 
mental sympatliies  of  his  audience — pos- 
sibly a  littl»  of   both. 

Her  betrayer  denies  her.  for  no  better 
reason  than  that  he  is  engaged  to  an 
heire.ss  and  his  family  needs  the  money, 
and  he  carries  his  denial  so  far  as  to  lend 
himself  to  a  plot  to  discredit  her  publicly. 
Her  cause  is  championed  by  a  curate  of 
heroic  independence  and  devotion,  who 
pledges  in  her  behalf  his  honor  and  his 
suuiding  in  the  church.  And  the  fate  of 
the  heiress,  a  high-minded  and  generous 
girl,  is  no  less  at  stake.  Kvery  sane  mo- 
tive demands  that  R.achel  shall  show  up 
the  young  cur  as  the  pup  he  is.  But  she 
signs  a  document  giving  the  lie  to  the 
curate  and  condemns  the  heiress  to  the 
ve>ry  fate  she  most  fears  and  from  which 
she  would  suffer  most.  Rachel  fails  in 
her  flabby  purpose;  but  this  is  not  l>e- 
cause  there  is  any  depth  of  dishonor  to 
which  young  Willmore  is  Incapable — only 
because  chance  and  his  own  weakness 
break  down  his  purpose.  At  the  climax 
of  the  scene,  Rachel  faints,  and  he  mani- 
fests his  love  for  her  by  taking  her  in 
his   arms. 

Theatrically  the  situation  is  as  effective 
as  that  in  "Mrs.  Dane's  Defense,"  which 
it  technically  resembles;  but  othicAlly 
and  aesthetically  it  is  the  last  touch  In 
the  false  deification  of  self-sacrifice.  No 
doubt  there  is  many  a  girl  who  would  be 
capable  of  Rachel's  fault  and  of  her  de- 
votion. The  play  cannot  be  called  es- 
sentially untrue  to  life.  But  artistically 
it  belongs  in  the  category  of  "Saints  and 
Sinners"  rather  than  in  that  of  "The 
Liar5=,"    "Mrs.    Dane"    or    "Whitewashing 

Julia."

Technically  it  is  a  curious  mingling  ot 
both  manners.  In  many  places  the  dia- 
logue is  ditluse  and  formal  to  the  verge 
of  slaglne-ss.  Sometimes  it  is  unintention- 
ally ii.nny,  as  in  the  final  scene.  In  which 
Mrs.  Willmore,  having  failed  In  her  con- 
t:piiacy  to  debauch  her  son's  honor  and 
ruin  Pachel's  life,  announces  her  intention 
of  accompanying  the  young  couple  to 
India.  The  characters  of  the  band  of 
p;!l;i»-s  of  society  who  conspire  to  ruin 
Racliel  verge  uiJon  caricature,  the  worst 
offenders  being  young  Willmore's  stodgy 
and  self-convicted  hypocrite  of  a  father 
and  a  gluttonous  and  cowardly  clerg>- 
man.  whose  chief  business  is  to  pat  his  j 
stomach  caressingly  with  thumbs  in  his 
waistcoat  pockets.  But  in  the  main  the 
play  is  ably  dtvised  and  ably  written. 
There  are  many  bright  lines,  strongly 
vernacular.  The  character  of  the  stanch 
and  independent  curate  is  limned  in  bold. 
Buro  color.s.  And  Rachel  herself,  in 
spite  of  her  essential  weakness,  has  .i 
very  genuine  dramatic  appeal.  The  ulti- 
mate impression  is  of  a  large  canvas  tilled 
In  with  artistic  mastery. 

One  quality  tiie  play  has  which  Is  so 
rare  on  the  Knglish  stage  as  to  be  almost 
pfculiar  to  Mr.  Jones— it  is  inspired  by  a 
very  real  moral  fervor  and  authentic  pas- 
sion.

But  this  is 
not  enough  for  th«-  neophyte  in  self- 
effacement.  Her  secret  knowledge  of  An- 
nabel's guilt,  united  with  the  new  sensa- 
tion of  lier  own  righteousness,  raises  her  i 
to  the  pinnacle  of  virtuous  self-abase-  I 
ment.  She  gives  way  to  the  tribe  of 
Annabel  in  all  things,  even  surrendering 
a  silver  cigarette  cise — the  gift  of  her 
father,  a  pipe-smoking  curate,  who  had 
spoiled  her  in  all  things.  No  doubt  it 
would  be  unfair  even  to  hint  that  Pinero 
was  unconscious  of  the  intense  latent 
comedy  of  it  all.  T!ie  fact  that  he  does 
not  permit  us  to  laugh  at  it  is  supreme 
evidence  of  an  arti.stic  feeling  for  the 
Integrity  of  the  character  ajid  the 
scene.

IS  WORSE  THAN  THE  OCEAN 

Great  Lakes  More  Dangerous  to  Sail  and  Loss  ot 

Life  in  Storms  is  Greater—Some  of  tlie 

Tragedies  of  tlie  Lakes  Recalled. 


The  crew  and  passengers  got  In  the  boats, 
but  a  few  ml;iutes  later  the  steel  hulk 
sank,  capsizinir  one  of  the  small  boats. 
The  other  wen:  to  the  assistance  of  those 
struggling  in  the  water,  but  only  suc- 
ceeded In  rescjlng  two  of  the  unfortun- 
ates. This  boat  capsized  shortly  after- 
ward and  one  man,  Harry  W.  Steward, 
the  wheelman,  reached  the  shore. 

There  have  been  many  other  casualties; 
but  one  of  the  most  calamitous  pa«es  In 
the  history  of  the  Great  Lakes  was  the 
disappearance  3f  the  steel  steamer  W.  H. 
i^i'Cher  on  Lake  Michigan  in  1892.  Capt. 
M.^-  Weeks,  vrho  was  In  command  of  the 
uiicber.  was  a  master  of  undoubted  sea- 
manship and  fad  a  capable  crew  of  six- 
teen all  told,  none  of  whom  escaped  to 
verify  any  of  the  theories  that  were 
formed  to  account  for  her  disappearance. 

The  most  acceptable  view  regarding  the 
loss  of  the  G:lcher  is  that  she  was  in 
collision  with  ihe  schooner  Ostrich.  The 
Ostrich  was  wrecked  at  the  same  time 
and  as  the  wreckage  from  both  boats 
T*/S^  I°""<i  O"  tli«  beach  within  a  radius  of 
100  feet,  this  theory  is  generally  ac- 
cepted.

the  schooner  Whitney  foundered  in  mid- 
lake.  Official  records  of  the  disaster 
simply  state  that  she  foundered  "mysteri- 
ously." Nothing  is  known  of  her  except 
that  she  left  port  shipshape  and  was 
never  heard  from  again.  In  both  these 
instances  every  soul  aboard  perished  with 
the  ship. 

A  year  later  the  schooner  MoUlson  met 
with  a  like  fate.  She  was  lost  with  all 
hands  In  Lake  Superior.  She  foundered 
in  the  treacherous  waters  of  the  great 
lake.  In  1879  the  Wanbuna,  a  Canadian 
vessel,  foundered  in  eGorgian  Bay.  Thir- 
ty souls  went  down  with  her.  None  sur- 
vived  to  tell   the   tale  of  the  disaster. 

Ta-o  years  before  that,  however,  was  a 
disappearance,  a  maritime  enigma  that  is 
still  more  mysterious.  In  1S77  two  boats, 
both  in  tow  of  a  third,  were  lost  by 
reason  of  the  tow  line  parting.  They 
vanished  simultaneously.

Things  along  New  York's  Rlalto  are 
already  beginning  to  take  an  air  of 
new  life.  On  the  stages  of  deserted 
theaters  rehearsals  are  going  on.  Post- 
ers are  beginnig  to  flare  forth  pri«f 
pectlve  attractions  an  dthe  theatrical 
world  is  waking  up  after  its  summer 
sleep.  The  season  is  opening  and  prom- 
ises scores  of  new  and  great  things 
between  September  and  May.  The  hori- 
zon of  the  play  world  will  be  enlarged 
by  the  opening  of  two  new  play  houses 
this  year  and  the  Metropolitans  rival, 
Hammerstein's  Manhattan  Opera  house. 

Theater-mad  New  York,  never  content 
with  what  it  has,  must  always  cry  out 
for  more.  There  are  some  seventy  im- 
portant theaters  in  Manhattan  already, 
including  the  vaudeville  houses,  but 
they  cannot  offer  enough  to  satisfy 
pleasure  loving  New  Yorkers  and  their 
visitors  from  all  over  the  world.  Dur- 
ing the  season  every  one  of  those  sev- 
enty theaters  that  has  anything  to  offer 
with  the  least  appeal  to  its  own  par- 
ticular public  has  its  seats  filled.  An 
authority  closely  in  touch  with  the- 
atrical matters  puts  the  amount  of  the 
receipts  of  all  the  New  York  theaters 
in  one  week  at  about  $150,00<J.  Counting 
up,  thJit  puts  the  money  that  pours  in 
through  the  box  office  of  the  various 
theaters  of  Manhattan  at  something 
like  $5,000,000  In  a  season;  and  that  must 
be  regarded  as  a  conservative  estimate 
which  doesn't  Include  all  the  small 
melodrama  theaters  of  the  East  Side. 

The  trend  of  the  theaters  world  Is 
constantly  northward,  the  crowding  of 
business  houses  in  the  lower  end  of  the 
Rialto  pushing  the  play  houses  con- 
stantly farther  uptown.  The  leading 
managers  all  predict  that  within  twen- 
ty-five—perhaps tiftden  years— Colum- 
bus circle  will  be  the  heart  of  the  the- 
ater district.  The  sites  of  the  new  the- 
aters that  have  been  projected  seem 
to  lend  emphasis  to  this  prediction. 
It  is  a  matter  of  speculation  in  the  the- 


greater  space  for  a  theater,  so  as  to  in- 
clude surroundnig  alleys.  But  the  man- 
agers have  gathered  courage  at  last,  and 
to  meet  new  demands  are  putting  up  new 
buildings.  The  Astor  is  the  first  of  the 
new  buildings  to  open  its  doors,  and  for 
that  reason  and  others  caused  no  slight 
ripple  of  Interest  and  excitement  when  it 
threw  wide  its  portals  Friday  night. 

The  Astor  theater.  In  Its  exterior  ar- 
chitecture, harmonizes  with  Its  neigh- 
bor the  Hotel  Astor,  as  It  does  in  name, 
and  is  a  pleasing  ornament  to  the  cor- 
ner of  Forty-fifth  street  and  Broadway 
The  interior  of  the  building.

A  good  playing 
prcduction  makes  $10,000,  sometimes  $11.- 
000,  and  a  great  hit  brings  to  the  manage- 
ment $13,000  a  week  In  the  height  of  the 
treason. 

New  York  managers  are  etnding  more 
and  more  to  build  smaller  theaters.  The 
smaller  theaters,  in  fact,  are  declared  to 
be  better  paying  investments.  The  New 
Amsterdam  has  always  been  regarded 
somewhat  In  the  light  of  a  failure  because 
of  its  great  seating  capacity.  There  are 
few  attractions  that  can  ever  fill  the 
hc'i:.=^e,  Richard  Mansfield  the  only  one, 
perhaps.  It  has  been  found  that  a  pro- 
duction shows  up  much  better  in  a  small- 
er house,  unless  the  attraction  is  some 
extensive  extravaganza  with  big  scenic 
effects. 

"With  so  many  new  enterprises  planned 
for  this  .season  and  the  extent  the  theatri- 
cal world  Is  on  tiptoes  of  excitement. 
Theater  building  has  been  almost  in 
statu  quo  since  the  Chicago  fire,  the  law

the  Great  Lakes  or  anywhere  else  in 
the  world  was  the  loss  of  the  Lady  p:igln 
in  Lake  Michigan.  Sept.  8,  ISGO.  She  was 
struck  by  the  schooner  Augusta  and 
sank  In  twenty  minutes.  She  had  on 
board  300  excursionists,  fifty  ordinarv  pas- 
sengers and  a  crew  of  thirty-five  officers 
and  men,  a  total  of  3.S5.  Of  these  only 
ninety-eight  were  saved. 

The  steamer  Lady  Elgin  had  left  Mil- 
waukee early  Friday  morning.  Sept.  7, 
wit h  300  excursionists,  largely  memUers 
of  the  Independent  Union  Guards  and 
their  friends?.  She  left  Chicago  in  tho 
evening  between  10  and  11  o'clock  on  her 
regular  trip  to  Lake  Superior,  taking  on 
board  about  fifty  passengers  for  Macki- 
nac and  other  northern  points,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Milwaukee  excursionists.  The 
evening  set  in  with  a  wind  moderately 
high.      A    hfjivy    thunder.storm    came    up 
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It  was  about  2:m  o'clock  when  the  col- 
lision occurred.  The  schooner  struck  the 
.steamer  at  the  midship's  gangway  on  ttio 
larboard  side.  The  two  separated  in 
stantly,  tho  Augusta  drifting  by  In  the 
daikness.  At  the  moment  of  the  coUi.sion 
there  was  dancing  in  the  forward  caoin, 
but  most  of  the  passengers  had  retired 
for  the  night.  Capt.  Wilson  ordered  a 
lifeboat  to  be  lowered  on  the  starboard 
side  and  rowed  around  to  discover  the 
extent  of  the  Injury.  The  boat  dropped 
astern  and  did  not  again  regain  the 
steamer.  The  latter  was  headed  west  to 
reach  shore  if  possible;  but  the  vessel  be- 
gan to  till  rapidly  and  listed.  8be  bejjan 
to  settle  and  reel  j^d  many  passengers 
threw  themselves  overboard.  Just  wiien 
the  vessel  took  the  final  plunge  a  sea 
struck  her  upper  works  and  they  parted 
from  the  hull  and  Uoated  off  in  seviral 
pieces.  The  night  was  Intensely  dajrk, 
lighted  up  at  intervals  by  flashes  of  vivid 
lightning. 

Two  boats  had  been  lowered  and  in 
these  eighteen  persons  reached  shore. 
Fourteen  were  saved  on  a  lajge  raft  and 
others  on  different  part  of  the  wreck- 
age. Less  than  one-fourth  of  the  tttal 
number  of  passengers  reached  shore  alive. 

Before  the  vessel  sank  a  raft  was  pro- 
vided and  the  majority  of  the  passen- 
gers cast  their  fate  with  it  and  clung 
to  it  until  near  daylight.  The  raft  was 
mostly  under  water  from  the  weijjht 
of  its  living  burden  and  the  few  who 
clung  to  it  were  above  the  waist  in  the 
turbulent  sea.  The  captain  was  con- 
stantly on  Ills  feet  encoui-aglng  the  crowd 
and  seems  to  have  been  the  only  man  who 
dared  to  stir  from  his  recumbent  posi- 
tion which  was  necessary  to  keep  a  se- 
cure hold  on  the  raft. 

Finally  the  raft  broke  up  and  large 
parties  floated  off  on  detached  pieces. 
Nearly  all  of  the  unfortunates  wore  lost. 
A  few  reached  the  shore  and  were  res- 
cued.   The   captain    was   among   the    lost. 

The  se;i.son  of  1860,  as  regards  the  loss 
of  life  and  property,  was  one  of  the  most 
disastrous  on  record.  The  loss  of  prop- 
erty on  the  Great  Lakes  by  disasters 
were  $1,200,000  and  578  lives  were  sacriflctaJ. 
During  tlie  terrific  gale  in  November  of 
that  year  the  propeller  Dt-cotah  sank  in 
Lake  Erie  off  Sturgeon  Point  with  all 
on  board. 

Aug.  9  was  the  forty-flrst  anniversary  of 
the  loss  of  the  propeller  Pewabic,  which 
was  the  most  serious  disaster  of  the  sea- 
son of  lSt)5  and  one  of  the  most  famous 
wrecks   on   the  lakes.     The   Pewabic   was 


over  the  lake.  The  approaching  vessels 
saw  each  other  when  miles  apart.  They 
kept  their  course  until  near  each  other, 
when  the  Pawabic  put  her  helm  apjrt 
and  had  just  commenced  to  swing  when 
she  was  struck  In  the  vicinity  of  the  pilot 
house    by   the   Meteor,    cutting   her  down

deep,  rich  coffee  color,  with  panels  of 
crimson,  the  hangings  of  the  boxes  to 
be  in  crimson.

weeks.  The  Hammersteln  venture  will 
be  watched  with  eager  interest,  many 
predicting  success,  many  failure.  Some 
one  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  Metropolitan  was  built  In  opposi- 
tion to  Col.  Mapleson's  Academy  of 
Music,  which  It  soon  overshadowed 
completely. 

Ground  has  recently  been  broken  for 
a  new  Belasco  theater  in  West  Forty- 
fourth   street,    betw-n   Broadway   and 


were    killed    In    the    terrific    crash,    both 
vessels   going   at   full    speed. 

Confusion  followed  aboard  both  ves- 
sels. The  Pawabic  had  on  board  about  178 
passengers.  Many  were  below,  but  oth'jrs 
were  on  deck  to  see  the  Meteor  pass. 
When  it  became  evident  that  a  collision 
was  inevitable  they  ran  for  safety  to  tJie 
after  part  of  the  vessel.  Before  the  ves- 
sels separated  a  few  of  the  passengers  of 
the  ill  fated  Pewabic  jumped  on  bor:.rd 
the  Meteor.  The  boats  were  at  once 
low-red,  but  within  five  minutes  the  Pe- 
wabic went  down.  Many  had  thrown 
themselves  overboard  and  others  wore 
still  below  when  the  heavily  laden  vessel 
disappeared  from  sight.  The  boats  of  the 
Meteor  were  lon^'ered  and  many  men,  wo- 
men and  children  who  were  struggling  In 
the  water  were  saved.  The  Meteor  re- 
mained in  the  vicinity  all  night  and  in  the 
morning  signalled  the  propeller  Mohawk, 
which  came  alongside  and  took  the  njs- 
cued  passengers  to  Detroit.  At  the  time 
It  was  reported  that  the  loss  of  life  was 


per- 
ished. There  were  fifty-seven  in  all.  No 
doubt  an  explanation  exists  as  to  the 
manner  of  her  destruction,  but  those 
who  know  will  never  tell. 

The  passenger  steamer  Asia,  one  of 
the  finest  on  the  lakes,  perished  in  the 
same  mysterious  way  In  ISS"-'.  This  was 
one  of  the  most  terrible  tragedies  ever 
enacted  on  the  chain  of  lakes.  More 
than  100  lives  were  lost.  Two  were 
saved  after  hours  of  terrible  suffering 
in  the  icy  water.  These  say  tne  boat 
"foundered." 

In  1883  the  Manistee  foundered  in  mid- 
lake  on  Superior.  She  Is  "supposed  to 
have  been  struck  by  a  southwest  gale." 

Some  little  wreckage— that  is  all  that 
was   found    to   tell   the   story. 

By  the  burning  of  the  steamer  G.  P. 
Griffin,  twenty  miles  east  of  Cleveland, 
June  17.  1850.  286  lives  were  lost.  The 
steamer  was  about  three  miles  from 
shore  when  she  took  f^re.  It  w.is 
thought  that  the  steamer  could  reach 
land,  but  she  struck  upon  a  sandbar 
half  a  mile  off  shore.  Thi^  passengers 
became  wild  with  despair  and  a  great 
number  plunged  into  the  water.  Not 
.a  woman  or  child  was  saved  except  the 
barber's   wife. 

In  1850  a  collision  occurred  between 
the  steamer  Atlantic  and  the  propeller 
Ogdensburg  on  Lake  Erie,  resulting  in 
an  estimated  loss  of  life  of  from  150 
to  250,  making  it  one  of  the  most  ter- 
rible disasters  of  lake  history.  The 
steamer  ran  across  tne  bow  of  the  pro- 
peller and  was  struck  forward  of  her 
wheel.  Soon  after  the  collision  panic 
prevailed  and  many  of  the  passengers 
and  crew  jumped  overboard.  The  pro- 
peller kept  on  her  course  two  miles 
or  more,  when  sne  rounded  to  and  re- 
turned to  the  steamer.  She  rescued 
those  who  were  still  upon  the  wreck, 
but  nearly  all  the  others  were  drowned. 
One  of  the  saddest  of  these  mysteries 
Is  that  of  the  passenger  propeller  Ver- 
non, which  disappeared  on  Lake 
Michigan  in  IkSl,  only  nineteen  years 
ago.  She  was  lost  Oct.  29,  and  with  her 
annihilation  thirty-six  lives  w.ere  blot- 
ted out.  It  is  perliaps  the  most  har- 
rowing part  of  this  calamity  that 
some  time  after  her  tragic  end  the  Su- 
perior sighted  several  life  rafts  to 
which  clung  a  number  of  the  sunken 
steamer's  victims. 

These  poor  souls  made  frantic  ef- 
forts to  reach  the  Superior  and  the 
Superior  exhausted  every  possible 
means  of  reaching  them,  but  the  sea 
was  running  so  high  and  the  gale  blew 
so  furiously  that  all  efforts  at  rescue 
failed.  The  Superior  was  forced  to 
leave  the  victims  to  their  fate;  and 
that  is  all  that  Is  known  of  the  end  of 
the  Vernon. 

One  of  the  most  singular  cases  of 
vessel  disappearance  is  that  of  the 
Hume,  which  an  unknown  fate  over- 
took on  May  21,  1891.  Her  disappearance 
Is  perhaps  the  strangest  on  record. 
She  was  a  stanch,  well  built  and  per- 
fectly equipped  schooner,  in  charge  of 
one  of  the  best  and  most  skillful  navi- 
gators on  the  lakes,  and  was  in  first- 
class  condition  when  she  cleared  from 
Chicago  for  Muskegon.  The  last  seen 
of  her  was  when  she  left  the  port  of 
Chicago.  Not  a  word  or  sign  was  ever 
received  to  explain  her  loss.  She  was 
totally  obliterated,  as  completely  blot- 
ted out  as  though  she  « had  never 
been.  Not  a  man,  not  a  spar,  not 
enough  wreckage  to  make  a  tooth- 
pick was  ever  seen  of  her  afterward. 
In  this  case  the  Great  Lakes  historian 
does  not  even  suggest  that  she  "foun- 
dered." Yet  she  is  only  one  of  scores 
of  mlghtv  ships  that  have  vanished 
without  leaving  a  record  of  their 
catastrophe. 

Many  of  the  wrecks  are  mysterious 
absoltite,  but  it  is  known  by  tangible 
evidence  that  they  were  lost.  Still 
others  are  enigmas.  Nothing  is  known 
of  them. 

Thus  the  schooner  Atlanta  went  down 
in  Lake  Superior  in  1891.  Her  entire  crew 
went  with  her.  A  year  later  the  Nashua 
foundered  in  Lake  Huron  with  fourteen 
.souls  on  bo.ard.  In  the  former  case  noth- 
ing was  found  to  indicate  the  ship's  fate. 
I  In  the  case  of  the  Nashua  the  disappear- 
ance was  the  same,  only  a  few  pieces  of 
•wreckage  floated  on  the  surface  of  the 
waters.  In  1.^93  the  Eddy  met  a  similar 
fate.  The  manner  of  the  loss  of  the  Doty 
about  this  time  is  still  a  mystery.  She 
had  a  tow.  The  line  parted,  there  came  a 
gale.  The  ship  sank— easy  to  explain— the 
Great  Lakes  are  generous  with  such  ex- 
planations. 

Only  a  few  years  ago  the  magnificent 
passenger  steamer  Chicora  left  St.  Joseph, 
Mich.,  for  Chicago  on  a  wintry  night. 
She  W'as  one  of  the  finest,  stanchest  and 
best  equipped  passenger  boats  on  tfie 
lakes.  She  sailed  out  Into  Lake  Michigan 
and  from  there  into  oblivion.  Not  a 
word  was  ever  heard,  not  a  single  token 
found  which  threw  light  on  her  total  dis- 
appearance. 

The  names  of  the  Hudson,  the  Gilcher 
and  the  Western  Reserve  are  memorable 
In  lake  annals.  They  are  the  names  of 
the  three  disasters  that  were  to  herald  a 
new  era  in  Great  Lakes  navigation.  They 
have  heen  the  last  of  the  great  wrecks,  a 
fitting  finale  to  the  Great  Lakes  mys- 
teries. The  vessels  were  the  first  of  the 
present  modern  type  of  lake  boats.  They 
were  vast  and  deep,  leviathans  in  every 
sense  of  the  word.  All  three  were  lost. 
In  each  loss  there  is  deep  mystery. 

On  Tuesday,  Aug.  30.  the  new  steel 
steamer  Western  Reserve,  bound  from 
Cleveland  to  Two  Harbors,  foundered  dur- 
ing a  fierce  gale  in  Lake  Superior,  re- 
sulting m  the  drowning  of  six  passengers 
and  a  crew  of  twenty-five.  The  big 
steamer  broke  In  two,  the  mainmast  going 
by  the  board,  and  weakening  all  other 
points  well  forward.  She  shipped  water 
fast,   and   the  yawl  boats  were  lowered.

Two  Hundred  and  Seventy  Years  Ago  no  Stone  Was 

Laid  in  Any  of  Our  College  Buildings;  Not  a  Dol- 

Dollar  of  Endowment  Had  Been  Raised;  Today 

We    Have  More  Institutions  of  the  Higher 

R       Learning  Than  Any  Other  Country  and  More 
Millions  Have  Been  Spent  on  them.

More  than  180,000  students  will  be- 
jin  a  new  year  of  study  at  nearly  450 
college*  and  universities  in  the  United 
States  Monday  and  a  week  from 
Monday,  their  studies  covering  the  en- 
tire range  of  human  learning. 

The  facilities  they  will  enjoy  are  not 
excelled  anywhere.  The  buildings  in 
which  they  will  be  housed  are  supe- 
rior, as  a  whole,  to  any  other  build- 
ings of  their  class,  while  the  capital 
faivested  is  greater  by  many  millions 
than  is  Invested  for  a  similar  purpose 
In  any  other  country.

The  first  six  colleges  In  the  United 
States  were  Harvard.  William  and 
Mary,  Yale,  the  University  of  Penn- 
eylvania.  Princeton  and  Columbia, 
founded  in  that  order.  All  are  now 
universities  except  the  College  of  Wil- 
liam and  Mary.  Pennsylvania  taking 
that  rank  In  1779,  Yale  in  1887. 
Princeton  in  1896,  Harvard  in  1900 
ftnd  Columbia  in  the  same  year. 

By  1600  sixt  en  more  colleges,  in- 
cluding Brown,  Bowdoln.  Dartmouth, 
Union,  Rutgers,  university  of  Georgia 
4nd  the  Western  university  of  Penn- 
tylvanla,   had   been   established. 

There  were  then  twenty-two  in.''titu- 
tlons  of  the  higher  learning,  exclu- 
sive of  the  theological  seminaries,  in 
the  Republic.  There  are  now  443 
American  colleges  and  universities,  an 
average  of  a  little  less  than  four  hav- 


Unlversities  of  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Illinois,  Northwestern.  California  and 
New  York  were  eleventh,  twelfth  and 
thirteenth,  with  3,300  to  3,400  each. 
Johns  Hopkins,  one  of  the  most  fa- 
mous universities,  founded  forty  years 
ago,  had  746  students  In  1905-06. 
Harvard   the  First  American  College. 

In  1636,  sixteen  years  after  the  Pil- 
grims landed  at  Plymouth,  the  gen- 
eral court  of  Massachusetts  Bay  took 
the   flr.st   step    by    declaring   that: 

"The  court  agrees  to  give  £400 
toward  a  school  or  college,  whereof 
£200  shall  be  paid  the  next  year  and 
£200  when  the  work  is  finished." 

In  1637.  twelve  "eminent  men"  were 
appointed  to  take  "the  work"  In  hand. 
They  founded  the  college  at  a  place 
near  Boston,  called  Newtown.  It  was 
later  called  Cambridge,  because  so 
many  of  the  people  who  settled  there 
had  been  educated  at  Cambridge, 
Eng.  In  1638,  the  Rev.  John  Harvard 
died  of  consumption.  He  had  been  in 
America  barely  a  year,  but  he  had 
become  Intensely  Interested  in  the 
Newtown  school  and  he  left  it  £800 
— half  his  fortune — and  all  his  books, 
some  300  volumes.  This  was  the  first 
private  college  endowment  In  Amer- 
ica; the  first  in  the  most  remarkable 
stream  of  gifts  from  the  rich  to  fur- 
ther education  in  the  history  of  the 
world. 

John  Harvard's  father  was  a  butch- 
er at  Southwark.  His  mothed  kept 
"The  Queen's  Head  Inn"  in  that  Lon- 
don suburb.  Neither  of  the  parents 
was  educated,  but  the  mother  had 
property,  and,  desiring  her  son  to  be  a 
clergyman,  sent  him  to  Cambridge.  He 
married  a  clergy-man's  daughter  and 
when  he  was  30  they  came  to  Amer- 
ica.

The  total  enrollment  of  the  sixty  is 
129,430,  leaving  only  a  few  more  than 
60,000   for  the   383  smaller  colleges.

William  and  Mary  was  the  first  Amer- 
ican college  to  establish  a  chair  of 
modern  langruages,  to  abandon  the  Eng' 
llsh  curriculum  and  to  establish  the 
elective  system;  antedating  Harvard  in 
these  matters  l^y  more  than  a  century. 
William  and  Mary  al«o  was  the  first 
to  adopt  the  honor  system,  which  later 
made  Princeton  famous. 

Located  in  tide  water,  Virginia,  "Will- 
iam and  Mary  was  the  sport  of  contend- 
ing armies  throughout  the  Civil  war, 
and  it  was  not  until  1893  that  the  college 
recovered  from  the  losses  sustained  dur- 
ing the  years  of  sectional  strife.  ThiiU 
congress  was  persuaded  by  the  late 
Senator  Hoar  and  others  to  make  good 
the  buildings  burned  by  the  Federal 
troops  three  deeades  before. 

Although  the  first  and  most  serious 
delay  in  the  establishment  of  William 
and  Mary  was  due  to  the  heathen  red 
man,  anotht>r  and  more  reprehensible 
delay  was  due  to  the  indifference  of  a 
certain  high  colonial  official.  The  Ilev. 
James  Blair,  deputy  bishop  of  London, 
sent  to  Virginia  to  look  after  the  colon- 
ists' spiritual  welfare,  explained  the 
need  of  a  college  among  them  to  King 
William.  He  granted  a  charter  in 
1692.  endowed  the  institution  with  2,000 
pounds  and  20,000  acres  of  crowii  lands, 
and  dire-cted  Attorney  General  Seymour 
to  found  it.  He  demurred.  Dr.  Blair 
explained  that  it  should  be  done  at 
once,  in  order  that  young  men  might  be 
educated  to  the  ministry,  adding  that 
the  colonists  had  souls  to  be  saved  aa 
well  as  other  folk. 

"Damn  their  souls!"  was  Seymour's 
retort,   "make  tobacco." 

However,  Dr.  Blair  prevailed.  31  r 
Christopher  Wren,  architect  of  St. 
Paul's,  in  London,  drew  the  plans  for 
the  first  building,  and  the  first  com- 
mencement was  held  in  1700,  Dr.  Biair 
being  the  first  president. 

Thomas  Jefferson,  James  Monroe  and 
John  Tyler,  throe  presidents,  were 
William  and  Mary  graduates.  So  were 
John  Marshall,  first  chief  justice  of 
the  United  States;  Wlnfleld  Scott,  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  United  States 
army  in  the  Mexican  war,  and  Bushrod 


founding  of  the  College  of  New  Jer- 
.sey  (Princeton)  was  begun.  After 
a  struggle  of  six  years,  the  institu- 
tion was  opened  at  Elizabethtown. 
Later  It  was  removed  to  Newark, 
but  Its  friends  wished  to  save  the 
students  from  the  distractions  of  a 
city,  and  finally,  in   1756,  the  college

I      The    remote    beginnings    of    the    Unl- 
a    great  i  versity  of  Pennsylvania  may  be  traced 
Congress   back  to  the  charity  schools  founded  in 
Philadelphia  in  1740. 

A  Boston-born,  self-educated  printer 
named  Benjamin  Franklin,  living  in 
Philadelphia  had  been  studying  i.he 
problem  of  how  best  to  educate  the 
youth  of  the  town  ever  since  his  arrival 
there  in  1719,  but  he  was  able  to  ac- 
complish little  until  1749.  Then,  with 
others,  he  helped  found  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Academy.  Its  first  head  was 
Dr.  William  Smith,  under  the  title  of 
provost.  Its  sessions  were  first  held 
in  a  private  dwelling,  but  in  1751  the 
school  was  removed  to  a  great  meet- 
ing house,  built  for  Whitefleld,  the 
English  revivalist,  to  preach  in.  While 
he  remained  In  Philadelphia  his  hear- 
ers crowded  It.  but  no  one  else  was 
able  to  fill  the  structure. 

Franklin  desired  that  the  academy 
course  should  include  English,  practical 
mathematics,  natural  history,  modern 
history  and  the  principles  of  business, 
leaving  Greek  and  Latin  and  Hebrew 
out.  He  wanted  the  school  to  be  a 
practical  help  for  young  men  who  had 
to  make  their  way  in  the  world,  and  not 
a  training  school  for  classical  scholars. 
He  was  overruled,  however.  Dr.   Smith

William  and  Mary  Begun  First. 
Massachusetts  nearly  missed  the  hon- 
or of  establishing  the  first  college  in 
America.  In  Wiiiiamsburg.  Va..  at  that 
time  capital  of  that  colony,  plans  for 
a  college  were  discussed  in  1619.  during;  getful," 
the  first  assembly  of  the  burgesses,  and 
a  year  before  the  pilgrims  landed  at 
Plymouth.  But  the  Indian  interfered. 
He  objected  to  the  white  man  and  his 
works  and  gave  expression  to  the  ob- 
jection by  massacring  nearly  all  the 
Virginia  colonists. 

But  by  1693  the  Virginian  friends  of 
education  had  recovered  sufficiently 
from  the  massacres  to  revive  their  pro- 
ject for  a  college.  They  moved  much 
faster  than  the  supporters  of  Harvard 
had  been   able   to.   maintaining  a  com- 


ganlzed  the  first  Greek  letter  frater- 
nity in  America — Phi  Beta  Kappa- 
membership  being  conferred  for  scholar- 
ship. 

Yale   Third   American   College. 

While  the  Virginians  were  getting 
William  and  Mary  started,  the  colon- 
ists of  Connecticut  were  trying  for  a 
college  within  their  boundaries.  But 
it  was  not  until  1701.  a  year  after  Will- 
iam and  Mary's  first  class  was  gradua- 
ated,  that  Yale  was  actually  started 
at  Saybrook.  where,  owing  mainly  to 
the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pierpont, 
the  first  entrance  examinations  were 
held.  Connecticut  then  numbered  ten 
Harvard  graduates  among  her  citizens. 
It  is  only  fair  to  the  people  of 
New  Haven,  the  .sister  colony,  to  say 
that  they  planned  a  college  nearly 
sixty  years  earlier.  The  leader  In 
the  movement  was  one  John  Daven- 
port. In  1644.  he  Instituted  an  an- 
nual contribution  of  a  "peck  of 
wheat,  or  value  of  same,  from  every 
one  whose  heart  is  willing"  for  the 
support  of  poor  .students  at  Harvard. 
Later  this  contribution  was  made  a 
tax.  and  the  "collectors  of  college 
corn"  were  regularly  elected  until 
the  merging  of  the  New  Haven  and 
the   Connecticut   colonies. 

The  movement  that  finally  brought 
for  Yale,  crystallized  in  1699.  when 
ten  ministers,  nine  being  Harvard 
graduates,  agreed  to  act  as  trus- 
tees of  the  proposed  institution,  and 
contributed  such  books  as  they  could 
spare.  They  got  a  charter  from  the 
colonial  assembly  in  1701  for  a  col- 
legiate school  and  began  operations 
at  once.  It  did  not  receive  Its  pres- 
ent  name   until   several   years   later. 

In  1714,  a  native  of  New  Haven 
who  had  been  taken  to  England  when 
a  child  of  three  and  had  risen  In 
the  service  of  the  Ea.st  India  com- 
pany to  be  governor  of  Madras,  took 
a  hand.  His  name  was  Elihu  Yale, 
and  his  activity  took  the  form  of  a 
sliipment  of  three  bales  of  goods  and 
a  portrait  of  George  I,  by  Kneiler, 
to   Boston. 

The  goods  were  sold  for  more  than 
£500  and  the  money  spent  for  the 
new  college  almost  200  years  ago; 
picture  still  hangs  in  the  art 
school.  Yale  also  sent  a  box  of 
books  valued  at  £800;  this  gift  was 
the  largest  received  by  the  struggling 
school  for  more  than  a  century  and 
the  college  was  promptly  named 
Yale.  Elihu  sent  £100  in  1721  and 
promised  £200  annually,  but  didn't 
keep  his  word.

The  Penns,  sons  of  William,  the  col- 
ony's orlg^lnal  proprietor,  gave  it  a 
charter,  but  forgot  to  endow  It.  They 
also  gave  a  charter  to  the  College  of 
Philadelphia,  a  new  scheme  whfcli 
Franklin   was  then  pushing. 

Thereupon  Dr.   Smith,   provost  of  the 
academy,  at  that  time  In  jail  (where  he 
received  his  students  daily)  for  having 
opi»ostd  the  non-resistance  policy  of  the 
Pennsylvania  legislature  during  the  war 
with  France,  was  released,  and  sent  to 
England    to    raise   funds.     He    secured 
£5  000      This   was  after  1757.     Upon  his 
:  return   Smith  found   the   friends  of  cd- 
lucation    in    Philadelphia    so    badly    dl- 
I  vided  that   little  could  be   done.     Then 
came    the    revolution,     with    practical 
!  suspension    of    the    entire    educational 
i  movement  until  after  close  of  hostilities. 
!     In    1779    the    Pennsylvania    assemoly 
i  'iooktHi    into    the     college,"     and.     dis- 
possessing the  trustees,  renamed  it  the 
University  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
Thus  it  became   the  first  university  in 
the  new  world. 

In  1789  the  corporate  rlg-hts  and 
privileges  of  the  college  were  restored, 
and  in  1791  the  two  Institutions  were 
combined  into  one.  Franklin  was  pres- 
ident of  the  board  of  trustees  ficm 
1789  till  his  death.  Four  years  after 
he  assumed  the  headship  of  the  uni- 
versity, another  self-educated  man, 
whose  spelling  and  grammar  were 
sometimes  a  little  lax,  was  granted  the 
degree  of  LL.

King's  college  In  New  York,  now 
Columbia  University,  was  not  founded 
until  fourteen  years  after  the  establish- 
ment of  the  charity  schools  in  Philadel- 
phia. Then,  in  1754,  King  George  II 
fraiut  d  the  institution  a  royal  chaitier. 
n  1746  the  Xew  York  colonists,  who 
had  long  wanted  a  collt^e  of  tlii.ir 
own,  had  established  a  lottery  to  raise 
money  to  found  one.  By  1751  $17,000 
was  realized,  and  that  same  year  Trin- 
ity cliurch  gave  King's  farm,  a  tritcl 
of  twenty-six  acres,  to  the  cause.  The 
rrst  class  of  eight  was  graduated  in 
17t;o.  nine  years  after  the  college  of 
lliihidelphia.  then  a  much  larger  city 
tlja.n  Xew  York,  had  a  hundred  stu- 
dents on  its  rolls. 

Columbia's  first  president  was  a  Dr. 
Samuel  Johnson.  His  staff  consisted 
Of  one  professor,  and  the  vestr>-  I'oom 
of  Trinity  church  was  the  lecture 
room.  The  first  King's  college  building 
Ijras  completed  in  1760,  the  year  the 
nrst  class  was  graduated. 
•  Dr.  Myles  Cooper,  the  second  presi- 
dent, was  an  Intense  loyalist.  He 
printed  pamphlets  in  strong  opposition 
to  the  growing  sentiment  favoring 
revolution.  He  was  brilliantly  answer- 
ed by  an  unknown,  who  turned  out 
y  to  be  Alexander  Hamilton,  then  a 
KiTig's  college  student.  All  New  Y'ork 
•^as  stirred  up,  and  a  liberty  mob  visit- 
ed the  college  prepared  to  kill  Dr. 
Cooper. 

Young  Hamilton  saw  tliat  nothing 
but  flight  could  save  Cooper.  So  he

The  medical  school  of  Columbia, 
founded  in  1767,  a  few  years  later  than 
the  medical  school  of  Pennsylvania — at 
•  <lrst  an  Independent  institution — was 
the  first  of  the  sort  attaclied  to  an 
American    college. 

John  Parker  Custis,  stepson  and 
"Ward  of  George  Washington,  was  per- 
haps the  ricliest  of  the  ante-Revolu- 
tionary students.  He  entered  in  1773, 
brought  his  own  saddle  horses  and  a 
negro  valet  with  him,  dined  with  the 
faculty  daily  and  was  much  talked 
about.  He  remained  only  three  months, 
howfver,  being  so  much  in  love  with 
a  Mi.«s  Calvert  of  Baltimore,  whom  he 
aftt^rward  married,  tliat  he  could  not 
remain   away   from  her.

Just  as 
the  gathering  was  about  to  disperse, 
having  accoiiiplisihed  nothing,  Jefferson 
rode  up.  H.  .  ;l.s  then  To.  but  he  had 
more  vigor  u!;d  Iniative  than  any  of 
the  others,  and  after  listening  to  what 
they  had  to  sa.v  he  organized  the  move- 
ment .so  eft!fciivi.ly  that  seven  years 
later  their  dnanis  and  his  materialized 
In  the  opening  of  the  school. 

No  other  one  man  has  done  so  much 
for  any  American  college  as  Jeft'ersosn 
did  for  the  University  of  Virginia.     He

New  Manufacturing  Plant  at  West  Duluth  is  Rapidly  Wearing 

Completion— Some  Facts  About  the  Manner  in 

Which  Carbolite  is  Produced  and  Its  Uses, 


The  work  of  the  American  Car- 
bolite company  in  transforming  the 
large  car  works  at  West  Duluth  into 
a  new  and  up  to  date  manufactur- 
ing plant  Is  rapidly  nearing  com- 
pletion. Though  originally  con- 
structed In  a  most  substantial  man- 
ner, the  buildings  have  stood  idle 
and  neglected  for  a  long  time,  and 
the  sight  of  so  large  a  plant  re- 
maining In  an  unproductive  condi- 
tion has  long  been  a  source  of  re- 
gret to  the  residents  of  this  city,  and 
particularly    of    the    Western    section. 

Now,  however,  instead  of  only  the 
incessant  chatter  of  the  thousands 
of  birds,  which  for  years  have  made 
the  deserted  buildings  their  home, 
there  is  heard  the  busy  sound  of 
hammer  and  saw.  The  American 
Carbolite  company  placed  many  of 
its  contracts  for  machinery  and 
equipment  last  winter  and  has  been 
steadily  at  work  on  actual  construc- 
tion since  early  last  spring.  The  re- 
sult of  its  effects  will  soon  be  seen 
in  a  large  and  modern  plant  which 
will  be  a  credit  In  every  way  to  the 
city   of   Duluth.

In  the  furnace  building  a  com- 
plete industrial  railway  system,  con- 
sisting of  tracks,  switches,  ladle 
cars,  and  transfer  cars.  Is  being  in- 
.stalled.  A  telpherage  system,  oper- 
ated by  small  overhead  trolleys,  will 
convey  the  manufactured  product  to 
the  finishing  building,  where  It  is 
crushed  and  sorted  mechanically 
into  the  various  commercial  sizes 
and  placed  in  steel  drums  for  ship- 
ment. 

In  addition  to  the  Immen.se  build- 
ings already  constituting  the  plant, 
which  covers  nearly  nine  acres,  the 
Carbolite  company  Is  about  to  erect 
another  building  of  modern  steel 
construction.  In  which  there  will  be 
installed  the  large  preheating  fur- 
naces, gas  producers,  and  mixing  ap- 
paratus?. Nearly  all  of  this  equip- 
ment Is  already  on  the  ground.  The 
reinforced  concrete  work  is  of  the 
most  substantial  construction  and  is 
being  used  in  foundations  for  all  the 
heavy  machinery  about  the  plant.  A 
complete  Intercommunicating  tele- 
phone system  connects  the  different 
departments    of   the    factory. 

In  one  large  building  adjacent  to 
the  furnace  building,  a  thoroughly 
e<iuipped  mechanical  and  testing  la- 
boratory will  be  installed.

NOR'EASTERS 

Some    Statistics    on  Dis- 
agreeable Storms  Pe- 
culiar to  Duluth. 


The  many  terrible  disasters  Which 
have  been  caused  by  storms  on  Lake 
Superior  during  the  last  ten  years 
make  the  subject  of  "northeasters"  a 
very  interesting  one  to  the  people  who 
live  near  the  lake,  or  who  are  en- 
gaged in  the  marine  business  on  the 
lake.  When  Duluth  citizens  hear  the 
remark,  "There's  a  'northeaster'  com- 
ing," they  know  In  a  general  way 
that  they  are  In  for  a  siege  of  two 
or  three  days  ugly  weather. 

There  have  been  many  disastrous 
storms  on  Lake  Superior  during  the 
last  ten  years,  and  many  ships  have 
found  a  watery  grave  after  being 
blown  on  the  rocks  by  the  wind,  or 
foundering  on  the  heavy  sea.  One  of 
the  most  disastrous  of  these  "north- 
easters" was  that  of  Nov.  27  and  28, 
last  year,  at  which  time  the  wind 
kept  up  a  gait  of  twenty-five  miles  or 


carbolite,  though  It  Is  not  thought  that 
this  maximum  will  be  reached  until 
the  plant  has  been  in  operation  for 
some  time.  It  will  require  a  force  of 
about  300  men  to  operate  the  plant,  and 
as  at  the  present  market  price  for  cal- 
cium carbide  this  would  mean  a  dally 
output  of  nearly  $7,000.  The  advantage 
of  such  a  concern  to  the  city  may  be 
realized,  especially  as  the  product  will 
be  more  widely  distributed  about  the 
country  than  almost  any  other  article 
manufactured. 

The  American  Carbolite  company  is 
incorporated  in  Michigan,  where  the 
original  plant  of  tlie  company  is  lo- 
cated, and  is  one  of  the  two  com- 
panies which  are  the  only  organiza- 
tions engaged  In  the  manufacture  of 
calcium  carbide  In  the  United  States. 
The  plant  from  which  the  company  is 
now  tilling  orders  is  located  in  Con- 
stantlne,  Mich.,  and  while  it  is  work- 
ing to  its  utmost  capacity  to  meet  the 
demands  of  numerous  customers,  the 
Duluth  plant  is  expected  to  have  a 
much  greater  producing  capacity.  Be- 
sides the  president,  Herman  L.  Har- 
tensteln,  who  is  superintending  the 
work  of  construction  here,  the  direct- 
ors of  the  company  are:  C.  A.  Dun- 
can and  A.  M.  Marshall  of  Duluth;  J. 
A.  Marsh,  one  of  the  officials  of  the 
Constantine  Commercial  State  bank; 
C.  R.  Miller,  president  of  the  State 
bank  at  Adrian,  Mich.;  and  J.  C. 
Upton  and  J.  L.  Gentzler  of  Constan- 
tine. 

Ph-esident  Hartensteln  has  for 
months  deoted  his  time  and  attention 
to  the  planning  and  construction  of 
this  large  plant.  On  the  present  occa- 
he  has  been  in  the  city  for  more  than 
two  weeks,  giving  his  persfDiial  atten- 
tion to  pushing  the  work  of  preparing 
the  plant  for  operation  In  response  to 
a  request  for  an  interview,  Mr  Har- 
tensteln said  today  to  a  Herald  repre- 
sentative: 

"We  are  making  good  progress  in 
the  construction  of  our  new  plant,  and 
expect  to  push  the  work  rapidly  to 
completion,  so  that  we  will  be  ready 
to   take   power  from   the   Great  North- 


more  i>er  hour  for  twenty-nine  hours,, 
the  average  hourly  velocity  being 
forty-two  miles. 

There  have  been  altogether,  during 
the  last  ten  years,  according  to  a 
report  submitted  by  H.  W.  Richard- 
son, in  charge  of  the  government 
weather  bureau  in  Duluth,  200  north- 
easters, having  continuous  wind  ve- 
locities of  twenty-five  miles  or  more 
per  hour  Two  of  theae  great  storms 
have  come  on  an  average  every 
month,  while  the  usual  duration  has 
been  twelve  hours.  The  average  wind 
velocity  of  these  storms  has  been 
twenty-eight  miles  an  hour,  but  many 
have  exceeded  this,  while  the  average 
velocity  for  five-minute  periods  is 
tliirty-two  miles  an  hour.  March  has 
been  the  favorite  month  for  north- 
easters, there  having  been  thirty-four 
in  that  month  during  the  ten  years, 
while  May  comes  next  with  fifty,  and 
April  with  twentj'-six,  showing  that 
the  three  spring  months  are  the 
stormiest  of  the  year  on  Lake  Su- 
perior. 

Taking  Into  consideration  wind  ve- 
locities of  fifteen  to  twenty  miles  or 
more  per  hour,  northeasters  frequently 
cover  the  greater  part  of  two  or 
three  days,  and  sometimes  longer,  al- 
though the  high  velocities  average 
only  twelve  hours.  The  actual  number 
of  northeast  storms  having  a  velocity 
of  thirty-six  miles  or  more  per  hour 
Is   ninety-one,    while   the    storms   hav- 


i  tlons  In  the  country  is  at  Chlckamauga

"Many  people  are  using  acetylene  for 
I  cooking  as  well  as  lighting,  but  owing 
j  to  the  difficulty  in  the  past  of  aupply- 
I  ing  the  demand  for  carbolite,   the  use 
of  acetylene  for  cooking,   heating,   and 
I  power,  as  well  as  for  Illuminating  pur- 
poses  has   not   been   gone    into    as    ex- 
tensively as  it  will  be  in  the  future. 

"One  can  easily  understand  the  rea- 
son for  the  growing  popularity  of 
acetylene  Inasmuch  as  it  furnislies  a 
most  beautiful,  soft,  brilliant  white 
light  vastly  superior  to  electric  or  or- 
dinary gas  light.  A  cubic  foot  of 
acetylene  contains  seventeen  hundred 
heat  units  whereas  in  a  cubic  foot  of 
ord'nary  Illuminating  gas  there  are 
only  about  600  heat  units.  The  illuinin- 
ating  power  of  acetylene  is  at  least 
twelve  times  that  of  your  ordinary  gas. 
Even  on  a  basis  of  the  present  cost  of 
carbolite,  acetylene  Is  actually  cheaper 
and  better  than  any  other  Illuminant, 
and  the  greater  efficiency  of  acetylene 
per  cubic  foot  places  It  at  the  head 
of  all  known  methods  of  lighting. 

"You  ask  me  for  my  opinion  of  Du- 
luth and  I  must  say  that  I  am  very 
much  Impressed  with  the  possibilities 
of  the  city.  Duluth  Is  a  natural  dis- 
tributing point,  and  It  was  this  fact, 
In  conjunction  with  the  large  amount 
of  electric  power  available  at  reason- 
able prices,  that  weighed  heavily  in 
favor  of  this  city  when  we  were  select- 
ing a  location  for  our  new  plant.  We 
considered  a  number  of  other  cities  but 
are  now  decidedly  satisfied  that  we 
concluded   to  locate  here. 

"As  to  our  locating  our  general  of- 
fices here,  the  matter  has  not  been 
fully  decided  as  yet.  It  was  at  first 
thought  we  would  establish  our  head- 
quarters in  the  East,  but  think  it  is 
very  likely  that  we  shall  locate  them 
in  Duluth  and  are  especially  Inclined  to 
do  so  because  of  the  fact  that  we  have 
a  fine  large  office  building  here  and  I 
believe  we  can  handle  the  business  as 
well  from  this  city  as  from  Chicago  or 
New  York." 


Ing  a  maximum  velocity  of  forty 
miles  or  more  per  hour  number  forty. 
The  highest  maximum  velocity  of  a 
northeaster  is  that  of  the  great  storm 
of  November  of  last  year,  with  a 
record  of  sixty-eight  miles   an   hour. 

The  number  of  northeasters  during 
Januar>',  between  1896  and  1905,  have 
averaged  only  one  a  month.  February 
has  also  averaged  1,  March  3,  May  3, 
June  2,  July  and  August  each  1,  Sep- 
tember and  October  each  2,  and  No- 
vember and  December  each  1.  The 
storms  in  the  three  spring  months  are 
considered  the  most  dangerous,  as 
they  are  accompanied  by  a  cold  ^^'lnd, 
and  usually  by  rain  or  sleet.  The  fall 
months  also  have  a  good  many  north- 
easters, but  they  are  not  so  often  ac- 
companied by  the  rain  and  sleet  as 
those  in  the  spring.  The  summer  and 
winter  months  are  the  most  free  from  , 
these  storms,  and  nearly  all  of  the  ! 
disasters  come  during  the  spring  and 
fail  months,  as  the  velocity  of  the 
wind  In  the  storms  occurring  during 
those  months  is  generally  higher  than 
those  of  the  summer. 

The  destruction  of  shipping  by  these 
storms  has  been  very  great,  because 
of  the  fact  that  a  dense  fog  fre- 
quently accompanies  the  storm,  or  if 
the  fog  Is  missing,  the  rain  and  sleet 
obstructs  the  view  of  navigators  In 
the  storm  of  last  November  enghteen

The  Installation  of  a  roller- road  way 
for  the  steep  hills  about  Duluth  has 
been  talked  of  considerably  by  well 
Informed  citizens  of  the  city,  who 
think  that  something  of  the  kind  is 
needed  Some  of  the  hills  back  of  the 
city  are  practically  impassable,  and 
teamsters  find  it  necessary  to  make  a 
wide  detour  to  gain  the  summit  If  a 
systum  of  roller  roadways  could  be 
Installed  at  some  of  the  principal 
points  a  great  deal  of  time  would 
be  saved,  and  a  great  obstacle  to  the 
traffic  to  the  higher  points  of  the  city 
would  be  overcome. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Is  troubled  by  steep 
inclines  in  much  the  same  manner  as 
Duhith,  and  tratflc  in  some  parts  of 
the  city  has  been  almost  Impossible. 
A  roller  roadway  has  been  Installed 
lately,  however,  which  carries  teams 
and  pedestrians  from  the  low  spots  of

It  can  be  seen 
that  while  some  of  the  teams  have 
only  Just  started  on  the  upward  trip, 
others  have  nearly  reiiched  the  top, 
and  win  soon  leave  the  roadway  for 
the  hilltop  district  The  picture,  which 
is  printed  by  permission  of  the  Amer- 
ican Inventor  Magazine,  published  at 
114-118  Liberty  street,  >.'ew  York,  was 
taken  at  the  time  the  roller  road- 
way was  first  Instanlled  in  Cleveland, 
and  shows  the  Interested  spectators 
lined  up  at  each  side. 

Such  a  roller  roadway  would  be  a 
very  popular  Institution  if  Installed 
on  some  of  the  steep  hills  of  this  city. 


and  would  be  very  convenient,  besides 
saving  time  and  money  The  roadway 
Is  operated  on  the  same  plan  as  an 
endless  cable,  and  the  power  could  be 
supplied  by  electricity  In  the  same 
manner  as  on  the  Incline  railway. 

A  roller  roadway,  installed  on  lower 
Fifth  avenue  west,  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  wholesale  dealers  of 
that  district,  as  much  of  the  heavier 
traffic  goes  up  this  hill.  Another  point 
where  the  automatic  lift  would  be  a 
great  advantage  would  be  at  Third 
avenue  west,  from  Michigan  to  Su- 
perior street,  where  there  Is  a  great 
volume  of  traflic  from  the  smaller  job- 
bers   and    manufacturers. 

The  roller  roadway  would  be  a  great 
novelty  in  Duluth  as  well  as  over  the 
entire  Northwest,  and  would  act  as  a 
dra\Ning  card  to  sightseers  and  ex- 
cursionists.

A  h«ro  was  he  till  the  last. 
Away   a    better    never    passed; 
Tolling  and  slaving  for  many  a  day, 
Whtm    asked    to    work   he   would    ne'er 
say  nay. 

So  ran  the  epitaph  on  Bobby,  a  Brad- 
ford cab  horse  of  long  and  loyai  serv- 
ice. Who  was  honored  a  short  time  ago 
by  u  "state"  funeral,  says  London  Tit- 
Bits.  '"The  procession,"  we  are  told, 
"consisted  of  a  vacant  hearse,  behind 
which  the  horse  was  led  (to  ills  execu- 
tion! by  a  cabman  dressed  In  black  with 
a  hlgli  hat;"  behind  followed  half  a 
dozen  cabs  containing  mourning  cab- 
men, and  half  a  hundred  others  on  foot 
completed  the  cortege,  whose  passage 
was  systematically  witnessed  by  large 
crov/ds. 

Mere  remarkable  still  was  the  funeral 
of  a  sparrow— also  In  Cuba— which  was 
attended  by  no  fewer  than  6,000  sol- 
diers. Thp  story  of  this  singular 
ever_t  is  both  curious  and  dramatic.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  Ten  Years' 
War  the  Spaniards  chose  the  sparrow 
as  their  emblem,  typifying  the  cour- 
age and  pertinacity  with  which  they 
intended  to  prosecute  the  war,  while 
they  contemptuously  spoke  of  the 
eueray— t"ne  natives— as  "cats."  One 
day  In  March,  1869,  so  runs  the  story, 


a  Spanish  soldier  saw  a  eat  pounce 
on  a  sparrow;  he  rushed  to  the  rescue, 
disabled  the  cat  w^iui  a  blow  from  his 
rifle  and  took  the  dying  bird  from  its 
mouth. 

The  tragic  event  was  reported  to  the 
general  commanding  the  Spanish 
forces,  who  promptly  gave  orders  that 
the  cat  should  be  couri-martialed  and 
that  the  sparrow  should  be  Interred 
with  military  honors.  All  the  princi- 
pal officials  and  residents  of  Cuba 
were  invited  to  the  funeral,  which  the 
bishop  of  Solanz  was  crdered  to  con- 
duct. A  bier  was  prejjared,  and  the 
dead  bird  was  placed  or  a  bed  of  lUlea 
and  roses,  the  sorrowful  tribute  of  the 
officers'  wives,  and  to  the  sound  of 
muffled  drums  and  the  tramp  of  G.OOO 
following  soldiers  the  long  procession 
wound  its  way  to  the  OJtsKlrta  of  Ha- 
vana, where  the  sparrow  was  laid  to 
rest  with  full   military    nonora. 

To  And  a  parallel  to  this  singular 
homage  paid  to  a  bird  one  has  to  go 
back  nearly  2,000  years  to  the  days  of 
Claudius  I.,  fourth  Roman  emperor, 
when  the  death  of  a  crow  plunged  all 
Rome  Into  mourning  For  many  a  year 
the  bird  had  been  a  great  favorite  of 
the  citizens,  and  Its  talents  and  tricks 
were  a  constant  topic  of  conversation. 
One  day.  to  the  anger  and  grief  of 
thousands,  the  bird  was  killed— a  crime 
which  cost  the  culprit  hie  life,  and  It 
was  decided  to  give  the  crow  a  "state" 
funeral.  The  dead  bird  was  borne  to 
his  grave  by  a  couple  of  slaves,  pre- 
ceded by  a  military  band  playing 
mournful  music,  and  behind  the  corpse 
followed  thousands  of  mourners.  Includ- 
ing tlie  most  highly  rlaced  and  the 
wealthiest  of  Roman   citizens.

Will  be  on  Program 

This  Year. 


'Athletically  inclined  young:  men  of 
the  Youngr  Men's  Christian  association 
are  already  preparing  for  the  regular 
class  work  of  the  physical  department 
of  that  institution,  which  will  begin 
the  flrst  of  next  month  and  every  day 
as  many  as  thirty  men  can  be  found 
In  the  gymnasium  going  througii  the 
exercises. 

The  physical  department,  under  the 
direction  of  Frank  Maxwell,  has  become 
one  of  the  main  branches  of  the  Du- 
luth  association,  and  It  is  expected  a 
number  of  new  Innovations  will  be  in- 
troduced   this   year,   one  of   which   will 

be  a  class  in  fencing  in  charge  of  an 
expert  swordsman  of  this  city.  The 
system  for  exercises  in  the  gymnasium 
Includes  a  grading  and  grouping  ac- 
cording to  age,  occupation,  strength, 
and  ability  so  designed  that  every  man 
will  be  placed  where  he  will  i-ecelve 
the  training  that  he  desires  and  n--:eds. 
There  are  two  main  classes  in  the 
work,  the  business  men's  class  and  the 
young  men's  class,  both  having  their 
regular  hours. 

The  business  men's  class  is  especially 
adapted  to  men  of  sedentary  habits, 
■whose  need  is  hygienic  and  recreative 
exercise.  The  regular  class  is  conduct- 
ed after  the  general  working  hours  so 
that  all  business  men  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  attend.  Another  class 
Is  given  during  the  noon  liour  for  the 
business  men.  The  young  men's  class 
comes  during  the  evening  hours. 

The  fencing  class,  which  will  be  the 
feature  of  this  year's  work,  will  be 
In  charge  uf  William  L.  Estrange,  who 
Is  consid*  lid  as  being  one  of  the  best 
fencers  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
There  are  ten  men  wiio  have  already 
signified  tliere  desire  to  take  up  fenc- 
ing and  it  Is  expected  many  more  will 
enter  before  the  work  is  commenced. 
The  leaders'  club  is  for  the  purpose  of 
Instruction  in  the  tecnique  of  gymnas- 
tics and  the  practical  work.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  club  are  selected  by  a 
gymnasium  committee  and  are  required 
to  pass  a  rigid  examination  on  all 
apparatus. 

A  new  mat  16x16  has  been  purchased 
by  the  association  and  the  wrestling 
game  will  be  taken  up  more  than  ever 
this  year,  and  several  good  contests 
are  pr.)inisvd.  Basketball  Is  one  of  the 
old  stand  bys  among  the  athletes  and 
Strong  teams  have  been  tvirned  out  in 
past  years.  Two  nights  a  week  will 
be  allowed  for  this  .sport  this  year  and 
the  directors  expect  to  arrange  many 
more  out.^ide  games  than  formerly. 

Handball  has  been  growing  in  favor 
for  several  years  and  there  are  many 
who  will  lake  advantage  of  the  op- 
I)ort unity  to  learn  the  game. 

Although  a  new  venture  last  season 
the  snowshoe  club  was  a  decided  suc- 
cess and  a  good  lot  of  snow  this  year 
•will  bring  out  a  large  number  of  snow- 
ahoers. 

As  this  is  the  last  year  that  the  as- 
sociation will  bo  quartered  in  the  old 
building  on  Superior  street,  a  number 
of  contests  will  be  held  during  the 
winter  to  give  the  athletes  a  chance  to 
make  what  will  be  known  as  "Old 
Building  Records."  These  records  will 
be  held  up  as  something  to  be  im- 
proved upon  after  the  new  building  is 
occupied.

• » I 

Men  Whose  Names  Are 

Better  Known  Than 

College  Presidents. 

Re  id  of  Harvard  is  Prob- 
ably Highest  Salaried 
Official. 


Football  as  the  national  college 
pastime  has  long  since  so  firmly  in- 
trenched itself  in  college  as  a  sure 
means  of  working  off  surplus  ener- 
gy that  there  will  probably  never  be 
any  sport  that  can  take  its  place  in 
the  curriculum  of  the  young  man 
who  is  looking  more  for  the  stren- 
uous side  of  an  education  than  for 
the   valuable    or    practical    part. 

Admitting  this  self-evident  fact  Jt 
then  becomes  of  the  flrst  importance 
to  consider  the  men  who  make  this 
sport  what  it  nas  become  In  college 
life,  and  one  does  not  have  to  look 
far  before  he  see^  the  football  coach 
as  the  leading  man  in  the  game, 
for  largely  on  the  success  of  his 
team  depends  the  question  as  to  his 
value  In  college  work  and  whether 
or  not  he  Is  worth  considering. 
Many  think  he  should  be  put  upon 
the  staff  of  Instructors,  for  he  Is 
a  far  more  Important  man  to  a 
majority  of  the  students  of  a  big 
university  than  any  professor  in  it, 
for  he  not  only  exercises  a  great 
influence  on  the  lives  of  the  men 
under  him,  but  draws  down  a  salary 
often  largely  in  excess  of  many  of 
the  most  learned  professors  con- 
nected with  the  institution.  For 
these  reasons  he  is  a  very  important 
man    in   any   college. 

Just  who  is  the  greatest  football 
coach  is  a  matter  of  opinion,  for 
each  big  college  has  Its  favorite, 
and  that  Is  the  man  to  swear  by. 
He  may  not  be  as  successful  as 
other  coaches,  but  his  apologists 
have  always  the  excuse  that  he  had 
poor  material  to  work  on,  or  that 
the  men  were  sick  or  did  not  fol- 
low out  his  instructions.  There  are 
hundreds  of  excuses  for  the  failure 
of  coaches,  and  under  these  cir- 
cumstances it  Is  difficult  for  a  non- 
college  man  to  pick  out  the  best 
one. 

Among  the  recognized  best  are  Dr. 
Williams  and  Murphy  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; George  Woodruff  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Carlisle;  Reed  of  Har- 
vard; Yost  of  Michigan,  and  Stagg 
of  Chicago  university.  These  are 
names  to  conjure  with,  and  football 
enthusiasts  dream  about  them  and 
yearn  to  even  see  such  mighty  men, 


and  while  thej  hug  the  whole  bunch 
to  their  heartjs  as  an  aggregation  of 
wonders,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  most 
rabid  fiends  could  pick  out  one  he 
thought  the  best,  unless  he  had  been 
to  the  school  in  which  some  par- 
ticular one  lint  his  presence — for 
real    money. 

All  these  men  have  a  national  repu- 
tation, and  it  is  practically  useless  to 
attempt  to  giv(:  their  history,  which  Is 
certainly  known  to  all  football  men. 
Reid  of  Harvard  is  probably  the  high- 
est priced  man  in  the  business,  for  he 
is  said  to  recei'.'e  a  salary  of  $5,000  per 
year,  but  he  is  evidently  worth  all  he 
is  paid,  judging  from  the  fact  that  he 
is  paid  that  money  and  gets  his  share 
of  victories  with  his  team. 

Yost  is  probe.bly  better  known  than 
any  of  the  coaches,  owing  to  his  phe- 
nomenal success  with  the  Michigan 
University  players  year  after  year,  ills 
bunch  Is  spoken  of  as  Y'ost's  Football 
Machine,  and  when  it  Is  in  working  or- 
der It  certainly  does  business  with  the 
regularity  of  a  machine.  His  hardest 
work  now  is  the  training  of  a  team 
that  will  beat  the  Pennsylvania  team, 
the  undisputed  champions  of  the  East. 
Every  one  that  has  heard  of  Chicago 
as  a  city  has  heard  also  of  Coach  Stagg 
of  the  Chicago  University  football 
team.  Stagg  is  equally  famous  as  a 
man  who  has  turned  out  some  li;je 
football  men,  and  as  coach  who  em- 
phasizes the  educational  importance  of 
the  game  on  his  men  in  after  life. 

George  Wood  -uff  may  not  be  so  well 
known   to  the  average  follower  of  the 
game    as    some    of    the    other    coaches, 
but  he  is  known  to  thousands  of  play- 
ers   as    the    inventor    of    the    "guards 
buck,"    the    "flying    Interference,"    and 
half  a  dozen  other  famous  schemes  for 
gaining  ground     He  is  one  of  the  best 
strategists    that    has    ever    been    con- 
nected with  the  game.    For  some  years 
he    was    coach    of    the    University    of 
Pennsylvania  t^am,  and  last  year  had 
charge  of  the  Carll.sle  Indians. 
I     Last,   but   no:   least,    by   any   mcaiis. 
;ln  this  brief  list  are  Dr.  Carl  Williams 
j  and    Mike   Murphy.   coach    and    trainer 
I  of    the      Unive'sity    of      Pennsylvania 
I  team.     For  the  past  three  years   these 
I  men  have  made  the  Penns  an  unbeat- 
able team  among  the  Eastern  colleges, 
and  from  all  accounts  the  prospects  for 
i  the    team    for    :he    coming    season    are 
!  better  than  ever,  for  a  number  of  men 
j  w»ho   were  Ineligible   last  year   will   be 
j  able   to  play   tl:  is  season. 
I     These  are   some  of  the   men   who   do 
i  the   real    work   of   directing   the   forces 
at  their  command,  and  it  would  be  as 
I  diflacult  to  pick  out  the  best  one  as  to 
tell    which    team    will    win    the    honors 
this  season.    Al    have  an  almost  count- 
less   number    of    partisans,     who    will 
hope  for  their  success.

St.  Louis,  Sept.  15.— C.  M.  Daplels  of 
the  New  York  Athletic  club,  holder  of 
many  amateur  svimming  records,  yester- 
day   lowered    hie;    own.    and    the    world's 

record  for  200  yards,  at  Laughlln's  lake, 
where  the  second  day's  program  of  the 
National  swimning  championships  was 
run  off.  The  New  Yorker  set  the  new 
mark  at  2:42  2  5,  breaking  his  former 
own  record  by  thirty-five  seconds.  He 
won   the   event   l>y   twenty   yards. 

M.  J.  Handy,  the  Chicago  crack,  was 
practically  without  opposition  In  the  mile 
swim  and  plouglied  his  way  through  the 
water  as  he  pleased.  Daniels,  holder  of 
the  record,  witlidrew  from  this  event, 
much  to  the  surprise  of  everybody.  Thurs- 
day, the  New  Yorker  withdrew  from  the 
8S0  yards  swim  In  which  Handy  was 
entered.  Daniels  and  Handy  are  entered 
in  tomorrow's  440  yard  event.

BIGjlGHT 

Referee    Says    Nelson 

Fought  Foul  and  Rough 

Battle. 

Cans,  at  First  Disliked, 

Won  Good  Will  of 

Crowd. 


"  'Bat,'  not  only  fought  one  of  th» 
foulest,  roughest  battles  imaginable, 
but  the  meanest,"  said  Referee  George 
Siler  in  speaking  of  tlie  big  fight  on 
Labor  day.  When  the  match  was  first 
arranged.  Goldfleld  and  a  majority  of 
the  people  Uiroughout  the  country  wero 
with  him.  principally  because  his  op- 
ponent was  a  colored  man.  They 
backed  him  for  thousands  of  dollars, 
and  would  have  been  with  him  to  the 
finish  had  he  conducted  himself  in  the 
battle  as  did  Gans. 

"The  latter  fought  like  a  gentleman, 
that  is,  like  a  gentleman  should  or  is 
supposed  to  fight.  He  assisted  "Bat" 
to  his  feet  whenever  he  upset  him.  and 
was  paid  for  his  gallantry  and  gentle- 
manly conduct  by  blows.  Once,  when 
Gans  lent  him  a  hand  to  get  him  into 
fighting  attitude  the  Dane,  while  still 
grasping  Joes  helping  hand,  walloped 
him  in  the  stomach.  This  action,  if 
nothing  else,  turned  the  crowd  against 
him.  Men  who  had  backed  him  for 
thousands  of  dollars  and  who,  prior  to 
the  fight  had  been  yelling  their  heads 
off  for  him  to  win,  began  rooting  for 
Gans.  The  yelling  against  "Bat"  was 
Increased  when,  later  in  the  fight,  ha 
deliberately  struck  Gans  after  the 
gong  had  tolled,  and  made  a  violent 
attempt  to  kick  him.  This  last  mean 
and  contemptible  act  left  the  Dane 
without  a  friend  outside  of  his  own 
seconds,  and  when  he  delivered  that 
foul  blow  in  the  forty-second  round, 
which  lost  him  the  battle,  even  his 
backers  shook  hands  with  themselves. 
Nolan's  Shyiock  methods  of  doing  busi- 
ness made  enemies  for  "Bat"  but  ha 
would  have  regained  them  had  he  put 
up  a  clean  fight.  Gans,  the  disliked, 
with  the  unsavory  reputation,  was  the 
under  dog  when  the  match  was  ar- 
ranged. 

•He  wanted  the  fight,  knowing  which 
Nolan  demanded  two-thirds  of  the 
purse,  win  or  lose.  Gans  acceded. 
Then  Nolan,  to  bring  the  colored  man 
in  the  ring  too  weak  to  do  himself 
justice,  not  only  demanded  that  Gana 
weigh  133  pounds  at  the  ringside,  but 
Insisted  that  he  weigh  three  times  be- 
fore the  fight.  This  was  a  bit  of  clever 
matchmaking  for  which  Bill  received 
due  credit.  When,  however.  Nolan 
learned  Gans  experienced  no  difficulty 
training  down  to  133  pounds  he  con- 
ceived the  idea  to  compel  the  colored 
man  to  weigh  in  in  fighting  togs.  Not 
only  that,  but  he  stated  If  Gans  was 
one  ounce  overweight  at  any  one  of 
the  three  weighings  he  would  claim 
the  forfeit  and  then  refuse  to  fight. 
Nolan  did  not  intend  to  spring  the  new 
weight  wrinkle  on  Joe  until  about 
j  three  days  before  the  fight,  which 
I  would  not  give  Gans,  as  he  figured,  a 
■chance  to  make  weight  without 
j  weakening  him  into  a  beatable  condl- 
I  tion.  I  informed  the  club  of  Nolan's 
\  plan  and  advised  a  meeting  of  club 
j  members  to  bring  him  to  terms.  The 
members  said  they  would  not  stand 
I  for  Nolan's  demand  for  Cans'  last 
i  pound  of  flesh,  but  Joe,  rather  than 
•  see  the  match  fall  through,  accepted 
jthe  conditions.  This  last  demand  was 
I  more  than  Goldfielders  could  stand  for, 
.and  Billy  received  the  icy  stare  there- 
]  after.  The  last  card  Nolan  played  be- 
jfore  the  battle  was  the  day  before  the 
j  contest,  when  he  informed  the  press 
I  representatives  a  job  was  afoot  to 
have  his  boy  beaten.  He  claimed  the 
;  Frisco  sports  intended  to  run  thing.s 
,  at  the  arena  and  rattle  me  Into  giving 
jhls  boy  the  worst  of  It.  Now  It  is 
;  said  he  was  paving  the  way  for  an  ex- 
cuse should  Bat  lose  the  fight.  Dur- 
ing the  fight  Nolan  coached  the  Dano 
throughout  to  fight  clo.se,  inferring  to 
I  wade  in  head  first  and  to  use  his  head 
and  hands  to  win.  Bat  was  an 
■  obedient  scholar  and  would  have  '-■at- 
!  ted  Gans  out  had  I  not  checke<?  him. 
iWhen  the  blow  which  ended  the  con- 
'tost  was  delivered.  Bat,  who  claims  he 
did  not  foul,  did  not  attempt  to  fol- 
I  lo-w  up  the  blow  as  is  his  custom  when 
:an  advantage  to  wallop  presents  itself, 
demonstrating  he  was  fully  aware  of 
I  his  foul  work.  Nolan  claims  I  did  not 
.see  the  foul  and  demands  to  know 
jwhy  I  did  not  count  over  the  prostrate 
form  of  Gans.  The  fact  I  did  not  count 
is  proof  pu.sitive  I  saw  the  foul  blow. 
'  It  would  have  been  a  disastrous  state 
of  affairs  had  I  counted  Joe  out  and 
I  then  awarded  him  the  fight  on  a  foul. 
That  surely  would  have  given  Nolan 
jthe  opportunity  to  kick  harder  than 
I  he    was   ever   known    to    kick.      Billy's 

I  talk  of  being  jobbed,  and  that  I  was 
la  party   to   It,   overlooks   the  fact   that 

I I  took  a  desperate  chance,  waiting  for 
j  forty-two  rounds  and  until  dark  to 
j  turn   the   trick,   especially   when   I   had 

numerous  chances  to  disqualify  his  boy 
j  earlier  in  the  game.  I  will  not  say  the 
I  foul  was  intentional,  but  Tim  McGrath, 
one  of  Bat's  seconds,  told  the  news- 
paper reporters  and  others  that  Nelson 
jgot  his  instructions  to  hit  any  old 
'place,  as  the  old  man,  meaning  me, 
j  would  not  see  It.  I  have  not  met  a 
person,  principally  backers  of  Nelson, 
that  has  not  approved  of  my  decision 
and  that  has  not  denounced  Nelson 
for  his  foul  fighting  and  Nolan  for  his 
Shyiock  methods.  Goldfielders  say 
they  would  not  go  across  the  street  to 
see  Bat  fight  again,  and  the  general 
impression  is  he  would  make  a  grand

quite  as  well  under  the  dii'cction  of 
Capt.  McDevitt  as  under  the  regular 
coach.  There  could  be  but  slight  dii- 
flculty  in  changing  from  old  methods 
to  any  new  system  or  performing  tnese 
rudimentary  parts  of  the  game  whicrh 
the  new   coach  may  introduce. 

Coining  fresli  from  his  work  on  the 
'varsliy  eleven  last  fall.  Findlay  \^ill 
be  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  coaches 
possible  and  will  be  as  wi-11  fitted  as 
any  one  to  grasp  the  possibilities  of 
the  new  rules  and  utilize  them  in 
developing  and  original  and  effective 
style  of  play.  The  chances  are  that 
no  iw©  coaches  in  the  country  will  use 
the  new  provisions  of  the  rules  in  the 
s&me  way  during  the  lirst  season  of 
their  use  at  Iciisi,  nor  until  some  sys- 
tem has  been  demonstrated  unqucs- 
tionably  superior,  and  this  should  add 
greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  game  t.his 
fall.  With  the  teams  representing  Du- 
luth  and  Blaine,  coached  by  old  team 
mates,  "Chesty"  Jones  and  Findlay, 
there  is  of  course,  a  greater  ctiance  of 
the  game  being  worked  up  along  similar 
lines,  but  even  then,  differences  will 
be  pronounced  enough  to  make  a  con- 
test doubly  interesting  in  the  study  of 
the  eflVctiveness  of  the  differing  sys- 
tems in  use  by  the  contesting  teams. 

From  present  indications  Capt.  Mc- 
I>evitt  hopes  for  a  squad  of  at  least 
thirty  men  on  the  field  Xor  the  opening 
practice  of  the  season  Monday,  and 
feels  sure  that  with  a  man  like  Findlay 
at  the  head  cf  things  there  will  be  no 
Xallliig  off  before  the  end  of  the  season.

Where  professionals  are  really  in  to 
win,  it  is  a  dirty  sport,  and  no  trick 
is  too  low  for  some  wrestlers  to  resort 
to.  to  punish  an  opponent  and  win  a 
fall. 

On  the  whole,  lovers  of  clean  sport 
will  not  be  sorry  to  see  professional 
wrestling  go.  For  amateurs,  in  the 
game  for  the  love  of  it,  it  is  a  different 
proposition.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  members 
'Will  pull  off  regular  matches  this  win- 
ter among  themselves,  and  they  would 
go  far  before  they  found  better  exer- 
cise than  a  half  hour's  work  on  the 
mat. 

The  only  way  to  enjoy  wrestling  or 
to  get  any  benefit  from  it,  is  to  take 
part  in  it.

The  sudden  popularity  into  which 
Joe  Gans  has  sprung  shows  that  the 
spirit  of  fair  play  is  as  strong  as  it 
ever  was.  Gans  fought  and  acted  Ilka 
a  gentleman,  or  at  least  a  gentleman 
pugilist,  in  his  great  battle  with  Nel- 
son, and  the  blots  on  his  record  have 
been  forgotten.  He  is  now  one  of  the 
popular  Idols  of  the  ring,  in  spite 
of  the  color  line,  and  as  long  as  he 
continues  to  conduct  himself  in  the 
manner  that  he  has  since  his  battle 
with  the  Dane,  he  will  have  a  warm 
spot  in  the  hearts  of  the  fight  fans.

FRIENDLY  SPIRIT 
IN  NATION'S  SPORT 

President   Presents  the 
Trophy  of  Race  With 
Significant  Remarks. 

Oyster  Bay,  Sept.  15.— President 
Roosevelt  placed  himself  on  record 
yesterday  as  an  enthusiastic  supporter 
of  amateur  sports.  He  also  took  oc- 
caelon  to  weld  a  new  link  of  friemi- 
shlp  between  the  United  States  and 
Germany. 

He  did  this  by  malcing  the  official 
presentation  of  the  Hoosevdt  cup  to 
the  American  Yacht  club,  the  trophy 
which  was  won  by  the  yacht  Vim  of 
that  club  during  the  recent  interna- 
tional races,  off  Mar'olehead,  Mass.,  in 
which  several  German  boats  competed. 

The  presentation  was  made  on  the 
president's  flagship,  the  Mayflower, 
anchored  in  the  entrance  to  Oyster 
Bay.  After  the  presentation,  which 
was  witnessed  by  a  dozen  representa- 
tives of  the  yachting  fraternity,  in- 
cluding several  members  of  the  Ger- 
man crews  and  members  of  the  cabi- 
net, an  elaborate  luncheon  was  served. 

In  presenting  the  trophy,  the  presi- 
dent siald  that  he  .,^shed  to  give 
hearty  endorsemejpt  to  amateur 
sports.  Otherwise,  'fee^  remarked,  he 
would  not  be  i>aAiciiiaung  in  the 
function,  and  the  trophy  would  not 
bear  his  name. 

The  president  next  commended  the 
sportsmanship  of  th«  Germans.  They 
had,  he  said,  demonstrated  that  they 
could  withstand  the  supreme  test  of 
sportsmen—they   could  lose   gracefully. 

The  president  said  there  was  a  side 
to  tile  races  which  meant  far  more 
to  the  German  and  American  nations 
than  the  winning  of  the  cup;  that  in 
the  sportmanship  of  the  two  nations 
was  being  developed  a  fraternal  feel- 
ing which  is  most  desirable  for  the 
welfare  of   both   countries. 

The  cup  was  presented,  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  speech,  to  Commodore 
Trenor  L.  Park,   owner  of  the  Vim.

There  ia  no  .sport  that  lends  itself  so 
readily  to  crooked  work.  Two  good 
wrestlers  can  put  up  an  exhibition 
that  would  fool  the  most  expert  judge 
If  he  were  a  few  feet  away,  and  would 
mak"  him  think  It  was  "on  the  square" 
and  tiiat  the  contestants  were  exert- 
ing e\try  pound  of  energy  to  win, 
whereas  they  were  in  reality  simply 
"stal.'ing." 

A  restling  match  strictly  "on  the 
square"  is  generally  short  and  stren- 
uous. The  majority  of  them  would  be

Screamed  Poll  Parrot,  and    Eighteen 
Sleuths  Responded  to  Appeal 

"To  Thirty-lirst  T»%r»&t  and  Fifth 
avenue;  run,  run.  Ah,  will  nobody  go? 
Can  you  not  pity  wonien?  They  are 
killing  her,  and  no  one  comes  when 
she  screams.  Her  haunting,  horrid 
screams'  At  Thirty-first  street  and 
Fifth  avenue.     Go!" 

Such  was  the  telephone  message  that 
thrilled .  police  headquarters  at  10 
o'clock  la-st  night,  says  the  New  York 
World.  A  surcharged  feminine  voice,

Von  d-'r  Ahe  had  a  chance 
to  get  Comiskey.  his  manager,  and  Mun- 
son, his  agent,  back.  He  made  an  engage- 
ment to  meet  them  and  make  arrange- 
ments to  re-employ  them.  He  failed  to 
keep  the  date.  Comiskey  signed  a  con- 
tract with  Cincinnati  the  next  day.  Miss- 
ing his  engagement  cost  Von  der  Ahe 
dearly. 

For  the  succeeding  eight  years  he  con- 
ducted his  team  In  the  National  league. 
Lacking  a  manager,  ii.  was  always  a  poor 
one  and  made  no  money.  Von  der  Ahe 
lost  a  great  deal  of  money  backing  the 
American  association,  to  which  he  orig- 
inally belonged,  against  the  Brotherhood 
and  then  against  the  National  leagxie  In 
long  fights.  He  made  a  bad  Investment  in 
a  race  track  at  what  Is  now  League  park 
and  in  other  directions.  In  1899  he  was 
"all  In"  as  a  basebill  man.  His  club 
was  sold  at  shertft's  sale  to  satisfy  cer- 
tain creditors.  The  Ilobinsons.  who  now 
owB  It,  bought  It  Uuouch  EL  C.  Becker,

Still  strong  and  vigorous,  he  has  growB 
aged  and  grizzled.  Old  friends  who  sea 
him  now  remark:  "Chris  is  growing  oU 
at    last."

The  Society,  after  raising  suf« 
ficlent  funds,  purchased  the  new  site 
at  the  corner  of  First  street  and  Ninth 
aenue  east,  one  of  the  best  locations 
for  the  purpose  In  the  East  end,  and 
awarded  the  contract  for  the  founda- 
tion work  to  George  Lounsrberry  This 
part  of  the  work  has  just  been  fin-

structure  will  be  awarded  the  coming 
v.eek. 

The  new  church  will  be  built  accord- 
ing to  the  designs  of  Bray  &  Nystrom, 
the  architects.  It  will  be  of  the  Nor- 
man Cathedral  style  of  architecture, 
and  will  be  somewhat  unique  in  con- 
struction, as  the  building  will  be  of 
rough  paving  bricks  of  a  dark  brown, 
almost  a  black,  color 

The  ground  dimensions  of  the  church 
will  be  62  feet  on  First  street  and  108 
feet  on  the  avenue. 

The  building  will  have  a  tile  roof, 
surmounted  by  a  tower,  twenty-four 
feet   square  and  ninety  feet  high. 

There  will  be  a  main  entrance  from 
First  street  and  side  entrances  from 
Ninth  avenue. 

The  interior  will  be  finished  off  in 
walnut  effect,  and  the  decorations  will 
be  handsome  and  tasty.  The  church 
win  have  the  best  l£^aded  windows  pro- 
curable, several  having  already  been 
designed. 

The    foyer   will   be   11   by   48    feet    in 


dimensions,  and  the  auditorium  48  by 
72  feet.  The  auditorium  will  have 
straight    pews. 

The  choir  loft  will  occupy  a  position 
at  the  left  of  the  pulpit,  and  the 
baptistry  a  position  at  the  right  of 
the  pulpit  A  new  pipe  organ  will  be 
Installed  In  the  center,  back  of  the 
pulpit.  In  the  rear  of  the  pulpit  and 
choir  loft  is  a  hall  which  opens  Into 
the  pastor's  study,  the  ohoir  room  and 
dressing  rooms. 

The  gallery  will  be  located  over  the 
foyer  and  front  entrance. 

The  basement  will  be  divided  Into 
Sunday  school  class  rooms,  a  kitchen, 
dining  room  and  rooms  for  social  pur- 
poses. The  church  will  have  a  steam 
heating  plant. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  build- 
ing ^vlll  be  completed  by  the  first  of 
the  coming  year.

A    Llttl«    Leaaoa    in    Aatronomr. 


It  was  not  long  before  Belle's  aud  Ned's 
father  and  mother,  bringing  with  them 
their  doctor,  had  arrived  at  the  farm- 
bouse.

"When  will  the  eartli  die — or  will  she 
ever  die?"  This  question  Is  oue  that  the 
astronomers  are  asking;  bnt  from  what 
source   wDI   come   their  answer? 

Yet  It  Is  proven  b."  nature  that  all 
things  which  have  llf*-  must  have  been 
born,  and  all  things  which  have  been 
born  must  die  sooner  or  later. 

The  noted  astronomer.  Richard  Proc- 
tor, has  made  tbe  life  of  our  planet  a 
deep  study,  and  he  declares  It  to  be  nt 
least  ten  million  years  old.  Astronomers 
there  ore  who  say  the  earth  is  five  hun- 
dred million  years  old.  others  that  It  Is 
one  hundred  millions,  and  from  that  all 
the  way  down  to  ten  million;  but  from 
the  numerous  processes  through  which 
this  planet  has  possed  nil  ostronomers 
agree  that  It  has  been  in  existence  at 
least  ten  million  years. 

And  the  astronomers  also  tell  us  that 
the  earth  has  doubtless  lived  half  her 
life — perhaps  more.  It  is  estimated  that 
If  the  present  "drylng-up"  process  of  the 
water  ou  the  earth's  surface  Is  con- 
tinued— and  there  is  reason  to  believe  It 
will  rapidly  increase,  rather  than  dimin- 
ish— the  life  of  tbe  earth  is  doomed,  so 
far  as  any  animal  or  planet  existence  on 
It  is  concerned.  As  the-  crust  keeps  cool- 
lug,  the  body  will  become  more  porous, 
drinking  in  the  waters,  of  rivers,  lakes, 
seas   aud    oceans.      At    tbe    present    rate 


of  woter  dimlulshment  on  the  earth  she 
will  be  a  dry  and  lifeless  ball  at  th* 
expiration   of   flfteeo    million   years. 

But  even  before  the  last  water  is  dried 
op — millions  of  years  before — human  and 
animal  life  will  have  become  extinct, 
for  as  the  water  disappears  ond  tbe 
earth  cools  the  nitrogen  ond  oxygen  of 
the  atmosphere  will  diminish.  Indeed, 
it  Is  dimluisblng  all  the  time,  bat  M> 
gradual  that  thousands  and  thousands 
of  years  will  pass  before  the  air  will  be- 
come noticeably  thinner  than  now.  But 
when  at  last  the  air  becomes  too  light 
to  sustain  life,  then  will  tbe  earth  be  in 
bcr  death  throes — in  the  great  tragedy 
which  must  end  the  present  beautiful 
and  delightful  place  whereon  we  dwell, 
and  leave  the  planet  rolling  throusb 
space  a  worthless  corpse.

Hostilities  Have  Ceased 

and  Future  Looks  Much 

Brighter. 

American  Statesmen  Will 
be  Consulted  in  Arrang- 
ing Settlement. 


Washington,  Sept.  17.— Secretary 
Tafls  departure  for  Cuba  has  had  the 
beneficent  effect  of  suspending  hostil- 
ities in  Cuba.  By  the  time  the  sec- 
retary and  Assistant  Secretary  of 
State  Bacon  arrive  at  Havana,  botli 
parties  to  the  insurrection  trouble  v.ill 
be  prepared  to  confer  with  them  as 
to  the  restoration  of  peace  and  the 
permanent  suspension  of  hostilities. 

Advices  received  today  and  over 
night  at  the  state  department  simply 
tended  to  confirm  the  press  dispatches 
fron;  Havana  that  arrangements  were 
being  made  for  a  suspension  of  hos- 
tilities until  the  subjects  of  difference 
could  be  considered  with  Secretary 
Tafl  and  Assistant  Secretary  Bacon. 

A  cablegram  received  from  Mr. 
Sleeper,  the  American  charge  at  Ha- 
vana, confirmed  the  statement  that 
President  Paima  had  issued  a  pro- 
clamation, directing  that  active  opera- 
tions against  the  insurgents  be  sus- 
pended for  the  time,  except  in  in- 
stances where  self-defense  was  neces- 
sary. Mr.  Sleeper  al.so  indicates  that 
the  insurgents,  loo,  have  indicated  an 
intention  of  suspension  of  military 
operations  until  they  had  opportunity 
to  consider  the  situation  with  Secre- 
tary Taft  and  Assistant  Secretary 
Bacon.

Miquel,  first  secretary  of 
the  German  embassy,  called  today  at 
the  foreign  office  and  presented  th<> 
report  of  the  German  consul  at  Riira 
regarding  the  killing  of  Bush,  who 
was  struck  down  in  his  own  factorv. 
He  called  attention  to  the  length  of 
time  the  reign  of  terror  has  lasted. 
Alihuugh  the  armed  revolt  was  crush- 
ed and  the  country  reconquered  by  th<» 
forces  under  Gen.  Orloff  last  Avlnter 
robberies  and  murders  have  continued 
unchecked  for  over  a  year  and  a  half. 

There  are  5,000  German  subjects  liv- 
ing in  Riga.  The  American  consul  at 
Riga  has  not  joined  In  this  demand 
for  protection.  There  are  scarcely  any 
Americans   there.

He 
decland  the  first  amount  to  be  a 
donation  from  his  uncle  J.  Pierpont 
Morgan  and  the  second  from  him- 
aelf.  At  the  conclu.slon  of  this  busi- 
ness. Mr.  Morgan  told  Dr.  Dickey 
he  had  lost  his  purse  and  obtained 
from    him    a   small    sum    of   money. 

While  he  has  not  j'et  been  iden- 
tified, Morgan  Is  probably  the  same 
young  American  who  victimized  west- 
fend  tradesmen  out  of  several  hun- 
dred pounds  sterling  last  month  by 
po.sing  as  a  member  of  the  Harvard 
Crew.

Boyle  was  suing  the  lumber  com- 
pany for  damages  for  injuries  which 
he  claimed  he  received  by  being  burled 
under  a  load  of  slab  wood,  while  work- 
ing at  their  mill  in  Virginia  over  a 
year  ago.  He  drove  through  a  danger- 
ous roadway,  through  a  cloud  of  steam 
to  the  slab  box  and  when  the  steam 
blinded  him  the  wagon  hit  a  lever,  and 
the  company  was  responsible  for  not 
providing  a  safe  place  in  which 
work.

Duluth   Commercial   club  for   competition  ry^t'     ^    the    men    will    contmue    at 


BRYAN  GETS  IN 
A  HjTAT  SHAW 

Says  He  Would  Dispose 

of  Second-Hand  Goods 

in  South. 

At  the  outset  of  his  speech  Mr.  Bryan 
said  that  North  Carolina  had  a  peculiar 
claim  upon  his  affections,  as  it  was  one 
of  the  first  states  of  the  union  to  de- 
clare tarough  its  delegates  that  it 
wanted  him  for  the  Democratic  nom- 
ination for  lltOS.  It  was  not  difficult, 
he  said,  to  locate  the  original  Bryan 
men. 

Air.  Bryan  said  he  was  doubtful.  In 
coming  South  if  he  was  u.slng  his  time 
to  the  better  advantage,  and  added  that 
his  coming  was  made  still  le.s.s  nect.ssary 
from  the  fact  that  Secretary  Shaw  had 
been  here  before.

"My  observations  extend  over  a 
period  of  three  years,  and  It  will  take 
three  years  to  calculate  them  out," 
said  he."

He 
compelled  Marane  Fitsch  to  have  her 
hair  cut  and  passed  her  as  a  boy 
among  the  Indians  and  the  white  peo- 
ple. This  succeeded  and,  as  she  was 
large  for  her  age,  she  was  forced  to 
work  as  a  man. 

They  left  the  reservation  and  came 
to  Mahnomen  and  together  they 
worked  ;is  two  men  carpenters.  The 
girl  had  \>y  ihis  time  become  disgusted 
and  tir.-  1  ot  the  life,  and  she  made 
good  htr  escape  from  Martin.  She 
secured  some  money  from  friends,  and 
came  to  Detroit.  The  ever-alert  sheriff 
detected  the  girl  in  male  attire  and 
put  her  under  arrest,  and  cared  for 
her  until  her  parents  were  notified. 
Mr.  Fitsch  came  to  Detroit  yest-^rday 
and  took  his  daughter  home  to  Pons 
ford,   a  .sadder   but   wiser  girl. 

Martin  had  in  the  meanwhile  gone 
home  after  the  girl  de.serted  him. 
Sheriff  Larson  left  immediately  for 
Ponsford  to  get  Martin,  with  a  war- 
rant, but  Martin  was  missing.  The 
sheriff  is  hot  on  his  track  and  will 
Boon  have  him  apprehended.

COPPER  IS 
VERY  HIGH 

George  L  Walker  Says 

the  Metal  Market  is 

Very  Strong. 

The  Shares  Have  Also 

Been  Displaying  Great 

Buoyancy. 


"Copper  Is  higher  and  the  market  Is 
exceedingly  strong,"  says  George  L. 
Walker,  the  Boston  writer  on  mining 
topics,  in  his  weekly  letter.  "Lake  is 
selling  at  IdV*  cents  and  electrolytic  at 
la  to  19^  per  pound  for  delivery  as  far 
ahead  as  the  first  week  In  January. 
Large  .sales  of  electrolytic  have  been 
made  above  19  cents.  The  advance  in 
price  apparently  has  Increased  rather 
than  reduced  the  demand.  There  is 
good  buying  by  both  foreign  and  do- 
mestic consumers.  Several  producers 
report  that  they  have  recently  made 
sales  at  the  highest  pricS  in  their 
career  and  all  express  regret  that  they 
have  no  more  to  sell  at  these  splendid 
prices. 

"All  grades  of  copper  are  selling  in 
London  at  the  highest  prices  recorded 
there  in  many  years.  Exports  of  cop- 
per were  heavier  In  August  than  in 
any  preceding  month  this  year,  ex- 
ceeding 20.000  tons.  European  con- 
sumption promises  to  go  on  increasing 
during  the  coming  year,  notwithstand- 
ing the  high  prices  that  are  being  paid 
for  the  metal. 

"It  is  now  settled  beyond  any  possi- 
ble doubt  that  the  consumption  of  cop- 
per is  increasing  more  rapidly  than 
the  production.  4II  of  the  largest 
producing  interests  declare  that  they 
have  no  copper  on  hand,  and  nearly 
all  of  them  have  sold  their  entire  pro- 
duction up  to  the  end  of  the  present 
year  already. 

"The  outlook  is  now  very  favorable 
to  the  continuance  of  the  present  level 
of  prices  for  another  year.  It  is  not 
Improbable.  .Iryieed,  that  Xl\«  -average 
price  next  year  will  be  higher  than 
it  has  been  this.  The  prUddction  of 
copp.n-  -will  not  show  ^s  /nyoh  of  an 
increase  as  was  expected  earlier  this 
year,  and  it  is  not-opobable  that  next 
year's  production  will  sh^w  jno/-e  than 
the  usual  10  per' cent  gain.  'Tlie  output 
of  the  world's  mine*  is  Tinvr  close  to 
1,500,000,000  pounds  annually,  and  to  in- 
crease this  10  per  cent  requires  the 
bringing  In  of  a  new  Bisbee,  or  a 
Greene  Consolidated  and  a  B^ugham 
district's  output  combined  every  year. 
A  few  years  hence  it  will  require  as 
much  copper  as  is,  now  produced  by 
all  the  mines  in  the  Lake  .Superior  dis- 
trict to  lncrea.se  the  world's  annual 
output  10  per  cent.  Unless  there  is  a 
falling  off  in  the  consumption  of  cop- 
per, prices  must  soon  go  higher." 

-And  of  the  copper  share  market,  Mr. 
Walker  says:  '•Notwithstanding  the 
scarcity  of  money  and  the  extreme 
difficulty  experienced  by  Boston 
brokers  In  financing  speculative  ac- 
counts, copper  shares  displayed  more 
buoyancy  this  week  than  for  many 
months  past.  A  large  portion  of  the 
buying  is  coming  from  New  York  and 
the  West  and  Is  understood  to  be  prin- 
cipally for  Investment  account,  orders 
as  a  rule  being  accompanied  by  checks 
In  full  payment.  The  new  burst  of 
buying  demand  received  its  impetus 
from  the  further  advance  in  the  price 
of  copper.  With  the  metal  selling  at 
19  cents  per  pound,  the  copper  mines 
of  the  United  State.s,  Canada  and  Mex- 
ico must  be  earning  at  the  rate  of 
$140.000.iX)0  net  annually,  or  five  times 
as  much  as  they  have  ever  paid  in 
dividends  in  any  preceding  year.  Such 
prosperity  as  this  naturally  cannot 
fail  of  recognition  In  the  stock  mar- 
kets. 

"There  never  was  a  time  before  in  the 
entire  history  of  the  copper  trade  when 
the  supplies  of  metal  were  used  up  as 
closely  as  they  are  at  present,  and  the 
lowest  price  ever  recorded  did  not  bring 
as  general  and  active  a  demand  as  has 
been  witnessed  recently  at  19  to  19V2 
cents  per  pound.  The  metal  situation 
Is  so  extremely  strong  that  the  invest- 
ment value  of  copper  shares  must  be 
figured  on  a  new  basis.  Though  it  was 
the  custom  a  few  years  ago  to  base  es- 
timates of  value  on  pos.sible  earnings 
with  copper  selling  at  12  cents  per 
pound,  it  is  now  considered  conservative 
to  figure  the  basis  of  13  to  16  cents  per 
pound  as  the  average  future  price,  and 
this  means  net  points  of  more  than  60 
per  cent  above  the  cost  of  production. 

"A  great  many  of  the  copper  mining 


stocks  on  the  Boston  Exchange,  and 
also  of  those  ^uoUd  on  the  curb,  ara 
selling  much  bejow  their  Intrinsic  value.

Boston  Consolidated,  Utah  Copper, 
tureen  and  Grariby.  All  of  these  stocks 
have  scored  godd  advances  in  the  past 
two  or  three  Wee*!ts.  They  are  still 
cheap,  however',  !n  View  of  the  steady 
appreciation  in  theiirice  of  copper,  and 
I  believe  they"  sljiduld  be  bought  on 
every  slight  reabtidn.  I  would  also  rec- 
ommend the  purdhase  of  Anaconda, 
Ahmeek,  Arizona  'Commercial,  Mich- 
igan, Balaklala,  Utah  Apex.  Shannon 
and  Helvetia.    • 

"Amalgamateh's  growing  prosperity 
Is  strongly  suggested  by  the  testimony 
of  E.  P.  Matne#son,  superintendent 
and  general  manager  of  the  Washoe 
smelter,  before  the  master  is  chancery 
in  the  farmers'  injunction  suits  against 
the  Washoe  smelter,  this  week.  He 
stated  that  during  the  first  six  months 
of  1906  the  Washoe  smelter  produced 
94,.,44,911  pounds  of  copper,  3,811.735 
ounces  of  sliver  and  22,567  ounces  of  tine 
gold.

MAKING  DIRECTORS  DIRECT. 

The  curse  of  incompetent  or  careless  directors  of 
financial  institutions  has  had.  such  disastrous  results  of 
late  that  it  is  small  wonder  that  people  are  trying  to  find 
some  way  to  remedy  it. 

And  it  IS  certain  that  negligent  directors  are  much 
more  common  than  recent  events  have  shown.  That 
more  of  them  have  not  become  known  is  simply  because 
the  subordinates  in  whom  they  have  left  the  control  of 
affairs  have  proved  to  be  more  reliable  than  Hippie  and 
his  like. 

But  wherever  there  is  a  board  of  directors  whose 
meetings  and  proceedings  are  mere  matters  of  form, 
where  for  one  reason  or  another  the  directors  place  such 
implicit  trust  in  the  president  and  the  cashier  that  they 
do  not  take  the  trouble  to  look  into  their  accounts,  there 
are  the  same  possibilities  for  mischief  that  existed  in  the 
Philadelphia  institution  that  recently  went  to  the  wall 
through  the  negligence  of  its  directors  and  the  crim- 
inality of  its  president.  . 

It  is  too  much  temptation  to  place  in  the  way  of  any 
man,  especially  when  there  is  no  need  for  it.  Directors 
should  direct  or  get  out.  When  they  merely  have  formal 
gatherings  once  in  a  great  while,  draw  their  little  fees  for 
getting  together,  and  approve  of  everything  in  sight 
without  knowing  a  blessed  thing  about  it,  they  are  dis- 
honest to  their  employers,  the  stockholders,  and  unfair 
to  those  who  are  tempted  by  their  negligence. 

The  Wall  Street  Journal  makes  these  suggestions  for 
legislation  that  will  make  directors  direct: 

Limit  the  number  of  directors. 
Increase  their  respon.sibility,   individual  and  col- 
lective,  financial  and  legal. 

Provide  for  adequate  salaries  for  directors,  so  as 
to  pay  for  the  Increased  responsibility  and  remove 
temptation  to  criminal  profits. 

Abollsli  executive  and  finance  committees,  so 
that  every  important  question  would  be  passed 
upon  by  every  director. 

Make  directors  criminally,  as  well  as  financially, 
liable  for  every  form  of  wrongful  use  of  other 
people's   money. 

Prohibit  directors  from  acting  in  dual  capacities, 
from  selling  to  the  companies  they  serve  and  from 
serving  in  competing  corporations. 
These  are  pregnant  suggestions,  and  the  second  and 
fifth   arc   particularly   promising.     If  directors    are   made 
responsible,  individually  and  collectively,  for  their  trust, 
as  they  ought  to  be,  and  know  that  if  they  fail  in  their 
duties    the  4osers   will    go    into    court    against   them   to 
recover,  they  are  much  more  likely  to  be  industrious  in 
looking  after  the  affairs  of  their  respective  concerns. 

And  if  they  are  made  criminally  liable  for  peculations 
that  come  about  through  their  inattention  to  duty,  and  a 
few  of  them  are  convicted,  directors,  instead  of  being 
too  commonly  useless  figureheads,  would  shortly  become 
one  of  our  busiest  and  most  painstaking  classes  of 
oflficials.  * 


THE  NEW  JERSEY  FIGHT. 

In  many  respects  the  most  interesting  political  fight 
in  progress  this  year  is  that  which  will  end  in  New  Jer- 
sey with  the  primary  elections  Sept.  25. 

We  have  all  said  harsh  things  of  New  Jersey.  We 
have  called  her  a  traitor  state,  because  she  has  given 
harborage  to  corrupt  corporations  that  have  mercilessly 
plundered  the  people  of  other  states,  and  she  has  de- 
served the  name.  She  has  sent  to  the  United  States  sen- 
ate men  who  went  there  to  serve  the  "interests"  instead 
of  the  people,  and  who  have  earned  their  wages  from 
these  interests  by  hard  work.  Her  government  has 
been  a  puppet  thing  with  strings  pulled  by  corporation 
influences,  and  her  pople  have  submitted  tamely  to  das- 
tardly outrages  upon  free  government  of,  by  and  for  the 

people. 

Now,  however,  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  redeem 
the  state  from  these  influences.  The  "New  Idea"  party, 
with  Colby  and  Fagan  at  its  head,  is  making  a  heroic 
struggle  for  control,  and  just  how  effective  its  fight  has 
been  will  be  shown  at  the  Republican  primaries  Sept.  25, 
when  most  of  the  members  of  the  next  legislature  will 
be  selected.  The  party,  which  is  a  party  within  the  Re- 
publican party,  is  less  than  a  year  old,  but  it  forced  a 
law  through  the  last  legislature  making  perpetual  fran- 
chises a  thing  of  the  past  in  New  Jersey,  and  it  made  a 
step  toward  compelling  the  railroads  to  pay  as  much 
taxes  as  the  owner  of  a  home  has  to  pay. 

In  its  present  fight,  its  platform  includes  complete 
achievement  of  this  plan,  the  popular  election  of  United 
States  senators,  court  review  of  elections  with  judicial 
recounts  when  necessary,  insurance  investigation,  laws 
which  will  eliminate  stock-watering  and  fraudulent  pro- 
motions from  the  corporation  laws  of  New  Jersey,  and  in 
general  proposes  to  force  the  corporations  and  their  in- 
terests out  of  control  in  that  state. 

Now  if  New  Jersey  accepts  this  new  idea,  an  idea 
that  has  spread  like  wildfire  over  the  country,  we  shall 
all  have  to  take  back  some  of  the  harsh  things  we  have 
said  about  her,  and  undoubtedly  we  shall  all  be  very 
glad  to  do  it. 
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CHEAP  POLITICAL  GRAFTERS. 

One  ol  the  unpleasant  features  of  politics  as  a  calling 
is  the  annoyance  from  petty  grafters  that  candidates  and 
campaign  committees  have  to  endure. 

There  are  a  horde  of  political  hanger-on  that  appear 
during  every  campaign,  striking  all  the  candidates  they 
can  reach  for  little  favors,  a  dollar  or  two  or  five  or  ten 
of  them,  as  much  as  they  can  get  or  as  little  as  the  can- 
didates will  separate  themselves  from.  They  ask  these 
favors  in  return  for  their  '"support,"  and  there  are  many 
candidates  weak  enough  to  give  in  to  them,  even  though 
they  realize,  if  they  have  been  long  in  politics,  that  such 
gentry    will    take   money   from   both    sides   if   they    can 

get  it. 

In  many  places  candidates  have  dropped  their  fights 
long  enougli  to  agree  to  turn  down  these  useless  follow- 
ers, and  by  comparing  notes  they  have  been  able  to 
separate  the  real  workers  from  the  cheap  grafters  who 
are  willing  to  sell  influence  that  they  do  not  possess. 

It  v.ill  work  for  cleaner  politics  and  better  public 
service  if  tlie  candidates  everywhere  take  pains  to  dis- 
courage this  bleeding  of  campaign  funds  by  human 
leeches  that  have  nothing  to  recommend  them  but  their 
uncommon  nerve. 


TO  SAVE  TIME. 

For  many  years,  practically  ever  since  this  country 
was  equipped  with  an  adequate  postal  service,  it  has 
been  the  custom  to  back-stamp  letters;  that  is,  to  stamp 
upon  their  backs  at  the  receiving  office  the  date,  and 
sometimes   the   hour,   of  their  arrival. 

This  practice,  which  appears  to  have  been  continued 
principally  because  it  was  started  and  because  nobody 
thought  of  stopping  it,  is  now  being  abolished,  and  be- 
fore very  long  it  will  probably  be  discontinued  in  all  of 
the  principal  postoffices  of  the   country. 

It  was  begun,  in  the  first  place,  in  order  to  put  a 
check  upon  carelessness  or  tardiness  in  handling  the 
mails.  .Business  men  have  sometimes  found  it  useful 
in  proving  the  receipt  of  letters  at  a  certain  time.  But  it 
has  taken  time,  and  its  benefits,  according  to  the  post- 
office  department,  are  by  no  means  commensurate  with 
its  expense. 

Back-stamping  was  discontinued  in  the  Chicago  post- 
office  over  six  months  ago.  No  complaints  have  been 
received  from  patrons  of  the  postoffice,  and  recently  it 
was  abandoned  in  New  York  also.  The  postmaster- 
general  estimates  that  mails  may  be  delivered  from 
twenty  minutes  to  two  hours  earlier  in  every  city  having 
free  delivery,  if  the  practice  is  stopped.  In  the  large 
postoffices  the  stamping  is  done  by  machinery,  and  it 
takes  comparatively  little  time,  but  the  Chicago  post- 
master reports  that  its  discontinuance  there  has  been 
equivalent  to  an  allowance  of  thirty  additional  clerks.

of  keys  for  that  particular  room  that  will 
last  a  long  time. 

"It  is  amusing  the  way  some  of  the 
keys  are  returned.  We  received  one  the 
otlier  day  that  was  neatly  packed  in 
cotton  m  a  pretty  little  box  from  a  jewel- 
er's store.  As  niucli  cajre  had  been  taken 
in  packing  it  as  wauld  have  been  em- 
ployed in  preparing  a  gold  watch  for 
sending  through  the   mails. 

"It  would  Ixi  a  help  to  us  if  all  our 
guests  would  make  a  practice  ol  holding 
the  keys  in  their  hands  until  the  desk 
was  recahed  every  time  they  left  the 
building.  In  tliis  way  tliere  would  be 
no  danger  of  their  carrying  the  tilings 
away.  Some  people  still  live  who  do  not 
understand  that  it  Is  proper  to  leave  the 
keys  of  their  rooms  at  ilie  hoiel  desks 
Whenever  they  go  out.  They  labor  under 
the  impression  that  the  key  is  to  be  kept 
by  them  from  the  time  they  first  receive 
It    untU    they    pay    their    bills    and    leave 

the  hotel  for  good."

"I  notice  that  later  reports  say  the

It  is  more 
llum  likeiv  that  the  managers  of  the 
picture  outfit  figured  on  a  much  shorter 
fight,  and  thought  tiiey  had  plenty  of 
film,  where  really  they  did  not  have 
enough.  Such  a  little  thing  as  missing  a 
few  rounds  wouldn't  bother  them  any. 
though,  for  they  are  so  used  tfl  getting 
out  imitation  pictures  that  it  would  not 
trouble  them  much  to  prepare  some  of 
the  concluding  rounds  of  the  fight  that 
could  hardly  be  delected  from  being  genu- 
ine Ijy  those  who  were  present  at  the  big 
event.  , 

"The  moving  picture  machine  has  made 
a  lot  of  money  for  its  b;u;kers.  The  fight 
pictures  are  the  most  profitable  of  any 
kind  that  ever  have  been  produced.  Gans. 
for  instance,  was  offered  $15,000  for  his 
interest  in  the  pictures  of  the  last  fight. 
His  interest  amounted  to  one-third,  and 
figuring  on  this  busis  it  would  be  worth 
$45,000  to  take  the  pictures  merely  as  a 
speculation.  Gans  turned  the  offer  down, 
on  his  own  judgment  and  the  advice  of 
friends,  believing  that  he  would  clear  at 
least  $20,000  from  the  picture  exhibitions, 
and  I  do  not  doubt  that  he  will  do  so. 

"Whether  the  vogue  for  moving  pic- 
tures will  last  much  longer  is  hard  to 
tell.  It  has  been  going  quite  a  while 
now.  I  suppose  they  will  t>e  popular 
for  some  time  to  come.  They  really  are 
interesting,  especially  when  recording 
events  of  historical  importance,  and  in  % 
way  are  educators  of.  the  people.  They 
give  one  an  idea  of  how  public  functions 
that  amount  to  a  great  deal  are  carried 
on,  for  instance,  much  better  than  would 
a  written  description.  Given  in  connec- 
tion with  a  vaudeville  .show,  they  are  a 
pleasant  diversion.  They  will  not.  on 
tiieir  own  merits,  attract  an  audience 
the  way  they  did  at  first,  unless,  as  I 
say  they  are  concerning  a  figlit  of  this 
kind  or  something  else  of  equal  Interest 
to   the   masses."

The  object  of  these  endeavors,  it  is  stat- 
ed. Is  that  it  may  be  able  to  say  by 
the  time  Secretary  of  War  Taft  and 
Acting  Secretary  of  State  Bacon  arri\e 
that  peace  already  has  been  secured  and 
therefore  there  Is  no  need  for  the  Ameri- 
can government's  Intervention,  either  to 
restore  peace  or  to  insure  permanent 
tranquility. 

Members  of  the  government  inform<!d 
the  Associated  Press  that  they  are  mak- 
ing the  effort  in  accordance  with  tli« 
advice  contained  in  President  Roosevelt's 
letter  that  they  have  no  objection  to  the 
friendly  a.ss)Stance  of  the  United  States 
in  the  matter,  if  It  becomes  necessarjr.

What  was  done 
there  is  not  known,  but  arrests  follow- 
ed soon,  as  the  denouement  in  the 
cases  avows,  for  soon  after  Chief 
Crawford  was  sent  by  Chief  of  Police 
Millikin  of  Cincinnati,  to  this  city  and 
he  in  turn  called  Sergeant  Wakefield 
into  the  ca.se. 

Mrs.  Heine,  who  is  stopping  at  the 
Hotel  Wolcott,  with  Attorney  Charles 
H.  Stephens,  who  represents  the  Ger- 
man National  bank  of  Cincinnati, 
through  whose  hands  the  check  for 
$60,000  passed,  and  by  which  institu- 
tion it  was  paid,  arrived  here  with 
Chief  of  Detectives  Ralph  Crawford. 
of  the  Cincinnati  police  force.  Their 
supreme  effort  was  to  locate  and  In- 
tercept the  sailing  of  the  two  'bunko" 
men  for  Germany. 

They  had  arranged  to  sail  the  next 
day.  so  that  their  arrest  occurred  In 
the  nick  of  time. 

The  story  as  told  by  Mrs.  Heine 
presents  one  of  the  most  clever 
bunko  .schemes  worked  in  this  city 
for  years.  Mr.s.  Heine  declared  that 
she  met  the  defendants  on  Walnnt 
Hills  last  July.  She  .said  that  Kirs 
declared  that  he  had  some  fine 
rugs  and  paintings  for  sale  that 
had  Just  arrived  from  London. 
Upon  Kirs's  representations,  Mr.s. 
Heine  .say.s  that  she  went  to  Nev/ 
Y.)rk,  .saw  the  rugs  and  paintings, 
and  agreed  to  pay  $51,790  for  the 
.same.  Mrs.  Heine  declared  that  she 
advanced  Kirs  $3,790,  which  Kirs 
declared  he  had  to  pay  the  custom 
house  in  order  to  get  the  goods  out 
of  bond.  In  addition  to  the  ca.sh, 
Mns.  Heine  says  that  .she  gave  Kirs 
four  notes  for  $10,000  each,  payable 
in  -sixty  days.  A  few  days  after  the 
closing  of  the  bargain,  Mrs.  Heine 
says  that  Kirs  declared  his  firm 
would  not'  accept  her  notes  and  that 
he   must   have   the   cash. 

Mr.s.  Heine  was  obliging  and  had 
the  notes  turned  into  cash  through 
the  a^-sistance  of  a  Cincinnati  bank, 
and,  she  declares,  she  paid  the  money 
over    to   the    defendant.    Kins. 

The  paintings  and  rugs  failed  to 
materialize,  but  the  unsuspecting  Mrs. 
Heine  was  not  ,wise  to  the  fact  that 
a  game  was  being  put  up  on  her 
until  she  received  a  visit  in  Cincin- 
nati from  a  certain  Mrs.  Alexander 
J.    Bloomberg. 

When  Mrs.  Bloomberg  had  had  her 
say,  Mrs.  Heine  was  .seized  with  a 
fit  of  hysterics,  as  she  realized  that 
she  was  over  $.^0,000  to  the  bad. 
What  Mrs.  Bloomberg  intimated  was 
that  Kirs  and  Rosenfield  owned  no 
rug.s  or  paintings,  and  therefore  Mrs. 
Heine    had    been   bunkoed. 

Wh«*n  Mrs.  Heine  arrived  in  New 
York  .she  proceeded  to  the  Hotel 
Wolcott  in  company  with  Chief  Craw- 
ford. Th'^re  she  met  Alexander  J. 
Bloomberg,  who  proceeded  to  enlight- 
en her  and  tell  the  history  of  his 
life. 

According  to  Bloomberg,  who  says 
he  is  a  rug  broker,  he  was  ap- 
proached l>y  -the  defendants,  who  de- 
clared that  they  had  a  prospective 
purchaser  for  .some  rugs.  Bloomberg 
says  that  he  obtained  from  Van  Beek 
and  Arkell  of  this  cliy.  certain  rugs 
which    were    shown    to    Mrs.    Heine. 

However.  Mrs.  Heine  says  she  was 
led  to  believe  they  were  the  prop- 
erty of  the  defendants.  Bloomberg 
told  Van  Beek  and  Arkell  tiiat  he 
had  .sold  the  rug.s,  but  In  a  few- 
days  he  returned  and  declared  that 
the  deal  was  off,  that  his  customer 
did  not  want  the  .stuff.  It  was  at 
this  point  that  Blumberg  looked  up 
Mrs.  Heine  and  told  her  of  the  real 
state  of  affairs.

Newest  Improvements  in 

Design  and  Equipment 

Are  Introduced. 

New  York,  Sept.  17.— United  States 
naval  officers  do  not  admit  that  the 
monster  battleships  planned  by  Great 
Bitainr  and  Italy  are  necessarily  more 
effective  than  war.ships  of  the  Con- 
nf»ctJcut-Louislana  and  Michigan  South 
Carolina  types.  Now  that  fuller  details 
have  reached  here  regard'ng  the  Cui- 
bnrti  battleship,  wtih  walen  Italy  ex- 
pects to  outclass  the  •■Dreadnought," 
there  Is  less  disposition  llian  ever  to 
over-estimate  the  Importance  of  Italy's 
more. 

"On  paper."  a  naval  consa-uctor  at- 
tached to  the  Brooklyn  yard  said.  *  both 
Great  Britain  and  Itaiy  will  have  ships 
greatly  superior  to  anything  In  our 
navy  But  all  comparisons  which  take 
into  con.sideration  merely  comparative 
displacement  and  battery  strength  are 
misleading.  No  one  know*,  as  yet  how 
these  monster  warships  wiil  behave  at 
sea.  The  "Dreadnought'"  went  into 
commisjon  only  two  weeks  ago,  and 
has  never  had  a  trial  ol  a  ly  Iciiul.  .^nd 
their  effectiveness  in  action  Is  In  even 
iiT  eater  doubt 

"Moreover,  the  assumption  that  the 
biggest  battleships  can  whip  one  of  a 
few  hundred  tons  smaller,  leaves  out 
of  account  the  matter  of  seamanship, 
brains,  courage,  markoinnnship.  and 
relative  efficiency.  AmerU  an  warships 
may  not  be  as  big  at  the  biggest,  but 
in  personnel  and  equipuiiu:  tUey  equal 
anything   afloat." 

This  officer  called  attention  to  the 
emplacement  of  the  12-inch  guns  on 
the  Connecticut,  which  has  been  so 
planned  that  they  have  a  range  of  fire 
from  dead  ahead  to  a  point  well  abeam. 
Another  device  that  adds  vastly  to  the 
safety  of  American  warships  is  the  ar- 
rangement for  closing  all  the  bulkhead 
doors  in  time  of  danger.  From  an 
emergency  station  on  the  bridge  or  in 
the  pilot  house  all  tlie  doors  below  the 
water  line  can  be  closed  almost  In- 
stantly what  is  known  as  the  "Long 
Arm"  sytem.  Kach  door  and  the  ar- 
mor hatches  have  an  electric  motor 
connected  with  the  central  statiori.  In 
any  emergency  the  ship  can  be  ren- 
dered practically  unsinkal)le  in  a  few 
minutes  by  .starting  these  motors  and 
making  the  watertight  compartments 
so  many  life  pres*rvers.  That  it  is  no 
imaginary  danger  against  which  naval 
constructors  are  guarding  our  war- 
ship.s  bv  perfei^fing  their  bulkhead  ar- 
rangements in  this  way.  is  shown  by  a 
long  line  of  marine  disasters,  begin- 
ning with  the  loss  of  the  Victoria  and 
coming  down  to  the  Russo-Japanese 
war.  Other  powers  are  deeply  inter- 
ested in  the  "Long  Arm"  system,  but 
for  the  present  United  States  fighting 
eships  alone  have  the  advantage  of  the 
most  effective  means  of  safety  devised 
since  the  watertight  bulkhead  was  in- 
troduced. 

Our  newest  warships  also  have  a 
steaming  radius  of  S.OW  utiles,  much 
gre.iter,  thitn  that  of  any  other  battle- 
ships afloat.  This  Is  a  very  important 
element  in  the  fighting  efficiency  of 
all  war  vessels,  and  one  in  which  the 
large  English  and  Italian  battleships 
are  likely  to  fail. 

Improved  steering  gear,  better  pro- 
vision for  handling  ammunition  and 
means  of  communication  far  In  advance 
of  anything  heretofore  perfected.  are 
aditlonal  advantages  claimed  for  Uncle 
Sam's  latest  warships.  On  the  Con- 
necticut and  Louisiana  a  complete 
telephone  sytem  is  Installed  in  addi- 
tion, private  lines  .are  run  for  the 
executive  officer,  navigator,  chief  en- 
gineer, surj^eon  and  electrical  gunner. 
There  are  tv^enty-flve  extensions  from 
the  central  station  and  s<=>ven  private 
lines,  in  addition  to  eighty-seven  lines 
of   voice  pipes.

Fiounery  attempted  to  search  a  gang 
of  five  hoboes,  one  of  whom  had 
been  accused  of  begging.  Purdue, 
who  was  in  the  gang,  objected  to 
being  searched  and  opened  fire.  He 
was   shot   four   times.

It  i»  thought 
that  steamers  will  be  hurried  from  this 
port  with  supplies  and  tafckle,  unless 
the  Mongolia  is  Quickly  floated-  They 
will  als<j  bring  away  her  passengers. 
Midway  is  utterly  lacking  in  accom- 
modatlong  for  so  many  people  and  much 
hardships  may  result. 

San  Francisco.  Sept.  17.— The  Mon- 
golia is  the  fourth  large  trans-Pacifle 
steamer  to  be  stranded  within  the  last 
two  months.  The  others  are  the  United 
States  transports  Thomas  and  Sheri- 
dan and  the  Manchuria.-  The  Thomas 
was  gotten  off  but  the  Sheridan  is  still 
aground.

Unless  the  weather  conditions  should 
bee  too  unfavorable  during  the  next  six 
weeks  or  two  months,  it  is  expected  that 
the  new  reservoir  for  the  city  water  sys- 
tem, located  at  West  I>uluth.  will  be  com- 
pleted this  season. 

P.  McDonnell,  who  has  the  contract  for 
,  the  work,  has  started  laying  the  concrete 
i  on  the  south  and  east  slopes  of  the 
reservoir  and  work  Is  progressing  steadily 
on  tlie  remainder  of  the  excavating, 
which  comprises  about  1,600  cubic  yards 
In  the  northwest  side  of  the  reservoir 
basin. 

The  contract  for  the  reservoir  was 
awarded  a  year  ago  and  it  had  been  ex- 
pected to  have  the  new  receptacle  com- 
pleted and  in  use  by  this  time.  but.  as  la 
oiten  the  case  with  sufth  large  pieces  of 
work,  many  things  transpired  to  cause 
a  delay.  Rock  was  encountered  that 
made  the  excavation  work  proceed  slow- 
ly and  thl.s  season  the  contractor  has 
been  seriously  handicapped  by  the  lack  of 
labor. 

The  resen'oir.  when  completed,  will  be 
an  Important  Improvement.  sAide  from 
the  increased  capacity  that  It  will  give 
the  city  water  plant,  for  storage  pur- 
poses, the  work  will  be  of  much  interest 
by  i-eason  of  the  features  in  its  construc- 
tion. 

The  reservoir  will  have  on  its  bottom 
and  sides  a  six-inch  layer  of  concrete. 
This  will  be  laid  in  large  squares,  as 
the  surface  of  the  blocks  may  be  termed. 
with  a  tar  flilling  between,  similar  to 
tlie  tilling  between  the  concrete  blocks 
iu  the  city  sidewalks.  This  method  has 
been  adopted  to  provide  tor  contraction 
and  expansion  of  the  concrete.  Under 
oiHlinary  circumstances,  if  the  reservoir 
were  kept  full  or  partly  full  of  water, 
the  provision  for  expansion  ixud.  contrac- 
tion would  not  be  necessary,  as  there  Is 
hardly  likely  to  be  much  change  of  tem- 
perature in  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir 
when  it  contains  water.  It  is  anticipated, 
however,  that  there  will  l>e  occasions 
when  the  water  will  be  drawn  off  in  or- 
der to  have  the  reservoir  cleaned  and. 
if  this  were  done  in  warm  weather,  the 
heat  would  cause  the  floor  of  the  reser- 
voir, if  of  monolithic  construction,  to  be- 
come seriously   damaged. 

Another  factor  that  has  been  figured  en 
by  the  city  engineer's  department  in 
planning  the  reserv.)!r  is  the  tremendous 
pressure  that  is  likely  to  be  exerted  on 
the  slopes  when  the  surface  of  the  reser- 
voir freezes  over  In  cold  weather  and 
the  water' is  lowered  underneath  the  ice. 
With  three  feet  of  ice  over  the  surface 
firmly  attached  to  the  slopes,  there  would 
be  an  enormous  pull  exerted  on  the  sides 
Were  the  water  withdrawn  and.  in  case 
of  concrete  construction  alone  it  is 
claimed  that  the  covering  of  the  slopes 
would  likely  be  torn  out.  To  provide 
against  this  contingency  an  additional 
.sixteen  feet  of  Kettle  River  sandstone 
covering  for  the  slope  extending  from  the 
coping  at  the  top.  toward  the  bottom 
of  the  reservoir,  is  being  put  down  on 
top  of  the  concrete,  the  stones  being 
grottted  and  imbedded  in  the  concrete  so 
that  all  poaslblt*  resistance  can  be  had 
to  the  "pulling"  power  of  the  ice.  This 
means  that  for  a- distance  of  sixteen  feet 
from  the  top  the  slopes  will  have  first, 
a  six-inch  foundation  of  concrete,  on 
top  of  which  will  be  the  protective 
covering  of  .sandstone  which  is  said  to 
offt^r  greater  resistance  to  the  force  that 
will   be  exerted  on  It   by   the    ice. 

Just  below  the  .<?andstone  there  will  be 
a  shoulder  In  the  slope  to  facilitate 
cleaning,  as  it  woul*  be  impossible  for 
persons  to  stand  on  the  slope  if  the 
same  pitch  were  maintained  clear  to  the 
bottom  of  tiie  reservoir.

TWO-CENT  FARE 

Some  Western  Governors 

This  Too  Early  for 

Change. 

Harrlsburg,  Pa..  Sept.  17. — S.  M. 
Williams,  secretary  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania state  board  of  trade,  yesterday 
made  public  copies  of  letters  received 
from  the  governors  of  several  states 
on  the  movement  to  obtain  uniform 
legislation  throughout  the  United 
States  for  a  two-cent  maximum  fare 
on  all  .steam  railroads.  Mr.  Williams 
recently  communicated  with  the  gov- 
ernors of  all  the  states  with  a  view 
of  obtaining  their  sentiments  on  this 
Question. 

A  number  of  the  governors  are 
personally  favorable  to  a  2-cent  fare 
and  in  a  few  instances  they  tell  of 
the  movement  In  their  states  to  ob- 
tain the  pa.s.sage  of  3uch  legislation 
at   the   legislature. 

Governors  of  some  W^cstern  states 
.say  that  becau.se  of  the  sparsely  set- 
tled condition  of  their  .states  the 
time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  a  radical 
reduction  of  fares,  but  that  such  a 
reform  will  come  about  when  the 
population    increases. 

Western  governors  express  their  ap- 
proval of  the  movement  so  far  as  It 
applies  to  the  thickly  populated  states 
of    the    East. 


ST.  PAUL  BOY  SHOT 
BY  NEVADA  TOUGH 

Accidentally  Bumps  Into 

Gambler  Who  Later 

Takes  Vengeance. 

Goldfield,  Nev..  Sept.  17.— John  Moritz, 
aged  19,  was  shot  to  death  by  JacK 
Thompson,  a  gambler  late  last  night. 
Moritz  was  a  me.ssenger  for  the  tele- 
phone company  and  had  occasion  to 
go  to  a  dance  hall.  There.  It  is  said. 
lie  accidentally  bumped  into  Thompson, 
who  was  dancing.  Thompson  swore  at 
him  and  threatened  that  he  would  fix 
zhe  boy  later.  At  about  3  o'clock  In 
T:he  morning,  Molrtz  was  passing  a 
saloon  on  his  wtieel  when  Thompson 
drew  a  pistol  and  fired,  one  shot  strik- 
ing Moritz  in  the  hip.  He  fell  from  his 
wheel  and  Thompson  deliberately  walk- 
ed to  the  fallen  boy,  leaned  over  htm 
and  delivered  another  fatal  shot.  In- 
dignation is  at  a  high  pitch  and  there 
Is  talk  of  lynching.  Moritz  was  wcli 
known.  His  home  was  in  St.  Paul,  his 
ipother  living  at  603  Van  Buren  street, 
in  that  city.

He  Became  an  Easy 

Prey. 


Portland,  Or.,  Sept.  17.— Anton  Fritz, 
a  local  amusement  magnate,  invested 
$9,400  in  a  few  soft  feminine  sobs,  at 
the  very  portals  of  the  White  Temple, 
the  most  fasliionable  church  in  the 
city  of  Portland. 

Oh.   what  a  "touching"  experience  it 

was    for    such    a   s>'mpathetlc    soul    as 

the     theatrical     impresario!      He     was 

cleverly  duped  by   a,  woman,  but    one 

whom  he  admits  was  the  charmingest 
little  brunette  he  ever  saw;  and  the 
time,  place  and  circumstances  make 
it  0)ie  of  the  ma.st  sen-sailonal  rob- 
beries the  local  sleiths  have  ever  had 
to  deal  with. 

The  deed  was  committed  in  the  ves- 
tibule of  the  massive  stone  and  mar- 
ble house  of  worship,  while  F_rlt2  vyas 
endeavoring  to  comfort  the  woman 
who  leaned  her  heid  upon  his  shoul- 
der and  -sobbed  plLeousjy  as  she  un- 
folded an  lmgalna:"y  tale  of  sorrow 
that  would  melt  a  heart  of  stone.  All 
circumstances  surrounding  the  crime 
indicate  that  it  was  committed  after 
the  plans  of  the  conspiracy,  for  such 
it  proves  to  be.  had  been  carefully 
laid.  A  local  real  estate  dealer,  who 
knew  Fritz  always  carried  lots  of 
money  on  his  perston,  and  who  had 
tried  in  vain  to  gn  him  to  invest  a 
large  share  of  his  wealth  in  so-me 
wild-cat  enterprises,  is  suspected  of 
being  an  accomplice  of  the  woman, 
who  seems  to  have  dlsapi>eared  as 
completely  as  If  tf  e  earth  had  swal- 
lowed her  up. 

Fritz,  formerly  a  butcher  by  occu- 
pation, came  to  Portland  from  Penn- 
sylvania, about  three  months  ago.  At 
first  he  kept  his  money,  some  $14,000, 
which  he  had  secvired  from  the  .sale 
of  his  business  in  the  Keystone  State, 
in  a  bank,  but  af.er  the  Stenslands' 
defalcation  in  Chicfi^go,  and  the  Hippie 
episode  In  Philadt  Iji^iia  and  a  few 
other  stupendous  l>ank  peculations 
which  he  had  read  about  in  the 
papers,  he  decided  that  the  only  .«afe 
place  for  his  money  was  In  a  large 
leather  wallet  securely  fastened  into 
his  inside  coat  iwtket  with  a  safety 
pin.  And  there  he  kept  It  all  the 
time. 

It  was  while  indulging  In  a  friendly 
poker  game  In  a  Ijcal  club  that  th^ 
real  estate  dealer  first  learned  that 
Fritz  had  so  much  money,  and  he  ap- 
parently began  to  lay  his  plans  for 
getting  hold  of  It.  He  watched  Fritz 
continually,  and  learned  his  habits. 
He  found  out  that  he  Invariably  went 
home  about  11  o'clcck  In  the  evening, 
and  always  pa.ssed  the  White  Temple 
on  the  way.  He  th?n  took  the  woman 
accomplice  Into  his  confidence,  and  the 
scheme    was    framed    up.      The    woman 


was  to  station  herself  each  evening: 
until  she  encountered  Fritz,  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  corner;  and  play  the 
part  of  a  woman  greatly  wronged  and 
in  distress.  The  third  night  she  saw 
Fritz  approaching,  ha%lng  recognized 
him  from  her  confederates  descrip- 
tion. Then  she  played  her  role  with 
a  \engeance.  asid  with  complete  suc- 
cess, and  that  it  worked  with  Frita, 
who  is  a  man  who  never  touches  a 
drop  of  liquor,  is  all  the  more  remark- 
able. 

On  that  fateful  evening  as  he  reached 
the  corner  of  Eleventh  and  Taylor 
street,  within  a  block  of  the  church, 
his  attention  was  attracted  by  a  youiig 
woman  loaning  against  a  building  and 
sobbing  bitterly.  His  heart  was  touched 
at  once,  so  he  approached  her  and  In- 
quired the  cause  of  her  deep  distress. 
She  informed  him  in  a  voice  choking 
with  sobs,  that  her  husband  had  desert- 
ed her  and  left  her,  with  no  funds 
and  a  young  babe  to  supp<irt,  and  she 
tearfully  told  him  that  .she  was  going 
to  commit  suicide  and  would  he  plcaj*e 
let  her  go,  for  she  was  so  wretched 
and  did  not  want  to  live,  and  she  was 
so  tired  she  oould  scarcely  stand  on 
her  feet. 

It  was  too  much  for  Fritz,  who  did 
all  in  his  power  to  console  her  as  he 
led  her  across  the  street  to  the  broad 
stone  steps  of  the  church  where  she 
might  sit  down  and  tell  him  her  whole 
story.  She  unfolded  a  pitiful  tale  and 
he  gave  her  a  few  dollars,  and  out  of 
sheer  gratitude  she  threw  her  arms 
about  his  neck  and  kissed  him  and 
then  laid  her  head  on  his  shoulder  and 
wept  softly.  He  asked  her  where  she 
lived  and  about  her  family.  Ha  took 
her  address  and  told  her  he  would 
call  the  next  day  and  give  her  some 
more  money. 

Again  she  thanked  him  and  in  a  final 
ecsiacy  of  grief  she  ki.ssed  him  good 
night  and  disappeared  in  the  dark 
shadows  .of  th^  night.  Comforted  with 
the  thought  that  he  had  done  a  noble 
service  for  a  poor  unfortunate,  Fritz 
went  on  his  way  whistling  to  himself, 
never  suspecting  the  Io.ss  of  his  roll. 
But  when  hb  took  off  his  coat,  in  his 
room,  he  saw  the  unclasi>ed  safety 
pin  sticking  to  the  top  of  his  pocket 
and  the  wallet  was  gone. 

He  nearly  dropped  dead  and  didn't 
have  the  strength  to  telephone  tno  po- 
lice for  several  minutes. 

There  was  $9,400  in  the  wallet— the 
remainder  of  the  $14,000.  all  the  money 
he  had  in  the  world.

AN  OIL  FIND  IN  IOWA 

MAY  BE  IMPORTANT. 

Maquoketa,  Iowa,  Sept.  17.— The  oil 
excitement  caused  by  the  discovery  of 
oil  on  the  farm  of  Samuel  Earles,  neiU' 
here,  grows  In  Intensity.  Every  Incom- 
ing trsUn  Is  loaded  with  strangers,  oil 
men  and  those  who  came  merely  from 
curiosity.  Every  livery  stable  In  town 
Is  doing  a  rushing  business  hiring 
teams  to  drive  out  to  the  Elarles  farm. 

Henry  Brlnoner,  an  electrician,  arid 
E,  D.  Chlpman,  manager  of  the  tele- 
phone company,  decided  to  make  a 
quiet  Investigation  to  see  whether  or 
not  the  oil  well  was  a  fake.  They 
loaded  up  a  wagon  with  barrels,  and 
m  the  night  slipped  out  to  the  well, 
unob.served.  They  lowered  a  pump 
into  the  hole  sftid  began  filling  the 
barrels. 

As  they  pumped  the  oil  in  the  hole 
would  slowly  fall,  and  then  in  a  few 
minutes  would  rise  again  to  its  for- 
mer level.  In  this  way  they  fillt-d 
their  barrels  without  perceptibly  low- 
ering the  level.

HAPPENINGS  IN 
THE  DAKOTAS 

Two  Banks  at   Under- 
wood Are  Raided  by 
Bandits. 

NORTH    DAKOTA. 

Bismarck— At  4  o'clock  Saturday  morn^ 
ing  a  gang  of  four  highwaymen  blew 
open  the  safes  in  both  banks  at  Under- 
wood. McLean  county,  obtained  about 
$10,000  irv  cash,  and  fled  iiuo  the  coun- 
try-. 

The  noise  of  the  explosion  was  heard 
by  residents  of  the  town,  who  thought 
it  might  be  roisterers  sliooting  firearms. 
A  druggist,  who  was  sleeping  in  hi.i 
store,  next  to  on©  of  the  banks,  wa« 
,  awakened  by  the  explosion,  and  started 
I  out  the  front  way,  when  he  was  covereii 
with  a  gun  and  ordered  back.  He  fouml 
a  man  also  at  the  back  door  and  couldn't 
give  an  alarm. 

At  the  second  bank  a  land  agent  waj 
likewise  awakened  and  started  out.  but 
met  the  same  fate  as   the   druggist. 

As  soon  as  the  robbery  was  completetl 
the  two  men  gave  an  alarm  and  awak- 
ened the  residents  of  the  town.  Offi- 
cers were  summoned  and  lour  men  wero 
tracked  northward,  but  so  far  none  have 
been  captured.  The  men  were  seen  in 
the  town  on  the  night  preceding  the 
robbery  and  were  looked  upon  as  sus- 
picious characters.  Both  banks  were  in- 
sured against  burglary.  Officers  are  still 
pursuing  the  men  and  a  posse  has  beer 
organized  to  follow   the  thieves. 

Underwood  is  a  town  of  400  or  50(i 
people  in  McLean  county  and  about  thret^ 
or  four  3'ears  old.  The  country  Is  sparse- 
ly settled  in  some  places  and  Is  full  of 
railroad  laborers  and  others  who  are 
working  on  extensions  of  new  lines.  The 
Security  State  bank  is  financed  by  local 
capitalists.  The  First  State  bank  Is 
financed  by  Minneapolis  capitalists.  S. 
E.  Kenaston  of  Minneapolis  is  interested 
In  the  latter  bank. 


Pierre— The  report  of  Public  Exam- 
iner Bramble  for  the  biennial  period 
ending  June  30  shows  that  at  the  date 
of  the  previous  report  2tM  state  banks 
were  in  existence.  Since  tiiat  time 
ninety-seven  have  been  organized  and 
twenty-Seven  liquidated.  This  leaves  a 
net  increase  of  seventy  after  deducting 
those  nationalized  and  liquidated. 
South  Dakota  now  has  290  state  banks, 
thirteen  banking  corporations  under 
the  old  corporation  act,  and  thirty-one 
private  banks,  making  a  total  of  334 
under  #up^r\  I'ston  of  the  department. 

The  increase  in  volume  of  business 
has  been  wonderful.  Resources  and

It  Is 
realized,  of  course,  that  the  Palma 
government  does  not  care  to  be  placed 
in  the  attitude  of  dealing  with  those 
whom  it  regards  as  traitors,  but  the 
negotiations  are  assumed  to  be  cjon- 
ducted  through  disinterested  parties. 

It  is  expected  that  both  President 
Palma  and  the  representatives  of  the 
Insurgents  will  have  something  definite 
to  offer  to  Secretary  Taft  and  Mr. 
Bacon  very  soon  after  their  arrival  In 
Cuba,  if  not  Immediately. 

Communications  from  the  Insurgents 
have  been  received  by  Commander  Col- 
well,  of  the  cruiser  Denver,  the  seinor 
American  naval  officer  at  Havana,  but 
tiie  precise  nature  of  the  communica- 
tions has  not  been  disclosed. 

Cablegrams  have  been  received  at  the 
navy  department  from  him,  but  tiiey 
have  not  been  made  public.  In  the 
situation  as  it  has  developed  within 
the  past  forty-eight  hours.  Commander 
Colwell  is  not  In  a  position  to  take  any 
definite  action,  pending  the  arrival  hi 
Cuba  of  Secretary  Taft  and  Assistant 
Secretary  Bacon.  The  state  department 
was  notified  today  by  the  cable  com- 
panies that  the  cable  connecting  Ber- 
muda with  Cienfuegos  has  been  In- 
terrupted and  as  the  land  lines  between 
the  city  and  Havana  were  cut  la.st 
week  there  is  no  means  of  communicat- 
ing with  Havana,  except  by  messengtr. 
Commander  Culver,  of  the  cruiser  Dcs 
Moines,  cabled  the  navy  department 
from  Havana  under  last  night's  date 
that  he  would  sail  for  Port  Tampa  at 
midnight  expecting  to  arrive  at  11 
o'clock  tonight.  Secretary  Taft  and 
party  are  due  at  the  port  half  an  hour 
later  and  will  take  a  war  department 
tug  to  reach  the  Des  Moines  which  must 
remain  at  the  quarantine  station. 

Preparations  by  the  navy  depart- 
ment for  any  emergency  in  Cuba  con- 
tinue, but  no  additional  orders  have 
been  Issued  dispatching  warships  to 
Cuban  waters.  The  Minneapolis  and 
Newark  are  under  rush  orders  to  pre- 
pare for  sea  but  have  not  yet  been 
Bent  away.  The  situation  has  not  yet

PURE  FOOD  LAW 
TO  BE  DISCUSSED 

Government  Begins  Hear- 
ing of  Scope  of  New 
Measure. 

New  York.  Sept.  17.— A  committee 
consisting  of  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  of  the 
department  of  agriculture;  S.  N.  D 
North,  director  of  the  census,  and 
James  I.  Gerry,  of  the  treasury  de- 
partment, which  was  appointed  by  act 
of  congress,  today  began  a  governmen- 
tal hearing  on  the  scope  of  the  new 
pure  food   law. 

Nearly  100  members  or  representa- 
tives of  leading  firms  in  New  York 
and  other  cities  throughout  the  United 
States  were  present  when  Dr.  Wiley 
called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10 
o'clock  this  morning.  i 

The  questions  being  debated  under  the 
first  of  the  twelve  groups  of  arguments 
include  one  regarding  "how  will  the 
law  affect  dealers  wlfb  on  January  1 
next  have  on  hand  goods  which  do  not 
comply  with  the  law." 

The   commission   will   sit   twice   daily. 

Dr.  Wiley  In  his  address  opening  the 
hearing  said  the  commission  desires  to 
frame  rules  to  enforce  the  act  so  as  to  ' 
mfa.ke  the  least  possible  disturbance  to  I 
business  conditions  and  to  give  the  i 
least  annoyance  to  the  manufacturers,  i 
jobbers  and  public. 

V'rat  the  commission  desires  to  learn, 
he  said,  is  how  to  enforce  the  act,  not 
how  to  prevent  it.  The  law  had  two  I 
purposes  in  view— to  prevent  aduitera-i 
tion  and  misbranding.

Stewart  Asks  His  Name 

be  Withdrawn  From 

Ticket 

Denver.  Colo.,  Sept.  18. — Philip  B. 
Stewart,  recently  nominated  for  gov- 
ernor on  the  Republican  ticket,  last 
night  sent  a  letter  to  the  Republi- 
can state  chairman,  declining  the 
nomination.  While  the  letter  does 
not  state  In  so  many  words,  the 
reason  Mr.  Stewart  declined  to  run 
is  on  account  of  the  placing  of 
Judge  W.  H.  Gabbort  on  the  ticket 
as  candidate  for  re-election  to  the 
supreme  bench.  Before  the  conven- 
tion, Mr.  Stewart  advised  against 
the  nomination  of  Gabbert.  When 
the  nomination  was  made  Stewart 
was  Xii>t  present,  being  ill  at  his 
hotel,  arid  he  did  not  learn  that 
Gabbert's  name  was  on  the  ticket 
until  Sunday  and  It  is  said  he  de- 
clared to  State  Chairman  Vivian 
that  "he  would  not  run  on  the 
.same     ticket    with     a     Populist."  A 

very  diplomatic  letter  was  sent  to 
Chief  Justice  Gabbert,  who  was 
elected  to  the  supreme  bench  six 
years  ago  as  a  Populist.  Gabbert 
is  said  to  have  declared  he  would 
not  withdraw  If  the  entire  Republi- 
can ticket  refused  to  ruii  with  liim.

To  Capt.  Howard's  presence  of  mmd 
and  his  strong  constitution  Is  attributed 
his  survival  of  the  terrible  shock.

Port  Arthur,  Ont..  Sept.  18.— Early 
yesterday  morning  a  disastrous  wreck 
occurred  on  the  Canadian  Northern 
railway,  forty  miles  west  of  here,  in 
which  three  men  are  reported  to  have 
lost  their  lives.  Last  night  a  fire 
occurred  on  a  trestle  bridge,  completely 
destroying  the  structure.

About  Half   of  Deaths 

Are  From  Natural 

Causes. 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Sept.  18.— Coroner 
Walsh  yesterday  Issued  his  annual  re- 
port of  deaths  for  the  year  ending, 
June  30,  1906,  Walsh  figures  there  were 
478  reported  as  caused  by  the  earth- 
quake and  fire;  343  deaths  were  ac- 
cidental; 177  were  suicides,  and  thirty- 
six  homicides:  1,200  died  from  natural 
causes,  total  of  2,195  for  the  year.  Of 
the  177  suicides  142  were  males  and  35 
females.  Carbon  monoxide  asphyxiation 
claimed  sixty-five  of  the  suicides.

.    DROWNED  IN  LAKE. 

Captain  L  Davidson  Fell  From  Deck  of 
Oil  Barge. 

Capt.  L.  Davidson  of  Standard  Oil 
Barge  No.  86  fell  overboard  from  his 
vessel  and  was  drowned  about  five  miles 
south  of  Two  Harbors  yesterday  after- 
noon. No  particulars  of  the  accident 
can  be  learned,  as  the  only  news  received 
was  from  Capt.  Brower  of  the  tug  Tom 
Dowling  of  Ashland,  which  arrived  on  the 
scene  of  the  wreck  while  the  steamer 
Alva,  which  had  the  barge  in  tow,  was 
still  cruising  around  tlie  spot  In  the 
hope  of  finding  some  trace  of  the 
man.  The        Dowling       did       not       go 

near  enough  to  converse  with  the  crew  of 
the  barge,  and  only  the  bare  particulars 
were   available  from   the  Alva's   men. 

The  barge  left  port  at  4  o'clock  yester- 
day afternoon  and  had  been  out  but  two 
or  three  hours  when  the  accident  oc- 
curred. The  Dowling  cruised  about  the 
scene  of  the  accident  for  two  or  three 
hours,  but  it  was  Improbable  that  the 
captain  ever  came  to  the  surface  after 
his    fall. 

Capt.  Davidson  leaves  a  wife  and  three 
children  in  Chicago,  and  was  very  popu- 
lar in  lake  marine  circles.  He  was  well 
known  at  the.  Head  of  the  Ljikes,  as  he 
has  sailed  In  the  Duluth  trade  for  four 
seasons.

A  SCARCITY 
OF  BWJINES 

Shortage  of  Motive  Power 
Makes  Car  Situa- 
tion Worse. 

Many  Delays  in  Move- 
ment of  Loaded 
Cars. 


A  shortage  of  motive  power  is  now 
feared  by  the  railroads  of  the  Nortli- 
west.  While  the  cars  are  scarce,  the 
stiuatlon  will  be  much  worse  by  the 
fact  that  not  enoug-h  locomotives  are 
on  hand  to  move  the  cars  that  are  to 
be  had. 

Even  under  the  conditions,  as  they 
have  existed  during  the  last  two  or 
three  weeks,  a  good  many  cars  have 
been  delayed  in  transit,  because  they 
had  to  wait  on  sidings  an  unreason- 
ably long  time  for  an  engine  to  come 
along  and  pick  them  up  It  is  said 
that  cars  are  even  being  used  to  store 
wheat  on  sidings,  where  they  ought  to 
be  employed  for  the  transportaition  of 
the  grain. 

Some  of  the  wheat  lines  have  ad- 
ded twenty-five  to  fifty  large  locomo- 
tives to  their  equipment  this  year,  but 
at  the  same  time  they  have  opened 
miles  of  new  road,  which  rapidly  takes 
up  the  extra  supply  of  new  engines. 

With  all  the  heavy  purchase  of 
rolling  stock  and  motive  power  for 
moving  the  fall  crop,  the  Northwestern 
roads  are  as  a  whole  in  no  better 
condition  to  move  the  grain  crop  than 
they  were  last  year.  This  condition 
has  arisen  largely  out  of  the  necessity 
for  equipping  the  new  extensions  with 
cars  and  engines,  and  for  keeping  sev- 
eral locomotives  on  the  construction 
trains,  which  otherwise  would  be  in 
the  shops  getting  ready  for  the  rush 
of  grain  to  market.  The  wheat  isn't 
moving  rapidly  as  yet,  but  the  outlook 
for  a  serious  shortage  is  becoming 
threatening  right  along. 

Foreign  lines  have  already  used  up 
their  surplus  supply  of  freight  e-ars, 
but  a  Stringency  has  not  yet  been  re- 
ported Northwestern  lines  make 
requisition  for  cars  on  connecting  lines 
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where  shipments  of  grain  are  to  be 
made  out  of  the  initial  line's  terri- 
tory The  connecting  lines  have  been 
responding  promptly,  but  are  now 
reaching  the  limit,  because  the  initial 
lines  are  not  able  to  return  the  loaded 
cars  quickly.  One  of  the  dangers  that 
arises  from  having  strings  of  loaded 
cars  on  the  sidings  is  that  of  theft  of 
wheat.  It  is  impossible  for  the  rail- 
roads to  watch  all  the  cars.

TELL  STORY 
OF  STABBING 

Witnesses  for  State  Giv^ 
Testimony  in  Mur- 
der Case. 


Prisoner's  Wife  Arrives 
in  America  in  ignor- 
ance of  Crime. 


All  yesterday  afternoon  was  occupied 
in  getting  the  remainder  of  the  tv<elve 
men  to  act  as  a  jury  to  try  Piero  Ca- 
ntlH,  who  is  charged  with  havin.ij  stabbed 
Abele  Sartori  to  death  last  June  at  Chis- 
holm,  and  it  was  not  until  nearly  5 
o'clock  that  the  examination  of  witnesses 
began.  Tlr.'  following  is  the  complete 
jury:  Bertrand  A.  Mar:i:i,  Albert  Mei- 
dahl,  Gus^taf  A.  Bergstrom,  John  T.  r>ow. 
Eugene  E.  Dwello.  A.  A.  Kerr,  Cyrus  J. 
West,  Otto  Ztbott,  Carl  M.  Abl.  P.  W. 
Stura,  William  O.   Derby.  T.   K.  Wheeler. 

Mrs.  Ramponi,  v,rho  conducts  a  board- 
ing house  where  the  cii;V;u-  is  aJlo.^ed  to 
have   been   committed,   w.";s  the  first  wit- 


ness called  to  testify  for  the  state.  Sar- 
tori boarded  wtih  her  before  his  death, 
and  she  told  the  court  how  Canelli  fol- 
lowed Sartori  into  her  house  on  the  even- 
ing of  June  11  and  drew  the  knife  from 
hi.*-  shirt  bosom.  She  heard  no  word  of 
warning.  When  stabbed,  Sartori  wt^ 
Sitting  near  his  trunk  and  the  two  othor 
boarders  who  were  in  the  house  did  not 
detain  Canelli.  but  only  restrained  him 
from  doing  further  violence.  He  then 
tc>ok  his  shotgun  and  fled. 

Mi-s.  Ramponi  stated  that  she  had 
known  Canelli  for  a  year,  while  she  had 
known  Sartori.  who  came  to  board  with 
her  on  the  day  of  the  crime,  only  a 
short  time.  She  swore  that  when  Canelli 
entered  the  house  he  asked  for  the  shot- 
gun. She  claimed  she  saw  Canelli  at- 
tack Sartori  and  that  she  didn't  want 
any  trouble  and  tried  to  stop  it,  but  was 
pushed  aside.  She  saw  Canelli  draw 
something  from  his  bosom  and  then  shut 
her  eyes  to  blot  out  what  followed.  She 
sa;d  that  she  did  not  hear  Canelli  say 
a  word.  Mrs.  Ramponi  swore  that  aftor 
Sartori  had  been  stabbed,  he  came  into 
the  kitchen  and  asked  for  an  ax  to  use 
on  Canelli.  Canelli  got  the  shotgun  and 
went  out,  but  returned  and  asked  Mrs. 
Ramponi  for  JIO.  but  she  only  gave  him 
»3.  She  stated  that  she  did  not  see  him 
a\t<jr  that,  nor  Sartori  either. 

When  she  was  cross-examined  by  At- 
torney Corcoran  for  the  prisoner.  Mr*. 
Ramponi  stated  that  siie  owed  Canelli 
the  $10  for  whieh  he  .linked.  She  testititd 
that  Leo  Grents  and  G.  Gaspari  were 
th"?  Italian.<5  who  Tvcr^  in  the  kitchen 
wh"n  Canelli  eame  in  and  they  held  him 
in  their  arms.  On  redirect  examination 
only  one  <|uest;on  was  asked  of  Mr?. 
Ha:nponi    .^r;d    to    th:it    siie    stP.tcd    that 


Sartori    had    nothing   in    his   hands    when 
Canelli    stabbed   him. 

After  the  morning  session  was  begun, 
an  Italian  named  Dominic  Demo  was 
called  to  the  stand  in  behalf  of  the  state 
Demo  works  at  the  mines  near  Chisholm 
and  had  known  both  of  the  parties  n 
the  fight.  They  had  botli  been  at  lus 
house  on  the  evening  of  the  crime,  and 
it  had  been  there  that  the  first  violence 
between  the  two  men  had  occurred.  Sar- 
tori had  entered  his  house  a  short  time 
before  Canelli.  and  had  been  talking  with 
several  other  men  of  his  trouble  with 
Canelli.  Canelli  came  In  Ju-st  as  this 
conversation  was  going  on,  and  Demo 
stated  that  he  might  have  heard  some  of 
the  talk. 

"Canelli  asked  Sartori  when  he  was 
going  to  stop  talking  against  him.  He 
then  seized  Sartori  by  the  throat.  "  sa:d 
the   witness,    "but    Sartori   took   the   beer 
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bottle  and  defended  himself  with  that, 
hiitin?  Canelli  over  tl,e  head.  SartoT- 
had  neither  said  nor  done  anyth.nj  aga  n.-* 
Canelli  while  We  were  there.  I  do  not 
think  that  Ca:;elli  choked  Sartori,  be- 
cause if  he  had,  Sartori  could  not  have 
hit  him  with  the  bottle.  After  that  one 
of  the  other  men  separated  them,  and 
Sartori  left  the  house.  Canelli  remained 
about  ten  minutes  longer  and  then  he 
left." 

Ccmo  stated  that  he  saw  Canelli  again 
a  short  time  later  at  Ramponis  house,- 
and  also  Sartori,  who  had  been  stabbed  at 
that  time.  Demo  said  that  he  had  not 
bf-en  present  at  the  time  of  the  stabbing. 
Ht^  had  .seen  Canelli  when  he  asked  Mrs. 
Ramponi  for  the  ?10.  After  that  Canelli 
had  lelt  the  house,  carrying  the  shot- 
gun.    Demo  stated  that  he  could  not  see 


that    he    carried    anything    but    the  /gun 
He  went  toward   tiis  own  house  and  dis- 
appeared. 

The  y/itness  said  that  when  he  had  spen 
Sartori  after  the  stabbing  he  was  lying 
on  his  back  a  sliort  distance  from  the 
house. 

•  ii,"'"''^^'v  ^  ^'"'^  blood  and  a  big  wound 
tn  the  abdomen  on  one  side,  and  the  In- 
testines were  prjtruding.  Sartori  told 
rne  as  he  lay  t/.ere  that  he  had  been 
stabbed  and  was  dying.  He  told  me  that 
Pietro  had  stablied  him.  This  was  about 
»  o  clock  and  it  was  just  beginning  to 
dark.  Demo  swor*-  that  he  had  seen 
Sahtorl  with  a  knife  before  the  trouble 
while  they  were  at  work  in  the  mine. 
The  knife  was  j.bout  ten  inches  long. 
The  witness  stated  that  Sartori  had 
threatened  Canelli  and  had  said,  "If 
Pietro  says  anyth  ng  to  roe  tonight  I  will 
kill   him.  ' 

On  cross-examination  Demo  stated  that 
he  had  been  at  Canelll's  house  in  the  af- 
ternoon before  the  trouble,  and  that  he 
with  several  others  had  been  invited  to 
dnnk  by  Canelli.  He  stated  that  Sartcrl 
had  also  been  drinking  some  during  the 
afternoon,  and  that  he  had  been  with 
Canelli  at  the  letter's  house.  Canelli  had 
told  Demo  that  he  wa.<<  going  to  work  that 
night,  but  afterwirds  said  that  he  was 
not  feeling  well.  Demo  had  advised  him 
not   to  go  to  work. 

Eugene  Jirardi,  the  second  witness 
called  by  the  state  this  morning.  Is  an- 
other of  the  Italians  who  was  at  the 
scene  of  the  crim?.  He  testified  that  he 
had  seen  Canelli  and  Sartori  together  in 
Pietro's  house  in  -he  afternoon  and  later 
had  seen  them  at  Demo's  house. 

"Canelli  had  come  running  into  the 
house  where  we  were  and  had  seized 
Sartori  by  the  throat,  and  said  that  he 
wanted  to  have  a  finish  with  him  about 
that  talking  against  him.  Sartori  then 
got  up  and  hit  Canelli  over  the  head  with 
the  bottle,  ■   said  the  witness. 

Canelli,  the  witness  said,  had  ordered 
Sartori  out  of  his  house,  where  he  had 
been  boarding,  and  Sartori  started  to 
leave,  and  told  Canelli  that  he  would  have 
to  wait  until  the  e  id  of  the  month  for  his 
pay.  But  Canelli  wanted  his  pay  right 
away.  Jirardi  wes  the  last  witness  ex- 
amined this  morning. 

The  case  of  Canelli  and  his  wife  is  in- 


deed a  pathetic  one.  Until  a  week  ago 
Mrs.  CanelJl  knew  nothing  of  the  awful 
trouble  which  had  come  upon  her  hus- 
band, she  having  only  recently  crossed 
the  ocean  to  join  him.  When  she  left 
sunny  Italy  she  was  entirely  unconscloua 
of  the  tragedy,  but  instead  of  finding  her 
nusband  at  chishoim  to  meet  her  when 
she  arrived,  she  found  that  he  had  been 
taken  away  and  that  his  little  general 
store  was  darkened  and  cU.sed.  She  was 
brought  to  Duluth  and  finally  greeted  her 
hustiand  through  tlie  iron  bars  of  a  cell 
in  the  county  jail.  Canello  is  a  typical 
Italian  swarthy  and  with  dark,  flashing 
eyes.  Neither  he  nor  his  wife  can  un- 
derstand English,  but  when  the  witnessea 
speak  in  tlieir  own  language  they  follow 
the  testimony  very   closely. 
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the  authorization  of  an  assistant  attorney  general  to  take 

up   the   cases,  pushed   them   to  the   supreme   court,  and 

the  fight  against  the  timber  thieves  will  shortly  result 

in    the    collection    by    the    state    of    over    $300,000    in 

damages. 

He  arranged  an  increase  of  $20,000,000  in  the  assess- 
ments of  the  iron  mines,  bringing  much  additional  rev- 
enue into  the  state  treasury;  his  dairy  and  food  depart- 
ment has  made  the  state  widely  known  as  one  where 
the  people  have  the  protection  of  aggressive  administra- 
tion of  the  pure  food  laws;  in  short,  he  has  given  untir- 
ing, persistent  and  intelligent  attention  to  the  duties  of 
his  ofTice,  and  has  aggressively  pursued  every  oppor- 
tunity that  offered  to  benefit  the  state  and  its  pcQple. 

His  record  entitled  him  to  re-election  and  the  state 
will  do  itself  a  real  service  by  according  that  recognition 
of  his  ability  and  industry. 


TO  SUBSCRIBERS: 
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THE  PRIMARY  ELECTION  SYSTEM. 

This  is  the  third  general  election  in  this  state  in 
•which  the  primary  election  system  has  been  in  operation, 
and  it  is  significant  of  the  popular  vie^  of  it  that  at- 
tempts to  repeal  it  are  discussed  no  longer,  and  that  all 
the  talk  is  about  improving  it  and  extending  it. 

The  legislature  of  1899  adopted  a  primary  election 
law  applying  only  to  counties  having  a  population  of 
more  than  200,000,  which  limited  its  operation  to  Hen- 
nepin county.  Its  workings  having  been  tried  out  in 
that  county,  the  succeeding  legislature,  that  of  1901, 
amended  the  law  to  make  it  apply  to  the  entire  state, 
and  to  all  ofificers  expect  United  States  senators,  state 
officers,  and  a  few  minor  municipal  positions  not  at- 
tended by  salaries.  It  was  first  used  throughout  the 
State  in  the  general  election  of  1902,  when  all  of  the 
present  congressmen  except  Fletcher  of  the  Hennepin 
county  district  were  nominated  and  elected.  In  that 
year  John  Lind  went  to  congress  from  that  district,  but 
he  was  succeeded  by  Congressman  Fletcher  at  the  next 
election. 

The  system  has  worked  admirably  in  this  state,  and 
while  the  political  bosses  hate  it  bitterly,  it  has  destroyed 
their  power  to  such  an  extent  thai  there  is  no  possi- 
bility that  it  will  ever  be  repealed.  That  was  its  main 
purpose,  and  it  has  served  that  purpose  admirably. 

No  changes  of  consequence  have  been  made  in  the 
law  since  its  first  adoption,  though  some  have  been  pro- 
posed. Many  of  the  farmers  object  to  the  primary 
election  date,  which  comes  in  September,  because  it 
interferes  with  their  harvesting,  and  they  want  to  set 
some  time  in  the  early  summer  when  they  have  more 
leisure.  Except  that  this  would  make  a  long  campaign 
for  election,  there  is  no  particular  objection  to  this  time, 
since  one  date  is  as  good  as  another  in  the  cities.  The 
necessity  of  declaring  one's  political  affiliations,  which 
is  carefully  guarded  against  in  the  Australian  ballot  sys- 
tem, has  been  objected  to,  and  many  would  like  to  see 
the  primary  law  changed  to  obviate  this  necessity. 

But  the  chief  change  proposed,  and  one  that  will  cer- 
tainly come,  is  to  make  the  law  apply  to  the  nomination 
of  United  States  senators  and  state  officers. 

No  successful  argument  can  be  made  against  this 
change.  While  the  bosses  that  manipulated  county 
and  congressional  districts  have  fallen,  those  that 
manipulate  state  politics  are  still  thriving,  and  even  the 
crushing  defeat  on  the  governorship  of  two  years  ago 
has  not  driven  them  out  of  control,  as  the  recent  Repub- 
lican state  convention  showed  conclusively.  Not  only 
was  a  man  dangerous  to  the  "interests"  defeated  in 
that  convention  by  a  trick,  but  the  platform  was  framed 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  bosses,  and  a  declaration  in 
favor  of  extending  the  primaries,  which  would  sound 
their  political   death   knell,   was   defeated. 

The  primary  election  system  is  all  right,  but  it  will 
not  go  far  enough  until  it  includes  United  States  senators 
and  all  elective  state  officers. 


PUSH  IT  ALONG. 

The  city  council  should  be  warmly  commended  for 
the  prompt  manner  in  which  it  has  taken  up  the  plan 
of  asking  the  street  railway  company  to  give  half  fare 
to  school  children  between  certain  hours  in  the  morn- 
ing and  in  the  afternoon,  proposed  in  The  Herald  Fri- 
day evening  by  Bishop  McGolrick. 

That  is  the  kind  of  action  needed  to  insure  success 
in  such  an  effort. 

Now  if  the  Commercial  club  and  other  local  bodies 
will  be  as  prompt  in  taking  it  up,  the  movement  will 
gain  a  momentum  that  will  land  it  where  it  belongs.  If 
every  local  society  composed  of  patrons  of  the  street 
railway,  no  matter  what  the  nature  of  the  society  may 
be,  will  pass  a  resolution  and  send  it  in  to  the  company, 
that  will  help,  too.  And  if  every  citizen  who  sees  an 
opportunity  to  push  the  plan  along  will  not  neglect  to 
do  it,  that  will  also  help. 

The  further  concession  of  half  fares  for  workingmen 
between  certain  hours  is  one  that  is  granted  by  street 
railways  in  many  cities,  and  it  has  much  to  commend  it. 

The  council  selected  a  committee  consisting  of  Alder- 
men Lyle,  Staples  and  Getchell  to  act  with  Mayor  Cul- 
luni  and  Bishop  McGolrick  in  a  meeting  with  General 
Manager  Warren  of  the  street  railway  at  the  city  hall 
Thursday  afternoon. 

The  public  affairs  committee  of  the  Commercial  club 
should  not  be  behind  in  this  work,  but  should  have  a 
committee  from  its  own  membership  pr£sent  at  that 
meeting,   too. 

It's  an  excellent  scheme  for  making  Duluth  a  bet- 
ter place  to  live  in,  and  it  should  have  the  earnest  and 
rigorous  support  of  everybody. 


ELECTION  DAY. 

This  is  primary  election  day,  when  the  candidate  who 
for  weeks  and  perhaps  months  has  been  struggling  to 
convince  the  people  that  they  are  missing  a  good  thing 
if  they  do  not  nominate  him  is  resting  in  the  harness  and 
awaiting  the  tidings  from  the  judge's  stand  as  to  whether 
or  not  he  has  won  his  race. 

Tonight  the  tale  will  be  told.  Perhaps  not  enough 
news  will  come  in  this  evening  to  settle  any  of  the  lead- 
ing contests,  but  the  candidates  and  their  friends  will 
sit  up  pretty  late  hoping  to  find  a  chance  to  celebrate  a 
victory. 

However,  the  part  of  philosophy  is  to  go  to  bed  and 
get  a  good  night's  rest.  The  news  will  all  be  in  The 
Herald  tomorrow,  just  as  soon  as  it  can  be  gathered 
together,  and  it  won't  change  the  result  a  particle  to 
waste  good  hours  of  sleep  in  drinking  in  the  scattering 
returns  from  the  precincts. 

The  sensible  thing  to  do  is  to  turn  in  early,  and 
watch  tomorrow's  editions  of  The  Herald  for  all  the 
news.  The  Herald  has  made  arrangements  for  getting 
the  returns  promptly  and  completely,  and  while  the  re- 
turns from  some  parts  of  the  Eighth  district  and  ad- 
joining legislative  districts  will  be  slow  in  coming  in 
from  outlying  precincts,  the  results  should  all  be  known 
by  the  time  The  Herald's  last  edition  goes  to  press  to- 
morrow night,  and  earlier  returns  will  be  provided  in 
extra  editions. 


WHAT  H£  HAS  DONE. 

The  Starbuck  Times  wants  to  know  what  Governor 
Johnson  has  done  to  entitle  him  to  a  second  term,  and 
says  that  if  the  question  is  answered  fairly  it  will  sup- 
port him. 

That  sounds  like  a  fair  proposition,  and  The  Herald 
is  glad  to  accept  it  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  apparently 
presented. 

When  an  official  has  had  one  term  in  office,  especially 
a  short  term  of  two  years,  it  is  the  custom  to  keep  him 
in  for  a  second  term  if  there  have  been  no  complaints 
against  him  and  if  he  has  handled  the  duties  of  his  office 
to  the  apparent  satisfaction  of  the  public.  He  is  not 
often  called  upon  to  furnish  evidence  that  he  has  in- 
itiated anything  or  carried  out  any  particular  reforms. 
It  is  enough  if  he  has  admittedly  been  a  merely  satis- 
factory officer,  and  has  not  incurred  criticism  or  com- 
plaint. 

On  that  basis.  Governor  Johnson  should  be  re- 
elected, because  there  has  not  been  a  word  of  complaint 
about  his  administration,  and  even  his  political  oppon- 
ents admit  that  he  has  made  a  good  governor. 

But  that  is  not  all,  nor  would  it,  probably,  be  suffi- 
cient where  partisanship  enters  in,  no  matter  to  how 
slight  an  extent.  Governor  Johnson  has  not  been  con- 
tent wit-  placid  administration  of  his  routine  duties, 
though  he  has  done  this  better  than  any  governor  in 
recent  years.  He  has  initiated  and  carried  out  real  re- 
forms, and  accomplished  substantial  benefits  for  the 
state   and   its    people. 

In  railroad  matters,  his  first  message  to  the  legisla- 
ture was  a  clearcut  statement  of  the  public  needs,  and 
of  the  necessity  of  legislative  action.  The  result  was  a 
joint  resolution  under  which  a  legislative  investigating 
committee  looked  into  railroad  matters,  and  reported 
measures,  which  were  passed,  designed  to  cure  the 
obvious  defects  in  railroad  rates  and  service.  Since,  the 
railroad  and  warehouse  commission,  under  these  meas- 
ures, has  investigated  the  situation  and  ordered  sub- 
stantial reductions  in  rates,  reductions  from  which  every 
citizen  of  the  state  will  receive  a  benefit.  When  the 
commission  seemed  backward  and  reluctant,  the  gov- 
ernor poked  it  up,  and  the  result  was  a  prompt  decrease 
in  grain  rates  which  will  save  Minnesota  farmers  mil- 
lions of  dollars  annually. 

In  insurance  matters  the  governor  appointed  a  man 
as  insurance  commissioner  who  had  the  legislature  cut 
off  something  like  $35.ooo  a  year  in  fees  that  had  gone 
into  the  pockets  of  previous  commissioners,  and  this 
money  was  turned  into  the  state  treasury.  Governor 
Johnson  and  his  commissioner  took  a  leading  part  in 
the  insurance  fight  in  the  county  at  large,  and  received 
the  uncommon  honor  of  commendation  in  a  presidential 
message  for  doing  so. 

In  timber  matters,  the  governor  promised  to  investi- 
gate reports  in  circulation  about  timber  stealing,  and 
he  did  so.    He  sent  a  message  to  the  legislature  advising 


TO  HUDSON  BAY. 

The  railroad  that  is  to  be  built  from  Manitoba  to 
Hudson  bay  has  actually  been  started,  and  those  who 
fancied  that  it  was  a  wild  dream  that  never  could  and 
never  would  be  fulfilled  now  have  a  chance  to  think 
again. 

The  plan  is  to  make  Fort  Churchill  the  port  of  a  line 
of  steamers  running  directly  to  Liverpool,  chiefly  for 
carrying  Canadian  wheat  to  the  English  markets,  avoid- 
ing an  expensive  overland  rail  haul  to  the  lakes,  and 
shortening  the  distance  to   Liverpool   materially. 

It  is  true  that  the  season  of  navigation  on  Hudson 
bay  and  Hudson  strait  will  be  brief.  All  the  work  will 
have  to  be  done  in  July,  August,  September  and  October, 
a  season  not  half  so  long  as  that  on  the  Great  Lakes. 
But  it  is  figured  that  the  saving  in  time  and  distance 
will  to  a  large  extent  overcome  the  disadvantage  of 
the  short  season. 

Hudson  strait,  the  outlet  of  Hudson  bay  to  the  ocean, 
is  about  in  the  latitude  of  Southern  Greenland,  and  is 
above  latitude  60  degrees.  When  the  line  is  completed 
and  the  vessels  are  running  from  Fort  Churchill  to  Liv- 
erpool it  will  make  a  very  interesting  trip,  and  almost 
anybody  can  become  an  Arctic  explorer  on  a  small  scale 
at  trifling  expense  and  with  but  little  trouble. 

It  is  said  that  the  road,  which  will  be  500  miles  long, 
taps  a  country  rich  in  coal,  iron  and  other  minerals,  and 
covered  with  valuable  timber.  No  serious  engineering 
obstacles  are  anticipated,  and  the  promoters  claim  that 
they  will  be  able  to  have  the  line  in  operation  in  time 
for  the  wheat  crop  of  1908. 

Still,  it  was  rather  a  daring  project,  in  view  of  the 
popular  conception  of  Hudson  bay  and  particularly  of 
Hudson  strait  as  being  essentially  Arctic  regions,  in  view 
of  the  short  season  for  the  vessels,  which  must  seek 
other  occupation  for  eight  months  of  the  year,  and  in 
view  of  the  large  area  of  wholly  undeveloped  country 
through  which  the  road  must  pass,  country  that  cannot 
yield  a  revenue  until  it  is   developed.

"Agricultural  correspondence  courees 
In  tlie  state  unlvoisitleH  Is  the  latest 
suggestion  of  the  Indultrlal  depart- 
ment of  the  railroads,  and  comes  from 
the  offciala  of  the  Burlington."  said  K. 
O.  Sherman  of  St.  P»ul-ftt  the  McKay. 
"Tlie  Idea  is  the  outgrowth  of  the  spe- 
cial   trains    run    for    the    Instruction    of 

farmers.  These  trains  'have  proved 
successful  and  popuiir  Their  adver- 
tised stops  have  been-  attended  by  large 
crowds,  which  were]  taken  caro  of  by 
simultaneous  lecturei  in  different  cars 
of  the  train,  on  plaworms,  in  stations 
ad  wherever  they  cbuld  be  accommo- 
dated, j 

"The  Burlington  wbrks  chiefly  In  Il- 
linois. Iowa,  Nebraska  and  Missouri, 
and  in  these  states  there  has  been  a 
big  increase  in  the  agricultural  bulle- 
tin mailing  list  of  the  state  univer- 
sities, due  to  the  seed  specials.  The 
demands  upon  the  universities  and  the 
roads  fijT  agricultural  literature  has 
far   outgrown    the   supply. 

"The  new  plan  ig.  to  have  the  agri- 
cultural departments  of  the  state  uni- 
versities arrange  a  four-year  course, 
each  year  taking  up  some  special 
phase  of  agricultural  work.  The  cor- 
respondence will  be  founded  on  text 
books  supplemented  by  monthly  bul- 
letins and  by  practical  experiments.  As 
the  practical  side  of  the  course  the 
student  will  be  required  to  set  aside 
one  acre  of  his  farm,  where,  by  vary- 
ing conditions  of  the  soil,  seed,  etc.,  he 
can  experiment,  demonstrate  and  ob- 
serve. He  would  be  required  to  keep 
statistics  concerning  this  acre,  and  to 
report  In  full  to  the  university.  An 
annual  meeting  at  the  state  farms  is 
also  planned,  with  a  reduction  of  fares 
that  would  enable  farmers  all  along 
the   line  to  attend."

"The  fact  that  the  'tourist  business 
was  heavy  out  this  way  during  the 
past  summer  is  an  Indication  that  the 
American  people  are  traveling  more  to- 
day than  ever  before,  rather  than  that 
the  attractions  of  the  West  have  be- 
come well  advertised,"  said  R.  B.  Mc- 
Manus  of  Newark,  N.  J^  at  the  St. 
Louis.  "Of  course,  the  "west  and  its 
features  of  special  Interest  are  becom- 
ing better  known  in  the  East  right 
along,  and  perhapsj  a  little  of  the  travel 
in  this  direction  is  because  of  this,  but 
most  of  it  is  a  natural  result  of  the 
hunger  of  the  American  to  travel, 
w^hich  more  people  have  been  able  to 
satisfy  in  the  last  few  years  than  ever 
before. 

"I  take  this  view  of  the  matter  for 
the  reason  that  travel  has  also  been 
unusually  heavy  in  other  directions. 
La.st  winter,  for  example,  there  were 
more  tourists  visited  Cuba  and  South- 
ern points  than  during  any  season, 
prior  to  that.  The  travel  on  the  ocean 
steamships  to  foreign  points  has  been 
heavier,  as  it  has  been  by  rail  to 
Mexico  and  points  of  interest  In 
Canada."

Winston  Churchill  Stumps 

New  England  State 

for  Votes. 

Concord,   N.    H.,    Sept.    18.— The   most 
Interesting    Republican    state    conven- 
tion in  New  Hampshire  in  many  years 
I  is  held  here  today.     The  extraordinary 
I  canvass   which    has   preceded    the   con- 
i  veiUion  has  largely  developed  from   Uie 
i  entrance    into    the    field    of    the    guber- 
jnatorial  nomination  of  Winston  churchlll 
i  the  novelist,  who  is  Republican  leader 
I  of      the      anti-corporation       movement 
I  launched  by  the  newly  formed  Lincoln 
j  Republican    club    of    New    Hampshire. 
For   the   past   six    weeks   Mr.    Churcnill 
I  has   toured    the  state,   making  ^   large 
[  number  of  speeches  in  supix)rt  of  this ' 
platform,   which  is  aimed  chiefly  at  the  I 


Boston  and  Maine  railroad  and  which 
calls  for  the  abolition  of  a  lobby  In 
New  Hampshire  politics.  The  ocher 
candidates  for  the  nomination  are 
Charles  H.  Greenleaf  of  Franconia, 
member  of  Governor  McLane's  council 
and  former  State  Senator  Charles  M. 
Floyd  of  Manchester;  Rosecrans  W. 
Pillsbury,  of  Londonberry,  former  state 
legislator,  and  Stephen  F.  Gale  of 
Exeter. 

Mr.  Greenleaf  is  known  as  the  north 
country  candidate  while  Mr,  Flojd's 
strength  is  said  to  lie  in  the  southern 
section  of  the  state.  Both  Mr.  Green- 
leaf and  Mr.  Floyd  are  known  as  "Teg- 
ulars"  or  Republicans  satisfied  with  the 
party  record  in  the  state  as  well  as " 
in  national  affairs.  Mr.  Pillsbury 
stands  upon  a  platform  which  alleges 
extravagajice  in  state  finances,  and 
charges  among  other  things,  the  cioa- 
tion  and  maintenance  of  useless  com- 
missions. 

The  candidacy  of  Greenleaf  and  Floyd 
is  said  to  have  spilt  the  Republican 
organization. 

Every  delegate  to  the  Republican 
state  convention  today  was  prepared 
for  a  long  drawn  out  battle  and  no  one 
disputed  the  assertion  that  the  fight 
for  first  place  on  the  ticket  would  be 
one  of  the  keenest  in  the  history  of 
the   Republican   party. 

The  candidates  for  governor  are 
Charles  H.  Greenleaf,  Charles  M.  Floyd, 
both  of  whom  are  regarded  as  "stand 
patters,"  Rosecrans  W.  Pillsbury  who 
has  made  charges  of  extravagance  in 
the  use  of  state  moneys,  and  Winston 
Churchill,  the  novelist,  candidate  of  the 
Llnooln  Republican  club  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, whose  platform  contains  vigorous 
charges  against  the  Boston  &  Maine 
railroad.  Col.  Churchill  also  demands 
reform  in  several  directions,  including 
direct  primaries,  the  discontinuance  of 
railroad  passes  and  the  election  of  rail- 
road commissioners  by  the  people.

Later  Gen.  Trepoff 
presented  the  emperor  with  a  pro- 
ject he  had  elaborated  respecting 
tiie  sale  of  the  crown  lands,  but 
tlie  emperor  coldly  ordered  him  to 
hand  it  to  Grand  Duke  Nicholas,  his 
bitterest    enemy. 

Gen.  Trepoff  took  his  treatment 
lx>  heart,  coming  from  the  hands  of 
tJiose  to  whom  he  had  devoted  his 
ontlre  life  and  passed  his  last  days 
in  the  closest  retirement  suffering 
Intensely     from     depression.  Early

Address  Issued  to  Demo- 
crats Warning  Tliem 
Against  Evil. 

Syracuse.  N.  Y.,  Sept.  18.— An  address 
to  the  Democrats  of  the  state  has  been 
issued  by  the  convention  recently  held 
at  Albany. 

The  address  declares  strongly 
against  fusion.

The  Shoe  that  Fits 


Foot  Drawn  Up 


After  sitting  down  to  try  on  a  pair  of  shoes,  yott 
generally  step  off  a  few  paces  in  them  before  paying 
the  clerk.     Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  why? 

Because  your  foot  is  not  inflexible,  but  changes 
both  its  shape  and  size  at  every  move. 

Fig.  A  illustrates  the  general  shape  of  the  foot  at 
rest,  the  joints  all  extended;  Fig.  B,  the  shape  when 
drawn  up — in  action,  as  in  running  or  jumping. 
The  same  shoe  must  fit  this  foot  at  rest  or  in  motion; 
and  it  can,  if  rightly  made.  Otherwise  the  joints 
and  muscles  have  no  freedom  and  waste  and  ill  health 
result. 

By  mathematical  measurements,  too  complicated 
and  tedious  to  explain  here,  we  learned  that  when 
bearing  the  weight  of  the  body  the  foot  increases  in 
width  about  one-eighth  of  an  inch  and  about  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  round  the  instep.

Sept.  17.— Appar- 
ently Sara  E.  Lister  is  to  have  some 
trouble  in  establishing  her  claim  to  a 
widow's  portion  of  the  estate  of  the 
late  J.  W.  Brown,  a  well-known  prod- 
uce merchant,  whose  sensational  sui- 
cide recently  revealed  a  romantic  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Lister.  When  she  tiled 
her  application  in  the  probate  court 
for  a  widow's  allowance  of  HOC  r>er 
month  there  was  a  prompt  tiling  of  a 
reslstence  by  Clifford  Brown.  the 
young  son  of  the  dead  man,  who  is 
administrator  of  the  estate. 

The  young  woman,  in  filing  her 
claim  for  a  widow's  allowance,  dis- 
played for  the  first  time  a  letter 
which,  it  is  alleged,  was  found  on  the 
person  of  Brown  when  he  was  discov- 
ered dead  from  asphyxiation  in  the 
bathroom.  This  was  presented  as  evi- 
dence that  she  was  the  widow  of  the 
deceased.  The  prompt  resistance  of 
her  claim  has  aroused  speculation 
among  those  who  liave  been  watching 
the  case  as  to  whether  the  son  will 
ask  for  more  definite  proof  of  the 
alleged  marriage  of  his  father  and 
Miss   Lister.

New  York.  St  pt.  IS.— After  two  years 
and  it  lialf  of  continuoiKs  work,  the  east- 
bound  and  westbound  shitlds  In  one  of 
the  21-1  u«it  twin  tubes,  which  the  P».nn- 
Bylvania  railr(iM<l  ha.s  been  driving  undtr 
the  Hiiilstin  ri\er  to  connect  New  Yorli 
and  Xt'W  Jersey,  met  last  Wednesday. 
Now  111'  n  may  walk  through  dryshod 
from  on.  .~;tate  to  the  other.  The  second 
tube,    a    ftw    feet    to    the    south,    is    ex- 

pt<'<l  t"  ,!"in  al)0\it  Oct.  7.  The  meeting 
Of  u.<  St  i>  !d  niiiiks  the  beginning  of 
the  lomiil'-Uun  of  i>ne  of  the  most  as- 
tonishing engineering  feats  on  record. 
It  means   tlie  realization  oi   the  long-time 


dream  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad— to 
land  its  pas.sengers  in  tiie  lieart  of  Man- 
hattan Island.  Probably  no  feat  of  rail- 
way strategy  in  the  history  of  the  Unil<-d 
States  has  attraet»-d  more  attention 
throughout  the  world  than  this  one.  Its 
completion  will  murk  a  triumph  over  dif- 
ticulties  of  tremendous  magnitude,  as  this 
will  be  the  longest  tunnel  ever  bored  en- 
tirely under  water. 

For  many  years  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road has  brought  its  passengers  to  Jersey 
Cilv,  and  there  they^havo  had  to  stop,  i 
The  company  looked  longingly  across  the 
Hudson  river,  but  for  decades  it  seemed 
impossible  that  this  longing  could  ever  be  | 
gratified.

In  Ins 
annual  report  for  the  year  1S99  he  modest- 
ly stated  to  the  stockholders: 

"In  order  that  your  company  may  per- 
form its  duty  to  the  public  and  .secure  its 
share  of  the  growing  traffic.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  continue  to  improve  and  add 
to  vour  property." 

Then  in  the  report  for  the  year  1901 
Mr.  Cassatt  stated  the  determination  of 
the  road  in  the  following  simple  lan- 
guage: 

"The  board  has  long  felt  that  your  in- 
terests, as  well  as  the  convenience  of  the 
public,  require  the  extension  of  your  line 
into  New  York  and  the  establisliraent  of 
a  cejilrally  located  passenger  station  in 
that  city  through  which  the  inconven- 
iences and  delays  of  transfer  by  ferry 
will  be  avoided.  ' 

The  project  required  capital  in  unlimit- 
ed abundance.  Above  all  else,  it  renuirod 
extraordinary  courage  to  foresee  and  to 
feel  sure  of  the  ability  of  the  company 
to  realize  from  its  new  Improvements 
sufficient  revenue  to  pay  dividends  on  the 
largelv  increased  capital.

$3,700,000  per  annum.  In  the  six  years  from 
1900  to  1905,  inclusive,  the  yearly  dividend

To  carry  through  the  extremely  diffi- 
cult undertaking  involved  In  the  New 
York  City  improvements,  the  company 
designated  its  third  vice-president,  Mr.

To  have  direct  supervision  over  the 
work  on  the  Hudson  river  tunnels  the 
company  secured  Charles  M.  Jacobs,  an 
Englishman,  who  probably  has  had  more 
to  do  with  the  building  of  more  large 
tunnels  and  any  other  living  man.  He 
designed  the  shields  used  in  the  work. 
The  shield  Is  the  most  important  feature 
of  tunneling  under  water,  and  it  takes 
an  engineer  really  to  appreciate  what 
it  means.

INDESTRUCTIBLE 

If  Steel  is  Protected  From 
•  Fire  Rust  and  Cor- 
rosion. 

New  York,  Sep:.  18. — How  long 
will      the     skyscraper     last?  Since 

the  announcement  that  fifteen  new- 
skyscrapers  are  to  be  constructed 
here  there  has  been  considerable  dis- 

I  cussion  of  this  question.  Engineers 
!  and  architects  who  are  familiar 
1  with  the  problems  Involved  are 
Agreed  that  if  proper  precautions 
are  taken  to  protect  the  structural 
steel  from  rust  and  fire  there  is 
practically  no  limit  to  their  endur- 
ance. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  $40,000,- 
000  are  to  be  put  into  these  fifteen 
new  skyscrapers,  the  assurance  that 
they  will  stand  for  generations  has 
given  their  owners  and  builders  a 
considerable    feeling    of    security. 

The  ordinary  observer  hardly 
realizes  what  extiaordinary  precau- 
tions are  necessary  to  prevent  any 
serious  Injury  to  the  big  steel  struc- 
tures of  this  and  other  large  cities. 
Foundations  even  of  structures  thirty 
or  forty  stories  high,  are  now  so 
firmly  built  that  although  the  whole 
building  may  weigh  hundreds  of 
millions  of  pounds,  it  cannot  sink 
the  fraction  of  ar  inch.  The  large 
area  of  a  structure  over  500  feet 
high  makes  the  question  of  wind 
bracing  one  for  very  serious  and 
accurate  calculation,  but  architects 
have  now  got  the  'hing  down  so  fine 
that  they  can  work  out  this  diffi- 
cult   problem    to    8.    nicety. 

With  the  question  of  foundations 
and  wind  bracing  settled,  then  come 
the  problems  of  protecting  the  struc- 
tural steel  from  rust  and  heat  and 
the  proper  use  of  fire-proofing  ma- 
terials. It  Is  upon  the  adequate  pro- 
tection of  the  steel  that  the  life  of 
a  skyscraper  depends.  Once  rust  or 
corrosion  sets  in  the  destruction  of 
the  whole  building:  would  become  a 
matter  of  time  only.  But  this  is 
one   of  he  most  u.ilikely  things  that

Archl- 
tect.s  are  agreed  that  this  can  be 
most  effectively  done  by  building  the 
thoroughly  enca.sed  in  hollow  tile 
bricks  .so  that  in  the  event  of  fire  it 
is  confined  to  the  area  in  which  it 
starts.  The      remarkable      .showing 

made  by  the  steel  and  the  sky- 
scrapers In  San  Francisco,  and  the 
fact  that  many  of  them  are  ready 
for  occupancy  again,  proves  that  sky- 
scrapers of  this  type  of  construction 
are   safe   from   any  fire. 

Electric    installation    in    big    build- 
ings   Is    now    so    carefully    done    that 
the   danjjtt^r   of   electrolysis  is  very   re- 
mote.    In   fact   as  engineers  and   scl- 
I  enlists     point     out,     unless     some     un- 
known   danger   arises,    the    skyscraper

New  Coach  Arrives  and 

Tal(es   Charge  of 

Squad. 

Says    Game    Will     be 

More   Open    This 

Season. 


A.  O.  Pindlay,  star  half  for  four  years 
on  Wisconsin's  eleven  and  for  two  years 
half  on  the  all-western,  will  coach  the 
Duluth  high  school  football  team  this 
fall.  He  arrived  In  town  yesterday  and 
had  a  conference  with  I*rof.  Smith 
jesterday  afternoon.  Mr.  Smith  announc- 
ed the  terms  which  the  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation was  willing  to  grant  and  Findlay 
now  has  them  under  consideration,  to 
give  his  final  answer  Thursday.  In  the 
meantime  he  will  take  the  high  school 
squad  under  his  care  and  will  be  present 
at  the  practice  this  afternoon  at  the  Ath- 
letic  park. 

To  a  Herald  representative  Mr.  Findlay 
t&lked  to  some  extent  on  the  new  rules 
this    morning: 

"The  ten  yard  rule  will  be  effective 
only  in  enforcing  more  kicking  and  mak- 
ing necessary  the  use  of  the  forward  pass. 
If  we  didnt  have  the  ten  yard  rule  the 
old  style  game  would  prevail  largely,  but 
without  the  forward  pass  and  the  rule 
wiiich  grants  the  kicking  side  the  right 
to  get  the  ball  after  a  kick  when  It  has 
touched  the  ground  It  would  be  highly 
Impractical. 

"With  the  forward  pass  it  will  doubt- 
less result  In  a  more  open  stvle  of  play. 
The  forward  pass  without  anv  restric- 
tions would  make  a  regular  basket  ball 
game  out  of  football  but  the  rules  com- 
mittee has  restricted  It  In  regard  to  al- 
lowing only  one  pass  In  a  scrimmage,  not 
permitting  opponents  to  use  It  In  scrim- 
mage after  getting  the  bail  on  a  fumble, 
etc.,  so  that  It  will  not  prove  a  serious 
disadvantage. 

"In  regard  to  the  safety  of  the  game 
under  the  new  rules  I  can  not  say  much 
until  after  we  have  had  some  experience 
with  them.  My  football  experience  has 
been  that  mass  plays  are  not  so  dan- 
gerous  as    they    look    to   the   spectator."

MILLAR  CLOSES 
HIS  CAMPAIGN 

Speaks  to  a  Well  Filled 

Hail    at    West 

Duluth. 

Ellis  L.  Millar  wound  up  his  cam- 
paign at  the  Great  Eastern  hall  at 
West  Duluth  last  night,  and  his  talk 
was  very  well  received.  He  was  In- 
troduced by  George  J.  Mallory  who 
made  quite  an  extensive  speech  him- 
self, ridiculing  Bede's  campaign  meth- 
ods and  warmly  advocating  Mr.  Millar's 
candidacy. 

Mr.  Millar's  talk  was  largely  on  ques- 
tions of  national  Importance  and  he 
touched  rather  lightly  on  the  affairs 
pertaining  particularly  to  the  district 
though  he  emphasized  its  importance  in 
comparison  with  other  portions  of  the 
country.

VIOLENT  LABOR  RIOTS 
OCCUR  IN  SUNNY  FRANCE. 

Grenoble,  France,  Sept.  18.— Violent 
strike  riots  occurred  here  yesterday. 
A  mob  tore  down  the  doors  of  a  big^ 
factory  and  carried  out  the  furniture 
and  burned  it.  Then  the  mob  proceed- 
ed to  the  police  station,  believing  that 
two  of  their  comrades  were  confined 
there,  and  sacked  it,  making  a  bonfire 
of  the  furniture,  and  papers.  The 
troops  were  able  to  disperse  the  mob 
only  by  the  free  use  of  rifle  butts.  Re- 
inforcements of  dragoons  and  curals- 
sers  are  expected  tonight. 


Boston,  Mass.,  Sept.  15. — Winning 
five  double  headers  in  succession,  the 
New  York  Highlanders  turned  in  a 
most  remarkable  performance,  and  one 
that  fully  entitlei  them  to  be  consid- 
ered a  prime  fa<;tor  in  the  American 
league  race.  Tl.ia  splendid  perform- 
ance took  place  while  the  Chicago 
"White  Sox"  were  receiving  a  sel-l^ack 
from  the  Cleveland  team.  Some  time 
ago  I  mentioned  the  fact  that  Ciil- 
cago  mad©  a  spurt  a  shade  too  soon, 
and  would  certainly  come  back.  I  be- 
lievethe  spurt  ol  Griffith's  men  came 
at  the  proper  time,  and  would  win 
out  for  the  Higlalanders,  but  for  tlie 
stubborn  fact  that  from  this  on  New 
York  ha.s  but  two  or  three  games  at 
home  and  will  meet  with  a  set-back  in 
the  West,  while  Jhicago  will  play  like 
fiends  on  their  home  grounds,  with 
the  foxy  Comiskey  jollying  all  comers. 
The  Highlanderfi  are  game  to  the 
marrow  and  ar<i  playing  their  best 
bail.  Griffith  hsis  been  coaching  his 
team  from  a  fnmt  seat  in  the  grand 
stand,  and  his  players  must  feel  re- 
lieved. In  fact,  all  managers  should 
keep  off  the  field  and  out  of  players 
uniforms. 

The  Highlanders  are  far  from  a 
great  ball  teani,  but  have  several 
strong  individual  players,  and  all  have 
started  to  hustle  I  find  the  seiitiinent 
among  the  playtrs  In  favor  of  New 
York  winning,  for  as  one  player  re- 
marked: "I  don  t  like  to  see  Chicago 
or  any  other  citj  carry  off  two  cham- 
pionships; then  Cleveland  is  t(jo  small, 
while  a  meeting  of  teams  from  New 
York  and  Chiciigo  would  help  the 
sport." 

Unless  the  "White  Sox"  stop  cold,  I 
cannot  see  how  the  Highlanders  can 
win  out  while  i)laying  on  the  road. 
It  looks  as  If  the  Quakers  had  shot 
their  bolt.  Bostcn  beat  the  Mack  ag- 
gregation a  few  days  ago  without 
much  trouble,  and  then  lost  in  the 
longest  game  on  record,  and.  In  my 
opinion,  the  most  remarkable  game 
"ever  played,  going  twenty-four  innings 
before  a  winner  turned  up.  The  hit 
that  brought  in  the  winning  run  came 
with  two  down  and  two  strikes  on  the 
batsman,  and  ttien  the  hit  was  a 
scratch  affair.  But  the  game  was  a 
corker,  oontinusJ  brilliant  fielding, 
especially  by  Pai-ent  and  Ferris,  each 
man  having  nine  assists.  Lew  Criger 
was  back  in  the  game  giving  a  marv- 
elous exhibition  of  all-round  work  be- 
hind the  stick.  Connie  Mack  sat  on 
the  bench  and  cotiohed  his  boys  like  so 
many  automatons.  Three  times  during 
the  game  Boston  had  men  at  third 
and  first,  with  one  down,  and  each 
lime  a  Boston  mxn  was  passed,  filling 
the  bases.  The  dope  worked,  as  the 
next  man  up  in  each  ca.se  struck  out, 
and  the  third  oui    was  easy. 

This  style  of  ball  was  not  rell.shed 
by  the  Boston  crowd,  who  hissed  the 
Quakers  each  time.  Once  Buck  Free- 
man was  sent  In  to  bat  for  the 
catcher,  and  the  tip  was  given  to 
pass  him  up.  The  ball  was  sent 
three  feet  wide  of  the  plate,  but  on 
the  fourth  ball  Buck  lost  his  head 
and  stepped  across  the  plate  to  hit 
the     ball,     and     was     called     out     for 

stepping   out   of   the   box. 

The  game  went  from  1:30  to  6:15 
and  the  pitchers  were  the  only  men 
who  looked  strong  to  the  close.  The 
pitching  honors  were  In  favor  of 
Coombs,  as  he  was  forced  to  pitch 
his  team  out  of  several  bad  holes. 
Both  young  pitchers  were  cleverly 
coached    by    Crigrer    and    Dr.    Powers. 

The     Quakers     seem     to     have     a 


hunch  on  extra-lnnlng  games  In  thia 
city,  as  they  have  won  games  of  17 
and  28  innings  before  breaking  tho 
record. 

In  1877,  the  Harvard  college  boys 
played  a  twenty-four-inning  game 
at  the  South  End  grounds,  with  the 
Manchester  (N.  H.)  club.  It  was  a 
much  different  game  than  was  play- 
ed on  Sept.  1,  for  in  the  game  of 
1871,  but  one  ball  was  used,  and 
became  very  punky  before  the  game 
was   half   over. 

About  the  middle  of  the  sea.son, 
the  Bo.ston  Americans  gave  Pitcher 
Ed  Hughes  a  leave  of  absence,  with 
the  right  to  play  ball  if  he  saw  fit. 
Hughes  went  to  the  Harrisburg  club 
of  the  outlaws,  and  later  turned  up 
with  Peoria,  of  the  Three-Eye  league. 
It  was  understood  that  Hughes 
would  return  when  called  for,  but 
I  finding  no  occasion  to  use  the  man, 
the  Boston  club  was  willing  to  seo 
Hughes  at  work  for  the  remainder 
of  the  season  In  some  minor  league, 
and  con.sented  to  his  remaining  with 
Peoria.  The  player  asked  for  leave 
of  absence  and  It  was  granted.  Thia 
left  Hughes  in  good  standing  as  far 
as    baseball    in    general    went. 

Considering  the  poor  work  of  the 
Americans  here  this  season,  the  at- 
tendance was  remarkably  good.  Since 
returning  from  the  last  trip  West 
the  team  has  played  to  grand  busl- 
ne.ss,  over  18,000  people  witnessing 
the  record  game  with  the  Athletics 
on   Saturday,    Sept.    1. 

Ex-Managor  James  Collins  is  back 
in  the  city  and  has  called  on  the 
owners  of  the  club  In  regard  to  hla 
release.  It  Is  evident  that  one  or 
two  clubs  would  like  to  take  a 
chance  on  the  once  great  third  base- 
man returning  to  his  old  form.  A 
change  would,  no  doubt,  be  a  good 
thing  all  around — for  Collins  and  the 
club.  By  playing  good  ball  Collins 
could  win  back  an  army  of  friends. 
As  a  manager  Sir  James  is  out  of 
it,  but  I  feel  quite  sure  that  he  has 
a    lot    of   good    ball    left.

The  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in 
the  most  humane  and  scientific 
manner,  although  it  might  seem  re- 
pulsive to  a  non-practical  person. 
He  found  the  employes  clean  In  their 
per.'fons  and  the  work  blocks  and 
floors  exceedingly  clean  and  well 
kept. 


JEWS  ENTER  PROTEST. 
London,  Sept.  18. — On  receipt  of  a 
telegram  to  the  effect  that  200  Jews, 
arrested  at  haphaazrd  during  the  re- 
cent massacre  at  Sledlce,  are  being 
tried  by  field  courtmartial.  their 
judges  being  the  same  officers  who 
participated  In  the  disorders  and, 
therefore,  likely  to  condemn  them  In 
order  to  justify  the  massacre.  The 
committee  of  British  Jews  yesterday 
issued  a  strong  appeal  to  civilized  na- 
tions "to  prevent  such  a  crime 
agB.inst   civilization."

Miss  Fay  Davis  played  Lily 
Bart,  the  leading  woman  character  of 
the  piece,  and  gave  an  excellent  per- 
formance. Mrs.  Wharton  and  a  party 
of  friends  witnessed  the  opening  per- 
formance.

A  regular  invasion  of  the  western

!  planned  by  three  gentlemen  of  the

plans,  however,  flattened  out  with  very 
little  success  and  $10.70  was  the  whole 
amount  of  their  gains. 

Shortly  after  7  o'clock  John  Peterson 
went  to  work  at  the  new  separator  in- 
stalled by  the  Duluth  Brass  Works 
behind  their  old  building  by  means  of 
which  they  are  securing  much  valuable 
brass  from  the  slag  and  refuse  of  the 
old  plant.  He  went  up  to  the  building 
vacated  by  the  factory  from  where  the 
water  supply  for  the  separator  comes, 
and  just  as  he  was  returning  three  men 
came  up  from  behind  and  grabbed  him. 
It  was  dark  so  he  can  give  no  de- 
scriptions of  the  men,  and  he  broke 
away  and  ran  for  the  separator  house. 
The  men  followed  him,  and  crowding 
in  the  door  asked  him  what  time  it 
was,  though  the  7  o'clock  whistles  had 
just  blown.  He  refused  to  show  them 
his  watcii  and  dodged  out  the  opposite 
I  door,  returning  later  with  a  friend  to 
.  lock  up,  when  he  found  no  signs  of 
;  the   men. 

Later  in  the  evening  the  saloon  of 
A.  P.  Lund  was  broken  into  and  $5.30 
taken  from  the  till.  The  sum  of  $26 
which  was  lying  on  the  bar  among  some 
glasses  was  left  unnoticed.

West   Duluth   is    threatened   with   an 
epidemic  of  laryngral  or,  as  it  is  more 
commonly    known,    "black"    diphtheria, 
which   physicians    fear    will    rival    that; 
of    two    years    age.    and    for    the    out-  j 
break  which  has  become  prominent  dur-  I 
ing  the  last  week,  the  West  Duluth  doc- 
tors blame  the  health  department. 

Some  time  ago  one  of  the  West  Du- 
luth physicians  discovered  a  case  of 
what  he  pronounced  unreservedly 
diphtheria  of  the  malignant  kind,  ni  a 
candy  store  on  llaleigh  street  uear 
Fifty-seventh  avenue.  The  health  de- 
partment took  a  culture  from  the  U)roat 
of  the  person  afllicted,  and  after  a 
laboratory  examination  pronounced 
that  the  disease  was  not  diphtheria  at 
all,  and  disregarded  the  physician's 
request  for  a  quarantine.  The  candy 
store  was  frequented  by  all  the  chil- 
dren of  the  neighborhood  and  as  fur- 
ther developments  show,  the  disease!. 
was  diphtheria,  and  a  numl>er  of  cases 
have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  doctors,  in  every  one  of  wnich^ 
the  disease  could  l>e  traced  directly  to 
the  candy  store  where  the  health  de- 
partment had  refused  to  establish  a 
quarantine. 

Oite  of  the  prominent  physicians  in 
West  Duluth  said   this  morning:

The  concentrated  oil  of  pine  comes 
put  up  for  medical  purposes  only  In. 
ha(l)f-ounce  (ph)  vials  inclosed  in 
round  wooden  cases  which  protect  It 
from  ll(gh)t  and  changes  of  atmos- 
(ph)fere.  This  formula(e)  was  re- 
cently given  to  the  medical  fraternity 
by  Dr.  A.  N.  Walace  of  Philadelphia, 
who  established  the  camp  for  con- 
sum(p)tlv(e)s  In  the  pine  forests  of 
Maine,  and  which  proved  so  wonder- 
fuKDy  suc(c)es(s)ful.  Dr.  Wallace 
was  the  first  to  obtain  a  truly  soluble 
extract  of  pine  containing  all  Its  ac- 
tiv(e)  principles  and  eliminating  the 
obnoxio(u)s  fore(ig)n  matter.  The 
ordinary  extracts  of  i>ine  .sold  In  bulk 
general(l)y  produce  na(u)8ea  and 
consequently  are  a  failur(e)  for  me- 
dicinal use."

TAFT  DECLINES 
THE  JUDGESHIP 

Decided  to  Try  for  Re- 
publican Nomination 
for  President. 

Oyster  Bay,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  18.— It  has 
been  learned  that  Secretary  Taft  has 
declined  the  offer  of  a  position  on  the 
United  States  supreme  court  bench.  He 
has  made  up  his  mind  to  try  for  the 
presidency  and  from  now  must  be  con- 
sidered an  important  factor,  in  the  race 
for   the   Hepublican   nomination   in   19«}i. 

The  tender  of  a  seat  on  the  supreme 
court  beach  was  made  to  Secretary 
Taft  last  spring  at  the  time  that  Asso- 
ciate Justice  Brow  a  informed  President 
Roosevelt  that  he  aouM  retire  with  the 
expiration  of  the  spring  term  of  tiie 
court.  Realizing  ;hat  Taft  had  presi- 
dential ambitions,  Mr.  Roosevelt  urged 
him  not  to  make  an  immediate  rei^ly  to 
the  proposition.  He  asked  Taft  to  cake 
the  matter  under  cojisideration  and  <ic- 
cide  at  his  leisure  whether  or  not  he 
cared  to  retire  from  active  political 
life   for  a  judicial   career. 

Secretary  Taft  <;onsulted  his  broth- 
ers and  sought  th-  advice  of  many  of 
his  influential  friends.  Up  to  recent 
years  his  whole  ambition  has  been  to 
acquire  high  honors  on  the  bench.  But 
the  presidential  liee  is  now  buzzing 
about  his  ixmnet  and  this,  together 
with  a  profound  sense  of  his  obliga- 
tion to  secure  certain  legislation  for 
the  Philippines  islands  determined  Mr. 
Taft  to  foiego  the  supreme  court  posi- 
tion. 

He  recently  wrote  to  the  president, 
expressing  his  great  appreciation  of 
the  honor  conferred  by  the  offer  of  the 
appointment,  but  saying  he  preferred 
to  continue  with  the  work  he  now  nas 
on  his  hands.  The  president  thorougnly 
understood  the  situation  and  made  no 
effort  to  induce  Taft  to  change  his 
mind.  Mr.  Roosevelt  knows  Taft  is  af- 
ter the  presidency  .md  would  like  to  see 
him  get  it,  despite  the  widely  published 
report  that  he  recently  said  to  Speak- 
er Cannon,  "You  will  be  the  next  presi- 
denL" 

Secretary  Taft  av''.1  be  much  in  the 
public  eye  duriPj  the  next  eighteen 
inonths.  He  will  embrace  every  oppor- 
tunity to  let  the  people  become  ac- 
quainted with  him  and  will  make  It  his 
business  to  find  out  whether  the  country 
is  ready  to  accept  him  as  a  candidate 
for  the  presidency. 

In  view  of  the  frost-bitten  condition 
of  the  Fairbanks  boom  and  the  misfor- 
tunes that  constanily  befall  candidates, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  many  politicians 
that  Taft  stands  tl-ie  best  .show  of  being 
the  party  candidate  in  1908.  A  very 
important  featun*  is  that  he  will 
have  not  only  the  good  will  of  the  pres- 
ident but  the  support  of  the  latter  as 
he  can   consistently  give.

GOVERNOR  HINTS 
AT  TAX  EVASION 

Earnings  Are  Apparently 

Lessened  by  So-Called 

Legal  Expenses. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  19.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Governor  Johnson  today  dl- 
re<:tod  the  attention  of  the  state  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commission  to  an 
examination  which  is  being  conducted 
by  tlie  public  examiner  into  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  Minneapolis 
&  St.  L«juis  mllroad,  for  the  purpose 
of  verifying  its  earnings  and  returns 
for  the  years  1903.  1904  and  1905.  The 
i  records  of  these  earnings.  It  was 
stated,  had  iieen  destroyed  by  the 
i-ailrwad   company. 

In  his  letter  to  the  railroad  com- 
mission, the  governor  hints  that  the 
public  examiner  has  found  that  freight 
rebates  may  be  disclosed  as  well  as  an 
evasion  of  taxes  on  earnings,  and  he 
suggests  that  the  board  look  into  the 
matter  to  determine  whether  the  law 
prohibiting  rebates  has  not  been  vio- 
lated. ^  ,  „ 

The  governor  states  that  the  public 
examiner  has  discovered  a  number  of 
deductions  from  the  gross  earnings 
report  in  the  shape  of  drafts  in  favor 
of  A.  E.  Clark  and  G.  ^V.  Severs 
of  Minneapolis,  general  counsel  of 
the  road.  These  drafts,  twenty-one 
in  number,  and  extending  over  three 
years,  are  for  the  aggregate  amount 
of  $171,750,  some  individual  drafts 
being  for  as  much  as  $12,000.  Six 
of  the  drafts  are  endorsed  by  J.  N. 
Tittemore,  freight  traffic  manager  of 
the  road. 

The  drafts  are  charged  up  to  "legaj 
expenses  and  express,"  and  $38,076.15 
of  the  whole  sum,  it  is  alleged,  was 
deducted  from  the  gro.ss  freight  earn- 
ings reported  to  the  state  for  taxa- 
tion purposes  in  1905.  This,  the  gov- 
ernor says,  makes  it  appear  that  the 
state  did  not  receive  the  statutory 
amount  of  taxes  due  it.

MINE  SHAFTjN  MONTANA. 

Butte,  Mont.,  Sept.  19.— One  man  was 
killed  and  three  others  Injured  in  an 
accident  in  the  shaft  of  the  Tramway 
mine.  Walter  Long  is  dead,  while 
Joseph  Baldwin,  H.  H.  Brown  and 
J.  R.  Sullivan  are  seriously  Injured 
and  may  die.  Baldwin,  at  any  rate, 
will  lose  the  sight  of  his  eyes. 

None   of    the   injured    men   seems    to 
know    exactly    how    the    accident    hap- 
pened,   but   the   belief  is  that  the  men 
picked    up   a    "missed     hole."         They 
were  working  at  a  depth  of  about  125 
feet    and    were    engaged    In    sinking    a 
new  shaft  on  the  Tramway,  a  proper- 
ty   which    has    figured    prominently    in 
the  litigation   between  the  Amalgama- 
ted company  and  F.  Augustus  Heinze. 
The  four  men  -were  engaged  in  sink- 
ing when  the  accident  happened.    Sud- 
denly there  was  a  terrific  explosion  and 
when    the    smoke    lifted    Baldwin    and 
Long   were    found    unconscious   on    the 
ground.     Sullivan  and  Brown  were  not 
so  badly  injured  and  were  able  to  talk 
when  brought  to  the  surface. 

Long  was  terribly  mutilated.  His 
face  was  torn  by  chunks  of  rock,  his 
cheeJc  bones  were  shattered  and  the 
ribs  over  his  heart  were  broken.  He 
was  Injured  about  the  legs  and  arms, 


also  by  pieces  of  flying  rock.  He  was 
taken  to  the  hospital,  but  died  an  hour 
later. 

Baldwin  will  lose  the  sight  of  both 
eyes  and  also  is  tadly  injured  about 
the  body.  Brown  and  Sullivan  were 
badly  injured  by  flying  rock,  but  may 
recover.

His  Kindly  Informal  Man- 
ner Meets  With  Gen- 
eral Approval. 

Havana,  Sept.  19. — President  Roose- 
velt's peace  representatives  arrived 
upon  the  scene  today,  met  personally 
President  Palma  and  the  members  of 
his  cabinet  as  well  as  the  official  rep- 
resentatives of  those  in  arms  against 
the  government,  and  got  a  rough  gen- 
eral idea  of  the  situation  from  both 
sides.  Incidentally  they  received  from 
citizens,  An^erican  naval  offlcers  and 
others  a  number  of  side  lights  on  the 
sitiiaiion. 

Secretary  Taft's  informal  straight 
forward  and  kindly  manner  has  already 
created  a  strong  and  favorable  lui- 
pression. 

The  business  of  finding  a  solution  to 
the  difficulty  will  be  proceeded  with  di- 
rectly and  persistently  to  its  conclu- 
sion. 

Predictions  are  already  being  made 
that  the  Cuban  problem  will  be  solved 
within  a  week,  but  on  what  basit  is 
still  a  matter  of  conjecture.

Boston    BaKed    Beans 

Must  be  Prepared  in 

That  City. 

New  York,  Sept.  19. — At  today's  ses- 
sion of  the  special  commdsslon  on  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  pure  food  and  drug  act.  Com- 
missioner James  I.  Gerry  read  tho 
tentative  regulations  prepared  by  iho 
commission  regarding  the  use  of  the 
label. 

Thes#  regulations  provide  that  the 
principal  labels  shall  be  printed  iu 
English,  with  or  without  a  foreign 
label  in  addition.  The  type  naming 
articles  contained  shall  not  be  smaller 
than  long  prlmej-  capital,  except  iu 
cases  of  small  packa^^s,  when  the  size 
may  be  reduced  proportionately  The 
general  character  and  appearance  of 
the  label  Is  left  to ;  the  manufacturer. 
The  substance,  nxannfacture  and  place 
of  produoiion  shall  be  conspicuously 
stated.  If  the  paclcagc'8  contain  morti 
than  one  substance,  and  only  one 
substance  is  designated  on  the  label, 
it  is  a  misbranding  The  label  must, 
not  be  misleading  with  regard  to  con- 
tents or  origin.  No  statenient  by  an. 
expert  shall  be  an  excus?  for  any  false 
or  misleading  statement,  design  or  de- 
\ise  It  was  announced,  also,  that  the 
law  will  not  go  into  effect  in  the  case- 
where  labels  are  already  In  hand  un- 
til July  1,  1907. 

The  tentative  rules  provide,  further, 
that  a  food  or  drug  product  shall  be 
designated  its  English  name,  or  in. 
accordance  with  the  pharmacopeia  or 
national  formulary.  There  must  be  no 
mistake  as  to  the  location  of  the  place 
of  manufacture.  W^hen  no  statement 
of  the  place  of  manufacture  is  made, 
the  article  Is  misbranded,  unless  it  is 
manufactured  in  the  state  or  county 
where  the  principal  office  is  located. 

George  L.  Douglas  representing  the 
drug  trade  protested  against  the  re- 
quirement that  the  place  of  manufac- 
ture should  be  stated  on  the  label  in 
the  case  of  drugs.  If  the  consumer 
got  what  he  wanted,  the  place  where 
the  drug  was  manufactured,  he  con- 
tended, was  immaterial.  He  declared 
that  the  rule  requiring  that  no  article 
be  designated  by  the  principal  ingre- 
dient alone,  when  It  contained  more 
than  one  ingredient  was  objectionable 
to  the  drug  trade.  He  declared  that 
the  enforcement  of  the  tentatives  ^ 
would  be  objectionable  to  the  drug  ; 
trade,  and  that  the  enforcement  of  the  i 
tentative  rules  would  necessitate  the  ! 
reconstruction  of  nearly  all  the  labels  ' 
in  the  drug  trade,  many  of  them  being  | 
in  use  thirty  years  or  more  and  fami- 
liar to  the  trade.  The  tentative  ruling  |

"If  this  rule  prevailed,"  asked  Mr. 
Gudeman,  "would  it  be  possible  for  us 
to  get  Boston  baked  beans  and  make 
them    anywhere    out   of    Boston?" 

Jay  D.  Miller,  representing  Chicago 
wholesale  grocery  interests,  referred  to 
the  rule  which  requires  that  while  no 
statement  of  weight  or  measure  is  re- 
quired, when  it  is  made  it  shall  be  cor- 
rect and  the  average  weights  will  be 
regarded  as  the  correct  weight.  He 
said  that  some  of  the  state  laws  re- 
quired a  statement  of  weight  and 
measure  and  the  government  regula- 
tions  should   not   conflict.

IN  DEFENSE 
OF  jllS  LIFE 

Will  Seek  to  Prove  Pris- 
oner Was  Threatened 
by  Victim, 

Attorney  In  Murder  Trial 

Claims    Act    Was 

Justifiable. 


rniis  morning  Judge  Ensign's  Jury, 
in  the  case  of  the  state  against  Pietro 
Canelli,  accused  of  having  stabbed 
Abele  Sartoii  to  death  last  August, 
listened  to  the  prisoner's  side  of  the 
affair,  as  it  was  presented  by  Attor- 
ney Marshall.  The  indictment  against 
Canelli  charges  him  with  murder  in 
the  first   degree. 

The  defense  will  try  to  prove  that 
Sartori  had  carried  a  big  knife  at  ttie 
time  of  the  stabljdng,  and  for  several 
hours  before,  and  had  told  his  friends 
that  if  Canelli  said  anything  to  him 
that  night  he  would  kill  him.  It  will 
also  be  sliown  that  one  of  the  state's 
witnesses,  who  had  been  present  at 
the  stabbing,  had  held  Canelli  before 
he  had  reached  Sai'tori,  and  thajt  the 
latter  had  hit  him  again  in  the  same 
spot  where  tlie  wwund  had  been  made 
in  the  afternoon   with  the  beer  bottle. 

"It  seems  that  some  one  must  sit  in 
judgment  on  one  of  these  two  men,," 
said  Mr.  Mar.<=ihall,  "and  instead  of 
Sartori,  it  is  Canelli  who  appears  be- 
fore us  to  face  the  charge  of  murder. 
Now  wo  will  seek  to  prove  that  Sar- 
tori, on  the  day  of  the  killing,  flour- 
ished a  knife  before  his  companions 
at  the  mine,  and  had  said  that  he 
would  kill  Canelli  If  he  s.aid  anything 
to  him  that  night.  Canelli  had  been 
warned  several  times  not  to  go  to 
work  that  night,  and  evidently  under- 
stood that  tlie  four  Austrians  were 
against  him.  CaneJli  and  Sartori  had 
been  fric-ndly  before  the  trouble  in  the 
mines,  and  we  will  seek  to  show  that 
when  Canelli  entered  the  house  of 
Demo,  Instead  of  siezing  Sartori  by 
the  throat,  he  had  taken  hold  of  his 
shirt  collar  and  had  asked  that  they 
.should  become  friends  again.  But  Sar- 
tori would  not  make  up,  and  instead 
hit  Canelli  on  the  head  with  the  beer 
bottle.  We  will  try  to  prove  that 
Canelli  did  not  later  go  to  Kamponis 
house  to  renew  the  quarrel  with  Sar- 
tori, but  had  gone  there  to  get  his 
shot  gun,  as  he  feared  that  the  foui- 
Austrians  would  combine  against  him 
and  kill  him  if  he  was  not  protected. 
When  he  entered  the  i\>om  he  saw 
Sartori,.  but  Mrs.  Ramponl  came  be- 
fore him,  and  he  was  held  by  the 
arms  by  one  of  the  other  men.  While 
in  this  position  we  will  prove  that 
Sartori  arose  and  again  hit  Canelli, 
and  the  latter  was  so  enraged  that  he 
hit  out  with  his  knife  in  every  direc- 
tion, as  he  thought  the  Austrians  were 
going  to  klir  him.  We  will  show  that 
Canelli  Rilled  Sartori  only  to  protect 
himself,  and  that  the  deed  was  jus- 
tihahle." 

Before  the  state  rested  this  morning 
two  more  witnesses  were  called,  but 
their  testimony  was  on  the  same  lines 
as  that  which  had  been  given  before, 
and  only  verified  the  statements  of  the 
other  witnesses.  Leo  Gremes  and 
Joseph  Sartori  had  both  been  present 
at  the  time  of  the  trouble,  and  the 
Utter  had  assisted  in  taking  Sartori 
to  the  hospital  at  Ilibbing,  where  the 
wounded  man  had  lived  until  tlie  ne.vt 
day. 

Julius  Grosso,  a  storekeeper  at 
Chi&holm.  was  the  first  witness  called 
by  the  defense.  He  testified  that  he 
was  at  his  store  the  day  after  the 
stabbing  affair,  and  had  heard  a  good 
deal  of  talk  about  it.  One  of  those 
who  had  been  present  gave  him  an  ac- 
count of  the  trouble,  and  stated  that 
when  Pietro  had  entered  Rampnni's 
house  he  had  been  held  by  one  of  the 
other  men,  while  Sartori  attacked  him. 
He  staited  that  Canelli's  reputation  had 
neen  good  while  he  had  lived  at 
Chisholm. 

Canelli's  wife  remains  with  him 
practically  all  the  time  during  the 
trial,  and  pays  close  attention  to  the 
testimony  given  when  It  is  in  Italian. 
Neither  she  nor  Canelli  seems  to  think 
that  the  case  will  go  against  him,  al- 
though from  their  appearance  they 
seem  to  realize  the  seiious  nature  of 
the  proceedings.

Pine  River,  Minn.,  Sept.  19. — The 
removal  of  the  polling  place  of  the 
village  of  Longville  by  the  county 
commissioners  from  the  town  to  a 
point  several  miles  in  the  country 
In  the  woods,  resulted  In  the  elec- 
tion judges  refu.sing  to  leave  town 
for  the  polling  place  to  open  the 
polls. 

Over  100  voters  were  on  hand  to 
vote  ye.sterday  morning  and  the  re- 
fusal of  the  judges  to  go  out  anger- 
ed the  crowd  and  some  person  threw 
the  ballots  in  the  stove  and  they 
were   burned. 

The  matter  has  created  much  ex- 
citement and  an  investigation  will 
be  held.

The  case  of  th«> -state  against  Joseph 
Sheehy,  charged  with  criminal  libel, 
was  started  beforea  jury  in  Judge  Cut- 
tings  room  this  morning,  but  by  noon 
little  progress  had  been  made,  the 
court  having  taken  under  advisement  a 
motion  by  SHeeliy's  attorney  for  a 
change  of  venue  on  the  ground  of  pre- 
judice on  the  part  of  the  court. 

The  proceedings  of  the  morning  were 
indicative  ot  a  jplay  for  as  much  delay 
as  possible  by  .Aittorney  Place  of  Minne- 
apolis and  George  H.  Spangler,  Sheehy's 
attorneys. 

The   state  is  represented   by   City 
torney    Bert    Feeler    and    Judge    S. 
White. 

Before  a  jury  had  been  chosen 
morning,  Mr.  Spangler  moved  that 
suit  be  quashed  on  the  ground  of 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  state 
prosecute  withm  the  statutory  limita- 
tions. Mr.  Spangler  based  his  motion 
on  a  statutory  provision  to  the  effect 
that  unless  a  person  charged  with  a 
misdemeanor  and  for  whom  a  warrant 
iia.s  been  issued,  is  tried  within  a 
reasonable  length  of  time,  the  case 
shall  be  dismissed.  Another  clause 
provides,  however,  tixat.  if  there  is  a 
reasonable  excuse  for  not  bringing  the 
case  to  trial,- iTO.  dismissal  shall  be  had. 
Mr.  Spangler  argued  that  the  com- 
plaint was  filed  and  a  warrant  Issued 
a  year  and  a  half  ago,  but  that  Mr. 
Sheehy  had  onTS"  recently  been  arrested 
and   brought   into   court. 

"If  the  people  ever  thought  anything 
about  it,"  he  said,  "they  have  had  time 
to  forget  It.  If  Mr.  McKeon  insists  on 
the  prosecution,  it  seems  that  he  Is 
extraordinarily  sensitive.  This  matter 
strikes  me  as  a  trivial  affair  to  try, 
which  will  mean  a  considerable  un- 
neeesary  expense.  Nobody  ever  ques- 
tioned Mr.  McKeon's  Integrfty  no 
matter  w^hat  Sheehy  may  have  said  or 
thought.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  the 
ca.se  is  pushed  after  the  expiration  of 
one  and  one-half  years  have  expired 
since  the  offense  charged,  that  there  is 
some  reason  back  of  it  that  does  not 
yet  appear." 

It  was  also  claimed  that  Sheehy  is 
well  known  and  could  have  been  found 
very  easily  had  the  authorities  wanted 
him  very  much. 

Mr.  Fesler  merely  "recited  the 
that  Sheehy,  after  performing  the 
demeanor  charged,  fled  from  the 
and  that  he  kept  himself  either 
side  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  local  muni- 
cipal court,  or.  if  within  the  state,  in 
some  city  other  than  Duluth,  where  his 
address  was  unknown  to  the  au- 
morlties. 

Judge  Cuttingjdamled  the  motion  to 
quash  and  Mr^ 'T*l!Ue  made  his  motion 
for  a  change  of  vcpue  on  the  affidavit 
of  prejudice  signed  by  Sheehy. 

Judg-e  Cutting  Intimated  that  he 
might  grant  the  motion  on  the  ques- 
tion of  law.  The  court  admitted  that 
he  was  somewhat  biased,  although  he 
would  endeavor  to- give  Sheehy  a  fair 
trial   if  It  should   be   held   before   him. 

In  case  of  a  change  of  venue  the 
case  will,  it  is  clafmed,  simply  go  be- 
fore Judge  Windom.  It  was  in  Judge 
Windom's  court  that  Sheehy  was  taken 
on  practically  all  former  occasions 
when  he  had  a  clash  with  the  city 
authorities. 

It  was  expected  that  In  either  event, 
wliether  Sheehy  is  tried  before  Judge 
Windom  or  Judge  Cutting,  the  jury 
will    be    selected    Oils    afternoon. 

The  complaining  witness  In  the  ac- 
tion is  Assist.'int  City  Attorney  T.  J. 
McKeon  against  whom  Sheehy  is  al- 
leged to  have  Issued  some  handbills 
nearly  two  years  ago,  making  charges 
of  a  libelous  nature  and  accusing  Mr. 
McKeon  of  corruptness  in  office.  The 
fact  that  .Sheehy  has  attempted  twice 
to  bring  suit  against  Mr.  McKeon  for 
damages  for  alleged  malicious  prose- 
cution and  then  failed  to  prosecute 
when  the  case  came  for  trial.  Is  un- 
derstoo  to  have  some  bearing  on  the 
inclination  of  the  local  authorities  not 
to  drop  the  Sheehy  case.  The  suits 
started  against  Mr.  McKeon  caused  him 
considerable  annoyance  and  expense, 
and  It  Is  understood  that  while  the 
local  authorities  have  Sheehy  within 
their  reach  they  do  not  propose  that  he 
shall  escape   without   his   lesson.

THE  PRIMARY  ELECTION. 

The  local  primary  election  furnished  no  great  sur- 
prises, so  far  as  its  results  had  been  made  discernable  at 
the  hour  of  this  writing. 

Chief  in  interest  if  not  in  importance  was  the  sheriflf's 
fight,  which  Sheriff  W.  J.  Bates  appears  to  have  won 
handily.  This  is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  public  recognition 
of  the  practice  of  extending  the  courtesy  of  two  terms  at 
least  to  public  officials  who  perform  their  duties  to  the 
saisfaction  of  their  party  and  the  public.  E.  L.  Fisher, 
John  T.  Armstead  and  others  made  creditable  runs,  if 
that  is  any  satisfaction  to  them  to  compensate  for  the 
unalterable  fact  that  they  have  lost. 

Cotigressman  Bede  appears  to  have  won  his  victory 
by  a  majoffity  that  is  no  doubt  highly  satisfactory  to  him- 
self and  Ifis  friends.  Mr.  Millar,  the  defeated  candidate, 
need  not  jbe  ashamed  of  his  showing.  Considering  the 
fact  that  he  got  in  the  game  late,  that  he  was  running 
against  a  popular  candidate,  and  that  he  was  handicapped 
by  an  unpopular  organ  that  used  unpopular  methods  to 
help  him  win.  his  showing  was  very  creditabe  indeed,  par- 
ticularly here  at  home  where  he  is  known.  There  can  be 
no  manner  of  doubt  that  the  particularly  vicious  cam- 
paign made  against  Mr.  Bede  by  the  News  Tribune  made 
votes  for  the  merry  congressman  from  the  Eighth  dis- 
trict. 

John  H.  Norton  has  the  satisfaction  of  a  very  com- 
fortable margin  over  his  able  young  opponent  for  county 
attorney.  Charles  E.  Adams.  This  is  due  to  the  regard 
which  his  party  members  have  for  Mr.  Norton,  to  their 
sense  of  indebtedness  to  him  for  party  services,  and  to 
the  fact  that  he  made  many  valuable  friends  and  ac- 
quaintances in  his  fight  of  two  years  ago.  Judge  Middle- 
coff  seems  to  have  the  tribute  of  another  renoniination 
as  judge  of  probate  by  a  comfortable  plurality. 

The  legislative  fight  was  a  little  dubious  up  to  noon. 
In  the   Forty-ninth   district  the   fight   was  between   Vail 
and  Barnes  for  senator,  the  latter  having  a  splendid  ma- 
jority in  West  Duluth,  and  the  former  rolling  up  major- 
ities  on   the   range   that   seemed  likely   to   give   him   the 
lead.      John    Saari    of    Sparta    was    nominated    again,    as 
everybody  expected  and  hoped,  and  his  colleague  will  be 
Joseph  Austin  of  Chisholm.     In  the  Fiftieth  district  Sen- 
ator Pugh  won  a  hard-fought  battle  over  E.  R.  Jefferson 
and  R.  S.  Munger,  and  will  go  back  to  the  senate  for  a 
second  term.    There  is  a  close  fight  for  the  house  between 
R.  T.  Lewis,  J.  R.  Randall  and  Andrew  Miller.     In  the 
Fifty-first  district  Senator  Laybourn  had  no  serious  op- 
position, and  as  expected,  N.   F.   Hugo  and  Clarence  B. 
Miller  will  go  to  the  house.  Lake  county's  candidate  hav- 
ing been   crowded  out.     This  is  to  be   regretted,  but   it 
seems  to  have  been  largely  Lake  county's  fault,  and  no 
doubt  it  can  be  made  up  to  her  at  the  coming  session  of 
the  legislature,  when  Lake  and  Cook  counties  will  prob- 
ably be  set  apart  as  a  separate  district. 

The  renomination  of  Mr.  Hugo  is  pleasing,  because 
his  legislative  experience,  his  standing  in  the  house,  and 
his  excellent  chance  to  made  speaker,  will  make  him  a 
particularly  valuable  member.  Mr.  Miller  is  a  bright 
young  lawyer,  and  his  large  vote  is  due  to  the  recogni- 
tion of  the  need  of  such  a  member  of  the  Duluth  dele- 
gation not  less  than  to  the  extraordinarily  industrious 
campaign  he  made  for  himself. 


Duluth  is  just  entering  upon  a  new  era  in  her  career, 
an  era  that  promises  to  be  full  of  growth  and  pros- 
perity. But  cities  do  not  go  ahead  without  pushing,  any 
more  than  men  find  success  by  sitting  down  to  wait 
for  it. 

Duluth  has  enormous  natural  advantages,  with  which 
we  are  all  familiar.  But  there  is  a  whole  great  nation 
outside  that  does  not  know  about  them,  and  that  must 
be  told.  If  the  intelligence  is  scattered  abroad  that  here 
is  an  excellent  place  for  capital  to  become  busy  and 
for  people  to  locate,  the  returns  should  be  prompt  and 
satisfying. 

There  are  many  ways  to  advertise  a  city,  and  Du- 
luth should  adopt  as  many  of  them  as  possible.  Adver- 
tising in  newspapers  and  magazines  is  one  way;  adver- 
tising in  railroad  folders  is  another;  sending  out  book- 
lets proclaiming  the  advantages  of  the  city  is  another; 
making  friends  of  travelers  and  traveling  men,  brin'g- 
ing  conventions  here  that  the  delegates  may  see  what 
we  have,  and  doing  our  best  to  give  them  something  to 
see,  are  other  ways.  There  are  plenty  of  ways  to  adver- 
tise, but  first  there  must  be  a  public  sentiment  in  favor 
of  advertising,  and  to  get  that  an  organized  eflfort  is 
necessary. 

The  value  of  advertising  a  city  does  not  consist  alone 
in  scattering  abroad  the  news  of  the  possibilities  and 
advantages  of  that  city.  People  intending  to  seek  a  new 
location  want  to  find  a  live  town.  A  town  that  adver- 
tises is  likely  to  be  a  live  town.  A  man  who  sees  evi- 
dence that  the  people  of  a  community  are  hustling  hard 
to  push  it  ahead  is  pretty  likely  to  decide  that  that  is 
the  kind  of  town  for  hirh.  He  wants  a  community  that 
is  alive  and  progressive,  and  there  is  nothing  that  points 
more  certainly  to  life  and  progress  than  a  vigorous  ad- 
vertising campaign. 

This  is  something  that  the  Commercial  club,  as  the 
strong  right  arm  of  the  commercial  interests  of  the  city, 
must  take  up.  If  it  will  make  a  vigorous  start,  the  citi- 
zens will  quickly  fall  into  line,  and  pretty  soon  we  shall 
have  everybody  hustling  for  Duluth,  instead  of  sitting 
back  waiting  for  somebody  else  to  go  ahead.

CURBING  LAND  SPECULATION. 

New  Zealand,  which  has  always  been  a  fertile  soil  for 
experiments  in  popular  government  regarded  with  more 
or  less  horror  among  special  interests  in  other  lands, 
has  a  new  scheme,  and  it  looks  good. 

The  New  Zealand  government  proposes  a  curb  for 
land-ownership  that  promises  to  prevent  the  condition 
that  has  cursed  many  other  lands — the  acquirement  of 
large  areas  by  a  few  owners  to  be  held  for  speculative 
purposes. 

Under  the  proposed  regulations  owners  of  i,ooo  acres 
of  first-class  lands  or  of  5.000  acres  of  second-class 
lands  are  forbidden  to  acquire  any  more,  either  by  pur- 
chase or  lease.  Furthermore,  it  is  made  compulsory 
upon  land-holders  owning  property  worth  more  than 
$250,000  in  unimproved  value  to  sell  their  excess 
holdings    within    ten   years. 

That  this  will  work  for  the  common  good  goes  with- 
out saying.  There  can  be  no  question  which  is  the 
better  for  the  welfare  of  a  land:  Fifty  men  owning 
1,000,000  acres  of  land  and  holding  it  for  higher  prices, 
or  20,000  men  owning  fifty  acres  apiece  and  cultivating 
their  holdings.  The  fifty  men  who  are  holding  land  back 
upon  speculation  are  holding  back  their  country  and  par- 
ticularly that  part  of  it  in  which  their  holdings  lie.  The 
20,000  men  that  are  tilling  their  acres  are  not  only  sup- 
porting themselves  and  their  families,  and  enabling  them- 
selves to  patronize  the  shops  and  factories  of  nearby  cities, 
but  they  are  adding  every  year  to  the  wealth  of  the  state 
or  country. 

There  can  be  no  more  question  of  the  right  of  a 
nation  to  limit  speculative  holdings  or  even  to  abolish 
them  than  there  is  of  the  advantage  of  such  regulation. 
The  land  is  the  people's,  and  while  productive  owner- 
ship by  individuals  will  nev^r  be  disturbed  and  never 
should  be  disturbed,  nobody  has  a  right  to  stake  out  vast 
holdings  of  fertile  land  and  put  a  fence  around  it  until

Repeat- 
edly he  has  disclaimed  any  intent  to  force  government 
ownership  as  a  "paramount  issue"  upon  the  Democratic 
party.  He  has  said  that  he  merely  stated  his  own  views, 
as  he  had  a  perfect  right  to  do,  with  no  thought  of  forc- 
ing them  upon  anybody  else. 

But  in  a  talk  at  St.  Louis  he  went  even  further,  and 
said:  "When  it  has  been  determined  that  government 
supervision  does  not  solve  the  question,  then  it  is  time 
to  discuss  government  ownership  as  a  practical  propo- 
sition." 

As  an  academic  propositi(jn,  lots  of  people  favor  gov- 
ernment ownership  of  railroads  who  would  sit  down 
and  think  it  over  very  seriously  if  they  had  the  power  to 
say  whether  or  not  the  governntent  should  at  once  take 
over  the  railroads.  Where  there  is  one  man  that  favors 
immediate  acquirement  of  the  rail  highways  of  the  land 
by  the  people,  there  are  hundreds  that  believe  it  will 
ultimately  come  to  that,  but  who  are  fearful  of  being 
in  a  hurry  about  it.  It  might  be  argued  that  if  it  is  a 
good  thing  a  hutidred  years  from  now  or  fifty  years  from 
now,  it  ought  to  be  a  good  thing  now,  and  maybe  it 
would  be.  But  the  fact  remains  that  it  is  very  obvious 
that  the  majority  of  the  people  shrink  from  hurried 
action,  and  that  when  it  was  believed  that  Bryan  favored 
precipitous  action,  many  members  of  his  own  party,  par- 
ticularly in  the  East  and  South,  protested  against  his 
utterances.  , 

We  never  have  had  government  control  of  railroads. 
We  have  come  nearer  having  railroad  control  of  the 
government.  But  we  are  trying  government  control 
now,  a  little  gingerly  at  first  because  it  seems  strange, 
and  we  shall  make  it  more  thorough  and  therefore  more 
effective  as  we  go  along.

Dowie,  Founder  of  Col- 
ony, is  Now  an 
Outcast. 

Chicago,  Sept.  19.— Wilbur  Glen  Voliva 
was  chosen  yesterday  by  the  people  of 
Zion  City  as  their  leader  by^  the  over- 
whelming vote  of  1.911  to  6  for  his 
opponent,  A.  E.  Bills.  The  election  was 
held  yesterday  under  the  orders  of 
Judge  Landis  of  the  United  States 
district  court  who  was  asked  some  time 
ago  to  settle  the  controversy  between 
John  Alexander  Dowie,  founder  of  the 
church  and  Voliva,  as  to  who  should 
have  control  of  Zion  City.  Believing 
that  the  best  way  to  settle  the  dif- 
ficulty was  to  let  the  people  of  Zion 
City  chose  their  own  leader,  Judge 
Landis  ordered  the  election  dnd  yest-»r- 
day's  vote  is  the  result.  The  action 
of  the  Zionites  yesterday  practically 
makes  John  Alexander  Dowie  an  out- 
cast from  the  religious  organization 
which  he  established  several  years  ago 
and  which  has  now  grown  to  large  pro- 
portions. 

Dowie,  who  is  In  feeble  health,  re- 
fused to  recognize  the  authority  of  the 
court  in  ordering  the  election  and  did 
not  present  himself  as  a  candidate. 

Out  of  the  total  votes  of  1,917  cast, 
about  half  of  them  were  by  the  women 
of  Zion  City  who  went  to  the  piills 
singing  hymns,  cast  their  vote  and 
then  knelt  in  prayer  at  the  door  of  the 
voting  booth.

BOGUS  MONEY 
FOR  REBEL  USE 

Would  Finance  Revolu- 
tion With  Much  Worth- 
less Coin. 

New  York,  Sept.  19. — The  details 
of  an  alleged  attempt  by  Capt. 
George  B.  Boynton  and  Lewis  M. 
Thompson  to  finance  a  Venezuelan 
revolution  by  the  manufacture  of  the 
Bolivar,  the  Standard  Silver  dollar 
of  Venezuela,  were  disclosed  in  court 
today  when  the  two  men  were  ar- 
raigned before  United  States  Com- 
missioner Ridgeway  on  a  charge  of 
having  made  p  ans  to  counterfeit  the 
Bolivar.  Capt.  Boynton  and  Thomp- 
son were  arresied  several  weeks  ago, 
together  with  members  of  the  firm 
of  Vellar  Bros,  die  makers  of  this 
city,  who  are  alleged  to  have  made 
the  dies  for  the  coins.  Robert  Moser, 
United  States  secret  service  agent, 
testified  today  that  he  secured  an 
introduction  to  Boynton  and  Thomp- 
son as  being  willing  to  advance 
$10,000  to  promote  the  plan.  He 
said  that  |5,0C0  was  to  be  used  to 
buy  a  vessel  to  run  to  Venezuela 
from  the  West  Indies  and  $5,000  to 
buy  the  first  lot  of  silver  bullion. 
For  this  work  Moser  was  to  be  paid 
$50,000,  he  said.  The  money  which 
was  to  be  coined  in  the  Delta  of  the 
Orinoco  river  ?o  as  not  to  conflict 
with  the  United  Statcj  laws  and  the 
issue.  Moser  testified,  was  to  be 
legalized  when  a  revolutionary  party, 
of  which  Capt.  Boynton  said  he  was 
the  agent  should  secure  control  of 
the  Venezuelan  government.  The 
plan  was  to  make  a  feint  with  rev- 
olutionary soldiers  and  draw  the  gov- 
ernment forces  to  the  vicinity  of  the 
Andes  mountains,  and  while  they 
were  absent,  officers  of  the  Venezuel- 
an navy,  acting  with  the  revolution- 
aries, were  tc  seize  the  principal 
Venezuelan  ports.

Information  was  received  at  the  state 
dermrtment  from  R.  Spellman.  of  the 
Colonial  Cuban  company,  at  New  York, 
that  he  had  been  adivsed  of  the  destruc- 
tion yesterday  morning  of  the  Esperanza 
estate  near  Cienfugos.  Cuba.  The  estate 
was  burned  by  Col.  Collada  and  a  band 
of  Insurgents.  It  is  not  known  whether 
Col.  Collada  was  unaware  of  the  sus- 
pension of  hostilities  or  merely  acting 
as  an  outlaw. 

Commander  Colwell  of  the  cruiser  Den- 
ver cabled  the  navy  department  from 
Havana  saying  that  things  were  quieting 
generally  and  the  leaders  were  discussing 
police  terms.

Mesnrs.  Taft  and  Bacon  had  a  long 
Informal  and  private  conference  with 
Senor  O'Farrill. 

Secretary  Taft  said  he  had  arranged 
tentatively  to  hold  hearings  at  the 
home  of  American  Minister  Morgan  in 
Marianso.  but  that  no  definite  ar- 
rangements would  be  made  until  the 
formalities  of  the  day  were  over. 

Just  before  10  o'clock  the  entire 
party  landed  and  proceeded  to  the 
palace,  where  Minister  Morgan  pre- 
senterd  Messrs.  Taft  and  Bacon  to 
President  Palma.

FUNSTON  CANNOT 
TALK  TOO  MUCH 

General  is  Ignorant  of 

Situation  at  National 

Capital. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Sept.  19. — Gen. 
Frederick  Funston  passed  through 
the  city  on  his  way  to  Washington, 
where  he  will  report  to  the  war  de- 
partment pursuant  to  orders  which 
he  received  last  Saturday  morning. 
While  Gen.  Funston  admitted  that 
the  orders  Issued  by  the  department 
probably  are  significant  in  view  of 
the  present  unsettled  condition  in 
Cuba,  he  declared  that  beyond  the 
receipt  of  the  brief  telegram  order- 
ing him  to  proceed  East,  he  was 
entirely  in  the  dark  as  regards  what 
his   mission    In    the    East    may    mean. 

Gen.  Funston  has  been  in  com- 
mand of  the  summer  camp  at  Ta- 
coma,  Wash.,  where  regular  and 
national  guard  troops  on  the  coast 
have  been  concentrated  for  field 
maneuvers  during  the  past  six  weeks. 
Last  Saturday  morning  he  received 
orders  to  proceed  to  Washington  im- 
mediately. He  left  camp  on  the  same 
evening,  arriving  In  the  city  yester- 
day morning.  He  left  last  evening 
for  Chicago  and  will  arrive  in  Wash- 
ington Thursday  morning. 

Gen.  Funston  professed  absolute 
Ignorance  as  to  what  the  situation 
in  the  national  capital  with  regard 
to  the  turbulent  condition  in  Cuba 
may  be.  He  declared  that  ho  was 
uninformed  as  to  what  the  present 
disposition  of  troops  available  in  case 
intervention  on  the  Island  become 
neces.sary.  Beyond  the  fact  that  he 
had  been  ordered  East  he  would  say 
nothing. 

Two  years'  service  on  the  L^land 
have  familiarized  Gen.  Funston  with 
the  difficulties  that  would  be  en- 
countered in  case  this  countr>'  is 
compelled  to  take  an  aggressive  part 
in  pacifying  the  Insurgents  or  pro- 
tecting American  interests  in  case  of 
a  general  and  serious  uprising.  Many 
campaigns  in  the  Philippines,  the 
.mo.st  notable  of  which  was  the  cap- 
ture of  the  clever  Aguinaldo,  have 
rendered  him  peculiarly  fitted  for 
south  island  service,  should  he  be 
called    upon    to    take    command. 

Gen.  Funston  impresses  one  aa 
being  a  person  thirsting  for  active 
duty,  he  looks  as  though  he  would 
pick  out  a  vital  point,  grab  a  few 
guns  and  things  and  rush  In  and 
make  a  lot  of  trouble  for  somebody. 
He  actually  appears  nervous  lest  the 
opportunity  for  an  amazing  skirmish 
win  get  away  from  him.  His  nar- 
row eyes  are  continually  on  the  look 
out  for  a  bit  of  fun  and  a  merry 
mood  would  Indicate  that  he  is  not 
worried    over    the    present    situation.

For  Installation  of  Waterworks  System 
at  Kelliher. 

Kelllher,  Minn.,  Sept.  19, —  (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — At  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  Kelllher  village  council 
Monday  evening,  bids  were  opened 
for  the  putting  In  of  the  new  water- 
works syptem  In  the  village,  also  for 
erection  of  the  water  tower  and 
tank,  the  electric  light  plant,  and 
the  power  house.  Three  bids  were 
submitted  for  the  installing  of  the 
water  mains  and  the  water  system, 
six  for  the  erection  of  the  tower 
and  tank  and  two  for  building  the 
electric  light  and  power  plant.

Lincoln,  Neb.,  Sept.  19. — A  con- 
tinuous rain  today  made  flood  con- 
ditions worse  In  this  vicinity.

washed  away  by  the  overflow  of  Oik 
and  Wahoo  creeks  than  ever  before 
since  the  branch  was  opened  for 
traffic.  No  trains  have  been  able 
to  travel  in  or  out  of  Lincoln  since 
Saturday.  The  Burlington  has  a 
wa.shout  between  Lincoln  and  Ne- 
braska City  and  traffic  on  the  branch 
between  Lincoln  and  Seward  Is  sus- 
pended. The  bottom  lands  west  of 
Lincoln  are  covered  and  part  of  the 
street  track  to  Capital  Beach  is 
washed    out. 


Guthrie,  Okla,  Sept.  19.— Eight  peo- 
ple are  dead,  twenty  more  or  lese  in- 
jured and  as  many  mor«  are  missing, 
as  the  result  of  the  wrecking  of  a 
Rock  Island  passenger  train,  three 
miles  from  Dover,  Okla..  at  8:30  o'clock 
yecsrterday. 

Tihe  engine,  tender,  baggage  and 
mall  cars,  smoker  and  day  coach  of 
passenger  train  No.  12,  northbound, 
ieft  the  higli  bridge  tiiat  spans  the 
Cimarron  river,  and  plunged  into  the 
current,  tianked  by  treacherous  quick- 
sands. The  locomotive  disappeared, 
from  sigJit  almost  immediately.  The 
niaJl  and  baggage  clerks  escaped  from 
I  their  coaclies  and  swam  to  the  share. 
i  The  accident  was  due  to  Uie  defec- 
ti\  t»  condition  of  the  bridge,  which  vras 
swerved  out  of  line  by  the  pressure 
of  driftwood,  carried  down  by  the 
swollen  stream. 

The  train  was  an  hour  late,  and 
wae  traveling  at  high  speed  to  make 
up  time.  The  engine  driver  did  not 
soe  the  conaition  of  the  biidge  until  he 
was  within  a  few  yards,  when  it  was 
too  late  to  stop.  He  shouted  to  his 
lireman,  threw  on  the  airbrakes  and 
jumped.  He  landed  on  the  very  ver^e 
of  the  river  bank,  and  esea4>ed  uii- 
liurt.  The  fireman  was  less  fortunate, 
and  sustained  severe  Injuries. 

When  the  engine  struck  the  bridge 
the  whole  structure  suddenly  collapsc^d, 
precipitating  the  engine,  smoker  and 
day  coach  into  the  water.  The  two 
heavy  Pullmans  wero  not  palled  in, 
but  remained  on  the  track. 

Tlie    current    whirled    tlie   day   coaoh 
down  stream,  and  lodged  it  against  a 
I  sandbank.

Plant 

By  a  vote  of  eleven  to  nine  the  city 
council  at  Superior,  last  evening,  turned 
down  Mayor  Victor  Linley"s  municipal 
lighting  plant  proposition.  The  matter 
came  before  the  council  in  the  shape  of 
a  report  of  a  special  committee  rec- 
ommending the  installation  of  a  mu- 
nicipal plant. 

The  measure  was  defeated  after  a 
heated  debate  that  is  said  to  have  al- 
most partaken  of  the  nature  of  a  riot 
at  times.  The  defeat  of  the  mayors 
pet  measure  Is  said  to  be  in  retaliation 
for  the  position  that  he  has  maintained 
in  the  Sunday  closing  matter  which  is 
claimed  to  be  in  opposition  to  the  wish- 
es of  a  majority  of  the  aldermen. 

The  special  committee  reported  that 
in  their  opinion  the  number  of  lights 
in  the  city  could  be  doubled  at  a  little 
more  than  the  present  expense,  if  the 
city  had  Its  own  lighting  plant.  It  was 
claimed  that  a  municipal  lighting  plant 
could  be  installed  in  a  few  mouths  at 
a  cost  of  $50,000,  which  would  care  for 
the  strtet  lights.  The  report  went  at 
some  length  Into  the  proposition  of  com- 
mercial lighting,  but  the  general  trend 
was  strongly  In  favor  of  the  municipal 
plant.

MOB  DESTROYS  OFFICES 
OF  TWO  NEWSPAPERS. 

Guavaqull,  Sept.  19.— As  a  result 
of  political  ill  feeling  a  mob  Mon- 
dav  night  attacked  and  stoned,  and 
eventuallv  destroyed  the  office  of  La 
Nairon  and  El  Equadoriano.  All  the 
printing  material  and  othjr  prop- 
erty of  the  two  papers  wa.s  thrown 
Into  the  streets.  The  police  pre- 
vented further  attacks  on  several 
other  newspapers.  All  four  papers 
are  united  in  opposition  to  the  gov- 
ernment and  this  was  the  reason 
for   the   attack.

Henr>'    W.   Paine   was   in   active   prac- 
tice in   Maine,   long  before  he  cam.e  to

New  Governor  General  is  Welcomed  in 
the  Islands. 

Manila,  Sept.  19. — A  dinner  that 
was  at  once  a  farewell  to  Governor 
General  Ide  and  a  welcome  to  his 
successor,  Gen.  Smith,  was  given  to- 
night by  a  number  of  citizens  of  the 
Philippines.

HAPPENINGS  IN 
THE  DAKOTAS 

Fargo   Member  of  Su- 
preme  Court  Shows 
Scorn  of  Knauf. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Grand  Forks— Associate  Justice  Eng- 
erud  has  carried  out  his  assertion, 
made  some  time  ago,  that  he  would  not 
f-it  on  the  supreme  bench  with  John 
Knauf  of  Jamestown.  Court  was  con- 
A'ened  here  yesterday  for  the  first  ses- 
s^ion  of  the  September  term,  and  Chief 
Justice  Morgan  and  Associate  Justice 
Knauf  were  the  only  attendants.  No 
mention  was  made  of  Judge  Enger- 
uds  absence  and  the  call  of  the  cal- 
endar was  taken  up.  It  is  not  likely 
now  that  the  term  will  last  over  a 
few  days,  the  attorneys  interested  be- 
ing given  the  choice  of  having  their 
crises  argued  before  two  judges  or 
having  them  continued  until  the  next 
term.  Most  of  them  will  take  the  lat- 
ter course. 

At  the  Jamestown  convention,  when 
It  became  certain  that  Knauf  would  be 
nominated,  the  report  came  irom  Fargo 
that  Judge  Engerud  had  declared  tliat 
in  the  event  of  Knauf's  election  he 
Would  resign.  A  month  after  his  nomi- 
nation Knauf  was  appointed  to  succeed 
Judge  Young,  resigned,  and  it  became 
«;vident  that  there  was  much  discord 
In  the  court.  Chief  Justice  Morgan 
was  besieged  with  personal  letters 
from  attorneys  having  cases  to  try  at 
t-he  Grand  Forks  and  Bismarck  terms, 
asking  tliat  the  terms  be  adjourned 
until   after  Jan.   1. 

No  action  was  taken  and  while  many 
friends  of  Judge  Engerud  feel  that 
he  has  overdone  lup  part  in  the  fight 
against  Judge  Knauf,  he  has  no  doubt 
been  advised  in  this  matter  by  promi- 
nent  attorneys. 

The  bitterness  of  the  flght  against 
the  Jamestown  man  is  plainly  shown 
in  the  action  of  Judge  Engerud,  who 
haa  purposely  absented  hlniself  from 
(jourt,  and  It  is  presumed  that  he  will 
follow  this  course  till  after  the  elec- 
tion at  least  and  possibly  till  after  the 
close  of  the  year.  This  is  the  first  dis- 
cordant supreme  court  that  North  Da- 
kota has  ever  had. 

Valley  City— Yesterday  morning  a 
man  named  Harry  Fox  was  shot  in  the 
face  by  parties  unknown  at  the  Soo 
txestle.  a  mile  east  of  this  city.  Fox 
reported  to  the  police  that  he  was  shot 
by  some  member  of  the  train  crew  as 
the  caboose  pulled  by  him.  He  was 
t.aken  to  a  local  doctor's  office  and 
the  bullet  located  with  an  X- 
ray.  It  entered  his  face  just  below  the 
right  corner  of  the  right  eye  and  en- 
tered his  head  at  a  right  angle  to  the 
face  line  and  lodged  near  the  brain 
c!avity.  The  wound  will  prove  fatal  if 
it   becomes   infected.

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TALKS  TO  HIGH 
SCHOOL  PUPILS 

Department  Commander 
of  G.  A.  R.  Makes  In- 
teresting Address. 

Today.  Sept.  19,  is  the  forty-third 
anniversao'  of  the  battle  of  Chicka- 
mauga,  and  several  patriotic  addresses 
were  delivered  by  veterans  of  the  G.  A. 
R.  at  the  high  school.  Marcus  W. 
Bates  of  Duluth  introduced  Levi  Long- 
fellow of  Minneapolis,  department 
commander  of  Minnesota.  Mr.  Long- 
fellow's speech  follows: 

"My  young  friends  I  want  to  show 
you  a  flag.  At  the  meeting  of  the  G. 
A.  R.  at  Minneapolis.  I  hung  this  lit- 
tle flag  up  in  a  place  where  all  could 
I  see  it.  Thousands  of  people  looked  at 
it  with  feelings  of  love  and  reverence, 
and  I  shall  keep  it  always. 
i  "I  w£Uit  to  tell  you  something  of  the 
part  which  Minnesota  played  in  the 
I  war.  At  the  call  for  volunteers  she 
responded  by  forming  a  regiment  which 
was  the  first  one  in  the  United  States 
to  enlist  for  the  entire  war.  The 
ladies  of  Minneapolis  took  up  a  sub- 
scription and  made  a  flag  for  the  sol- 
diers. This  flag  was  accepted  with 
thanks  by  the  soldiers  who  pledged 
that  they  would  never  surrender  it  to 
the  enemy.  At  the  battle  of  Bull  Run 
200  men  from  this  regiment  were  kill- 
ed but  they  came  out  of  the  battle 
with  the  flag.  This  bit  of  history 
is  but  an  example  of  the  way  in  which 
Minnesota  responds  to  the  call  of 
duty.  The  boys  were  the  great  fight- 
ers of  the  war." 

When  Mr.  Longfellow  had  finished, 
Mr.  Clark,  adjutant  general  of  Min- 
nesota gave  a  short  talk  on  patriotism: 
"The  difference  between  you  youny: 
folks  and  we  old  fellows  is  that  you 
are  looking  to  tlie  future  and  we  are 
looking  back  upon  the  past"  he  said.

The  movement  of  actual  settlers  into 
the  Northwest  this  year  has  been  heav- 
ier than  ever  before,  according  to  the 
St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press,  regarded  as  J. 
J.  Hill's  official  paper,  winch  gets  its 
figures  in  this  Instance  from  the  rec- 
ords in  the  head  offices  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  Great  Northern  roads.  A 
tremendous  growth  In  the  population 
of   the  Northwest   Is   claimed. 

The  movement  Into  the  Northwest 
has  been  almost  entirety  of  Americans. 
They  aie  ambitious  farmers  from  the 
East  and  the  Middle  West,  who  find  it 
to  their  advantage  to  move  onto  the 
cheaper  lands  of  the  Northwest.  Most 
of  them  have  enough  money  to  start 
in  in  good  shape,  for  they  are  able  to 
sell  their  old  land  holdings  at  a  fancy 
figure.  Tliey  come  west  and  get  just 
as  good  lands  at  a  price  far  below  that 
which  was  obtained  for  the  farms  they 
sold  before  moving.  The  fact  that  they 
are  experienced  farmers  and  familiar 
with  advanced  methods  insures  great- 
er  prosperity   for    the    Northwest. 

As  an  indication  of  the  increase  in 
immigration,  the  movement  this  year 
into  North  Dakota  has  been  heavier 
than  for  any  previous  year  in  ten 
years.  During  the  summer,  registra- 
tions at  the  land  office  averaged  5,000 
a  month.  This  is  only  a  small  propor- 
tion of  the  movement,  for  most  of  the 
settlers  purchased  their  lands  from  land 
dealers,  according  to  the  railroad  men. 
The  movement  to  Montana,  Idaho  and 
Washington  is  .said  to  have  been  re- 
markably heavy,  with  Washington 
ahead  of  any  other  state  of  the  North- 
west in   this  respect. 

While  South  Djikota  has  been  lagging 
behind  for  several  years,  it  has  been 
booming  in  a  manner  to  surprise  the  reai 
estate  men  this  year.  Convincing  evi- 
dence of  this  is  shown  by  the  railroad 
activity  there.  Northern  Minnesota 
has  also  been  coming  in  for  her  share 
of  settlers,  and  the  available  lands  are 
being  rapidly  turned  into  productive 
and   profitable   £arms. 

The  lack  of  railroad  facilities  has 
been  one  factor  that  has  seriously  re- 
tarded the  growth  of  certain  portions 
of  the  Northwest.  Hill's  policy  has 
always  been  to  build  railroads  into  new 
sections  before  they  became  populated, 
trusting  to  his  lines  to  attract  settlers, 
while  Harriman  has  waited  for  the 
settlers  to  make  their  homes  before 
building  a  railroad  to  them.  Harriman 
is  clianging  his  policy  this  year,  how- 
ever, and  Is  building  regardless  of 
whether  the  country  Is  settled  up  or 
not.

The  report  of  a  West  Duluth  physi- 
cian that  there  Is  a  case  of  black 
diphtheria  in  ths  t  part  of  the  city 
and  that  an  epidemic  is  threatened, 
is  ver>'  emphatically  denied  by  Health 
Commissioner  D.  D.  Murray,  who 
takes  the  opportunity  to  criticise  the 
physician,  making  the  reports  in 
scathing    terms. 

"The  Alayhew  case  at  the  West 
Duluth  candy  store,"  said  Dr.  Mur- 
ray, this  morning,  "was  reported  to 
the  health  department  Aug.  30,  as  a 
"suspicious  case,"  by  one  of  the  West 
Duluth  physicians — not  the  one  who 
gave  the  report  to  The  Herald  yes- 
terday.

"We,  the  undersinged  physicians  of 
New  York  state  have  read  the  medical 
testimony  presented  on  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial  in  the  case  of  Albert  T. 
Patrick  charged  with  the  murdtr  of 
W.    M.    Rice. 

"The  conclusions  of  the  experts  who 
testified  on  the  motion  are  quite  at 
\ariance  and  the  questions  are  novel 
as  well  as  grave  and  therefore  should 
be  justly  solved.  To  this  end,  we  po- 
tition  your  excellency  to  appoint  a 
commission,  composed  of  disinterested

I  ENFORCEMENT  OF  LAW. 
Two  years  ago  I  made  the  promise 
that,  if  I  was  elected  governor,  1  should 
abide  by  and  enforce  the  laws  of  our 
state  as  they  stood  upon  the  statute 
books,  for  tne  protection  of  the  rights 
and  the  heritage  of  the  people.  I.

Train  Nearly  Five 

Hours. 

Cloquet,  Minn.,  Sept.  20. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Tw^elve  ore  cars 
were  ditched  here  near  the  North- 
western Paper  mills  last  night  about 
12     o'clock     and     both     the    Northern 

Pacific  and  Great  Northern  tracks 
were  blocked.  The  Great  Northern 
train  due  to  pass  through  here  at 
5:20  a.  m.,  did  not  get  away  until 
10    o'clock    this    morning. 

Nobody  was  hurt  in  the  wreck, 
which   was   caused   by   a   broken   rail.

Elk  Pont— Frank  Messex  was  arrested 
Tuesday  afternoon  by  the  police  at  Sioux 
City  and  was  brought  to  this  city  by 
Sheriff  E.  E.  Sherman  for  eloping  with 
17-year-old  Florence  Brant,  who  makes 
her  home  with  her  guardian,  W.  B.  Card, 
Hving  four  miles  northeast  of  this  city. 
Messex  is  only  22  years  of  age,  but  is 
a  jailbreaker  and  alleged  horse  thief, 
who  has  operated  widely  in  Northwestern 
Iowa  and  South  Dakota.  His  parents 
live  near  this  city,  where  he  has  made 
his    home    the   past    month. 

It  appears  that  last  Friday  Messex, 
who  has  been  co\irting  the  girl  against 
the  wishes  of  her  guardian,  met  her  at 
the  school  liouse,  where  she  was  attend- 
ing school,  and  they  drove  to  Sioux  City. 
From  there  they  went  to  Onawa,  where 
they  claim  to  have  got  married,  and  re- 
turned to  Sioux  City  to  the  home  of  his 
brother,    where    they    were    captured.

Striking  out  to  right  and  left 
with  a  big  bread  knife  in  blind 
desperation,  after  he  had  been  cut 
and  beaten  with  beer  bottles,  Pietro 
Canelli  mortally  wounded  Abele 
Sartori  in  a  quarel  between  the  two 
last  June.  Canelli  told  the  story  of 
the  trouble  to  Judge  Ensign's  Jury 
in  district  court  yesterday  afternoon 
and  his  answers  seemed  to  come 
from  the  mouth  of  a  man  who  wa.s 
telling  the  truth.  He  is  pleading  for 
his  life  on  the  ground  that  he 
acted  without  reason  and  without 
thought  when  he  gave  Sartori  hia 
death  wound. 

Canelli  met  Sartori  in  Mrs.  Ram- 
poni's  boarding  house  on  the  evening 
of  the  day  when  he  had  quarreled 
with  him.  He  had  come  to  the 
house  to  get  his  shotgun,  but  in  hia 
bosom  he  tarried  a  knife  for  fear 
that  he  might  be  attacked.  He  was 
confronted  by  Sartori  when  he  en- 
tered the  house  and  was  struck  in. 
the  face.  Blood  was  streaming  down 
his  face  and  to  keep  Sartori  away 
he  thrust  his  knife  forward,  warning 
the  man  to  keep  back.  Unconscious- 
ly he  plunged  the  blade  Into  Sartori'a 
vitals  and,  realizing  what  he  had 
done,  hurriedly  fled  and  made  pre- 
parations   to   go    to    Canada. 

Canelli  stated  that  Sartori  and 
himself  had  been  friends  until  on'y 
a  few  hours  before  the  stabbing. 
While  they  were  working  together  in 
the  mine,  Sartori  had  struck  Canelli 
on  the  finger  with  a  hammer  and 
some  words  were  exchanged  but  there 
was  no  violence.  Afterwards  Canelli 
overheard  Sartori  talking  against  him 
and  he  ordered  him  to  leave  hia 
house,  saying  that  he  wanted  to  havt! 
peace  in  his  own  home.  Sartori 
then  went  to  board  at  the  Ram> 
poni's. 

During  the  day,  Canelli  received 
several  warnings  from  fellow  work- 
men that  Sartori  had  threatened  tc- 
take  his  life  and  on  that  account, 
did  not  go  to  work  that  night.  In 
the  evening  he  met  Sartori  again  at 
the  home  of  Dominic  Demo,  where 
he  had  been  invited  to  drink.  Be- 
cause Sartori  was  talking  against 
him,  he  seized  him  by  the  collar 
and  told  him  to  stop,  but  Sar.torl 
struck  him  a  heavy  blow  on  the 
head  with  a  beer  bottle  and  sev- 
eral others  Joined  in  the  fight.  Aa 
the  party  dispersed  after  the  fight, 
Canelli  says  that  Sartori  again 
threatened    to    take    his    life. 

Later  Canelli  went  after  his  gun 
at  the  Ramponl  boardin^  house,  and 
to  be  on  the  safe  side,  he  thrust 
the  knife  in  his  bosom  so  that  he 
could  protect  himself  in  case  he  was 
attacked.  When  he  entered  the  house 
and  was  struck  by  Sartori,  Canelli 
said  he  did  his  best  to  defend  him- 
self. After  he  had  stabbed  Sartori. 
Canelli  says  he  hid  in  the  woods  for 
several  days  before  starting  for 
Canada. 


CONGRESSMAN 
HITT  IS  DEAD 

Elected  to  Congress  Con- 
tinually for  Twenty- 
Five  Years. 

Chicago,  Sept.  20.— Robert  Hitt,  who 
died  at  Narragansett  Piej-  today,  was 
bom  at  Urbania,  Ohio,  Jan.  16,  1834, 
and  moved  with  his  parents  to  Ogle 
county,  111.,  three  years  later.  He  was 
educated  at  the  Rock  River  seminary 
and  Depauw  university.  About  his 
first  work  was  as  a  shorthand  repor- 
ter, and  his  most  important  work  in 
tha't  line  was  reporting  tne  Lmcjln- 
Douglas  debate^  during  the  con  teat  for 
United  States  senator  in  Illinois  in 
1859. 

Mr.  Hitt's  first  public  posdilon  was 
as  secretary  of  legation  at  Paris  in 
1874.  He  remained  there  until  1881, 
when  he  became  assistant  secretary  of 
state.  He  was  elected  congressman  in 
the  same  year,  and  has  been  cotinu- 
ously  re-ekcted.  He  would  have  been 
renominated  for  the  Sixtieth  congress, 
but  ill  health  forced  him  to  decline. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
foreign  atfaans  of  the  Fifty-sixth  con- 
gress. 

In  1^98  President  McKinley  appointed 
him  one  of  the  commis.'ioners  to  estab- 
lish the  government  of  Hawaii. 

Ill  health,  continuing  through  two 
years  at  least,  whicJi  for  the  most  part 
unfitted  him  for  his  congres.slonaJ 
duties,  had  afflicted  Representative 
Hitt,  so  that  his  demise  was  not  alto- 
gether unexpected  here.  In  fact,  the

MURDER  IN  THE 
INSAJ^EJiSYLUM 

At  St.  Peter,  One  Patient 

Beating  Anotlier  to 

beatli. 

St.  Peter,  Minn.,  Sept.  20. — Fred 
Strub,  a  patient  at  the  state  hos- 
pital in  this  city,  was  beaten  with 
what  is  known  a^s  a  polLshing  block 
by  another  patiera  named  Ricetl,  be- 
tween   1    and    2    o'clock   last   Saturday 

afternoon,  and  received  injuries  from 
which  he  died  Monday  morning. 
While  the  assault  was  not  witnessed, 
it  is  supposed  that  the  murder  was 
caused  by  Strub's  quarelsome  habits, 
he  having  had  trouble  with  uther 
patients  in  the  yard  in  whicli  he  was 
confined. 

Usually  there  are  two  nurses  on 
this  hall,  but  last  Saturday  after- 
noon one  of  them  was  sent  to  the 
county  fair  in  charge  of  a  number 
of  the  inmates.  While  the  nurse  who 
remained  on  duly  was  momentarily 
absent,  ministering  to  a  patient  in 
the  sick  room,  hn  heard  sounds  of  a 
struggle  in  the  main  hall,  and  when 
he  ran  out  to  i  art  the  combatants 
he  found  Strub  lying  on  the  floor 
and  Klceti  standing  over  his  prostrate 
form. 

RIceti  held  a  polishing  block,  a 
large  oblong  block  of  wood  us^ed  for 
polishing  the  hospital  floors,  in  his 
hand,  and  when  Questioned  admitted 
having  struck  Us  antagoni-st  with 
the  weapon,  which  weighs  nearly 
thirty  pounds.  Riceti  declared  that 
he  had  trieH  to  kill  his  opponent, 
and  his  statements  were  substantiated 
by    Strub. 

In.  their  ward,  however,  disturb- 
ances of  this  ttlnd  are  of  daily 
occurrence  and  when  the  nurse  had 
restored  quiet  he  gave  no  more 
thought  to  the  matter.  Some  hours 
later  he  found  that  Strub's  condi- 
tion was  such  that  he  had  him 
placed  in  bed,  but  even  then  he 
made  no  report  of  the  occurrence, 
but  awaited  the  arrival  of  Assist- 
ant Phy.sielan  F.  H.  Hoyt,  whose 
custom  It  is  to  v'i.sit  the  ward  at  5 
o'clock.  When  IDr.  Hoyt  made  an 
examination  he  found  that  three  of 
Strub's  ribs  had  been  fractured  and 
that  there  were  indications  that  his 
lungs  had  been  punctured.  He  caus- 
ed the  man  to  be  transferred  to  the 
sick  ward,  but  tliere  was  no  chance 
for  his  recovery,  and  he  died  Mon- 
day morning. 

After  the  case  had  been  reported 
to  the  authorities.  Coroner  G.  F. 
Merrit  summoned  a  Jury  and  held  an 
inquest  at  the  hospital  Monday  after- 

!  noon,   the   autop.s:,'   revealing  the   fact 

I  that  three  of  Strub's  ribs  had  been 
broken  and  tha:  the  bones  had 
pierced  his  lungs  and  his  liver.  The 
jurors  returned  a  verdict  stating  that 
they  did  not  find  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  officials  or  the  employes,

The  Sheehy  criminal  libel  case,  which 
was  begun  in  Judge  Cutting's  room  in 
the  municipal  court,  yeaterday  after- 
noon, attracted  quite  a  number  of 
spectators,  and  the  court  room  was 
wt,--!!   filled    this  morning. 

Interest  in  the  morning's  proceedings 
centered  in  the  testimony  of  Joseph 
Slieehy  himself,  who  was  on  the  stand 
to  testify  in  his  own  belvalf.  When  the 
court  adjourned  at  the  noon  hour, 
Slieehy  was  still  under  cross-examina- 
tion by  City  Attorney  Bert  Fesler. 

Shoehy  bases  his  defense  solely  on 
the  ground  that  he  believed  the  things 
which  he  published  at>out  Assistant 
City  Attorney  Thomas  J.  McKton,  in 
the  circular  which  was  printed  and 
distributed  about  one  and  one-half 
years  ago,  and  which  Mr  McKeon 
<rfaims   is   libelous   in    nature. 

Evidence  was  introduced  by  the 
slate  In  the  way  of  testimony  by  a 
Superior  printer  by  the  name  of  Dunn, 
and  two  small  boys  by  the  name  of 
Nelsoji.  fnjm  the  same  place,  to  show 
tiiat  Sheehy  had  6,000  circulars  struck  ! 
oil  In  Superior  and  distributed  among  > 
s<mie  fifty  to  seventy-flve  saloons  on  1 
this  side  of  the  bay  by   the  boys. 

Sheehy,    when    called    to    the    stand,  , 
ttistitted,     first     about     his     arrest     in  I 
September,     1904.     on     the     charge       of  ' 
disorderly    conduct.      He    said    he    was  j 
convicted,  and  was  lined  $25  and  costs.  | 
Sheehy    claimed    thait      the    only    cosits  I 
he  knew  of  were  witness  fees,  amount-  \ 
ing   to   $2.24,   but  that  he  paid   a   total 
of  $33.50  to  the  clerk  of  the  court.     The 
other     $5,     of     course,     was     the     usual 
statutory  costs,   which  are  retaintd  by 
the  clerk  of  the  court  until  the  end  of 
the  month. 

Sheehy  claimed  that  he  was  told 
the  extra  $5  was  for  attorney's  feis, 
and  that  he  wj|,3  given  to  understand 
that  Mr.  McKton,  the  assistant  city 
attorney,  got  that  amount  as  a  sort 
of  graft.  The  witness  was  sure  some- 
body told  him  such  was  the  case,  and 
that  it  was  wrong  for  Mr.  McKeon  to 
take  any  other  compensation  than  his 
regular  salary. 

The  witness  said  he  went  to  the 
city  comptroller's  oflftce  and  found  that 
only  $25.  representing  the  fine,  had 
been  paid  over,  and  he  fully  believed 
that  the  l>alance  of  the  money  paid 
in  court  had  been  held  out.  For  this 
reason,  Sheehy  claims,  he  demanded 
£ji   Investigation   by  the  council. 

Sheehy  testified  that  he  talked  to  the 
assistant  city  attorney  about  ihe  mat- 
ter, after  -the  money  was  paid,  and 
was  told  by  that  official  that  it  was 
customary  for  the  losing  side  to  pay 
the    attcKTieys    fees. 

It  was  further  claimed  by  Sheehy 
that  he  took  the  matter  up  with  other 
attorneys,  and  was  informed  that  the 
assistant  city  attorney  or  anybody  else 
had  no  right  to  let  a  single  penny 
collected  in  court  go  astray.

St.  Paul,  Sept.  20.— Little  or  no  prog- 
ress wa^  maile  in  the  general  hviaria? 
on  the  rea.son.ableness  of  commodity 
rates  in  Minnesota  before  the  raihx>«d 
and  warehouse  commission  Most  of 
the  time  was  spent  in  determining  the 
status  of  the  Minnesota  Shippers  and 
Receivers  association  in  general.  an<i 
James  Manahan,  its  attorney,  in  par- 
ticular, in  relation  to  the  hearing.  A 
partial  attempt  was  made  to  lessen 
the  prominence  of  Mr.  Manahan, 
through  an  appearance  on  the  part  of 
Attorney  General  Young,  who  de- 
clared that  his  office  would  tak; 
charge  of  the  case  for  the  state,  and 
asked  for  a  stay  of  two  weeks  in 
which  to  prepare  the  state's  case. 

A  clash  followed  between  Mr.  Man- 
ahan and  the  attorney  general's  office, 
in  which  the  attorney's  right  to  tak^j 
such  a  leading  part  in  the  hearing  wa.^ 
indirectly  challenged.  The  commission 
ruled  that  Mr.  ManaJian  was  present 
at  their  Invitation,  and  that  he  would 
be  allowed  to  present  his  case  in  Uiii 
manner  he  saw  fit.  The  hearing  end- 
ed with  Mr,  Manahan  still  occupying 
the  position  he  held  at  the  previous 
meetings,  with  the  representative  of 
the  attorney  general's  office  as  an  in- 
terested spectatw-  at  the  hearing,  Tho 
Minnesota  Receivers'  association  will 
have  Its  innings  first,  and  then  tho 
state,  with  E.  T,  Young  in  charge,  will 
take  up  the  general  investigation. 

The  hearing  involves  the  commodity 
rates  in  Minnesota,  which  includes  th(! 
tajaffs  on  such  items  as  coal,  grain, 
lumber,  etc.  This  hearing  is  taken  up 
imder  a  resolution  passed  by  tlie  last 
legislature,  directing  the  commission 
to  inquire  into  the  reasonableness  of 
merchandise  and  commodity  rates  in 
Minnesota. 

At  that  time  the  commission  stated 
that  it  would  delay  the  consideration 
of  commodity  rates  imtil  after  the 
railroad  properties  were  valued  by 
the  state's  expert,  who  Is  now  at 
work  upon  such  valuation.  Recently 
it  was  decided  to  begin  an  investiga- 
tion into  the  reasonableness  of  the 
commodity  rates,  but  to  delay  final 
determination  of  the  reasonableness  of 
the  rates  until  the  ralli>oad  propertiea 
are  finally  valued. 

Unlike  the  last  hearing,  there  is 
nothing  for  the  commls'^lon  to  directly 
base  their  investigation  in  this  hearing 
except  a  general  inquiry  into  the 
reasonableness  of  1  t4i6  commodity 
rates.  At  the  last  hearing  the  mer- 
chandise rates  were  directly  chal- 
lenged, by  reason  of  the  proposed 
schedules  which  the  commission  sub- 
mitted to  the  various  roads.  Their

Light  Lineman,  Killed 

at  Houghton. 

Houghton.  Mich.  Sept.  20.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— John  Sullivan,  lineman  for 
the  Houghton  County  Electric  Light 
company,  was  killed  at  5  p.  m.  yesterday 
while  cutting  a  high  tension  wire  of  1,500 
volts.

GOVERNOR  JOHNSON'S  SPEECH. 

Elsewhere  this  evening  The  Herald  publishes  the 
"keynote"  speech  made  by  Governor  John  A.  Johnson  at 
Red  Wing  last  evening.  It  is  published  in  full,  because 
it  is  an  important  document.  It  is  the  opening  of  Gov- 
ernor Johnson's  campaign  for  re-election,  and  it  is  a 
straightforward,  cleancut,  able  statement  of  his  views  on 
the  public  questions  that  are  pressing  for  solution  in 
state  and  nation. 

Every  voter  should  read  it.  If  every  voter  in  the 
state  could  read  this  speech,  and  then  read  the  "key- 
note" speech  recently  given  out  by  A.  L.  Cole,  the  gov- 
ernor's opponent,  the  comparison  would  afford  a  basis 
for  judging  which  way  the  votes  should  be  cast.  Then 
if  every  voter  could  get  acquainted  with  both  of  the  can- 
didates, a  further  basis  for  decision  would  be  provided. 
And  finally,  if  every  voter  would  familiarize  himself 
with  the  admirable  record  of  Governor  Johnson  in  the 
past  two  years,  and  then  compare  it  with  Candidate 
Cole's  fevered  anxiety  to  promise  everything  that  any- 
body could  suggest,  whether  practical  or  not.  there 
would  not  be  the  slightest  possible  doubt  about  how 
those  who  took  so  much  pains  to  inform  themselves 
would  vote.  They  would  vote  for  Governor  Johnson, 
regardless  of  partisanship. 

Partisans  of  Cole  have  asked,  "What  has  Governor 
Johnson  done  that  he  should  be  given  another  term?" 
If  they  ask  in  good  faith,  let  them  read  his  speech, 
wherein  he  gives  the  people,  as  he  should,  an  account  of 
his  stewardship.  In  no  spirit  of  boasting  or  self-aggran- 
dizement, he  gives  a  plain  narration  of  the  earnest  and 
effective  work  he  has  performed  in  behalf  of  his  state 
and  its  people.  He  has  enforced  the  law  without  fear  or 
favor.  He  has  hunted  down  timber  trespassers  without 
mercy,  and  has  exacted  from  them  the  full  penalty  pro- 
vided by  law.  In  his  first  message  to  the  legislature  he 
pointed  out  that  railway  rates  in  this  state  were  not  fair, 
and  he  has  worked,  through  the  legislature  and  the  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commission,  to  make  them  fairer, 
with  results  valuable  to  the  people.  The  joint  legislative 
investigating  committee  from  whose  operations  the 
entire  movement  for  a  squafe  deal  in  transportation  in 
this  state  came,  was  in  response  to  a  pointed  suggestion 
in  his  first  message.  His  position  on  the  railroad  ques- 
tion is  contained  in  this  quotation  from  last  night's 
speech:  "The  railroads  of  the  state  are  entitled  to  a 
fair  and  reasonable  rate  of  interest  on  their  investment, 
and  not  a  single  dollar  beyond  that." 

"€"he  leading  part  m  the  campaign  for  life  insurance 
reform  taken  by  the  governor  everybody  knows  about, 
because  President  Roosevelt  called  attention  to  it  in  his 
message  to  congress.  His  reorganization  of  the  state 
insurance  department  upon  a  salary  basis  resulted  in  giv- 
ing the  state  treasury  last  year  $22,265.55  which  always 
before  went  into  the  pocket  of  the  commissioner  of  in- 
surance. The  administration  of  the  dairy  and  food  de- 
partment is  a  credit  to  the  state  and  to  the  head  of  the 
state  government.  Aggressive  action  through  the  state 
board  of  equalization  has  added  $ioo,ooo  annually  to  the 
state's  revenue.  The  board  of  grain  appeals  appointed 
by  Governor  Johnson  has  saved  the  farmers  $137,400  by 
raising  the   grades  of  grain. 

The  governor  comes  squarely  out  for  drainage,  urg- 
ing greater  expenditures  in  the  future  for  draining  state 
lands.  Good  roads  are  recognized  as  basis  of  state  de- 
velopment. 

It  is  a  strong,  convincing  statement.  Read  it  through. 
Catch  the  ring  of  truth  and  good  faith  that  is  in  it,  and 
you  will  clearly  see  that  your  duty  is  to  reward  this 
faithful  servant  by  making  him  governor  for  a  second 
term,  your  duty  to  the  state  no  less  than  to  him. 


BUCKMAN  AND  M'CLEARY. 

The  defeat  of  Congressman  Buckman  in  the  Sixth 
district  was  a  greater  surprise  than  the  victory  of  Con- 
gressman McCleary.  It  would  have  been  a  step  in  ad- 
vance had  both  been  defeated,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
less  harmful  of  the  two  is  the  one  that  has  fallen  by  the 
wayside. 

The  voice  of  the  people  of  the  Sixth  district  rendered 
a  righteous  judgment  when  they  displaced  Congressman 
Buckman,  however.  Buckman  is  a  very  affable  man  per- 
sonally, what  is  known  as  a  "good  fellow,"  whose 
loyalty  to  his  friends  is  a  very  admirable  trait,  and  whose 
personality  has  attracted  many  who  have  been  able  to 
overlook  his  moral  obliquities. 

Yet  Buckman  is  a  politician,  pure  and  simple,  and  of 
a  type  that  is  not  in  good  odor  with  the  public.  One  of 
his  staunchest  newspaper  supporters,  in  urging  the 
voters  to  renominate  him,  admitted  that  his  methods 
were  not  choice,  but  said  that  he  got  results,  and  as  that 
was  what  the  people  are  after  they  ought  to  vote  for 
him.  This  was  a  shameful  appeal,  and  it  is  a  great  credit 
to  the  sense  of  decency  that  prevails  in  the  Sixth  district 
that  the  voters  did  not  heed  it.  As  a  congressman, 
though  he  was  undoubtedly  industrious  in  building  up 
his  political  fences  by  "getting  things"  for  his  district, 
he  was  not  a  credit  to  the  state.  When  Jacobson  of 
Lac  Qui  Parle  and  Frank  Eddy,  the  Sage  of  Sauk  Center, 
got  after  him  on  his  record  they  found  plenty  to  talk 
about.  What  that  was  need  not  be  repeated  here,  since 
he  is  down  and  out  of  Minnesota  politics,  buried  in  the 
ruins  of  his  first  political  defeat. 

Gilbert  Guttersen  made  a  creditable  showing  against 
Congressman  McCleary,  who,  though  defiant  of  the 
popular  wishes  and  rampantly  standpat  though  the 
heavens  fall,  has  the  world  beaten  for  keeping  next  to 
the  voters.  His  margin  is  narrow  enough  to  make  him 
think.  It  was  a  stern  rebuke  to  his  standpatism,  for 
the  fight  was  made  on  the  tariff  issue  solely.  McCleary 
is   one   of  the   most  persistent  opponejits   of  an   honest

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TARIFF  AND  TRUSTS. 

Secretary  Shaw,  who  ranks  with  Congressman  Dal- 
sell  and  Schoolmaster  McCleary  as  one  of  the  chief  high 
priests  of  standpatism,  recently  said  in  a  speech  directed 
against  those  irreverent  souls  that  would  tamper  with 
the  sacred  schedules  of  the  Dingley  tariff:  "I  will  con- 
sent to  pay  a  little  more  than  otherwise  would  be  neces- 
sary to  the  end  that  the  products  of  American  labor  shall 
be   put  on  foreign  markets." 

It  beats  all  how  tender  the  standpatters  are  of  Ameri- 
can labor  and  its  welfare.  Their  appeals  in  behalf  of  a 
perpetual  standpatism  are  made  in  the  name  of  Ameri- 
can labor,  and  there  is  never  a  mention  in  their  remarks 
about  the  millionaire  hordes  created  by  the  tariff  that 
are  able  to  roll  in  luxury  while  American  labor  is  having 
a  struggle  to  make  both  ends  meet.  They  point  to  in- 
creased employment  of  labor  and  to  increased  wages, 
•which  are  certainly  admirable  things,  but  they  never 
speak  of  the  increase  in  the  price  of  every  necessary,  an 
increase  that  is  all  out  of  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
wages,  and  an  increase  that  is  largely  brought  about  by 
the  protection  thrown  around  American  trusts  by  the 
tariff. 

If  Mr.  Shaw  is  willing  to  pay  more  for  the  necessaries 
of  life  in  order  that  .\merican  goods  may  be  sold  abroad, 
well  and  good.  If  he  wants  to  contribute  to  enable 
European  consumers  to  buy  trust-made  goods  at  half 
price,  there  ought  to  be  some  way  to  let  him  do  it.  But 
he  ought  not  to  compel  those  who  are  not  willing  to 
sacrifice  themselves  for  the  sake  of  dwellers  in  faraway 
lands  to  submit  to  the  same  assessment. 

Every  time  American  labor  buys  a  protected  article, 
paying  twice  for  it  what  European  labor  can  buy  it  for, 
it  contributes  50  per  cent  of  the  price  to  the  trust  that 
made  the  article,  and  the  trust  shares  a  little  of  it  with 
the  European  consumers  for  the  sake  of  broadening  its 
•aarkets.  This  is  very  self-sacrificing  on  the  part  of 
American  consumers,  since  they  do  not  have  to  do  it  a 
minute  longer  than  they  want  to.  The  government  is 
tfieirs  to  do  with  as  thej-  please,  and  if  they  want  to  vote 
for  ofTicers  that  will  make  the  protective  tariflf  a  real 
protection  to  the  American  people,  instead  of  a  protec- 


damages   for  discrimination  against  him  because  of  his 
uniform. 

Along  the  coastSj  where  the  men  of  the  navy  are 
likely  to  appear,  and  in  the  interior  where  men  of  the 
army  are  to  be  found,  amusement  companies  that  con- 
duct dancing  pavilions  and  other  devices  for  public  enter- 
tainment, it  appears,  have  rules  against  the  admission  of 
men  in  the  uniform  of  the  United  States  army  or  navy. 
Buenzle  attempted  to  enter  such  a  place  at  Newport, 
and  was  refused  admission.  He  was  told  that  if  he  would 
go  back  and  put  on  civilian's  clothes  and  come  again 
he  would  be  admitted,  but  that  men  in  uniform  are 
barred. 

Doubtless  this  does  not  include  officers.  Army  or 
navy  officers  in  their  uniforms,  if  they  wore  them  there, 
would  be  freely  admitted.  The  distinction  is  too  fine  to  be 
easily  seen.  What  difference  it  can  make  whether  a 
yeoman  or  a  landsman  or  an  able  seaman  in  the  navy 
has  his  uniform  on  or  not  does  not  appear.  There  is 
nothing  scandalous  about  a  uniform.  As  a  rule  it  is  rather 
sightly  than  otherwise,  and  it  is  well  known  that  the 
color  and  attractive  embellishment  of  a  uniform  is  fascin- 
ating to  many  female  minds. 

It  looks  rather  like  a  studied  affront  to  the  uni- 
form, and  it  is  not  at  all  surprising  that  the  wearers  of 
Uncle  Sam's  blue  resent  it.  It  is  said  that  Rear  Ad- 
miral Thomas,  in  command  of  the  squadron  in  which 
Buenzle  is  enlisted,  has  taken  an  interest  in  the  suit  and 
will  do  what  he  can  to  see  that  it  is  forced  to  a  successful 
isbue. 

Perhaps  the  proprietors  of  amusement  enterprises 
will  be  able  to  induce  the  courts  to  decide  that  they 
can  admit  whom  they  please  and  keep  out  whom  they 
please.  But  it  will  be  much  more  satisfactory  to  the 
popular  mind  if  this  particular  amusement  company  is 
made  to  pay  a  fair  amount  of  damages  as  a  punishment 
for  its  discrimination  against  a  uniform  that  should  be  a 
badge  of  honor.

"While  much  the  same  condition  pre- 
vails after  the  primaries,  it  Is  all  changed 
prior  to  the  date  tiie  candidate  is  chosen. 
He  no  longer  has  to  reckon  with  a  small 
number  of  delegates,  chosen  at  primaries 
and  caucuses  that  are  slimly  attended. 
Instead,  he  must  make  his  appeal  direct 
to  the  people,  and  this  costs  money.  He 
must  reach  a  vast  number  of  voters,  and 
impress  on  tliese,  many  of  whom  never 
heard  of  him  before,  his  claims  to  the 
nomination  he  desires.  He  can  rely  on  no 
county  clvairman  or  county  organization 
to  help  him  out,  for  the  party  probably 
has  other  favorite  sons  seeking  the  same 
nomination,  and  the  party  machinery 
must  not  be  used  for  one  and  against 
the  other,  or  this  is  supposed  to  be  the 
case,  at  least. 

"The  only  way  to  accomplish  the  de- 
sired result  is  by  advertising,  personal 
canvass  and  self-arranged  meetings,  ad- 
dressed by  the  candidate  and  his  friends. 
All  this  means  an  immert.se  amount  of  de- 
tail work  which  a  candidate  for  high  of- 
fice cannot  well  look  after  for  himself. 
It  is  thus  maxie  necessary  for  him  to 
engage  tlie  services  of  a  campaign  mana- 
ger  who    knows    the  game. 

"The  advertising  feature  is  the  big 
thing  about  the  primary  election  law. 
The  bills  for  lithographed  posters,  cards, 
newspaper  advertising,  circulars,  post- 
age and  otlier  incidentals,  mount  up  ap- 
pallingly in  the  course  of  an  active  cam- 
paign. A  lot  of  money  must  be  spent  in 
printer's  ink  if  the  candidate  is  in  earn- 
est about  wanting  to  win  out.  It  is  an 
expensive  business  all  the  way  through."

LIFE  HANGS 
IN  BALANCE 


Leaders    and  Generals  Jury  Retires  to  Consider 


Attend  Peace  Confer- 
•  ence  at  Capital 

Government  Officials  Do 

Not  Recede  From  Their 

Position. 


Havana,  Sept.  20.— The  leaders  of  the 
revolutionar>'  movement  have  called  all 
the  generals  in  the  field  to  a  conference 
in  Havana.  They  are  safe  from  molesta- 
tion  during  the    truce. 

The  taking  of  testimony  was  continued 
today  at  the  home  of  American  Minister 
Morgan  at  Mariano.  Gen.  Menocal,  the 
head  of  the  veterans,  said  to  the  Asso- 
ciated   Press    that    he    believed    Secretary 

Taft  was  bound  to  find  a  solution  of  the 
difficulty.  He  is  delighted  with  the  sec- 
retary's forceful  tact  in  securing  all  basic 
tacts  bearing  on  the  matter.  Gen.  Meno- 
cal considers  his  own  work  at  an  end 
and  has  turned  over  his  reports  to  Secre- 
tar>-  Taft. 

Government  officials  maintained  the 
.«ame  attitude  today  as  yesterday,  say- 
ing there  is  no  reason  to  recede  from 
that  position.  They  hold  that  the  pres- 
ent situation  is  not  due  so  much  to  the 
strength  of  the  rebels  as  to  the  unpre- 
paredness  of  the  government  which  now 
i.i    in    fairly   good    position. 

Secretary  Taft  spent  the  morning  in  re- 
ceiving callers,  who  are  seeking  to  in- 
fluence the  actions  of  the  mediators. 

When  the  coasting  steamer  Rik  arrived 
at  Bahia  Honda  yesterday  she  was  board- 
ed by  armed  rebels  who  demanded  the 
mails.  They  took  all  the  official  cor- 
re.<ipondence  and  regisetred  letters,  and 
then  searched  the  vessel  and  passengers, 
taking  such  arms  as  they  found. 

The  government  tug  Agramote,  with  a 
detachment  of  militia  from  Havana  and 
carrj-ing  ammunition  has  not  been  per- 
mitted  to    land   at   Bahla   Honda. 

Secretary  Montalvos  said  this  morning 
that  the  government  ahs  no  presentin- 
lentlon  of  releasing  the  chief  conspirators 
now  in  jail  here.  Further  than  this  the 
secretary     was     non-committal. 

Gen.  Menocal  said  he  had  reported  the 
efforts  of  the  veterans  to  secure  peace 
to  secretary  Taft.  and  was  now  entirely 
out  of  the  matter. 

Gonzales  Munoz,  editor  of  the  Spanish 
edition  of  the  Havana  Post,  an  American 
newspaper,  who  was  arrested  last  night 
on  account  of  the  publication  of  an  edi- 
torial article  criticising  the  government 
is  being  held  incommunicado.  Gen.  Freye 
Andrade  says  that  Munoz  recently  re- 
signed as   his  private  secretary.

BOGUS  CHECK 
WRITER  IN  TRAP 

John  Mueller,  an  Alleged 

Fraud,  is  Exposed 

at  Hudson. 

Hudson.  Wis.,  Sept.  20.— A  man  repre- 
senting   himself    as    being    a       retired 

farmer  of  Albert  Lea,  Minn.,  John 
Alueller  by  name,  was  arrested  here 
Tuesday  afternoon  by  Chief  of  Police 
O'Keefe  for  trying  to  pass  two  worth- 
less   checks    drawn    on    the    State    bank 

of  Albert  Lea.  He  came  here  at  the 
same  time  as  the  Cash  Carnival  com- 
pany, which  shows  here  this  week,  and 
shortly  after  went  to  I».  Hoffman,  pro- 
prietor of  a  grocery  store,  saying  that 
he  had  just  sold  his  farm  near  Albert 
Lea  and  was  looking  for  a  store  to 
purciiase.  He  wanted  to  know  Mr. 
Hoffman's  lowest  figures  on  his  store, 
which  seemed  a  good  opening.  Mr. 
Hoffman  did  not  take  much  stock  in  the 
man,  but  quoted  hini  nevertheless  a 
price   he  would  sell  for— $4,000. 

Mueller  left,  saying  that  he  would 
think  it  over  and  (  ome  I'ack  later.  This 
he  did  and  told  Mr.  Hoffman  that  he 
would  take  the  store  at  $4,000.  Pulling 
out  a  check  book  he  said  with  an  air 
of  importance  that  he  would  give  Mr. 
Hoffman  a  check  for  $500  on  the  spot  to 
bind  the  bargain  while  the  papers  were 
I  being  made  out  and  asked  for  a  re- 
ceipt. Mr.  Hoffman  made  out  one,  but 
as  Mueller  seemed  indifferent  as  to  the 
form  of  the  receipt,  the  merchant  be- 
came suspicious  and  asked  his  daugh- 
ter to  go  to  the  telephone  office  and 
c.ill  up  the  State  bank  of  Albert  Lea. 
Miss  Hoffman  got  the  bank  at  once 
and  learned  from  one  of  Its  officers 
that  Mueller  had  no  money  tliere  and 
that  he  was  w^anted  in  the  Minnesota 
town  as  a  crook. 

Accordingly  on  Miss  Hoffman's  return 
to  the  store,  her  father  told  her  to  call 
the  police  to  take  Mueller  in  charge. 
Mueller  made  no  struggle  against  Chief 
of  Police  O'Keefe  and  is  now  in  the 
county  jail.  He  also  tried  to  get  Mr. 
Hoffman  to  caeh  a  check  for  $10,  but 
without  success.

Republican  state  convention  named  its 
state  ticket  today  as  follows:  For  gov- 
ernor, Rollin  S.  Woodruff,  of  New 
Haven;  lieutenant  governor,  Everett 
J.  Lake,  of  Hartford;  secretary  of 
state,  Theodore  Bodenwein,  of  New 
London;  state  treasurer.  Freeman  F. 
Patten,  of  Stafford;  controller,  Thomas 
D.  Bradstreet  of  Thomaston;  attornej- 
general,  Marcus  H.  Hokomb,  of  South- 
iiigton;  congressman  at  large,  Georgti 
T.    Lilley,  of  Waterbury. 

The  platform,  contrary  to  early  fore- 
casts, took  up  a  number  of  state  is- 
sues that  were  the  strong  planks  in  the 
Democratic  platform  and  stated  the 
party's  attitude  upon  them.  It  followa 
in  part; 

"We  heartily  endorse  the  administra- 
tion of  Theodore  Roosevelt,  which  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Republican 
majority  in  congress  has  resulted  in 
the  adoption  of  measures  to  secure  tho 
construction  of  the  Panama  canal  freo 
from  intervention;  the  pure  food  bill: 
the  meat  inspection  bill;  the  denatured 
alcohol  bill;  the  railway  rate  bill  with 
adequate  pov.ers  to  prevent  rebates 
and  discriminations,  and  amendments 
to  the  anti-trust  laws  to  prevent  and 
punish  unlawful  combinations  in  re- 
straint  of  trade. 

"Adopting  the  language  of  our  presi- 
dent— "we  stand  unequivocallv  for  pro- 
tection tariff,  and  we  feel  that  the 
phenomenal  industrial  prosperity  which 
we  are  now  enjoying  is  not  to  be  lightlv 
jeopardized;  for  it  would  be  to  th.j 
last  degree  foolish  to  secure  here  and 
there  a  small  benefit  at  the  cost  of 
general  business  depression.'  "

AGAINST  MAYOR 

St.  Cloud   Executive   is 
Charged  With  Malfeas- 
ance in  Office. 

St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  Sept.  20.— Papers  in 
the  suit  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  ex 
rel,  the  attorney  general  vs.  J.  E.  C. 
Robinson,  mayor  of  the  dty  of  St. 
Cloud,  are  in  the  hands  of  Steams 
county  offlcials  for  service  on  the 
defendant. 

The  gTa^'umen  of  the  action  is  to 
declare  a  forfeiture  of  office  under  sec- 
tion 4545  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Min- 
nesota, which  provides  that  an  action 
may  be  brought  by  the  attorney  g^n- 
eral  against  a  public  officer  who  doe.s 
or  suffers  suets,  which  by  law  cause  a 
forfeiture   of   office. 

The  acts  charged  against  the  mayor 
are  the  wilful  violations  of  section 
1561,  1562,  Revised  Laws  li«05,  where- 
by it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  mayor 
of  a  municipality,  among  other  offi- 
cers named,  to  make  complaint  of 
known  violations  of  the  liquor  laws  of 
the  state  His  refusal  and  neglect  to 
do  so  works  malfeasance  in  office,  and 
he  can  be  punished  by  a  forfeiture  of 
office  and  the  Imposition  of  a  fine  noj 
exceeding  $500,  and  not  less  than  $100. 

No  lawyer  at  St.  Cloud  was  willing 
to  take  charge  of  the  case,  and  the 
action  locally  is  represented  by  George 
W.  Peterson,  formerly  county  attor- 
ney.

Attorney   for    Prisoner 

Claims  tie  Acted  in 

Self  Defense. 


Whether  Pietro  Canelli  is  to  be  hang- 
ed, imprisoned  for  life  or  for  many 
years,  or  whether  he  is  to  go  through 
life  a  free  citizen  acquitted  of  the 
charge  of  murder  which  has  been 
hanging  over  him  since  last  June,  is 
the  question  that  Judge  Ensigns  jury 
is  deciding  this  afternoon. 

Canelli  is  accused  of  having  killed 
Abele  Sartori  at  Chisholm  last  June, 
and  the  indictment  called  the  crime 
murder  in  the  first  degree.  The  jury 
will  decide  this  sifternoon  whether  or 
not  Canelli  was  jvistified  on  the  ground 
of   self-defense   iu    killing   Sartori. 

The  defense  this  morning  recalled 
Canelli  who  finished  his  story  of  the 
Slabbing  and  subsequent  flight,  but 
little  was  brought  out  that  had  not 
been  related  befcre.  On  cross-exami- 
nation Canelli  sa  d  that  after  Sartori 
had  been  wounded  and  had  left  the 
house,  he  had  told  another  of  the  men 
to  call  him  back  that  they  might  again 
become  friends,  but  that  they  told  him 
that  Sartori  had  been  stabbed  and 
would  die  and  that  he  would  be  hang- 
ed unless  he  fled.  He  then  told  them 
to  keep  away  and  let  him  go.  He 
stated  that  he  was  afraid  of  the  others 
and  that  he  had  his  shotgun  with 
which  to  defend  himself  if  they  attack- 
ed him. 

John  Degaspari  testified  that  he  had 
not  tried  lo  keep  Canelli  in  the  house 
after  the  stabbing  nor  had  anyone  else 
to  his  knowledge.  He  had  not  seen  Sar- 
tori strike  at  Canelli  or  hear  him  say 
anything  to  him  tefore  he  was  wound- 
ed while  at  Ramponis  boarding  house. 

Leo  Gremes,  recalled  by  the  state, 
swore  that  he  had  not  heard  Canelli 
tell  Sartori  to  stand  back  or  he  would 
stab  him,  and  said  that  he  had  not 
heard  Sartori  say  anything  to  Canelli. 

When  these  las:  witnesses  had  con- 
cluded their  tesstimony.  County  Attor- 
ney McClintock  attain  explained  to  the 
jury  the  nature  A  the  case  and  the 
punishment  that  should  be  meted  out 
to  the  man  who  had  buried  his  knife 
in  Sartori's  body.  Mr.  McClintock  told 
the  jury  how  the  idea  of  killing  Sar- 
tori had  developed  in  the  mind  of 
Canelli  from  the  quarrel  which  the  two 
had  had  while  at  work,  up  to  the  time 
when  Sarioris  life  blood  was  let  out  of 
his  body. 

The  attorney  stated  that  Canelli  had 
been  the  aggressor  every  time  tne 
trouble  had  come  up,  while  Sartori  had 
made  the  throats  which  the  wilntc^es 
given  in  In  a  friendly  manner  on  nearly 
all  of  the  occasions;.  "If  Sartori  had 
declared  he  had.  why  did  he  not  use 
the  knife  when  Canelli  grabbed  him 
by  the  collar  at  Demo's  home  before 
the  stabbing  affair?"  asked  Mr.  Mc- 
Clintock. "If  he  had  intended  to  kill 
Canelli  he  would  have  done  so  at  that 
Ume." 

Mr.  McClintock  said  that  there  was 
no  reason  to  Delie^e  that  the  three  Aui- 
trians  were  leairued  against  Canelli 
and  that  he  had  no  cause  to  feel  afraid 
of  them.  In  concluding  the  county  at- 
torney told  the  jury  that  the  state  had 
proved  that  Canelli  had  planned  the 
killine  and  that  he  had  intended  to  end 
Sartori's  life  wher,  he  plunged  the  knife 
into  his  body. 

Attorney  Marshall  for  the  defense 
stated  that  ihere  was  not  one  fact  in 
the  case  which  shows  that  there  was 
any  premeditation  or  malice  on  the 
part  of  the  Canelli  and  there  was  notli- 
ing  to  show  that  Canelli  had  intended 
to  kill  Sartori,  but  instead  it  had  been 
show.i  tl.at  Canelli  committed  the  deed 
without  reason  and  in  blind  de.«pera- 
tion,  Mr.  Marshall  said  that  Cajielli 
had  Mken  Sartori,  a  newcomer,  into 
his  house  to  board  and  had  found  him 
a  job  in  the  mines  and  had  in  evc^ry 
way  acted  as  a  friend,  and  when  Sar- 
tori  turned  against  him  he  did  not 
want  to  have  him  in  his  house.  LaUr 
he  had  offered  o  make  peace  with 
Sartori  but  Sartori  assaulted  him,  Can- 
elli had  not  gone  to  Ramponi's  house 
with  the  expectation  of  flndmf 
Sartori  and  .vas  surprised  to 
see  him  there.  But  when  .Sartori  slatt- 
ed to  attack  him  and  the  other  men  to 
hold  him,  Canelli  u.sed  his  knife  in  all 
directions  thinkir.g  that  they  were 
about  to  kill  him.  Afterwards,  before 
he  knew  that  Sa.rtori  was  mortally 
wounded,  Canelli  asked  him  back  into 
the  house  and  wan  willing  to  be  friends 
with  his  enemy.  Mr.  Marshall  asKed 
the  jury  to  weigh  all  the  testimony  In 
the  case  and  to  Jien  bring  in  an  io- 
quittal. 

The  jury  retired  shortly  before  3 
o'clock   this   afternoon.

FULFILLMENT  OF  PLEDGES. 

Two  vears  ago  the  Democratic  party. 
In  lt3  platform  and  in  the  acceptance 
speecnes  of  its  candidates,  made  cer- 
tain promises  to  the  people.  It  is  a 
matter  of  special  pride  with  me  on 
this  occasion  that  every  such  promise 
has  been  kept;  that  not  a  pledge  has 
been  broken;  that  we  have  kept  faith 
with  the  people  who  reposed  their  con- 
fidence in  us.

PUBLIC    TIMBER    TRESPASS. 

The  iiistory  of  the  l^st  conifSt  with 
all  its  aroused  public  sentiment  anu 
sensational  acrimony,  has  not  been  for- 
gotten. It  will  be  remembered  that 
one  of  the  chief  issues  of  that  campaign 
was  the  charge  that  the  law  had  been 
violated  by  public  servants  in  the 
settlement  of  the  states  just  cUUn» 
against  men  who.  without  the  autliortiy 
of  law  and  without  due  legal  compcn- 
sation,  had  taken  the  states  lauds, 
timber  and  mineral  rights,  thereby  rob- 
bing the  school  children  of  Minnesota 
of  a  sacred  and  valuable  heritage.  It 
was  charged  in  an  official  document. 
after  official  investigation,  that  a  sys- 
tem had  come  into  vogue  »>y  which  u 
was  cheaper  to  steal  the  }l]n^^^^  '«,o'" 
the  public  domain  and  settle  it  wun 
State  officials,  than  it  was  to  buy  tae 
timber   at   legal    public    sale.

One  of  my  first  official  actions  was  to 
demand  a  complete  transcript  of  all 
the  charges  thus  preferred,  and  to  sub- 
mit th»-  matter  to  the  attorney  general. 
In  an  offclal  communication,  dated  Feb. 
1.  19<».  I  made  Inquiry  as  to  the  status 
of  all  suits  pending,  and  askt-d  tne  at- 
torney general  whether  his  department 
was  fully  equipped  to  institute  suits  for 
the  recovery  of  the  money  properly  be- 
longing to  the  state,  and  give  Immedi- 
ate and  continuous  attention  to  the 
prosecution  of  these  cases;  that  I  con- 
sidered it  greatly  important  that  their 
prost'Utlon  be  immediate  and  con- 
tinuous and  volunteered  to  co-operate 
to  the  fullest  extent  for  the  recovery  of 
all  moncvs  of  which  the  state  had  been 
wrongfully  deprived.  The  attorney  gen- 
eral advised  me  that  the  current  ousi- 
ness  of  his  office  was  sufficient  to  keep 
his  office  force  industriously  busy  and 
that  for  the  preparation  and  trial  of 
the  cases  referred  to,  additional  coun- 
sel   would   be   required. 

On  Feb.  9,  1906.  this  correspondence,  to- 

f ether  with  a  complete  transcript  of 
he  public  examiner's  report,  was  siJb- 
mltted  to  the  legislature  in  a  special

The  detendants 
demurred  to  the  constitutionality  ot  the 
Jaw  providing  for  penalties  for  timber 
trespasses  and  illegal  settlements.  Nec- 
essarily the  litigation  has  been  some- 
what tedious,  but  the  supreme  court  of 
our  stale  has  finally  handed  down  an 
opinion  In  which  the  constitutionality 
of  the  law  is  upheld,  and  there  remains 
jio  doubt  whatever  of  the  successful 
termination  and  conclusion  of  these 
suits  against  a  number  of  individuals. 

A  partial  list  of  the  defendants  and 
the  amounts  claimed  by  the  state,  to 
the  aggregate  of  over  $4(H),000.  was  re- 
cently published  by  the  stale  press..  In 
addition  to  these  cases,  many  referred 
to  in  the  public  examiner's  report  have 
been  settled  by  the  state  timber  board 
according  to  law:  and  others  have  been 
settled  subject  to  ratification  by  the 
next  legislature.  Thousands  of  dol- 
lars have  come  into  the  state  treasury 
through  this  course.  These,  however, 
are  cases  of  timber  trespass  which 
occurred  under  previous  administra- 
tions. 


zen  of  the  state  has  a  keen  and  vital  in- 
terest. It  comes  as  close  to  the  interests 
of  the  common  people  of  this  state  as  any 
other  question.

It  is  a  question 
v.liich  has  engrrossed  the  attention  of  the 
president  ot  the  United  States  and  the 
federal  congress  for  more  than  a  year. 
anO  it  is  still  a  living  issue  before  the 
American  people.

I  desire  to  be  perfectly  fair  and 
honest  in  my  statement  <7f  this  ques- 
tion, and  at  this  time  wish  to  accord  to 
the  attorney  general  for  his  able  legal 
■ervlces.  as  well  as  to  my  other  associ- 
ates on  the  state  timber  board.  the 
credit  to  which  they  are  entitled  in 
their  vigorous  and  loyal  co-operation  in 
every  movement  looking  toward  the  re- 
covery of  the  value  of  the  timber  which 
belonged  to  the  people  of  Minnesota. 

From  the  testimony  of  patriotic  and 
reliable  witnesses  I  became  convinced 
that  millions  of  feet  of  timber  had 
been  Improperly  cut  from  the  public 
domain  of  Minnesota.  In  my  message 
to  the  legislature,  on  page  9.  I  recom- 
mended that  a  sufficient  appropriation 
be  made  as  a  contingent  fund  to  be 
placed    at    the    disposal    of    the    timber 


I  pointed  out  on  that  occasion  that  the 
rales  of  transportation  were  from  twen- 
ty-five to  forty  per  cent  higher  In  Min- 
ne.Mjta  than  in  our  neighboring  state  of 
I<  wa  and  declared  that  any  system  which 
permitted  this  condition  imposed  a  serious 
injustice  upon  the  people  of  our  own 
state.  I  took  the  position  then  that  the 
failure  of  reform  was  not  due  to  want  of 
legal  authority,  but  because  of  the  lack 
oi  aggressive  administration.  The  board 
of  railroad  and  warehouse  commissioners 
are  today,  and  for  several  years  past 
have  been,  clothed  with  the  legal  authori- 
ty to  establish  and  enforce  just  and  rea- 
-sonable  rates. 

In  my  inaugural  message,  I  recommend- 
ed the  appointment  of  a  joint  legislative 
committee  to  make  a  full  and  complete 
investigation  of  tiie  prevailing  rates  of 
t'-ansportation  within  this  state,  with  a 
view  of  establishing  a  maximum  tariff 
loie  of  transportation,  which  should  be 
bo.'cd  upon  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest 
and  profit  on  the  investment  and  which 
would  be  fair  to  all  parts  of  the  state  and 
absolutely  prohibit  unjust  discrimination 
between  localities  and  individuals. 

Pursuant  to  this  recommendation,  the 
legislature  enacted  chapter  350  of  the  laws 
of  Minnesota  for  l'J05.  the  same  being  a 
joint  ropolution  relating  to  transportation 
rates,  the  essential  features  being  cov- 
ered  by   the  following  section: 

■'Whereas,  The  railroad  and  warehouse 
ccmmission  is  the  proper  tribunal  and  the 
only  body  properly  equipped  to  undertake 
the  work  of  securing  an  equitable,  intelli- 
gent and  fair  readjustment  ot  the  rate 
situation  in  this  state. 

New,  therefore,  be  It  resolved  by  the 
senate,  the  house  concurring:  We  recog- 
nize the  prevailing  conditions  which  seem 
to  warrant  the  existence  of  a  distributing 
and  a  distance  tariff,  and  believe  that  in 
maintaining  a  distributing  tariff  it  is  pos- 
sible to  provide  not  only  several  points  in 
the  state  which  are  valuable  to  the  people 
as  sources  of  supply,  but  afford  a  home 
market  for  our  products.  We  believe,  how- 
ever, the  two  tariffs  should  show  but  llt- 
llo  difference  In  the  rate  for  a  given  mile- 
agt^— in  no  case  should  the  difference  ex- 
ceed five  per  cent. 

"Resolved  further.  The  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission  is  hereby  directed 
to  undertake  the  work  of  securing  a  re- 
adjustment of  the  existing  freight  rates 
i.i  this  state,  which  will  give  a  more  uni- 
form scale  of  percentages  which  each 
class  rate  shall  bear  to  the  first  class,  the 
readjustment  to  secure  a  substantial  re- 
duction in  the  existing  merchandise 
rates." 

This  resolution  was  duly  approved  by 
me  on  April  14,  1905,  and  under  this 
direction  of  tne  legislature,  the  slate 
board  of  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
missioners has  undertaken  an  appraise- 
ment of  the  valuation  of  the  railroad 
properties  of  the  state  and  also  begun 
a  he.arlng  and  inquiry  into  the  mer- 
chandise rates,  with  the  view  to  a  re- 
duction of  these  rates,  and  on  the  8th 
day  of  September.  190f>.  the  board  of 
railroad  and  warehouse  commissioners 
entered  an  order  making  a  general  and 
material  reduction  of  merchandise 
rates   in   the   state  of  Minnesota. 

During  the  pendency  of  tills  inquiry, 
certain  admissions  were  made  by  rail- 
road companies  with  reference  to  the 
reduction  of  rates  of  transportation 
on  grain,  and  they  voluntarily  proposed 
a  reduction,  provided  that  the  hearing 
on  the  question  of  merchandise  rates 
be  suspended.  Upon  my  suggestion, 
and  as  a  result  of  a  conference  with 
me,  the  board  of  railway  and  warehouse 
commissioners  issued  an  order,  citing 
the  railroad  companies  of  Minnesota  to 
appear  before  them  and  show  cause 
why  there  should  not  be  a  general  re- 
duction of  commodity  r.ates,  including 
grain,   coal  and   other   staples. 


common  carriers  of  the  state  exact  a  j^ate 
of  transportation  out  of  harmony  with  the 
conditions  which  justly  should  prevail. 

During  my  entire  administration  I  have 
upon  every  possible  occasion  done  that 
which  I  could  consistently  and  righteously 
do  to  bring  about  a  reduction  of  the  rates 
of  transportation,  because  I  believed  they 
should  be  reduced,  and  if  re-elected  1 
shall  devote  every  possible  energy  to  the 
establishment  of  a  true  and  just  condition 
between  the  people  and  the  common  car- 
riers of  the  stale. 

The  history  of  railroad  regulation  and 
rate  reform  is  a  part  of  the  history  of 
this  administration,  and  cannot  be  denied. 
The  progress  which  has  been  made  has 
been  the  direct  result  of  the  suggestions 
and  co-operation  of  the  chief  executive 
of  this  state,  and  it  is  a  singular  thing 
tlial  the  only  two  great  general  reductions 
which  have  come  to  the  people  of  Minne- 
sota during  the  past  half  century  came 
under  the  administration  of  Governor 
John  Lind  and  myself.  In  a  di.scu.ssion 
of  this  question  my  opponent,  If  cor- 
rectly reported,  nas  proposed  as  a  solu- 
tion of  the  railway  rate  question  the 
adoption  of  new  laws.  This  is  the  familiar 
plan  proposed  to  postpone  and  evade  ac- 
tion. With  the  adoption  of  the  reciprocal 
demurrage  bill,  killed  by  the  last  legis- 
lature, the  laws  of  Minnesota  are  both 
efficient  and  sufficient.  An  investiga- 
tion has  convinced  me  that  they  are  un- 
doubtedly the  most  advanced  laws  upon 
the  subject  of  the  regulation  of  railroad 
rales  to  be  found  upon  the  statute  books 
of  anv  state  In  the  Union,  and  that  the 
remedy  lies  In  aggressive  administration 
Of  the  law  by  public  officials  charged  with 
this    responsibility. 

INSURANCE. 

One  of  the  great  questions  that  has 
forced  ilsef  upon  the  public  mind  during 
the  past  two  years  is  that  of  insurance 
and  the  proper  regulation  and  supervision 
of  insurance  companies  in  the  control  of 
the  vast  amounts  of  money  committed 
to  aheir  care  for  the  protection  and  the 
benefit  of  the  people.  Human  mind  is 
scarcely  capable  of  grasping  the  mathe- 
matics or  the  total  figures  involved  in 
insurance  finance.  A  glimpse  of  the  situ- 
ation is  gathered  from  the  fact  that,  in 
the  single  slate  of  Minnesota,  385.512  poli- 
cies are  carried  upon  the  lives  of  men 
and  women  who  have  some  one  dependent 
upon  them  for  support;  that,  with  the 
lowest  possible  estimate,  at  least  three 
persons  are  represented  and  interested  in 
very  policy  carried;  and  that  over  a 
million  people  in  this  state  are  directly 
concerned  In  the  life  insurance  business. 
The  amount  of  premiums  paid  annually 
by  these  insured  people  Is  over  $10,000,000, 
and  the  total  amount  of  insuronce  carried 
by  these  policyholders  is  more  than  half 
a  billion  dollars. 


It  is  not  alone  in  the  matter  of 
life  insurance  that  the  people  of 
Minnesota  are  interested.  They 
carry  today  more  than  a  billion 
dollars  In  fire  insurance  and  pay 
annually  more  than  seven  nail- 
liona  of  dollars  in  premiums  for 
the  fire  Insurance  which  they 
maintain.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  people  bearing  casualty  insur- 
ance pay  upwards  of  a  million 
and  a  half  of  dollars  annually  m 
premiums.

The  above  quoted  resolution  prop- 
erly states  that  the  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission  is  the  proper 
body  to  undertake  the  regulation  of 
the  rates  of  transportation,  but  It  is 
the  privilege  of  the  governor  to  inter- 
est himself  at  all  times  in  that  which 
concerns  the  general  welfare  of  the 
people.

A  further  glimpse  of  the  situation  from 
a  national  standpoint  may  be  seen  in  the 
statement,  that  the  assets  of  the  so-called 
Old  Lilne  Insurance  Companies  alone  rep- 
resent more  than  two  and  one-half  per 
cent  of  the  estimated  wealth  of  the  Uni- 
ted States".  If  we  would  stop  for  a  mo- 
ment to  consider  the  Importance,  then, 
of  the  insurance  question  in  its  relation 
to  our  business  affairs  and  to  life  itself, 
I  think  we  will  all  agree  that  there  is 
need  for  the  greatest  care  and  watch- 
fulness upon  the  part  of  state  officials 
that  everv  public  interest  along  this  line 
be    .safeguarded    and    protected. 

The  state  of  Minnesota  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated over  what  it  has  accomplished 
in  the  field  of  Insurance  during  the  past 
two  years.  Before  my  Inauguration,  my 
attention  was  called  to  the  uncertain  and 
unsettled  condition  of  one  of  the  great 
life  insurance  companies  doing  a  business 
throughout  the  entire  western  country, 
with  Its  central  organization  and  home 
office  in  this  state.  It  was  shown  me 
that  by  reckless  extravagance  and  a  to- 
tal disregard  of  the  interests  of  the  po- 
licyholders, the  persons  In  control  of  the 
organization  and  the  management  of  its 
affairs  were  unworthy  of  the  confidence 
of  the  people.  I  therefore  appreciated  the 
fact  that  the  problem  was  one  requiring 
great  ability,  conservative  judgment,  and 
unquestioned  Integrity,  and  It  is  a  plea- 
sure now  to  feel  and  know  that  the  man 
selected  for  the  position  of  insurance 
commmJssioner  of  Minnesota,  was  not  on- 
ly equal  to  that  occasion,  but  ha^  become 
a  leader  in  the  insurance  reform  which 
Is  agitating  the  entire  country. 

I  do  not  propose  to  discuss  the  various 
and  .specific  acts  of  the  department  of 
Insurance  Commissioner  Thomas  D. 
O'Brien,  the  company  referred  to  was 
stopped  in  its  mad  course  toward  bank- 
ruptcy, placed  on  a  sound  conservative 
business  basis,  and  the  assets  preserved 
to  the  thousands  of  people  who  had  in- 
vested in  it  their  savings.  Through  the 
efforts  of  the  state,  the  company  has 
been  reorganized  and  a  set  of  honest  and 
efficient  directors  and  officers  installed; 
the  former  officials,  recrea,nt  to  their 
trust,  have  been  indicted  and  in  part 
convicted;  the  interests  of  the  policy- 
holders have  been  protected;  the  com- 
pany Itself  preserved  and  strengthened, 
and  Minnesota  saved  the  shame  of  a  fin- 
ancial  scandal. 

The  department  In  like  maimer  has 
supervised  the  business  of  other  insur- 
ance companies  whose  home  offices  are 
located  within  the  state,  and  unsafe  and 
unsound  companies  either  have  been  di- 
rected toward  safer  methods  and  put 
upon  a  safe  business  foundation,  or  have 
been  required  to  suspend  their  charters. 
It  is  safe  to  say,  and  doubtless  will  not 
be  questioned,  that  there  never  has  been 
that  general  care  and  efficient  supervis- 
ion, that  thorough-going  Investigation 
and  at  the  same  time  constructive  super- 
intendence, of  Insurance  affairs  within 
the  state  of  Minnesota,  as  during  the 
past    two    years. 

Nor  have  the  efforts  of  the  administra- 
tion been  confined  to  the  insurance  sit- 
uation within  our  own  state.  By  reason 
of  its  activity,  energy  and  intelligent 
management,  Miimesota  has  become  a 
pioneer  in  the  movement  for  insurance 
reforms  within  the  nation,  and  to  such 
an    extent   that   the    governor    of    Minne- 


policyholdsrs  could  await  with  entire  ser 
enity  the  result  of  the  movement  to  se- 
cure a  general  reform  and  uniform  laws 
upon  this  important  stfbject.  Under  my 
direction,  the  insurance'  commissioner  of 
this  slate  proceeded  to  W^ashington  and 
requested  President  Roosevelt  to  Inau- 
gurate such  a  movement  and  he  promptly 
instructed  the  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance for  the  District  of  Columbia  to  co- 
operate with  us.  The  reJBult  was  a  repre- 
sentative gathering  at  Chicago  on  Feb- 
ruary 1st,  last,  in  which  thirty-two 
states  of  the  Union  wer*  fully  represent- 
ed. 

The  good  effect  of  this  conference  can- 
not be  overestimated.  It  first  strength- 
ened the  advocates  of  reform  then  con- 
tending in  the  legislature  of  the  Stale  of 
New  York.  Through  a  committee  of  fif- 
teen, which  I,  as  chairman  of  the  con- 
ference, appointed,  uniform  bills  adopted 
by  all  the  states  generally  along  the 
lines  of  the  bills  proposed  by  the  Arm- 
strong committee  in  New  York,  have  been 
prepared  and  at  a  recent  meeting  of  that 
committe  held  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul, 
it  appeared  that  the  committee  had  per- 
sistently and  intelligently  continued  the 
work  inaugurated  at  the  conference  in 
Chicago.

In  harmony  with  the  recommendations 
which  I  made  to  the  last  legislature, 
this  department  has  been  completely  re- 
organized. The  insurance  commissioner 
waa  placed  upon  a  salary  basis  exclusive- 
ly, and  the  working  force  of  the  depart- 
ment was  increased  that  its  efficiency 
might  be  augmented.  The  result  has 
been  an  immense  gain  in  dollars  and 
cents  to  the  state.  The  net  revenue  in 
1904  to  the  state  of  Minnesota  from  fees 
was  $13,800.39.  In  1905,  during  a  portion 
of  which  the  new  law  was  in  force,  the 
net  revenue  to  the  state  from  fees  was 
$22,2G5.55.  This  year,  during  all  of  which 
the  present  law  will  be  in  force,  the  net 
revenue  will  exceed  $35,000.  This,  of 
course,  is  exclusive  of  taxes,  which  this 
year  amounted  to  $327,785.29. 

In  this  department  there  has  been  an 
honest  administration  of  law  and  those 
in  charge  of  it  have  endeavored  con- 
scientiously to  safeguai-d  the  interests 
of  the  public  and  give  an  honest  and 
economical  administration  of  tlie  affairs 
of   the   office. 

No  language  of  mine  would  be  sufficient 
to  properly  impress  the  people  with  the 
gravity  of  the  insurance  situation  in  our 
country.  For  half  a  century  or  more  the 
people  paying  life  insurance  on  the  theory 
that  they  were  protecting  the  interests 
of  those  dependent  upon  them  and  to 
secure  a  competence  in  their  declining 
years,  have,  with  a  blindness  of  faith 
almost  sublime,  reposed  confidence  in 
their  trustees  and  year  after  year  have 
poured  tlieir  earnings  into  the  coffers  of 
the  great  life  insurance  concerns  of  the 
country,  until  these  organizations  are 
among  the  most  gigantic  and  powerful 
in  the  land.  This  is  an  age  of  centrali- 
zation of  p<>wer  and  the  American  people 
are  beginning  to  realize  tlaat  the  fruits 
of  their  toil  for  many  years  past  have 
gone  Into  the  control  of  a  few  people, 
enabling  them  to  build  up  a  commercial 
and  financial  empire  over  which  they 
have  absolute  and  undisputed  control. 
The  New  York  Life,  the  Mutual  Life, 
and  the  Equitable  insurance  companies 
of  New  York  possess  assets  today  of  a 
billion  and  a  half  dollars,  and  these  three 
gigantic  institutions  are  in  the  absolute 
control  of  three  Individuals,  Messrs.  Ry- 
an, Morgan  and  Rogers.  In  their  control 
of  the  as.set3  of  these  companies,  they 
have  at  their  command  wealth  and  power 
to  build  up  or  destroy  any  commercial, 
transiwrtation,  or  industrial  enterprise. 
Cities  and  communities  are  at  the  mercy 
of  these  three  potentates.

A  greet  movement  has  sprung  up  in 
this  country,  looking  toward  the  de- 
thronement of  these  three  individuals  in 
the  possession  of  capital  which  does  not 
belong  to  them  and  the  restoration  of 
the  same  to  the  people  to  whom  this 
wealth  belongs.  The  power  possessed  by 
these  people  is  a  menace  to  the  institu- 
tion of  liberty,  and  if  they  are  not  de- 
throned in  the  great  movement  now  be- 
ing undertaken  by  patriotic  and  public 
spirited  citizens,  I  hesitate  to  predict  the 
result.  It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to 
contribute  something  to  this  movement 
and  I  have  been  associated  with  public 
spirited  men  throughout  the  country  In 
an  effort  to  give  the  policyholders  of  two 
of  these  companies  the  possession  of 
their  property.  They  will  have  that  op- 
portunity on  the  18th  day  of  next  No- 
vember and  if  they  fail  to  avail  them- 
selves of  it  at  that  time,  the  time  may 
never  come  again  and  they  may  then 
have  passed  to  these  potentates  forver 
the  power  to  control  the  money  which 
belongs  to  the  people. 

1  do  not  claim  any  particular  distinction 
or  credit  for  my  co-operation  In  this 
matter.  It  was  the  duty  of  any  public- 
spirited  cltlz'^n,  and  especially  the  duty  of 
an  official  representative  of  the  people. 
There  is  no  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  international  policyholders'  commit- 
tee or  any  man  connected  with  it  to  im- 
pair the  solvency  of  any  insurance  or- 
ganization. The  discussion  of  a  propo- 
sition along  that  line  is  absolutely  absurd. 
No  man  desires  to  disturb  a  prosperous 
business  enterpri.se  when  conducted  along 
legitimate  channels;  but  in  my  judgment 
it  would  be  better  far  that  these  copi- 
panies  cease  to  exist  and  the  assets  of 
the  companies  be  distributed  to  the  own- 
ers of  the  organization,  than  that  these 
two  or  three  men  be  perpetuated  In  the 
power  which  they  now  possess.  I  see  a 
ray  of  hope  in  the  awakening  of  the 
American  people  to  a  realization  of  the 
great  danger  which  confronts  them,  and 
it  becomes  every  man,  whether  a  candi- 
date for  office  or  otherwise,  to  make  an 
intelligent  and  close  study  of  this  situa- 
tion with  a  view  to  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  problem,  and  with  the  desire  of 
giving  himself  to  this  patriotic  service, 
that  the  condition  in  our  country  may  be 
made  better  than  it  is  today. 

DAIRY  AND  FOOD  DEPT. 

No  di-scussion  of  the  history  and  record 
of  this  administration  would  be  complete 
without  reference  to  the  splendid  work 
done  by  the  dairy  and  food  department 
under  the  able  managem.ent  and  direction 
of  Edward  K.  Slater,  dairy  and  food  com- 
missioner. Perhaps  never  in  the  history 
of  the  state  ha.=i  the  department  done  so 
much  for  the  development  and  promotion 
of  the  dairy  Interests  of  the  state;  and 
no  previous  administration  has  made  such 
wonderful  progress  along  the  lines  of 
pure  food  regulation  and  tlie  enforcement 
of  pure  food  laws.  The  pohcy  of  this  de;; 
partment    has    undergone

been  discovered  It  has  been  earnestly 
prosecuted,  but  the  great  work  of  the 
department  has  been  in  the  campaign  of 
educadon  and  co-operation,  and  by  this 
policy  of  co-operation,  has  won  the  ear- 
nest good  will  and  co-operation  of  the 
Minnesota  Retail  Grocers'  association  and 
the  business  men  allied  thereto.  Con- 
sumers have  been  Interested  in  the  re- 
quirements of  the  pure  food  laws  and 
general  interest  has  been  aroused.  Bulle- 
tins h4ve  been  issued  by  which  the  people 
might  know  the  difference  between  good 
and  djleterious  foods. 


The  box  car  merchant,  an

While  the.se  prosecutions  reach  the  Inno- 
cent retail  dealer,  a  citizen  of  Minnesota, 
it  entirelv  failed  to  reach  the  manufac- 
turer outside  the  state,  who  was  the  real 
culprit  Under  the  present  policy  this  has 
been  changed,  and  by  securing  the  co- 
operation of  the  local  and  generally  ntio- 
cent      dealer     in     manufactured      articles 


It  has  not  been  the  aim  of  this  depart- 
ment to  drive  out  honest  competition  In 
any  form,  but  it  has  been  the  policy  to 
compel  all  dealers,  great  and  small,  to 
handlj  only  such  goods  as  come  under  the 
provi.'uons  of  our  pure  food  statute.  Per- 
secution of  small  milk  peddlers  has  not 
been  the  aim  of  this  admini.stration.  The 
purpose  has  been  rather  to  attack  the 
mighty  and  strong,  the  great  centralized 
plaiitH  which  supply  thousands  upon  thou- 
sands of  homes,  and  has  compelled  In 
every  instance  the  supplying  of  pure  milk 
and  pure  cream  to  the  families  of  the 
large  cities  as  well  as  the  small  cities  of 
our  state.  In  shorty  the  record  of  this 
administration  during  the  past  two  years 
has  been  a  great  stride  in  the  matter  of 
progress  along  the  lines  of  pure  food 
regulation. 

The  work  along  dairy  lines  has  been  ex- 
ceptional, and  the  success  has  been  so 
signal  that  the  commissioner  has  been 
invited  to  accept  a  federal  position  at  a 
largely  advanced  salary;  which,  however, 
was  declined,  that  he  might  complete  the 
reforms  inaugurated  by  him  In  Minne- 
sota. 

BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

The  subject  of  taxation  is  one  of  most 
vital  interest  and  of  great  importance 
to  tlie  people.  Our  present  system,  and 
the  system  in  vogue  in  our  state  from 
the  beginning  until  now,  has  been  very 
unsatisfactory.  A  large  portion  ot  the 
property  which  is  properly  the  subject 
of  taxation,  has  escaped  this  duty  en- 
tirelv. In  my  message  to  the  legis- 
lature I  recommended  the  enactment  of 
a  law  providing  for  a  constitutional 
amendment,  giving  greater  latitude  to 
the  legislature  in  the  regualtion  of  our 
tax  system.  The  legishature  has  passed 
such  a  law  and  the  people  of  Minnesota 
win  be  afforded  at  the  next  election  an 
opportunity  to  vote  upon  this  measure 
I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity,  and 
all  other  opportunities  which  may 
come  to  me  during  this  contest,  to 
urge  upon  every  citizen  the  necessity 
and  -he  duty  of  giving  this  measure  his 
unqualified  endorsement,  aupport  and 
vote.  I  have  no  criticism  to  make  on 
thos.j  who  have  been  entrusted  with  the 
administration  of  law  along  this  line 
in  the  past,  but  I  desire  to  state  that 
the  members  of  the  state  board  of 
equalization  appointed  by  me  are  en- 
titled to  much  credit  for  the  work  ac- 
comi)lished  by  them. 

Puiblic  service  corporations,  and  cor- 
porations generally,  which  have  hither- 
to borne  a  small  proportion  of  taxes 
for  sustaining  the  state  and  municipal 
governments,  have  had  their  valuations 
very  materially  Increased.  More  than 
$2,000,000  were  added  to  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  Twin  City  Rapid  Tran- 
sit company  alone,  this  increase  being 
moro  than  35  per  cent  of  the  maximum 
amount  of  their  assessment  in  the 
past  Gas  companies,  electric  light  com- 
panies, and  other  corporations  were 
treated  In  the  same  manner.  The 
board  of  equalization  had  but  one  de- 
sire, and  that  was  to  see  that  the 
taxes  were  equalized  so  far  as  possible. 
For  the  past  two  years  the  iron  min- 
ing properly,  located  on  the  iron 
ranges  of  St.  Louis  county,  and  largely 
controlled  by  the  United  States  Steel 
corporation,  have  been  assessed  at 
practically  $38,000,000.  I  have  had  con- 
ferences with  the  officers  of  that  com- 
pany and  demanded  from  them  that 
their  assessment  by  the  county  board 
of  equalization  in  their  own  county  be 
fixed  at  not  less  than  $GO.000,O0O.  an  In- 
creaBe  of  over  60  per  cent,  and  pursuant 
to  that  conference  the  county  board  of 
equj.lizatlon  of  St.  Louis  county  in- 
creased the  assessed  valuation  of  this 
property  from  the  former  $38,000,000  to 
$G0,0(O.000.  It  Is  possible  that  the  state 
board  of  equalization  will  add  to  tals 
amount. 

By  these  increases  and  others  of  a 
like  nature,  the  revenues  of  the  state 
havo  been  increased  more  than  $10<J,000 
per  annum. 

I  rmi  not  here  to  say  that  the  corpor- 
ate Interests  of  the  state  have  been 
taxed  or  assessed  sufficiently.  Much  im- 
provement, however,  hiis  been  made 
during  the  past  two  years  In  this  con- 
nection, and  with  the  latitude  afforded 
the  next  legislature  by  the  proposed 
constitutional  amendment,  which  ought 
to  and  I  believe  will  pa.ss.  It  will  be 
possible  In  the  future  to  make  far  great- 
er progress  in  securing  an  equal  distri- 
bution  of  the   burdens    of   taxation. 

BOARD    OF   GRAIN   APPEALS. 

The  farmer  of  Minnesota  is  directly 
concerned  in  the  state  inspection  and 
weighing  of  grain.  The  laws  for  this 
purpose  are  as  complete  and  as  ad- 
vanced as  in  any  other  state  in  the 
Union.  Formerly  the  entire  system  of 
grain  inspection  was  subordinate  to 
the  office  of  governor.  Since  the  board 
of  railroad  and  warehouse  commis- 
sioners became  elective,  they  are  not 
directly  responsible  to  the  cliief  ex- 
ecutive for  the  performance  of  their 
duty.  One  section  of  this  dpartment, 
hov/ever,  is  still  appointive  by  the  gov- 
ernor, this  body  being  the  board  of 
app-eals  for  Minneapolis  and  Duluth. 

Four  years  ago  the  Republican  cam- 
paijjn  committee  made  a  report  of  the 
woi'k  of  the  board  appointed  under 
the  administration  of  the  governor 
then  in  ofBce.  They  proved  by  figures 
which  cannot  me  contradicted  that  a 
raiae  of  grade  was  made  in  2,778  cars, 
and  that  thereby  they  saved  to  the 
farmers  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  al- 
mo:it  $80,000,  or  about  $28.80  per  car.

public  in  the  Justice  ard  ability  of 
the  present  board.

STATE  BINDING  TWINE  PLANT 

Another  matter  in  which  the  far- 
mers of  Minnesota  have  a  keen  and 
vital  interest  is  the  manufacture  of 
binding  twine  at  the  state  prison. 
For  many  years  the  sta'e  has  main- 
tained a  manufacturing  plant  at  this 
institution  for  the  maiufacture  of 
this  important  commodity.  Believ- 
ing that  the  famrer  cif  Minnesota 
should  have  his  twine  at  the  lowest 
possible  price,  and  belie^-ing  that  the 
.state  prison  has  done  much  to  reduce 
the  price  of  this  product  to  the  grain 
growers  of  Minnesota,  I  was  and 
am  convinced  that  practically  all  the  I 
convict  labor  which  Cduld  possibly 
be  devoted  to  this  enterprise  be  di-  | 
reeled  to  the  state  manufacture  of  i 
twine. 

I  have  urged  upon  the  board  of 
control  the  extension  of  the  prison 
twine  plant,  and  am  proud  to  say 
that  as  a  result  of  thlsi  effort,  .sup- 
ported cordially  by  the  board  and  by 
Mr.  Henry  Wolfer,  warden  of  the 
state  prison,  the  capacity  of  this 
plant  has  been  Increased  2,000,000 
pounds  per  annum. 

I  am  also  in  favor  of  a  modifi- 
cation of  the  present  law,  which 
will  permit  the  sale  cf  the  excess 
product  In  the  open  rrarket  of  the 
world,  that  the  plant  may  be  pro- 
tected from  annihilation  by  the  cord- 
age  trust.

Charging  the  Superior  board  of 
trade  with  counterfeiting  the  Chi- 
cago market  quotations  and  with 
operating  the  Superior  exchange  for 
the  benefit  of  the  bucket  shops, 
:with  conducting  a  "quotation  factory" 
and  with  sending  out  as  "Superior 
board  of  trade  quotations,  for  Chi- 
cago delivery,"  on  fictitious  market 
tran->i.  tions,  the  Chicago  quotations, 
the  Chicago  board  of  trade  has  be- 
gun an  injuni-tlon  suit  against  the 
Sup.'rlor    orgai/zation    In    the    United 


States  suprerre  court  decision  against 
the  Kansas  City  board  of  trade  and 
other  exchanges  that  were  charged 
with  the  illegal  use  of  the  Chicago 
quotations,  there  was  a  sudden  flurry 
in  the  memberships  of  the  Superior 
board,  and  alleges  that  sundry  bucket 
shops  began  buying  up  the  member- 
ships with  the  view  of  securing  places 
on  the  floor  for  their  agents  and  em- 
ployes to  further  a  scheme  to  avoid  the 
injunction  and  still  use  the  Chicago 
quotations    under    a    counterfeit. 

The  injunction  case  against  the  Su- 
perior board  of  trade  is  simply  another 
Important  step  in  the  campaign  that 
the  Chicago  board  of  trade  has  insti- 
tuaed  to  drive  the  so-called  bucket 
shops,  among  which  it  recognizes  the 
Superior  exchange,  out  of  existence. 

It  is  alleged  by  the  Chicago  board  of 
trade  that  the  present  traders,  or  at 
least  a  great  many  of  them  on  the 
floor  of  the  Superior  exchange,  are 
mere  "straw  men"  in  the  employ  of 
the  bucket  shops  and  that  after  going 
through  the  form  of,  or'  pretense  of, 
making  trades  in  which  the  Chicago 
quotations  are  used,  they  get  together 
in  some  manner  and  fix  the  matter  up 
so  that  none  of  them  win  or  lose  and 
the  "straw  men"  get  a  fair  wage  for 
their  trouble. 

The  damage  of  this  alleged  illegal 
practice  to  the  Chicago  board  of  trade 
is  claimed  to  He  in  the  depreciated 
value  of  Its  quotations  sold  to  the  tele-

For  three  days  a  hearing  has  been 
In  progre.s.s  at  Superior  before  Spe- 
cial Examiner  S.  T.  Svvansen  of  the 
tJnited  States  district  court  at  Madi- 
son, for  the  purpose  of  enabling  tlie 
Chieago  board  to  collect  evidence  to 
be  u-sed  at  the  trial,  in  the  examina- 
tion of  a  large  number  of  witnes.ses 
■who  are  or  have  been  connected  with 
the  Superior  exchange. 

One  of  the  significant  and  inter- 
esting features  about  the  hearing  is 
that  it  has  been  shrouded  in  a  veil 
of  secrecy  so  far  as  the  general 
public  has  been  concerned,  not  by 
the  court  officers  engaged,  but  by 
Superior  iiitt-rests,  who  wLsh  to  avoid 
publication  of  the  matter.  The  Superior 
papers  have  not  given  their  readers 
&  line  of  information  concerning  the 
hearing  on  what  promises  to  be  one 
Of  the  most  important  and  .sensa- 
tional injunction  cases  that  has  been 
Instituted  in  the  Northwest  for 
years. 

So  quiet  has  the  matter  been 
kept  that  but  few  people  in  Supe- 
rior, out.side  of  the  board  of  trade, 
aeeiu  to  be  aware  that  there  is  any 
hearing  In  progress,  and  these  are 
mostly  attorneys  who  have  a  vague 
Idea  of  what  the  present  proceeding

Among  these  were  some  of  the  older 
members  of  the  Superior  exchange, 
the  import  of  whose  testimony,  it  is 
understood,  tends  strongly  to  substan- 
tiate the  claim  of  the  Chicago  board 
that  previous  to  the  supreme  court  de- 
cision in  the  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis 
cases  there  was  little  busines  on  the 
Superior  board  and  this  consisted  of 
cash   transactions. 

Secretary  A.  N.  Lent,  who  has  been 
secretary  of  the  Superior  board  for 
years,  was  under  examination  for  some 
time  yesterday  afternoon  relative  to 
his  books  and  the  transactions  of  the 
members  and  the  value  of  the  mem- 
berships. Some  rather  interesting 
things  were  brought  out  about  the 
Superior  board  of  trade  memberships. 
It  was  stated  that  their  value  depre- 
ciated to  such  an  extent  that  some 
were  sold  for  prices  ranging  from  $25 
to  $65  and  these,  as  a  rule,  were  sub- 
ject to  a  $16  a.ssessment.  The  testi- 
mony further  showed  that  at  one  time 
when  there  was  a  membership  ol 
about  eighty-four,  there  were  about 
fifty-two  lapses  of  memberships  fol- 
lowing a   $15   a.ssessment. 

One  of  the  witnesses  before  the  spe- 
cial examiner  late  In  the  afternoori 
was  H.  W.  Deitrich,  a  prominent  Su- 
perior attorney,  and  former  mayor  of 
the  city.  Mr.  Deitrich  testified  that  he 
had  at  one  time  held  a  membership  in 
the  Superior  board  of  trade  and  un- 
derstood that  he  was  an  officer  for  a 
term,  but  did  not  attend  any  of  the 
meetings  of  the  directors.  He  stated 
that  his  membership  was  "complimen- 
tary," and  that  it  was  given  him  for 
service  performed  for  the  Superioi 
board  before  the  state  legislature  at 
Madison.  Questioned  as  to  what  the 
membership  really  cost  him,  under 
tho.se  circumstances  the  witne.ss  said: 

"About  $150  cash  in  expenses  and 
.several  weeks  hard  work." 

Mr.  Deitrich  further  testified  that 
he  never  made  use  of  his  membership 
and  a  year  or  two  ago  he  offered  to 
give  it  away  to  some  client,  whose 
name  he  could  not  remember,  a  man 
who  was  at  that  time  building  an  ele- 
vator in  Superior  and  wanted  to  get 
on  the  Superior  board.  This  client,  Mr. 
Deitrich  said,  sent  him  a  check  for 
$35    for  the   membership.

l:as  become  one"  of  the  great  grain  and 
provision  markets  of  the  United  States, 
and  that  the  knowledge  of  Itg  transactions 
during  market  hours  has  become  a  species 
of  property  of  large  value  to  the  board, 
for  the  reason  that  the  telegraph  com- 
panies are  willing  to  pay  a  large  sum  of 
money  for  the  privilege  of  receiving  and 
selling  the  quotations  to  their  customers 
and  many  persons  throughout  the  United 
States. 

It  Is  alleged  that  the  value  of  the 
quotations  depends  on  the  Chicago  board's 
power  to  confine  their  transmission  and 
distribution  to  such  telegraph  companies 
and  other  distributing  agencies  a.s  will 
contract  with  the  board,  and  that  the 
value  will  be  impaired  if  telegraph  com- 
panies or  others  are  permitted  to  take  the 
quotations  surreptitiously  or  by  theft, 
and  distribute  them  to  the  public  for 
use. 

The  method  of  collecting  and  distribut- 
ing the  quotations  i.s  described  in  detail 
in  the  complaint,  and  the  expense  of  col- 
lecting the  same  by  the  Chicago  board 
is  alleged  to  be  more  than  $7,000  per  year. 

The  complaint  recites  the  lease  or  license 
given  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  com- 
pany and  the  Postal  Telegraph-Cable 
company  to  collect  the  quotations  on  the 
floor  of  the  Chicago  exchange  and  sell 
and  distribute  them  among  their  cus- 
tomers, and  states  the  belief  of  the  Chi- 
cago board  of  trade  tliat  after  the  license 
was  granted  In  1892,  without  compensation 
to  the  board,  the  telegraph  companies 
proceeded  to  sell  and  distribute  the  quo- 
tations to  all  persons  desiring  them,  with- 
out discriminating  between  those  who  de- 
sired them  for  legitimate  purposes  and 
those  desiring  them  for  Illegal  purposes, 
and  that  by  reason  thereof  many  persons 
purchased  the  Clilcago  quotations  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  a  business  in  gam- 
bling or  betting  on  the  fluctuations  of  the 
prices  on  tlie  floor  of  the  Chicago  ex- 
change, or,  in  other  words,  persona  con- 
duotlng  the  so-called  bucket  shop  busi- 
ness. 

The  Chicago  board  claims  that  the 
Ducket  shops  cannot  exist  without  receiv- 
ing the  continuous  market  quotations  of 
prices  on  the  Ciiicago  exchange,  and  that 
the  conducting  of  bucket  shops  is  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  tlie  state  of  Illinois. 

It  is  alleged  that  by  reason  of  the 
failure  or  unwillingness  of  the  telegraph 
companies  to  discriminate  between  the 
legitimate  traders  and  the  bucket  shops, 
the  bucket  shop  evil  had  assumed  large 
proportions  and  had  become  so  serious 
as  to  materially  affect  legitimate  business 
speculation  and  other  transactions  on  the 
Chicago  exchange,  and  had  brought  dis- 
credit on  the  Chicago  board  and  Its  mem- 
bers in  the  minds  of  many  people  who 
ignorantly  supposed,  from  the  use  of  Its 
quotations  as  a  basis  of  bets,  that  the 
bucket  shops  were  in  some  way  connected 
with  the  Chicago  board,  and  many  cus- 
tom^^rs  were  led  to  believe  they  were 
dealing  with  members  of  the  Chicago 
board,  and  that  their  contracts  were,  in 
fact,  executed  on  the  Chicago  ex- 
change. 

It  is  claimed  that  when  losses  were  in- 
curred by  such  persons  in  bucket  shops, 
eltlier  from  the  adverse  fluctuations  of 
the  market  prices  or  from  the  dishonesty 
of  the  persons  conducting  the  bucket 
shops,  the  customers  erroneously  supposed 
they  had  suffered  through  the  dishonesty 
of  the  members  of  the  Chicago  board  of 
trade,  and  the  boards'  good  name  and 
the  reputation  for  business  integrity  ot 
the  board  and  its  members  were  Im- 
paired and  the  members  were  deprived  of 
many  customers  and  large  sums  of  money 
in  commissions. 

The  Chcago  board  alleges  that  it  was 
found  necessary  to  adopt  reasonable  reg- 
ulations relative  to  the  distribution  of  its 
quotations  and  that  In  June,  1900.  it  ter- 
minated the  licenses  to  the  telegraph  com- 
panies and  made  new  contracts  in  which, 
the  telegraph  companies  were  required 
to  agree  not  to  knowingly  give  or  sell 
the  Chicago  quotations  to  any  of  the 
so-oalled  bucket  shops,  and  to  pay  the 
Chicago  board  for  the  quotations. 

The  complaint  recites  a  little  of  the 
history  of  these  contracts,  how  the  tele- 
graph companies  at  first  refused  to  sign 
them  until  informed  that  they  could  not 
get  the  quotations  unle.ss  they  did.  The 
conditions  were  finally  accepted  and  con- 
tracts were  made  with  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  company,  the  Postal  Tele- 
graph-Cable company,  the  Cleveland  Tele- 
graph comi>any  and  the  Ciiicago  &  Mil- 
waukee  Telegraph  company. 

Appended  to  the  complaint  are  copies 
of  the  contracts  with  the  telegraph  com- 
panies, which  are  iron-clad  in  form  and 
give  the  Chicago  board  the  power  to 
terminate  the  same  if  there  is  a  violation 
of    the    agreement. 

These  agreements  and  contracts  are 
.alleged  to  be  In  force  at  the  present 
time.  Including  similar  contracts  with 
subsidiary  telegraph  companies. 

The  Chicago  board  claims  that  no  per- 
son or  firm  is  receiving  the  quotations 
of  the  Chicago  exchange  from  the  tele- 
graph companies  that  has  not  signed 
an  application  and  contract  either  in  the 
form  set  out  in  the  contract  of  the  tele- 
graph companies  or  similar  to  it. 

It  Is  claimed  that  neither  the  Superior 
boar  dof  trade  or  any  of  its  officers 
or  members  have  any  such  contract  nor 
have  they  acquired  any  right  to  receive 
the  Chicago  quotations. 

The  Chicago  board  of  trade  further  com- 
plains as  follows: 

"That  after  the  execution  of  the  con- 
tracts between  the  Chicago  board  of  trade 
and  the  telegraph  companies,  sundry  per- 
sons and  corporations  keeping  so-called 
bucket  shops  or  conducting  a  like  busi- 
ness, were  unable  or  unwilling  to  com- 
ply with  the  terms  and  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  Chicago  board  of  trade 
for  the  receipt  of  its  quotations  and,  af- 
ter April  15,  1901,  commenced  to  obtain 
the  quotations  surreptitiously,  or  by 
theft,  as  the  same  passed  over  the  wires 
of  the  telegraph  companies,  or  when 
the  quotations  were  displayed  in  the  of- 
fices of  accepted  applicants,  and  thus 
there  arose  an  illicit  trade  in  the  quo- 
tations by  reason  of  which  the  Chicago 
board  of  trade  was  obliged  to  and  did 
commence  sundry  suits  In  chancery 
against  many  o  fthe  persons  so  purloin- 
ing its  quotations,  in  different  federal 
courts  of  the  Middle  West;  and  that  In 
all  the  suits  either  temporary  or  perma- 
nent injunctions  were  obtained  by  the 
Chicago  boar  dof  trade  against  the  de- 
fendants, enjoining  them  from  directly  or 
Indirectly  purloining,  using  or  receiving 
the  Chicago  board  of  trade's  continuous 
quotations.  That  among  the  persons  so 
enjoined  was  the  Edwards-Wood  com- 
pany, a  corporation  of  Minnesota,  against 
which  company  and  its  officers  a  tem 
porary  injunction   was  issued  by  the  cir 


the  or  involves  the  delivery  in  Chicago  of 
grain  or  provisions  located  in  Chicago 
nor  did  any  members  of  the  exchange 
before  the  last  mentioned  date,  make  any 
contracts  for  future  delivery  of  grain  or 
provisions  wherein  It  was  specified  or  con- 
templated that  the  same  might  be  ful- 
filled by  the  delivery  of  grain  or  provi- 
sions which  were,  at  the  ttjne  of  the  de- 
livery located  in  Chicago. 

"That  as  the  Chicago  board  of  trade 
is  informed  and  believes,  to  carry  out  the 
illegal  purpose  of  counterfeiting  the  quo- 
tations of  the  Chicago  board  of  trade 
the  defendants,  with  the  co-operation  and 
aid  of  sundry  of  said  persons  so  en- 
joined, on  or  about  July  7,  1906.  entered 
into  such  scheme  of  counterfeiting  the 
quotations  of  the  Chicago  board  of  trade 
in  the  following  manner: 

"The  exchange  room,  which  theretofore 
had  been  open  to  others  than  members  to 
enter,  at  least  for  the  purpose  of  seeing 
what  was  going  on  there,  was  thereafter, 
and  is  still,  maintained  as  a  closed  room 
to  which  no  one  is  admitted  other  than 
members,  and  such  of  the  agents  of  the 
corporations  which  are  concerned  In  the 
counterfeiting  of  the  Chicago  quotations- 
that  In  some  surreptitious  way,  either  the 
Superior  board  of  trade,  or  somt^  of  the 
other  persons  not  entitled  thereto,' acquire 
the  continuous  quotations  of  the  Chicago 
board  of  trade,  and  the.se  are  instantly 
transmitted  by  wire  to  the  closed  room 
or  exchange;  that  as  soon  as  those 
present  thus  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the 
price  In  a  transaction  on  the  exchange 
of  the  Chicago  board  of  trade,  one  of  the 
members  or  agents  pretends  to  offer  to 
buy  or  sell  some  quantity  of  the  same 
commodity  to  which  the  price  or  quota- 
tion applies,  at  the  price  mentioned  in 
the  quotation  of  the  Chicago  board,  and 
another  of  the  members  or  agents  so  pres- 
ent In  the  clo.sed  room  immediately  pre- 
tends to  accept  the  offer,  and*  the  pre- 
tended offers  to  buy  and  sell  are  treated 
as  a  transaction  of  purchase  and  sale, 
and  the  price  as  a  quotation  of  a  trans- 
ction  upon  the  Superior  exchange:  and  the 
same  method  is  continued  at  every  sub- 
sequent quotation  of  the  Chicago' board 
in  the  closed  room,  except  that,  as  the 
Chicago  board  of  trade  i.s  informed  and 
believes,  frequently  the  quotations  of  the 
Chicago  board  are  taken  and  treated  as 
quotations  arising  in  transactions  on  the 
Superior  exchange  without  the  interven- 
tion of  the  pretended  offt^ring  and  bid- 
ding; and  that  said  fictitious  quotations 
are  thus  made  continuously  between  9:30 
a.  m.  and  1:15  p.  m.,  on  all  bu.siness  days 
except  Saturday,  and  between  9:30  a.  m. 
and  12  noon  on  Saturdays,  such  being  the 
market  hours  of  the  Chicago  board,  and 
are,  as  soon  as  made,  posted  on  a  black- 
board in  the  closed  room  as  the  quota- 
tions of  the  Superior  exchange  on  grain 
and  provisions  for  so-called  'Chicago  de- 
livery;' and  that  the  fictitious  quotations, 
when  so  posted,  are  Immediately  taken  by 
the  telegraph  operator  employed  by  the 
Superior  board  of  trade  or  some  of  the 
defendants  In  the  injunction  suits  men- 
tioned, and  are  immediately,  by  them,  dis- 
.seminated  and  distributed  througliout  the 
West  under  the  name  of  "Superior  board 
of  Trade  quotations,  Chicago  delivery;' 
and  such  quotations  thus  distributed  are 
used  in  sundry  bucket  shops  and  other 
places  as  a  pretended  substitute  for  the 
quotations  of  the  Chicago  board,  but  the 
Chicago  board  charges  that  none  of  sucii 
bidding  and  offering  Is  bona  fide,  or  a  real 
making  of  contracts  for  the  purchase  and 
sale  of  grain  or  provisions,  nor  do  any  of 
the  parties  thereto  contemplate  or  intend 
a  real  delivery  in  Chicago,  or  of  property 
In  Chicago,  but  that  the  pretense  of  a 
delivery  In  Chicago  is  adopted  by  the  de- 
fendants to  conceal  the  real  purpose  of 
the  pretended  trading,  and  because  other- 
wise the  pretended  prices  and  quotations 
could  not  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
prices  in  the  Chicago  board  of  trade  quo- 
tations, as  the  prices  of  grain  and  pro- 
visions deliverable  In  Superior  are  always 
variant  from  the  prices  r)f  grain  and  pro- 
visions deliverable  in  Chicago. 

"That  the  unauthorized  use  of  the 
Chicago  board  of  trade  quotations  and 
the  counterfeiting  thereof  are  calcu- 
lated to,  and  in  time  will,  If  not  en- 
tirely stopped  or  prevented,  destroy  the 
value  of  the  Chicago  board  of  trade 
quotations  to  the  telegraph  companies, 
and  that  the  Chicago  board  is  ad- 
vised by  Its  counsel  that  there  exists 
no  remedy  at  law  adequate  to  protect 
its  right  of  property  In  the  quotations 
against  the  efforts  of  the  defendants  to 
counterfeit  and  destroy  the  same;  and 
that  the  only  adequate  jurisdiction  for 
the  protection  of  the  Chicago  board  of 
trade  property  in  the  quotations  is 
that  of  a  court  of  chancery,  and  the 
only  .adequate  remedy  a  writ  of  in- 
junction restraining  the  defendants  as 
hereinafter  prayed.  And  the  Chicago 
board  of  trade  further  avers  that  the 
amount  involved  and  the  matter  in  dis- 
pute In  this  suit,  exclusive  of  Interest, 
Is  much  more  than  the  sum  of  $2,000. 

"All  of  which  acts  and  doings  of  the 
defendants  are  contrary  to  equity  and 
good  conscience,  and  tend  to  the  mani- 
fest wrong,  injury  and  oppression  of 
the  Chicago  board  of  trade  in  the 
premises. 

"To  the  end,  therefore,  that  the  Su- 
perior board  of  trade,  T.  J.  Roth, 
Charles  E  Erhart.  George  B.  Hudnall, 
A.  M.  Lent,  Homer  T.  Fowler,  T.  J  So- 
lon, Samuel  Crumpton,  Samuel  Turney 
and  Peter  Eimon.  and  their  confeder- 
ates when  discovered,  may  true,  direct 
and  complete  answer  make  to  this  bill,

Philadelphia,  Sept.  20.— The  directors 
of  the  Reading  company  declared  a 
eemi-annual  dividend  of  2  per  cent  on 
the  second  preferred  stock,  payable 
Nov.  10  to  stockholders  of  record  Oct. 
i  2.  The  dividend  was  decided  upon  last 
May.  This  amounted  to  $1,680,000,  or  4 
per  cent  on  $42,000,000.

Hong  Kong,  Sept.  20.— The  steamer 
Heung  Chang  from  Macao,  with  htin- 
drtHis  of  passengers  on  board,  stranded 
oft"  Lantao  island  at  noon  Sept.  19. 
The  captain  sent  off  a  boat  v^nth  the 
second  mate,  some  sailors  and  a  fire 
mi<n  to  obtain  assistance  from  Hong- 
kong. The  steamer  Kankow  picked  up 
the  boat  after  14  hours.  Assistance  was 
dispatched  to  the  wreck,  at  4  o'clock 
ye.sterday  morning.  Meanwhile  a  mate 
wi-.h  a  towline  swam  ashore  and  suc- 
cefided  In  rescuing  about  three  hun- 
drttd   of  the  passengers.

Ar- 
tistically and  mechanically  nothing  is  left 
to  be  desired,  and  the  story  is  one  of 
sustained  interest  from  start  to  finish. 
The  plot  is  of  powerful  interest  at  times, 
without  infringing  too  far  on  the  field  of 
No'sooner' had  I '  done  i  melodrama,   and   some  of   the   scenes  are 
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me  on  of  extraordinary  strength,  h  or  the  In- 
terpretation of  the  drama  there  has  been 
gathered  together  an  especially  fine  cast. 
In  short,  the  play  as  produced  at  the  Ly- 
ceum last  evening  Is  a  "good  show,"  and 
anyone  attending  tonight  who  did  not  see 
the  first  performance  will  have  nothing 
to  regret  as  a  result  of  such  action. 

The  drama  is  adapted  from  the  book  of 
the  same  name,  by  Marah  Ellis  Ryan 
and  McPherson  Turnbull.  and  is  presented 
by  the  William  J.  Block  Amusement  com- 
pany. "Told  In  the  Hills"  is  a  story  of 
the  hills  of  the  West,  and  the  time  is 
supposed  to  be  about  1890,  when  there  still 
were  occasionally  sharp  conflicts  with 
bands  of  Indian  thieves.  The  perform- 
ances is  thoroughly  American  all  the  way 
through,  and  smacks  strongly  of  the 
"Arizona"  flavor.  The  two  plays  have 
been  compared,  and  in  some  respects  they 
are  similar.  Both  are  tales  of  the  wild, 
free  life  of  the  West,  with  soldiers,  scouts 
and  Indians  as  important  factors  in  the 
narrative.  The  men  and  women  appear 
as  they  are,  stripped  of  unnaturalness 
and  artificiality. 

The  scenes,  especially  in  the  second  and 
third  acts,  are  remarkably  efective.  The 
first  act  shows  the  interior  of  Hardy's 
ranch.  Its  occupants  are  worrying  over 
the  prolonged  absence  of  Rachael  Hardy, 
sister  of  the  ranchman,  supposedly  lost 
in  a  raging  blizzard.  About  4  o'clock  in 
the  morning  she  enters  the  living  room  of 
the  ranch  hou.se,  at  the  time  unoccupied, 
in  company  with  Jack  Stuart,  known  as 
Genesee  Jack,  a  noted  scout  of  the  coun- 
try, who  bears  a  questionable  reputation. 
As  a  matter  of  fact.  Jack  Is  not  deserv- 
ing of  the  reputation  which  he  bears, 
and  under  the  surface  Rachael  Hardy 
has  recognized  him  as  he  really  is. 

On  this  eventful  night  Jack  has  saved 
her  life,  for  it  is  only  by  his  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  mountain  trails  tliat  he 
was  able  to  find  her  and  bring  her  home, 
after  she  had  ridden  off  alone  in  the 
morning.

Long  be- 
fore this,  however,  she  visits  the  prison 
tent  and  endeavors  to  help  Jack  escape, 
but  he  refuses  to  run  from  such  a 
charge,  even  with  almost  the  certainty 
of  being  hanged  for  the  alleged  crime, 
until,  through  the  blunder  of  Capt.  Holt 
in  allowing  a  band  of  innocent  and  peace- 
able Indians  to  be  fired  upon,  Rachael, 
and  Fred  Dreyer,  charming  daughter  of 
the  major,  are  swept  into  the  skirmish 
by  their  frightened  steeds  and  rushed 
with  the  soldiers  into  the  mountains. 
One  of  the  strogest  scenes  of  the  play 
is  where  Jack  pleads  with  his  guard  to 
allow  him  to  escape,  merely  that  he 
might  help  the  women,  and  then  return 
for  trial.  It  is  a  serious  offense,  but  the 
sentry  permits  the  escape,  and  Jack  is 
successful  in  accomplishing  his  object. 

Mystery  surrounds  the  scout  and  his 
associates  know  nothing  of  him.  The 
audience  is  given  a  true  insight  into  his 
past  when  he  meets  his  brother  at  the 
ranch  house  and  enters  into  conversation 
with  him.  It  appears  that  eight  or  ten 
years  before,  the  boys  were  acting  as 
guardians  over  an  attractive  girl,  at 
their  mother's  request  on  her  deathbed. 
Jack's  brother  accomplishes  the  girl's 
ruin,  and  then  deserts  her.  To  save  her 
honor  and  keep  his  promise.  Jack  mar- 
ries her,  thus  apparently  ruining  his  own 
life,  and  goes  West  to  forget  that  he 
ever  was  an  educated  gentleman  of  the 
Eaj?t.  When  affairs  have  reached  a  criti- 
cal Stage,  the  repentant  Charles  Stuart 
tells  the  story  to  Rachael,  and  shortly 
afterwards  news  is  brought  of  the  death 
of  Jack's  wife,  freeing  him  to  marry 
whom    he   likes. 

The  third  act  is  a  marvel  of  electrical 
ingenuity.  It  presents  a  death  trap  In  the

St.  Paul,  Sept.  20.— (Special     to     T^e 

Herald.)— Coal  rates  from  Duluth  and 
Superior  to  Hastings,  Minn.,  were 
under  discussion  before  the  state  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commission  today, 
and  the  session  started  out  in  an  in- 
teresting mamier,  when  Chairman 
Mills  of  the  commission  read  the  at- 
torney's letter,  In  which  he  called  at- 
tention to  the  personalities  which  had 
been  Indulged  in  by  some  of  the  at- 
torneys He  warned  them  to  stop 
those  tactics,  otherwise  the  attorney 
who  continued  to  do  so  would  be 
ruled  out  of  the  hearings  Nothing 
was  said  by  any  of  the  attorneys 
which  might  be  construed  as  an  in- 
fraction of  the  order,  but  Attorney 
F  W.  Root,  for  the  Chicago  &  Mil- 
waukee n>ad,  did  refer  to  one  of  At- 
torney Manahan's  speeches  before  the 
board  as   a   "Fourth   of  July   oration." 

The  only  witness  before  the  com- 
mission was  J.  H.  Hiland,  third  vice 
president  of  the  Chicago  &  Milwaukee 
road,  and  he  was  questioned  as  to  the 
contract  existing  between  that  road 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  road  rela- 
tie  to  the  pulling  coal  from  Duluth 
and  Superior  to  Hastings. 

Mr.  Manahan,  attorney  for  the 
HELstings  shippers,  wanted  the  contract 
produced  and  placed  in  evidence,  but 
Mr.  Hiland  said  there  was  no  such 
contract.  He  referred  to  it  as  merely 
a  contract  for  rentals  for  tracks  and 
cars,  and  that  the  Northern  Pacific 
got  Its  share  of  the  rentals  for  the 
use  of  those  tracks  and  cars.  There 
was  no  other  contract  between  the 
two  roads. 

Attorney  Root  for  the  St.  Paul  road 
objected  to  having  the  contract  placed 
in  evidence,  but  the  objection  was 
overruled. 

Mr.  Hiland  proved  to  be  no  better 
in  answering  the  questions  put  to  him 
by  Mr.  Manahan  than  was  Vice  Pres- 
ident Day  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St. 
Louis  road  Wednesday. 

He  evaded  question  after  question 
by  replying:  "1  have  already  an- 
swered that  question,  Mr.  Manahan." 
He  declared  after  being  queried  by 
Mr.  Manahan,  that  no  tariff  of 
rates  existed  between  the  two  roads 
other  than  the  agreement  laid  down 
in     the     contract.  No     division     of 

earnings  was  had  between  the  com- 
panies because  there  were  no  joint 
rates.  That  no  part  of  the  rate  Is 
divided    between    the    companies. 

The  Northern  Pacific  gets  as  its 
share  of  the  receipts  a  rental  for 
the  use  of  its  tracks  and  cars.  No 
other  contract  exists  between  the  two 
roads. 

There  was  a  tilt  between  witne.ss 
and  attorney  relative  to  a  provision 
in  the  contract,  that  the  Northern 
Pacific  should  receive  a  rental  for  the 
use   of   its   equipment,    etc. 

Mr.  Manahan  called  the  attention 
of  the  commission  to  the  fact  that 
no  provision  of  the  sort  existed  in 
the  contract.  He  said  that  the  rental 
Is  determined  by  gro.ss  earnings  and 
divided   according  to   the   business. 

The  witne.ss  was  asked  and  replied 
in  the  affirmative,  that  his  company 
published  a  tariff  shortly  after  the

Commission  Houses  Buying. 

Chicago,  Sept.  20.— The  wheat  market 
opened  firm  today.  Prices  were  a  shade 
lower   at    the    start,    but    a   good   demand 

eivsily  absorbed  all  offerings.  Commis- 
sion houses  were  generally  on  the  buy- 
ing side  and  there  was  a  little  selling 
by  cash  grain  houses  and  pit  traders. 
The  Northwestern  receipts  were  again  re- 
ported anjall.  as  compared  with  last  year. 
December  wheat  opened  a  shiule  to  VbC 
lower  at  74V4C  to  74V4^^c  and  sold  at 
T4*<4C.  Minneapolis,  Duluth  and  Chicago 
reported  receipts  of  573  cars,  against  725 
cars  last  week  and  734  cars  one  year 
ago. 

The  market  continued  very  strong,  De- 
cember selling  up  to  75V8C.

Grain    Gossip. 

Logan  &  Bryan,  Chicago 
At  the  close  prices  were 
higher,  owing  to  the  fact 
of  the  houses  which  were  best  buyers 
around  tiie  top  turned  sellers.  The 
market  had  less  bull  help  from  abroad 
and  more  encouragement  for  buyers  in 
the  home  news  than  before.  Nortliwest 
receipts  were  200  cars  short  of  last  year. 
There  is  such  a  small  proportion  of 
contract  wheat  in  the  receipts  that  it  is 
a  doubtful  policy  to  make  heavy  hedg- 
ing sales  in  this  or  any  other  market. 
This  allows  the  market  to  respond  to 
bull  news  and  an  Increased  volume  of 
trade  on  the  buying  side.  Dispatches 
Indicate  that  threshing  from  shock  is 
nearly  over  and  tliat  holders  of  the 
best  wheat  in  stacks  and  bins  are  not 
likely  to  sell  at  these  prices.  North- 
western mills  report  better  sales  of 
flour  and  Interior  mills  are  competing 
sharply  for  wheat  at  country  stations. 
The  market  certainly  looks  good  on 
breaks. 

Corn— Where  there  was  a  chance  for 
considerable  depression  in  corn  prices  for 
the  new  crop  months,  the  situation  has 
almost  completely  changed  of  late  by 
the  fact  that  the  receipts  have  run  lighter 
than  expected,  local  and  visible  stocks 
are  still  small  and  cash  prices  show  re- 
markable strength.  The  estimate  for  to- 
morrow is  small.  The  leading  bull  in- 
terests in  May  corn  increased  its  lines  to- 
day. The  market  reacted  with  wheat  at 
the  close  after  a  good  early  advance. 
Would   buy  on   soft   spots. 

Oats— Prices  closed  lower  after  having 
a  very  strong  upturn  with  the  other  mar- 
kets. There  was  profit-taking  both  early 
and  late,  which  caused  the  lower  prices. 
Representatives  of  foreign  interests  are 
the  best  buyers  of  December  and  May 
oats.  Think  this  market  will  continue 
to  lead  in  the  advance  and  that  buy- 
ers should  take  advantage  of  these  dips 
to   get   in.

HORSE    HOLDS    HIS   OWN. 

Scribner's  Maga;5ine:  I  have  gath- 
ered many  observations  to  get  an  idea 
of  the  actual  speed  of  certain  quadru- 
peds, and  have  arrived  at  a  scale, 
which,  however,  1  submit  with  much 
hesitation.  Of  course,  we  have  no  ac- 
tual gauge  on  the  speed  of  the  wild 
species;  it  must  b-?  arrived  at  by  vari- 
ous devices  and  comparisons,  elimin- 
ating all  guesses.  The  estimates  of 
hunters,  etc.,  are  alway  too  high;  be- 
sides it  is  a  mis  eading  fact  that  of 
two  animals  going  at  the  same  rate, 
the  smaller  alwajs  appears  to  be  go- 
ing faster. 

I  think  it  Is  safe  to  say  that  the 
horse,  the  anoieni  standard  of  speed, 
still  holds  his  own.  There  seems  no 
good  reason  for  supposing  that  any 
creature  on  legs,  two,  three  or  four, 
ever  went  for  any  distance  so  fast  as  a 
blooded  race  horse;  and  Caiman's  mile 
in  1:38  1-5,  cited  1.  y  Arbitrator  in  the 
London  Field  for  Dec,  31,  1903,  is  prob- 
ably the  fastest  pace  reliably  recorded 
for   anything  afoot. 

On  the  uplands  of  Mexico  In  1892  and 
1893,  I  several  times  saw  my  hunting 
comrade,  William  Allen,  ride  on  his 
favorite,  "Spider,"  right  Into  a  bunch  of 
antelope  going  their  best  and  with 
everything  in  their  favor.  Spider  was 
locally  known  as  a  racer,  although  only 
a  quarter  blood. 

On  the  i-.ittle  Missouri  I  saw  some 
first-class  greyhounds  overtake  mule 
deer  on  the  level,  tiUl  fail  utterly  when 
it  came  to  a  buck  antelope.  These  same 
dogs  could  catch  a  coyote  in  a  very 
short  race.

FOND  DU  LAC  SERVICE. 

Suounzr  Trains  Wiil  be  Taken  Off  First 
of  Month. 

The  special  summer  service  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  between  Duluth  and 
Fond  du  Lac  will  be  discontinued  on 
Oct.  1.  The  need  of  extra  trains  Is 
said  to  be  no  longer  felt  sufficiently 
to  warrant  their  being  kept  in  service. 
The  campers  and  summer  residents  of 
the  river  town  liave  returned  to  their 
homes  in  the  ciiy,  and  the  regular  resi- 
dents of  Fond  du  Lac  are  the  only  ones 
left   to  patronize   the  road. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  people  have 
been  camping  up  tiie  river  this  year, 
even  more  than  usual.  The  popularity 
of  the  historic  spot  on  the  St.  Louis  is 
Increasing  every  season,  and  the  busi- 
ness over  the  branch  line  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  extending  in  that  direction  has 
become  such  during  the  warm  months  as 
to  make  it  necessary  to  put~  on  extra 
trains.  After  the  first  of  the  month  there 
will  be  but  one  mixed  train  each  way  a 
day.  It  will  leave  Duluth  at  9:05  a.  m. 
and    returning    will    arriv©  at   3:15   p.    m. 

HARRiMm  PLANS. 

May  Have  First  Transcontinental  Line 
in  United  States. 

Railroad  men  are  wondering  whether  or 
not  E.  H.  Harriman  will  be  the  first  to 
establish  a  transcontinental  railway  sys- 
tem in  the  United  States.  Assuming  the 
report  that  Mr.  Harriman  has  acQuired 
control    of     the    Baltimore    &    Ohio,     the 

Chesapeake  &  Ohio  and  the  Norfolk  & 
Western  roads  to  be  true,  all  he  needs 
to  give  him  an  unbroken  transcontinental 
system  is  a  line  running  from  Chicago 
or  St.  Louis  to  Kansas  City  or  Omaha, 
the  latter  two  cities  being  the  points  of 
origin  of  Mr.  Harriman's  Union  Pacific. 
The  Chicago  &  Alton,  running  from  both 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  to  Kansas  City, 
is   such   a   line. 

Harriman  is  tying  to  gain  oontral  of 
the  Alton,  and  whether  he  wiJJ  be  able 
to  accomplish  this  object  is  expected  to 
be  settled  at  the  annual  meeting  of  that 
line  on  Oct.  2.  At  one  time  he  was  prac- 
tically in  control  of  the  Alton.  About 
two  years  ago,  however,  he  stepped  in 
and  got  control  of  the  Houston  &  Texas 
Central,  a  line  which  the  Moores,  who 
control    the    Rock    Island,    wanted. 

The  Moores  retaliated  by  securing,  af- 
ter a  bitter  fight,  enough  Alton  stock  to 
threaten  Mr.  Harrimaii's  supremacy  in 
the  Alton.  A  truce  was  then  patched 
up,  according  to  the  terms  of  which  the 
rival  interests  were  to  have  an  equal  in- 
terest in  the  road's  affairs  for  two  years, 
and  this  time  limit  will  expire  with  the 
approaching   annual    meeting. 

Harriman  is  trying  to  get  back  sole  con- 
trol of  the  Alton.  It  is  said  he  is  even 
willing  to  surrender  the  Houston  &  Texas 
Central  to  the  Rock  Island  in  return  for 
concessions  regarding  the  Alton.  Of  the 
four  directors  who  retire  this  year.  Pres- 
ident 8.  M.  Felton  and  John  J.  Mitchell 
are  Harriman  men,  and  W.  H.  Moore  and 
D.  G.  Reid  are  Rock  Island  men.  The 
retirement  of  one  Rock  Island  director 
would  be  enough  to  give  Harriman  con- 
trol. It  seems  to  be  the  opinion  that 
a  sti^jng  probability  exists  that  the  Alton 
will  become  a  distinctly  Harriman  line. 
The  Chicago  Tribune  publishes  the  fol- 
lowing list  of  Mr.   Harriman's  holdings: 

He  now  has  the  Union  Pacific.  2.955 
miles  In  length;  the  Southern  Pacific, 
8,013  miles;  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central, 
690  miles;  the  Oregon  Railroad  and  Navi- 

fation  company,  1,144  miles;  the  Oregon 
hort  Line,  l,;r76  miles.  The  Baltimore-  & 
Ohio  Is  4,481  miles  in  length;  the  Chesa- 
peake &  Ohio,  1,708  miles;  and  the  Nor- 
folk &  Western,  1.834  miles.  This  gives 
his  present  lines  an  aggregate  length  of 
22,201  miles,  not  counting  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral, in  which  he  is  a  large  stockholder. 
The  addition  of  the  Alton,  with  956  miles, 
would  make  an  aggregate  of  23,157  miles 
of  railroads  which  he  would  control  and 
operate.

Count  Makes  Gould  Fam- 
ily Pay    Dearly  for 
Daughter's  Freedom. 

Holds  Means  in  Reserve 

to  Force  Payment 

of  Money. 


Paris,  Sept.  21. — While  no  move  has 
yet  been  made  by  the  count's  lawyers, 
the  attorneys'  for  the  Countess  De 
Castellane  evidently  anticipate  an  at- 
tempt on  his  part  to  force  a  delay  in 
the  trial  of  the  divorce  case,  which 
has  been  fixed  for  Oct.  17,  unless  the 
creditors'  attachment  case  is  previ- 
ously settled.  The  count  is  not  un- 
willing to  take  every  advantage  of  the 
desire  of  the  countess  and  the  Gould 
family  to  make  sacrifices  to  avoid 
further  notoriety  and  scandal,  but  it 
is  still  doubtful  whether  the  price  is 
not  too  high. 

It  turns  out  that  the  bills  filed  by 
the  count's  lawyers  are  very  numer- 
ous. While  the  exact  total  is  not 
known,    the   amount    Is   authoritatively 

described  as  "fabulous"' 

In  spite  of  the  pre-nuptlal  settle- 
ment, the  Frer.ch  law  regards  the 
inarriag*;  partnership  as  making  hus- 
band and  wife  etjuaiiy  responsible  for 
the  household  debt.s.  The  attachment 
proceeding.s,  liowever,  do  not  belong 
lo  this  class.  They  are  almo.st  entirely 
for  money  borrowed  from  usurers  at 
ruinous  rates,  and  could  be  subse- 
quently  legally  resisted. 

The  count  has  another  lever  in  the 
disposition  of  the  children  who.  under 
the  French  law,  are  French  citizens, 
and  subject  to  military  service.  He 
could,  enter  a  plea  before  the  French 
court  that  if  the  children  were  given 
into  the  custody  of  the  mother,  they 
might  be  taken  beyond  the  jurisdiction 
of  Prance.

PECKHAM  MAY  RESIGN 

And  Attorney  General  Moody  Go  on  the 
Suprem*:  Bench. 

Washington,  Sept.  21.— The  state- 
ment is  made  in  an  apparently  well- 
informed  quarter  that  Associate  Jus- 
tice    Rufus     W.     Peckham     will     avail 

himself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  to 
retire  or  resign  :»n  account  of  ill 
health.  Justice  Peckham  was  nomi- 
nated by  President  Cleveland  in  De- 
cember, 18&5,  and  taok  his  seat  on  the 
bench  in  January,  18i»6.  He  will  be 
70  years  old  on  Nov.  22,  1908.  Under 
the  law  he  cannot  retire  before  that 
date,  but  it  was  stiggested  today  that 
he  might  resign  in  a  short  time. 
Justice  Peekhaais  health  was  so  poor 
that  he  performed  his  judicial  duties 
at  the  last  term  at  a  great  disad- 
vantage, and  left  ^Vashington  as  soon 
as  the  court  adjourned.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  Justice  Peckham's  prom- 
ised retirement  will  pave  the  way  for 
the  appointment  of  Attorney  General 
Moody,  giving  to  the  territory  em- 
braced by  New  York  and  New  Eng- 
land two  members  of  the  court  as  at 
present,  although  under  the  new  ar- 
rangement Massachusetts  would  fur- 
nish  two  of  the  judges. 


MILITARY  IMPROVEMENT.

WHITE  PLAGUE 

Methods  of  Prevention 

to  be  Tried  in  Chi* 

cago  Schools. 

Chicago,  Sept.  21.— The  public  school 
is  to  be  used  as  a  weapon  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  tuberculosis.  At  a  con- 
ference between  members  of  the  Chi- 
cago board  of  education  and  a  com- 
mittee from  the  Chicago  tuberculosis 
institute,  a  movement  was  started 
which  is  calculattd  to  result  ultimately 
in  the  establishment  of  an  adequate 
system  for  protecting  Chicago's  army 
of  school  children  from  the  white 
plague. 

It  is  the  purpose  at  the  same  time 
to  work  no  hardship  on  the  child 
afflicted  with  the  disease  in  its  non- 
communicable  forms. 

As  a  result  of  these  conferences  these 
innovations  are  likely  to  be  introduced 
into  the  .schools: 

The  esstablishment  in  every  school 
building  of  a  dispensar>'  room  for  the 
examination  of  "suspects"  and  the 
treatment  of  cases. 

Seuaration  of  the  tuburcular  patients 
into  two  classes — contagious  and  non- 
contagious. 

The  organization  of  a  corps  of  visit- 
ing nurses,  to  visit  the  homes  of  "sus- 
pects," dress  open  wounds  and  re- 
port conditions  to  the  board. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  schools  at 
stated    periods    by    medical    inspectors. 

Establishment  of  a  system  of  surveil- 
lance of  "su.spect.s"  and  those  sufferlngr 
with  the  disease,  with  a  view  to  ex- 
cluding the  victims  the  moment  their 
presence  in  the  classroom  becomes  a 
menace    to    the    other   children. 

The  providing  of  special  educational 
facilities  for  the  victims  of  tuberculo- 
sis In  its  contagious  forms. 

The  segregation  of  all  children  suffer* 
ing  from  tuberculosis  of   the   bones.

liSDIAWS  AND  WHITES 

Clash  Over  the  Claims  of  the  Former  for 
Certain  Lands. 

Marshfield,  Wis.,  Sept.  21. — Farmers 
of  the  town  of  Arpin,  this  county,  are 
agitated  because  numerous  Indians  vis- 
it tlie  settlement  frequently  and  tell 
them  that  the  land  they  are  living  on 
belongs  to  the  reds,  a.sserting  that  It 
was  set  aside  many  years  ago  by  tlie 
govorrunent   tus    an    Indian    reservation. 

The  first  squad  of  Indians  visited  the 
place  in  August.  Every  few  weeks 
Kince  then  other  members  of  the  tribe 
have  arrived  until  their  number  be- 
came .so  great  as  to  cause  consterna- 
tion among  tlie  homesteaders.  The 
tract  of  land  the  Indians  claim  to  own 
comprises  about  eleven  square  niil^s 
and  reaches  to  what  is  known  as 
"Skunk  hill,"  and  takes  in  the  villaije 
of  Bethel,  at  which  place  Woodland 
academy  is  located. 

The  Indians  also  said  their  tribe  num- 
bered about  1,000,  and  that  tliey  would 
take  possession  of  their  holdings  in  a 
body   this  fall. 

Their  threats  caused  a  concerted 
action  to  be  taken  by  the  farmers  of 
Arpin,  who  appointed  a  committee  to 
consult  a  legal  firm,  which  notified 
the  general  land  office  at  AVashington 
and  the  following  reply  has  been  re- 
ceived:

New  York,  Sept.  21.— For  the  next 
three  weeks  business  in  this  city  will 
be  pushed  to  the  limit,  but  from  Oct.  15 
until  election  day.  the  present  indica- 
tions are  tiiat  the  attention  of  the  peo- 
ple in  both  the  metropoli-s  and  the  state 
will  be  given  almost  exclusively  to  po- 
litical affairs   of  the   state. 

Tliose  affairs,  as  decided  by  the  people 
of  New  York  state  at  this  year  s  elec- 
tion, will  have  a  most  powerful  effect 
upon  national  politics  and  politicians. 
The  immediate  future  of  both  tne  great 
parties  of  this  country  will  be  largely 
shaped  by  the  action  of  the  voters  of 
New  York  at  tlie  November  election  of 
laoij,  and  the  interest  in  its  results  wi.i 
become  so  intense  during  the  two 
weeks  prior  to  election  day  that  it  will 
command  the  attention  not  only  of  tlie 
citizens  of  New  York,  but  of  those  of 
all  parts  of  the  Union.  It  means  po- 
litical death  to  many  of  the  combat- 
ants, whoever  wins  in  the  struggle.  Its 
result  will  not  in  any  way  cheek  the 
tremendous  volume  of  trade  and  busi- 
ness of  the  country.  The  swing  that  is 
making  every  industrial  machine  whin 
<  ;innot  be  stopped  by  t-ither  conser- 
vatism or  radicalism  in  any  of  the 
reforms  proposed  in  the  United  States. 
The  country  readily  adapts  itself  to 
new  conditions,  and  linance  is  such 
that  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  any 
political  action,  short  of  armed  revolu- 
tion, to  even  check  our  successful 
progress.  It  is  so  all  over  the  world. 
Within  ten  years  Japan  has  peac  t-fully 
revolutionized  il.self  politically,  but  Its 
trade  and  commerce  steadily  continue 
to  develop.  France  has  legislated 
against  and  uprooted  some  of  her  tirm- 
est  and  longest  established  social,  po- 
litical and  religious  interests,  but  the 
trade,  commerce  and  tinancial  inter- 
ests of  France  do  not  appear  to  be 
seriously  disturbed.  Whether  the  state 
dealt  justly  or  unjustly,  wisely  or  fool- 
ishly, th--  deponent  sayeth  not,  but  it 
remains  an  undisputed  fact  that  if  such 
action  had  been  taken  thirty,  titty  or 
1"»  years  ago,  every  linaneial  and  com- 
meroial  interest  ot  France  would  have 
been  paralyzed  by  such  action.  Na- 
tions are  no  longer  isolated  as  former- 
ly, and  the  rfsources  of  the  worla  at 
large,  now  readily  available  and  ob- 
tainable, minimize  all  local  shocks  or 
business    troubles. 

This  in  Great  Britain  is  nothing  more 
or  less  than  a  revolution,  peaceful  it  Is 
true,  but  still  revolution;  revoluii(jn  so- 
cially, politically,  commercially.  Yet 
trade  at  home  proceeds  vigorously  and 
protitably.  commerce  abroad  increases  by 
I'japs   and   bounds. 

Finances  in  every  part  of  the  great 
empire  never  were  in  such  floui'ishing, 
pro.sperous  and  profitable  condition.  The 
intelligence  of  the  masses  of  the  people 
in  tiiis  century  enables  them  to  accom- 
plish witiiout  bloodshed  reforms  that  gen- 
ei-aiions  back  would  have  cost  centuries 
of  struggle  and  strife,  millions  of  lives 
and  immense  de.struction  of  property.  The 
realization  of  conditions  by  the  governing 
classes  enables  them  as  a  class  to  con- 
cede powers  they  cannot  retain  or  main- 
tain, and  in  some  cases,  as  in  that  of 
Lady  Warwick  in  England,  and  some 
powerful  nobles  in  Russia,  makes  them 
radical  advocates  of  radical  ideas  and 
theories.  No  one  exceeds  or  equals  In 
zeal  a  convert  or  one  wlio  wi.shes  to 
be  tliought  a  convert.  It  seems  to  be 
inherent  in  mankind  and  has  been  notice- 
able In  every  demonstniiion  of  public 
sentiment.  History  rfcords  many  such 
cases.  The  infamous  Jeffreys  in  his 
bloody  assizes  in  the  west  of  England; 
Phillipe  '"Egalite''  dastard  Due  de  Or- 
leans; Benedict  Arnold,  in  his  raids  on 
New  England,  after  exposure  of  his 
treason  in  the  revolution— these  all  were 
desirous  of  showing  their  new-born  zeal, 
but  the  notoriety  they  achieved  does  not 
place  them  on  the  roll  of  heroes,  nor  has 
it  left  them  witli  enviable  reputations 
among   their   f^^llow   men. 

The  victims  of  Jeffreys  became  patriots 
through  his  violence,  and  he  stamped 
himself  forever  on  the  pages  of  history 
as  an  ermined  ruffian  and  an  unjust 
judge.  Tlie  nobles  of  France  who  as- 
cended the  steps  of  the  guUotine  were 
radiant  with  honor  and  courage,  while 
the  cowardly  duke,  betraying  his  own 
order,  was  covered  with  shame  and  in- 
famy. 

Arnold's  conceded  courage  and  ability 
were  swept  away  by  his  treason,  and  his 
name  will  ever  be  a  synonym  of  dis- 
grace and  treachery.  All  men  despise  a 
Coward  or   traitor. 

It  is  a  noble  sentiment  that  should  be 
Instilled  into  the  minds  of  every  gener- 
ation. In  the  United  States  the  people 
govern.  There  are  no  classes  to  betray, 
and  he  serves  his  country  best  who 
serves  the  people  best,  boldly,  bravely 
and   op'^nly. 

Our  form  of  government  makes  this 
possible  and  removes  the  dangers  so 
prolific  in  monarchies,  empires  and 
autocracies.  Th«»  other  republ)<s  of 
the  world  and  the  limited  monarchy 
of  Great  Britain  are  sare.guarded  to 
a  le.sser  degree,  but  are  well  on  the 
way  to  safety  through  obedience  to 
public  sentiment.  The  ease  and  facil- 
ity, therefore,  with  which  even  great 
and  Important  reforms  are  installed  in 
Great  Britain,  the  United  States, 
France  and  other  republics  is  the 
guarantee  for  the  stability  of  bu.siness, 
contidence  in  values  and  the  safety  of 
life  and  propertj'.  Reforms  ;ire  not 
in»tituted,  changes  are  not  made  until 
the  sentiment  of  the  people  approves 
of  the  same.  Every  year  life  and  prop- 
erty at'e  lield  more  sacred  in  every  civ- 
ilized country.  Every  year  under  the 
peaceful  conditions  now  sought  for 
and  prized  by  all  the  great  nations 
property  accumulates  and  population 
increases.  Despite-  the  troubles  of  Cuba, 
the  feverish  and  unrestful  conditions 
of  some  minor  countries  there  seems 
notiilng  at  present  to  disturb  the  great 
nations  outside  of  Russia.  The  public 
s.Mitinient  for  peace  was  never  so  pow- 
erful in  Europe  and  America  as  it  is 
at  the  present  time.  National  preju- 
dices were  never  so  feeble  and  a  feel- 
ing of  universal  justice  was  never  so 
strong  In  the  world  as  now.  The 
danger  of  great  wars  lessens  with  the 
passing  years,  and  the  possibility  of 
peaceful  reforms  increases  at  the  same 
time  All  these  tend  to  national  and 
individual  prosperity.  Business  men 
•  feel  they  ar<»  safe  in  pursuing  their 
avocations  and  go  their  ways  undis- 
turbed by  any  proposed  political 
changes.  Th«  railway  comp.inies  con- 
i  tinue  to  pour  in  their  orders  for  n<^w 
1  locomotives,  new  cars,  new  rails,  new 
ninchinerv,  ignoriu,?  all  changes  in 
rates  or  rate-making  commissions 
The  farmers'  crops  are  being  hauled 
to  the  stations  and  have  to  be  distrib- 
uted throughout  the  world.  The  gold 
of  .«OMth  Africa.  Australia,  India.  In- 
dia and  the  Kiondik"  is  en  route  fron» 
London.  Paris,  Berlin,  Melbourne  and 
the  Yukon  t'^  pav  for  our  cotton,  corn, 
wheat  and  10.*'H)ti  other  articles  that 
Europe,  Asia  and  Africa  need  or  desire, 
and  this  business  will  continue  to  go 
on  whether  the  czar  lives  or  dies; 
whether  autocracy  or  .a  republic  rub^s 
Ru.ssia;  whether  the  president  of  the 
United  .States  ia  a  Democrat,  Repub- 
lican or  a  Demoerat-Repuhll'-nn.  The 
people  of  the  world  have  plenty  to  do, 
can' make  money  doing  it  and  they  like 
the  job.  ^

PROTEST  MADE 
AGAINST  VOTE

Red  Lake   Agency, 
on  the  Ground  of 
Fraud. 


Bemldji,  Minn.,  Sept.  21.— (Special  tot 
The  Herald.)— J.  N.  Oman  of  Red  Lake! 
agency  appeared  before  the  county  can- I 
va.s.«ing  Ward  yesterday  and  protc&ledl 


against  the  counting  of  the  returns  from 
tiie  Red  Lake  agency,  on  the  grounds 
of  fraud.  He  staled  that  two-ihirda 
of  those  pei-sons  who  voted  at  iha 
agency  precinct  were  fullblood  Indiana, 
and  under  the  law  not  entitled  to  vote; 
and  that  a  number  of  tho.^e  who  voted 
were  unduly  influenced  by  John  Mor- 
ris<jn,  Jr..  supervisor  of  The  Cross  Lake 
Indian  .school;  and  that  they  wtrc  not 
legal  voters,  anyway,  under  the  stat- 
utes. 

Authorities  wore  consulted  and  the 
new  code  says  relative  to  the  tight 
of  the  full-blijods  to  vote;  in  Sec.  3, 
of  Article  7,  of  the  constitution  of  Iha 
state: 

'"Persons  of  Indian  blood  residing  in 
this  state,  who  have  adopted  the  lan- 
guage, customs  and  habits  of  civili- 
zation, after  an  examination  l>ef<ire  any 
district  court  of  the  state,  in  such  n^an- 
ner  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  and 
shall  have  been  pronounced  by  said 
court  capable  of  enjoying  the  rights 
of  citizen-ship  within  the  state,"  shall 
be   entitled    to    vote. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  legislature  has 
never  passed  an  act  whereby  fuil- 
bloods  are  admitted  to  citlzen.=?hlp.  The 
law  provides  that  In  the  abs<'nce  of 
fraud,  minor  irregularities  shall  be 
overlooked,  but  where  ther  is  evidence 
of  raud  there  is  ground  for  ccuitest 
and  tli.3  supreme  court  has  upheld  the 
law. 

K-'J  Lake  agency  voting  precinct  was 
first  e.stabli.shed  in  181'^,  by  proclama- 
tion of  the  governor,  and  again  was 
established  Oct.  5,  lSi*S,  by  tiie 
board  uf  county  commissioners.  Noth- 
ing else  toward  the  estaljli.«hment  of 
the  precinct  was  done  either  before  or 
subso<iuent  to  those  dates,  although 
the  law  provides  for  the  e,«tablishment 
of  precincts  at  the  regular  J.muary 
and   July    meetings   of   the    '.)>ard.

ROADS  ARE  NOT  HURT 

BY  REDUCED  RATES. 


New  Haven,  Sept.  21.— An  estimated 
yearly  loss  of  nearly  three-quarters  of 
a  million  dollars  to  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  company 
as  a  result  of  the  reducing  its  passen- 
ger rate  to  2  cents  a  mile  several 
months  ago,  already  has  been  turned 
in  an  actual  gain  In  gross  receipts  as 
compared  with  other  years,  through  an 
increased    volume    of    business. 

In  addition  to  the  reductions  to  the 
passenger  rtites  the  tariff  on  coal  to 
New  England  points  also  was  reduced 
to  a  figure  wliich,  on  the  old  volume  of 
coal  business  to  New  England  points, 
would  have  resulted  In  a  yearly  loss  of 
$15O,0iX)  to  the  railroad  company.  Re- 
ceipts to  date  indicate  that  not  only 
has  this  estimated  loss  been  overcome 
but  that  then  will  be  an  actual  gain 
over   other   years.

SENSATION 
AT  HEARING 

Attorney    Manahan  for 

Minnesota     Shippers 

AttacKs  Railroads. 

Manager  of  Omaha  Road 

on  Gridiron  When 

Cross-Examined. 


St.  Paul,  Sept.  21.— (Special  to  The  Her. 
aid.)— Although  the  session  of  the  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commission  at  its 
hearing  on  commodity  rates  late  yester- 
day afternoon  was  dramatic,  the  attack 
upon  the  railroads  today  inad«  by  Attor- 
ney James  Manahan  for  the  Minnesota 
Siiippers'  association  was  even  more  sen- 
.sational. 

Following  his  argument  of  yesterday, 
Mr.  Manahan  again  placed  General  Man- 
ager A.  W.  Trenholm  on  the  stand. 

Mr.  Trenholm  admitted  that  he  ha<l 
been  connected  witli  tlie  drayage  company 
only  three  ytars  ago,  wlun  yesterday  he 
testified  that  it  was  iiilly  live  years  since 
he  had  anytliing  to  do  with  the  com- 
pany. 

Alter  asking  Mr.  Trenholm  how  long 
it  was  since  he  had  been  connected  wita 
the  drayage  company  and  receiving  the 
above  answer  from  tiie  witness,  Mr. 
Manahan    said: 

"1  will  have  a  witness  here  before  night 
who,  will  show  tlial  Mr.  Trenholm  hae 
bten  connected  witli  this  drayage  com- 
pany within   the  last  year  and  a   half." 

"How  long  were  you  connected  witii 
tile    dray    concern?" 

"Eleven  years,  I  sliould  say,  approxi- 
mately." 

"Who  was  interested  with  you  at  that 
time?" 

"S.  G.  Strickland,  now  our  general 
superintendent,   was  intere.>Tied  with  me.  " 

"Did  not  Mc-fsrs.  Smith  and  Hoar, 
agent.s  at  St.  Paul,  participate  in  the 
profits  of  the  dra.v  comptmy  with  you?" 

"I  don't  recall  that  they  did.  I 
think  I  favored  Mr.  Hoar  some  ten  years 
ago." 

"In  what  way  did  you  favor  Mr. 
Hot^r?" 

"I  don't  know  that  I  can  tell.  I  re- 
member leaving  a  note  at  a  bank  payable 
to  Mr.  Hoar  to  the  amount  of  $200." 

"How  much  do  you,  say  would  be  the 
aggregate  amount  paid  to  you  by  the 
Omahti,  road  for  this  drayage  business 
under   the    system?" 

"That  would  be  a  hard  question  to 
answer.  I  will  say  that  when  I  took 
the  contract  with  the  Omaha  road  it 
would  average  in  the  neighborhood  t<l 
$200  a  month.  It  gradually  increased  ae 
the  business  of  St.  Paul  grew  until  it 
reached   $700    a    month." 

"Did  it  amount  to  as  high  as  $1,100  or 
$1,000  at  any  month?" 

"Not  to  my  knowledge." 

The  witness  testified  that  a  certain 
Mr.  McDonald  had  the  contracts  with 
the  Omalia  company  since  he  (.Mr.  Tren- 
holm) had  been  compelled  by  the  man- 
agement to  abandon  the  business. 

"Was  Mr.  MacDonald  on  the  pay-roll 
of  the  Omalia  road  in  addition  to  receiv- 
ing   money    from    drayage    purposes?" 

"Yes,  he  was  on  tiie  payroll  until 
June  of  this  year  as  coal  inspector, 
timber    inspector    and    trackman." 

"Did  he  receive  any  compensation 
from   the   road   for   tliis   work?"* 

'Yes,    he    received    $125    per    month." 

"Why  is  not  Mr.  MatDonald  still 
witii    the    Omaha    road?' 

"I  advised  him  that  he  confine  his 
business  chiefly  to  Ui'c  dray  business 
and  that  lie  leav«i  the  raUroad  conv- 
pany." 

'Did  MacDonald  ever  do  you  any 
favors?' 

"No,    sir." 

Then,  wishing  to  draw  more  informa- 
tion out  of  his  witness,  Mr.  Manahaa 
asked  him  the  questions  about  where 
he   left    off   at   Tuesday's   session. 

The  attorney  brought  in  the  names  of 
three  men,  whom  lie  satd  the  Omaha 
road  had  had  dealings  with  in  their 
political  campaigns.  The  men  were  En- 
gineer "Jack"  Cluen,  of  Ellsworth, 
Wis.,  George  Wright,  Spooner,  Wis., 
and  Solon  Perrin,  an  attorney  located 
at   different   points  on  the  Omaha  road.

GO  TO  JURY 

Evidence  is  All  Taken  in 
Two  Personal  in- 
jury Suits. 

Workmen  Seeking  to  Re- 
cover Claims  Aggre- 
gating $16,000. 


Both  sides  rested  this  morning  in  the 
big  damage  suit  of  Henry  Aijala  against 
Swallow  &  Hopkins,  which  is  being  tried 
before  Judge  Dibell  in  district  court. 
Aijala  is  asking  for  110,450  from  the  com- 
pany for  injuries  claimed  to  have  been 
sustained  by  him  while  at  work  in  the 
Holland  mine,  operated  by  this  company.

He  stated  that  lie  was 
sliovelling  the  frozen  earth  into  cars 
with  otlier  laborers  of  the  night  force, 
when  a  large  piece  above  liini  rolled  down 
the  incline  and  crushed  him  to  the 
ground.  For  several  months  he  wa.s 
compelled  to  remain  in  a  liospital  and 
was  unaljle  to  work  for  a  long  time  after 
lie  was  supposed  to  have  regained  his 
health,  according  to  his  testimony.

FATE  RESTS 
WITHJURY 

Attorneys  Complete  Their 

Arguments  in  Trial 

of  Sheeiiy. 

Circulars  Reached  Those 

V^ho  Did  Not  Know 

McKeon. 


"If  everybody  who  read  these  bills 
knew  Joe  Sheehy  and  T  J.  McKeon  I 
would  have  advised  Mr.  McKeon  to 
pay  no  attention  to  them,"  said  City 
Attorney  Fesler,  in  addressing  the 
jury  in  the  ca.se  a^^ainst  Joseph 
Sheehy   for   criminal   libel. 

"The  trouble  is  that  a  great  many 
people  read  them  who  did  not  know 
either  man,  and  they  could  not  fail  to 
leave  an  Impression  in  the  minds  of 
many  people  that  in  some  way  the 
assistant  city  attorney  was  doing 
feomething  he  ought  not  to  do.  Those 
who  knew  both  men  would  i)ay  no 
attention    to   the   circulars." 

Mr.  Fesler  summed  up  the  evidence, 
and  stated  that  he  did  not  see  how 
there  could  be  any  doubt  but  that 
Mr  McKton  had  acted  honestly  in 
every  way,  and  that  every  cent  had 
been  fully  accounted  for  by  tlie  court 
records. 

"If  Mr.  McKeon  did  anything  wrong 
in  regard  to  the  signing  of  that  affi- 
davit 1  did  also,  as  I  signed  the  same 
statement,'  said  Mr.  Fesler.  "It  is 
absurd  to  suppose  that  either  of  us 
would  commit  perjury  in  a  case  in 
which  we  had  no  more  interest  than 
tliat  of  prosecuting  attorney,  and 
which  could  not  affect  us  i)ersonally 
whichever  way  it  went. 

"It  also  casts  a  reflection  on  L.  C 
Harris,  than  whom  there  is  no  more 
leputable  member  of  the  Duluth  bar. 
"It  is  hard  for  me  to  see  how  there 
could  be  a  clearer  case  of  criminal  libel, 
and  if  we  cannot  secure  a  conviction 
in  this  case.  I  do  not  see  how  anyone 
can  hope  to  ever  secure  a  conviction 
for   this   offense.

He  also  trans  planted  blood  ves- 
sel.s  fix>m  animals  which  had  been  dead 
lor  an  hour  and  a  half  to  living  ani- 
mals.

MUCH  HELP 
FOR^  IRISH 

Congested  Districts  Board 
Said  to  be  Very  Suc- 
cessful. 

Its  Work  Proclaimed  a 

Mbnument  to  Unionist 

Statesmanship. 


London,  Sept.  21.— A  correspondent  of 
the  Post  writes  in  part  as  follows  on 
the  success  of  the  work  of  the  Balfour 
congested  districts  board  created  in 
1«»1: 

The  problem  of  how  Ireland  should 
be  governed  has  occupied  such  a  large 
place  in  the  English  mind  since  the 
first  home  rule  bill  was  introduced  tiiat 
little  public  attention  has  been  given 
to  ciuestions  relating  to  the  social  and 
economic  condition  of  the  country.  The 
parliamentary  representatives  of  Ire- 
land have  concentrated  their  efforts  on 
a  continuous  appeal  for  self-go\ern- 
ment,  and  have  not  attempted  to  press 
forward  legislation  for  the  social  bet- 
terment of  the  people.  Their  attitude, 
if  imwise  for  the  sake  of  their  country, 
lias,  at  least,  the  appearance  of  con- 
sistency, inasmuch  as  in  view  of  theii 
belief  that  the  the  interest  of  Ireland 
depends  on  the  granting  of  home  rule, 
they  therefore  conclude  that  the  im- 
perial parliament  has  no  right  to  legis- 
late on  Irish  social  and  educational 
questions.  Thus  some  of  the  most 
vital  problems  are  ignored,  and  any 
attempt  to  deal  with  them  has  to  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  tlie  much-re- 
viled representatives  of  the  British 
government,  or  of  men  with  broad 
sympathies  such  as  Horace   Plunkctt. 

Blinded  by  polithal  passion  those  who 
make  most  noise  about  Ireland's 
wrongs  do  least  in  a  practical  way  to 
remedy  the  diseases  from  which  her 
people  suffer.  On  the  other  hand. 
Unionist  statesmen  have  been  and  are 
working  towards  the  true  regeneration 
of  Ireland,  in  face  of  much  criticism 
and  condemnation.  A  visit  to  llie  poor- 
est districts  of  the  northwest  of  Ire- 
land reveals  the  fact  that  the  policy 
initiated  by  Mr.  Balfour  fifteen  years 
ago  has  met  with  unqualified  success, 
and  has  rendered  incalculable  service 
in  the  congested  districts  of  Donegal, 
Mayo,  Roscommon,  Galway  and  other 
Western  counties.  For  the  past  ten 
days  I  have  bef-n  investigating  these 
districts  at  first  hand,  and  have  met 
several  able  and  courteous  officials  of 
the  government,  all  of  whom  have 
shown  the  keenest  desire  to  give  full 
information.  I  have  also  spoken  freely 
with  priests  and  people,  home  rulers 
and  anti-home  rulers;  interviewed 
peasants  in  their  homes  in  several  dis- 
tricts under  a  great  variety  of  condi- 
tions, and  applied  all  sorts  of  tests  to 
those  with  whom  I  have  come  in  con- 
tact. So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  as 
a  result  of  my  present  observations,  1 
am  convinced  that  the  recent  Unionist 
policy  in  Ireland  in  regard  to  its  social 
and  economic  conditions,  as  well  as  the 
non-political  policy  that  has  been  pur- 
sued and  advocated  by  Sir  Horace  Plun- 
kett,  is  based  on  sound  principles  and 
is  already  reaping  the  reward  of  true 
statesmanship.  The  future  progress 
of  Ireland  depends  on  the  continuance 
and  extension  of  that  policy,  concur- 
rent with  an  improvement  in  national 
education,  using  the  latter  term  In  its 
broadest  sense. 

I  started  on  my  tour  from  Dublin,  and 
on  my  way  to  Londonderry  passed 
through  a  pleasant  and  not  unfertile 
farming  region,  where  large  and  small 
farmers  conduct  th'ir  enterprise  cheek  by 
jowl  in  a  fairly  prosperous  way.  Here 
towards  the  eastern  sealjoard  there  is  no 
distress,  because  the  land  is  productive 
and  markfts  are  good.  But  even  in  these 
uislricis  one  sees  evidences  of  the  lack  of 
orderliness  and  neglectful  harvesting  of 
thv>  hay  crop  that  give  some  clue  to  the

Not  only  was  the  catch  eiefieient 
but  prices  wore  low.  because  there  was 
I  no  proper  organization  to  have  the  fish 
i  conveyed  to  market.  The  Donegal  her- 
ring are  among  the  best  in  tho  world, 
and  when  cured  they  command  the 
leading  prices  in  Germany  and  New 
!  York,  surpassing  the  prices  of  both 
Scotch  and  Shetland  herrings.  In  spite 
of  the  presence  of  these  riches  at  their 
doors  the  peasant  farmers  of  a)onegal 
2^'  I  have  continued  to  live  in  poverty,  and 
it  has  remained  for  a  government  de- 
partment to  organize  the  industry  with 
public  money.  In  almost  any  other 
country  the  people  themselves  would 
"nave  taken  up  an  opportunity  of  this 
kind.

DONEGAL. 
Of  these  areas  Donegal  comes  within 
I  the  first  three,  and  the  greater  part  of 
it  is  likely  to  xmdergo  great  Improve- 
ment in  the  future  as  a  result  of  tae 
development  of  the  fishing  industiY- 
With  the  assistance  of  the  congested 
districts  board  this  industry  alone 
brought  no  less  than  £6!),00ft  to  Donegal 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  whole  of 
this  sum  has  bee'n  earned  by  the  peas- 
ants. Downings  bay,  adjoining  Rosa- 
penna.  is  the  chief  center  of  the  h<-r- 
ring  fishing.  Most  people  who  come  in 
touch  with  the  work  of  the  congested 
districts  board  h^re  are  surprised  at 
the  astonishing  success  that  has  at- 
tended its  efforts.  It  has  now  been  in 
existence    for    fifteen    years,   and    it    is 


board  had  prac- 
the  industry:  it 
nets  and  fishing 
gear,  and  it  purchased,  cured  and 
disposed  of  the  herrings.  It  paid  for  them 
as  they  landed,  and  sold  them  at  a  risk  of 
loss.  Gradually  the  business  gr*  w.  .and 
curers  came  along  and  bought  up  the  fish. 
For  some  years  now  ther«-  has  been  no 
difficulty  in  selling  the  fish  direct  to  the 
curers.  who  pay  a  higher  price  than  that 
paid  by  the  board.  Ireland  was  origin- 
ally the  only  market  for  the  herrings,  but 
I  now,  in  view  of  their  high  quality,  they 
j  are  principally  exported  to  Germany  and 
America.  Gradually  the  fisheries  have 
been  improved  and  the  Irish  peasants 
I  have  been  trained  to  the  industry.  During 
'last  year  seventy-four  instructors  were 
i  employed  to  teach,  of  whom  twenty-nine 
I  were  Irish  and  forty-five  were  Scotch. 
The  rule  of  the  board  is  that  for  boats 
'  purchased  by  means  of  loans,  instruc- 
I  tion  will  be  given  free  for  the  first  two 
i  years,  a  small  charge  b»ing  payable  in  the 
I  third,  fourth  and  fifth  years.  Larger 
I  boats  were  olitained  in  recent  years  to 
enable  the  men  to  go  ftirther  out  to  sea. 
The  be^ard  began  with  only  two  boats, 
and  ha's  now  supplied  about  f  ighty.  Each 
boat  costs  about  £4(0,  including  nets  and 
tackle,  and  the  men  are  encouraged  to 
become  owners  as  soon  as  they  are  able 
to  manage  them.  The  value  of  four- 
ninths  of  each  catch  of  fish  goes  to  the 
board  and  the  remaining  five-ninths  Is 
retained  bv  the  crew.  Gradually  tho 
monev  paid  over  to  the  board  accumu- 
lates until  the  crew  has  paid  the  value  of 
the  boat,  together  with  interest  on  the 
cost. 

Since  1S92  eighty-three  loans  for  larger 
boats  have  been  paid  off  by  the  owners, 
and  at  least  two  crews  have  purchased 
their  boats  in  the  short  period  of  two 
years.  Up  to  six  years  ago  the  fishery 
was  only  carried  on  from  September  to 
Christmas,  but  in  1891  the  board  gave  sub- 
sidies to  six  Scotch  fishermen  to  fish  out- 
side Downings  bay  during  May  and  June. 
Tliis  was  successful,  and  fishing  has  been 
continued  at  this  period  of  the  year.  The 
fishing  covers  a  period  of  about  five 
months,  during  most  of  which  farming 
operations  are  at  a  standstill,  and  thus 
the  one  industry  becomes  the  complement 


of  the  other.  Herring,  mackerel  and  hm^:- 
line  fishing  for  ccd,  etc.,  are  ai.so  carried 
on  at  Burtonport,  Teelin  Head,  rounel  the 
Arran  isles  and  otlier  places  along  the 
Irish  coast.  The  board  also  runs  a  coop- 
erage at  Burtonport  and  Teelin  Mead  and 
makes  the  barrel--  for  storing  the  cured 
herrings  at  fr<*m  Is  lid  to  4s  3d  each,  about 
the  price  at  wliich  they  can  be  obtained 
from  Scotland.  The  cooperage  is  self- 
supporting,  and  the  men  engaged  in  the 
work  make  as  much  as  2-js  per  week. 
Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  industry 
may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  no 
less  than  50,000  barrels  were  filled  last 
year. 

These  facts  giv*  some  idea  of  the  value 
of  the  work  beintr  done  by  the  congested 
districts  board.  It  enables  large  numbers 
of  the  pea.sants  of  Donegal,  as  well  as  ot 
other  counties  with  which  1  sliall  deal 
later,  to  obtain  a  steady  and.  for  them, 
excellent  income.  Nor  is  the  life  a  hum- 
drum one  holding  out  no  prospc-ct  of  an 
occasional  prize — sometimes  a  really  good 
catch  will  be  obtained  and  a  lucky  years 
fishing  will  yiekl  as  much  as  £2(W  per 
family.  With  this  increase  in  their  nia- 
teriaT  prosperity  ihere  arises  a  desire  for 
better  homes  and  a  more  intelligent  out- 
look on  life.  The  bitter  discontent  which 
is  known  to  have  existed  here  in  the  '80s 
has  died  down,  aid  a  new  spirit  of  hope 
and  ambition  prevails,  and  as  we  thus 
help  to  build  the  character  of  these  peo- 
ple and  stimulate  them  to  self-help  and 
self-reliance,  so  «urely  will  we  lay  the 
only  true  foundation  of  a  new  and  better 
Ireland.

RADIUM  CLINIC 

Or  Special  Hospital  Likely  to  be  Opened 
in  Austria. 

Vienna,  Sept.  21. — There  seems  a 
chance  of  a  radium  clinic  or  special 
hospital  for  the  use  of  radium  being 
opened  before  long  in  Austria. 

For  months  past  the  Joachims  Thai 
nunt«  have  been  sending  uranium  ore 
to  the  Auer  light  works,  amounting  to 
a  quantity  of  20,000  pounds,  which  has 
been  th  ■  acquisition  of  some  $200,000 
worth  of  pure  radium,  which  will  bo 
given  to  various  hospitls  and  scien- 
lilic  laboratories. 

A  physical  institute  of  Vienna,  bas- 
ing itself  on  this  experiment,  proposed 
to  set  up  a  laboratory  at  the  Joach- 
ims Tha!  mines,  for  the  manufacture 
of  radium  salts  From  this  has  sprung 
the  Wea  that  radio-active  springs, 
which  abound  in  the  mines,  might  be 
used   for   drinking  puri>oses. 

Samples  of  water  are  undergoing 
an  analysis  in  Vienna,  and  if  the  re- 
sults come  up  to  expectations,  a 
lauranstalt  or  bath  establishment  will 
probably  immediately  be  called  into 
existence.  The  question  is  exciting 
wide.spread  interest  in  medical  circles 
and   among   the  general   public.

A  OUEER  PROCEEDING. 

The  attitude  oi  the  state  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
niis.  i(jn  at  the  hearing  yesterday  in  St.  Paul  may  explain 
in  some  measure  wiiy  it  has  been  that  the  commission 
needed  It  be  poked  up  by  the  governor  instead  of  doing 
its  duty  on  its  own  initiative. 

J;.mej  Manahan,  attorney  for  tlie  shippers,  in  his  ex- 
omiM.-.tion  of  oflficers  of  the  Omaha  road,  stumbled  upon 
evidence  that  the  road  had  spent  money  in  politics  in 
.Wisconsin.  The  inference  was  that  the  money  had 
been  spent  in  ligliting  La  Follette.  However,  the  at- 
torney was  not  allowed  to  go  far  enough  into  it  to  find 
out'  much  about  it.  When  he  reached  an  interesting 
poin.,  according  to  the  Associated  Press  report,  Com- 
raissioner  Mills  broke  in  with  a  peremptory  order  that 
he  sit  down,  accompanied  by  a  blow  upon  the  table  with 
his  clenched  fist  to  show  his  deep  interest.  Mr.  Mana- 
lian  softly  replied  that  he  preferred  to  stand,  intimating 
that  he  was  not  tired  if  the  commissioners  were.  Com- 
missioner Mills,  however,  insisted  upon  his  sitting  down 
and    shutting   up. 

■"We  have  ruled,"  proclaimed  Commissioner  Mills, 
"and  that  is  an  end  of  the  matter." 

"I  am  surprised  that  Commissioner  Mills  does  not 
want  to  go  further  into  this  matter."  said  the  attorney. 
"Here  is  a  general  manager  (A.  W.  Trenholm  of  the 
Onialia)  who  admits  that  men  in  his  employ  were  al- 
lowed to  take  a  hand  in  politics." 

"Sir,"  said  Mr.  Mills,  "I  don't  want  to  hear  any 
more  of  this;  it  is  not  relevant  to  the  matter." 

Here  the  attorney  for  the  road,  who  had  had  his 
functions  taken  "out  of  his  hands  by  Commissioner  Mills, 
interposed  an  objection,  and  after  a  heated  argument 
Commissioner  Staples  moved  an  adjournment  and  Com- 
missioner Mills  declared  it  carried.  The  three  commis- 
sioners walked  out,  leaving  Mr.  Manahan  addressing 
the  three  empty  chairs  they  had  been  occupying. 

Perhaps  the  matter  developed  in  this  inquiry  was 
not  directly  in  line  with  the  purposes  of  the  hearing, 
though  th.e  amount  >>{  money  a  railroad  spends  in  poli- 
tics ni.i  y  have  much  to  do  with  its  ability  to  lower 
freisiit  taus.  But  surely  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commissioners  realize  the  enormity  of  railroad  inter- 
ference in  politics.  The  public,  of  this  state  and  of  Wis- 
consin and  of  the  country,  are  deeply  interested  in  any 
showing  that  can  be  made  of  railroad  influences  in 
politics.  No  railroad  has  a  right  to  spend  a  dollar  to 
influence  elections.  If  they  do.  it  is  done  to  benefit 
themselves,  and  that  benefit  is  at  the  public  e.xpense. 

Even  if  the  admissions  that  .Attorney  Manahan^  al- 
most got  were  slightly  out  of  the  line  of  the  investiga- 
tion, there  was  no  occasion  for  the  commissioners  to 
get  angry  about  it  and  act  like  railroad  attorneys  in  head- 
ing it  off.  The  railroads  were  represented,  and  it  would 
have  looked  much  better  if  Commissioner  Mills  had 
waited  to  let  them  enter  the  objection,  instead  of  heat- 
edly hurling  it  in   himself. 


NOT  BADLY  HURT. 

You  might  have  thought  from  the  squeals  that  came 
from  the  packing  trust  pig  when  Mr.  Sinclair  stabbed  it 
with  his  "Jungle"  and  the  people  prodded  i..  with  the 
brad  of  public  indignation,  that  it  was  killed. 

It  wasn't.  It  wasn't  even  hurt  as  badly  as  it  claimed 
to  be.  While  the  exposures  of  packing  house  methods 
hurt  business  a  little  for  a  time,  it  has  picked  up  since, 
and  is  better  than  ever  it  was.  And,  besides,  prices 
haven't  gone  down,  so  far  as  the  meat-eating  public 
has   noticed. 

The  federal  bureau  of  statistics,  reporting  on  the 
meat  business  for  July  and  for  the  first  seven  months  of 
the  calendar  year,  is  able  to  show  that  the  revelations 
did  not  create  a  vast  stampede  of  business  away  from 
the  American  packers.  The  shipments  of  packing  house 
products  from  Chicago  during  July  of  this  year  amount- 
ed to  203,25_',03o  pounds,  compared  with'  192,490,724  in 
the  same  month  in  1905  and  136,6(30,716  pounds  in  July 
of  1904.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory  rate  of  increase,  and 
it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  seriously  disturbed  or 
interrupted  by  the  outcry  against  the  beef  trust. 

During  the  seven  months  ending  with  July  the  ship- 
ments amounted  to  1,765,436,262  pounds,  and  that  is 
nearly  300,000,000  p.ninds  more  than  Chicago  shipped  in 
the  same  period  of  last  year.  So  the  packing  house  pig 
wasn't  stuck  so  deeply  as  its  outcries  might  have  indi- 
cated. 

The  packers  still  claim,  however,  that  they  are  badly 
hurt.  They  say  that  the  increased  domestic  trade  in 
July  was  due  mostly  to  the  large  cotton  crop  in  the 
South  and  the  absence  of  yellow  fever.  There  is  plenty 
of  mr)ney  in  the  South  to  pay  for  packing  house  products 
— one  must  have  plenty  of  money  these  days  to  patronize 
the  meat  trust — and  there  is  a  corresponding  advantage 
to  trade.  Exports,  they  say.  are  still  pretty  low,  though 
they  admit   that   the   trade   is   recovering. 

In  the  long  run,  of  course,  the  meat  business  will  be 
infinitely  the  better  for  the  very  things  its  owners  cried 
out  about  last  spring."  If  there  hadn't  been  things  to 
criticize,  there  would  have  been  no  criticism,  at  least 
no  such  amount  as  there  was.  As  the  public  knows 
these  evils  now,  they  are  being  corrected,  and  with  the 
knowledge  of  this  change  comes  an  increase  in  public 
confidence  in  the  meat  products  of  the  country.  And 
government  inspection,  which  is  an  outcome  of  the 
agitation  growing  out  of  exposures  of  these  evils,  will 
in  some  measure  at  least  furnish  a  guaranty  of  quality 
which  should  make  the  meat  products  of  this  country 
sell  all  the  better. 


FEEDING  THE  PEOPLE. 

James  J.  Hill  recently  said,  in  his  state  fair  speech, 
that  this  country  will  be  confronted  by  the  problem  of 
feeding  200,000,000  .\mericans  in  about  fifty  years,  and 
that  he  couldn't  see  how  we  shall  be  able  to  do  it  unless 


there  was  a  radical  change  in  methods  of  farming.  He 
wanted  to  see  more  people  going  upon  the  farms  instead 
of  slaving  away  at  daily  labor  in  the  cities,  he  wanted 
to  see  greater  respect  for  farming  as  a  calling,  and  he 
wanted  to  see  closer  attention  paid  to  scientific  methods 
of  getting  the  utmost  out  of  the  sqil. 

In  all  three  things  we  are  undoubtedly  lacking.  The 
cities  are  congested,  with  idle  men  afflicting  every  center 
of  population  with  their  misery,  while  prosperous  har- 
vest fields  go  to  waste  for  lack  of  labor.  Men  work 
under  adverse  conditions  in  the  cities,  struggling  to 
get  along  with  more  difficulty  than  the  poorest  farmers 
find,  with  their  children  stunted  morally  and  physically 
upon  the  barren  streets,  when  freedom  and  health  await 
them  upon  a  settler's  claim.  Comparatively  few  people 
in  the  cities  tiiink  of  going  to  farming,  while  many  upon 
the  farms  look  longingly  toward  the  cities.  And  so  far 
from  scientifically  extracting  from  the  soil  its  utmost 
possibilities,  we  are  ruthlessly  draining  the  resources  of 
our  soil  without  a  thought  to  the  future. 

But  James  Wilson,  secretary  of  agriculture,  while 
agreeing  with  the  facts  as  stated  by  Mr.  Hill,  does  not 
agree  with  him  as  to  the  dubiousness  of  the  future.  He 
says  that  farming  as  a  business  is  moving  steadily  for- 
ward. Farm  appliances  are  better  and  produce  larger- 
results.  Agriculture  is  more  extensively  taught  in  col- 
leges, and  in  many  states,  like  Minnesota,  the  common- 
wealths establish  agricultural  colleges  with  branches 
and  experiment  stations  in  various  sections  of  the  state. 
Farmers  are  brought  in  close  touch  with  the  world  by 
the  rural  free  delivery  and  telephones.  In  short,  he 
thinks  there  is  no  danger  that  the  population  will  out- 
strip the  advance  of  the  country's  agricultural  resources. 

Maybe  he  is  right.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  is.  But 
even  if  he  is  such  talks  as  that  of  Mr.  Hill  will  do  no 
harm.  Indeed,  they  will  help  spur  us  on  to  the  point 
that  Secretary  Wilson  says  we  are  aiming  for.  Being 
shown  that  the  farm  is  a  better  place  to  live  and  work 
upon  than  we  thought  it  was,  many  of  us  will  go  upon 
farms,  and  many  of  us  that  have  thought  of  leaving  the 
farm,  being  shown  how  much  worse  oflf  we  may  be  in 
the  city,  will  stay  there.  And  being  shown  that  we  are 
not  getting  anything  like  what  we  ought  to  out  of  our 
soil,  we  shall  dig  in  and  try  to  make  it  yield  us  the  food 
and  revenues  that  it  should.

NOT  ENOUGH  SLEEP. 

The  London  Telegraph  thinks  we  do  not  sleep 
enough  nowadays.  It  says  that  in  the  days  when  eight 
hours  for  sleep  was  nominally  regarded  as  an  hour  too 
long  for  any  self-respecting  individual,  the  exhaust- 
ing character  of  modern  life  was  unknown. 

Very  likely,  too,  there  is  something  to  this  theory. 
The  greater  the  call  upon  nerve  force  and  vitality,  the 
greater  the  need  of  the  recuperative  influences  of  sleep. 
There  can  be  no  question  that  the  rush  of  modern  life 
makes  greater  demands  upon  our  resources  of  strength 
than  the  simpler  life  of  the  fathers.  And  there  is  no 
question,  either,  that  nobody  sleeps  any  longer  than  the 
fathers  did  in  their  placid  enjoyment  of  their  simple 
life.     In  fact,  we  do  not  sleep  so  much. 

It  is  not  at  all  astonishing,  therefore,  that  there 
should  be  an  appalling  prevalence  of  nerve  disturbances, 
in  this  country  particularly,  though  it  is  a  bit  surprising 
to  find  that  an  English  newspaper  can  find  in  British  life 
warrant  for  such  a  discussion. 

Comparing  the  days  of  old  with  the  mad  rush  of 
today,  the  Telegraph  says:  "There  was  less  wealth 
and  more  contentment;  less  competition  and  more 
security;  fewer  distractions,  but  more  simplicity.  Work 
was  easier,  slower;  and  care,  anxiety,  apprehension— in 
a  word,  worry— did  not  feed,  like  the  worm  i'  th'  bud, 
upon  the  hours  exempt  from  toil." 

Continuing,  the  Telegraph  truly  says  that  we  are  re- 
morseless in  overtaxing  the  delicate  mechanism  of  our 
minds  and  nerves.  We  forget  that  the  brain  is  a  sub- 
stantial apparatus  as  liable  to  depreciation  as  a  fixed 
plant  in  a  workshop.  The  modern  man  is  subject  to  as 
much  mental  and  moral  wear  and  tear  in  a  day  as  his 
ancestors  experienced  in  a  week. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  think  that  we  should,  in  some 
measure  at  least,  try  to  equalize  these  uncommon  drains 
upon  our  vital  forces  by  seeking  new  supplies  in  sleep. 
But  we  do  not.  We  probably  do  not,  on  the  average, 
take  as  much  sleep  as  our  ancestors  did.  We  keep  later 
and  later  hours,  and  though  some  of  us  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  make  it  up  by  remaining  in  bed  in  the  morning, 
most  of  us  are  not,  but  must  rise  at  the  accustomed  hour 
to  face  our  daily  duties,  even  if  a  lack  of  sleep  and  a  low 
stage  of  vitality  in  a  measure  unfit  us  to  attack  them. 

Doubtless  we  should  all  be  better  off  if  we  regulated 
our  sleep  more  in  accordance  with  our  need  of  recupera- 
tion. But  doubtless,  too,  few  of  us  will  make  any  at- 
tempt at  it,  but  will  cheerfully  follow  the  philosophy 
ot  the  amiable  poet  who  said  that  "the  best  of  all  ways 
to  live  a  long  life  is  to  steal  a  few  hours  from  the  night."

"If  a  vote  on  the  question  were  taken.

"The  East 
would  be  found  in  favor  of  more  strin- 
gent Immigration  laws,  and  the  West 
would^  want  them  to  remain  as  they  are. 
Ihe  East  has  too  many  of  the  newcomers 
from  the  old  country  and  out  here  there 
are  not  enough  of  them   at   times. 

"Certain  classes  of  the  immigrants  are 
not  the  kind  that  take  kindly  to  •inn- 
ing as  soon  as  they  get  here,  or  at  any 
time  thereafter,  for  that  matter.  They 
prefer  to  huddle  togeUier  in  some  big 
city,  and  are  more  of  a  detriment  than 
anything  else.  Some  of  the  cities  of  the 
East  are  fairly  crowded  with  these  ignor- 
ant and  almost  worthless  immigrants,  and 
a  person  can  readily  see  why  the  people 
along  the  Atlantic  coast  favor  more 
stringent   laws. 

"Here  in  the  West  it  Is  different.  The 
majority  of  the  foreigners  who  get  this 
far  from  the  coast  come  with  the  avowed 
intention  of  working  on  the  railroads,  at 
the  mines,  in  the  woods  and  on  the  farms. 
Nearly  always  there  is  a  shortage  of 
this  kind  of  labor  in  the  Northwest  and 
Southwest,  and  so  the  employers  are 
glad  to  see  the  new  people  coming  in. 
and  are  strongly  opposed  to  any  legisla- 
tion which  would  lejid  to  lessen  the  tide 
of  immigration.  They  are  too  badly  in 
need  of  additional  belp  to  consider  the  de- 
sires of   Uie  East."

"An  important  individual  around  a  log- 
ging company,  and  one  a  person  scarcely 
ever  hears  of  in  accounts  of  life  in  the 
big  woods,  is  the  horse  buyer,"  said  T.  J. 
Ba.xter  of  Cass  Lake.  Minn.,  at  the  St. 
Louis.  "To  him  falls  the  duty  of  purchas- 
ing the  teams  for  tlie  winter's  work,  and 
the  success  of  the  season's  work  often 
depends  upon  the  manner  in  which  he 
performs  his  work,  for  not  mych  hauling 
can  be  done  unless  the  horses  are  in  good 
condition. 

"With  the  larger  firms  there  is  often 
more  than  one  buyer.  Along  about  this 
time  of  the  year  they  visit  the  horse  mar- 
kets and  begin  picking  out  the  animals 
they  desire.  Buying  continues  until 
well  along  in  the  winter.  Heavy  demands 
are  made  upon  logging  teams,  and  tlie 
horses  have  to  be  perfectly  sound  when 
they  go  into  the  woods,  in  order  to  last 
through  the  winter.  Where  the  purchases 
are  so  largt-,  it  means  there  will  bo  a 
considerable  amount  of  money  wasted  if 
the  buyer  doesn't  know  his  busine.ss,  so 
he  may  be  able  to  gi-t  bottom  prices  on 
everything  secured. 

"Few  companies  keep  their  horses  from 
year  to  year.  They  get  all  the  use  they 
can  out  of  a  team  one  winter,  and  in  the 
spring  sell  the  horses  for  whatever  they 
can  get.  This  spring  price  is  greatly  re- 
duced from  wliat  was  paid  in  the  fall, 
for  the  animals  are  jaded  and  worn. 
There  are  men  who  make  it  a  business  of 
buying  these  horses.  When  summer 
comes  they  turn  them  loose  in  a  pasture 
and  allow  them  to  retet  u  pfor  a  few 
Weeks.  Gradually  tlie  animals  get  back 
into  their  original  oondilion.  and  a.gain 
tliey  are  worth  a  top-notch  price,  leaving 
the  man  with  the  pasture  a  comfortable 
margin    of   profit. 

"Logging  operation."?  through  Northern 
Minnesota  will  this  year  be  quite  exten- 
sive, although  I  do  not  believe  as  much 
timber  will  be  cut  as  last  year.  Some 
summer  logging  has  been  going  on.  The 
winter  fellows  are  getting  in  readiness 
for  the  season's  work,  roads  are  being 
mapped  out  and  camps  built." 
«    «    • 

"I  was  bass  fishing  In  one  of  the  lakes 
twelve  or  fifteen  miles  north  of  Brainerd 
two  weeks  aogo  and  never  had  better 
luck  In  my  life,'*  said  D.  S.  Carlton  of 
Minneapolis  at  the  McKay.  "My  wife 
and  I  were  visiting  friends  near  the  lake. 
1  was  really  there  to  hunt,  but  it  was  so 
hot  at  the  time  that  1  didn't  do  much 
shooting.  The  day  we  were  to  come 
away  1  proposed  that  we  go  out  and  try 
for  a  mess  of  bass. 

"My  wife  was  the  first  to  get  a  lino  In 
the  water,  and  before  1  could  get  my  hook 
baited  she  had  a  bass.  She  had  another 
before  my  hook  touched  the  water.  The 
fish  were  so  hungry  that  they  even  went 
after  her  bobber.  We  had  six  frogs,  and 
with  them  caught  fifteen  nice  bass  in 
aijout  an  hour.  I  was  so  busy  taking  fish 
off  her  line  that  I  didn't  get  much  chance 
to  do  any  fishing  my.self."

"The  Badger  State  Clambake  club  of 
Ashland  held  a  very  successful  clambake 
at  Madeline  island  last  Saturday,"  .said 
W.  M.  Rugglcs,  an  Ashland  lumberman, 
at  the  St.  Louis.  "One  hundred  of  us 
went  over  to  the  island  and  had  a  feast 
thfit  equaled  anything  of  the  kind  ever 
held  in  America,  or  anywhere  else.

CANNED  MEATS 
WILL  BE  SAFE 

No  More    Chance    for 

Humbug  When  Law 

is  Enforced. 

Washington,  Sept.  21. — Further  rul- 
ings in  comiection  with  the  enforcement 
of  the  meat  inspection  law  after  Oc» 
tober  1,  next  were  made  public  by  the 
secretary  of  agriculture  and  give  an 
idea  of  what  consumers  are  to  expect 
hereafter  when  purchasing  meat  pro- 
ducts,   particuh-aly    canned    goods. 

Anything  savoring  of  a  false  or  de-, 
ceptive  name  will  not  be  tolerated  and ! 
no  picture,  design  or  device  which  gives  | 
any  false  indication  of  origin  or  quality; 
]Wil  be  permitted  upon  any  label,  as  I 
[for  example,  the  picture  of  a  pig  ap- ' 
peaiing  on  a  label  placed  upon  beef 
products  or  the  picture  of  a  chicKen 
upon  the  label  of  a  veal  or  pork  pro- 
duct. Geographical  names  are  allowed 
to  be  used  only  with  the  words  -'cut" 
'•type,'-  -brand'  or  -style",  as  the  case 
may  be,  except  upon  goods  produced  or 
manufactured  in  the  place,  state,  ter- 
ritory, or  country  named.  For  instance 
'\  irginia  ham"  must  be  marked  "Vir- 
ginia style  ham";  -English  brawn" 
must  be  "English  style  brawn,"  West- 
phalia ham'  must  be  "Westphalia  style 
ham." 

The  word  "ham"  without  a  prefix 
indicating  the  species  of  animal  Is  con- 
sidered by  the  department  to  be  a  pork 
ham,  but  trimmings  removed  from  thei 
ham  and  used  in  the  preparation  of' 
potted  meats  or  sausage  or  when  used 
alone,  may  be  known  as  "potted  ham" 
\>r  "ham  sausiige." 

Frankfurter  sausage  no  longer  can 
be  known  as  such  but  must  be  called 
"Frankfui'ter  style  sausage." 

The  rules  clearly  define  what  con- 
stitutes pure  lard,  but  prescribe  that 
a  substitute  composed  of  lard,  stearin 
or  other  animal  fat  and  vegetable  oil 
may  be  labeled  "lard  compound." 

Among  the  restrictions  are  the  fol- 
lowing: "Picnic  hams"  cannot  be  cal- 
led hams",  but  may  be  called  "pic- 
nics" or  "picnic  shoulders"  'little  n\s\ 
sausage"  may  be  calkni  "little  pork 
sausage  or  "pigmy  sausage";  extract 
of  beef  must  be  actually  made  from 
beef,  and  veal  k>af  cannot  be  called 
such  unless,  the  meat  used  Is  veal 
only. 

The  same  rules  apply  to  other  canned 
products,  and  manufacturers  are  warn- 
ed that  the  rulings  do  not  exempt  them 
fi»m   the  enforcement  of  state  laws

New  York,  Sept.  21.— Thaw  last  even- 
ing was  visited  by  Roger  O'Mara,  the 
Pittsburg  detective,  who  has  been  r-j- 
tained  in  connection  with  the  defense. 
It  was  reported  that  O'Mara  had  been 
Sent  for,  tc  confer  with  Thaw  regard- 
ing alleged  differences  between  "Thaw 
and  Clifford  W.  Hartiidge,  his  chi?f 
counsel,  relative  to  the  line  of  defn.se 
to  be  adopted  at  Thaw's  trial.  O'Mai^ 
is  generally  accorded  with  having; 
great  influence  over  Thaw  by  reason 
of  his  long  acquaintance  with  the  Thaw 
family.  After  O'Mara  left  the  prison-jr 
Hartiidge  had  a  conference  with  Thau. 
Later  the  attorney  was  asked  if  tlieire 
has  been  a  disagreement  between  TJiaw 
and    himself.

Mr.  Hartridge  also  stated  that  r-;- 
ports  published  that  Thaw  refused  ;;o 
be  examined  by  three  alienists  wiis 
for  fram  the  truth.  He  said  that  two 
of  the  doctors  had  visited  Thaw  before 
in  the  Tombs.  Thay  told  the  keepers 
at  the  Tombs  today  that  the  reascn 
he  did  not  see  the  doctors  yesterday 
was  because  he  had  an  appointment 
with  the  Rev.  Father  William  D.  Lax- 
owski,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.

RAILROADS  AGAINST 

UNFORCING  RATE  LAW. 

Chicago,  Sept.  20.— Testimony  is  be- 
ing heard  here  by  Master  in  Chancery 
Scofield  of  the  United  States  court  for 
the  Western  district  of  Missouri,  in 
the  suit  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  A 
Quincy  and  seventeen  other  railroad.4, 
for  a  permanent  injunction  to  prevent 
the  reduction  of  rates  on  certain  com.- 
modities    in    Missouri. 

Judge  Phillips  of  the  federal  court 
recently  granted  a  temporary  writ 
against  the  attorney  general  and  the 
railroad  and  warehouse  commissioners 
of  Missouri,  enjoining  them  from  en- 
forcing the  law  in  the  controversj', 
which  was  passed  by  the  legislature 
of  that  state  in  1905.  The  statute  fixes 
maximum  local  rates  on  grain  ani 
other  articles  far  below  those  being 
charged  by  the  roads.  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Herbert  Hadley,  his  assistan:, 
John  Kennish,  of  Missouri,  and  Judge 
Ladd  of  Kansas  City,  representing  the 
state  here.  C.  I.  Sturgis,  general 
auditor  of  the  Burlington  road,  was 
on  the  stand  all  day  yesterday.  He 
attempted  to  show  that  the  Missoui"! 
rate  laws  would  prove  confiscatory  If 
enforced.

POKER  SCANDAL 
AT  PITTSBURG 

Which  Deals  With   the 

Losses  of   Several 

Millionaires. 

Pittsburg,  .Sept.  21.— A  scheme  which 
has  been  workeil  for  a  year  by  card 
sharpers  from  different  parts  of  the 
country  to  separate  young  Pittsburg 
clubmen  from  tlieir  money  received  a 
very  hard  jolt  here  Tuesday  when  D. 
Joseph  Johnston  one  of  the  more  re- 
cent members  of  the  Americuh  club, 
was  dragged  before  the  police  and  forc- 
ed to  disgorge  money  and  diamonds 
to  the  extent  of  several  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  claim  being  that  he  had 
swindled  his  fel  ow  club  member!*  by 
playing  crooked  cards.  The  Americus 
club  is  perhaps  the  best  known  polit- 
ical club  in  the  country,  it  being  espe- 
cially famous  foi  its  parading  columns 
at  each  inauguri  1  or  political  meetintj. 
It  has  fully  l,Ot>0  members,  including 
associate  membtrs  in  different  cities, 
and  has  among  its  members  some  \ery 
wealthy  men. 

For  some  tinit  i>ast  there  has  been 
rumors  of  card  sharpers'  work  inside 
the  Americus  club,  but  nothing  defin- 
ite was  brought  out  until  Tuesday  in 
the  police  court.  An  official  of  the  club 
admitted  that  luring  the  past  few 
months  several  fersons  found  cheating 
at  cai-ds  had  been  banished  fi\>m  the 
club,  but  this  was  the  first  arrtst  to 
be  made,  Jolinston  came  to  Pittsburg 
from  somewhere  in  the  West  about  a 
year  ago,  "and  has  posed  as  a  'broKei," 
but  In  the  police  court  he  tauntmgly 
admitted  to  his  fellow  club  members, 
that  he  was  a  oard  player,  pure  and 
simple,  and  that  he  and  others  had 
been  getting  some  easy  money  from 
"Pittsburg  suckere." 

The  trouble  came  over  a  card  game 
Monday  evening,  at  which  there  was 
very  heavy  play  It  was  a  stud-poker 
game,  and  within  two  hours  Johntson 
had  most  of  the  other  players'  money, 
and  in  addition  a  diamond  rins  and 
stud  belonging  to  Frank  Sauers,  a 
wc^althy  Allegheny  man.  At  length 
Sauers  accused  Johnston  of  cheating, 
and,  grasping  his  wrist,  turned  up  his 
hand,  i-evealing  a  small  mirror  about 
the  size  of  a  dime  attached  to  the  ring 
on  Johnston's  finger  This  mirror  en- 
abled Johnston,  while  de;tling  the 
cards,  to  see  what  he  was  handing 
to  his  opponents,  showing  him  what 
cards  his  opponents  had  "buried,"  and 
giving  him  absolute  control  of  the 
game.  There  Wiis  a  fight  when  this 
was  found  out.  but  Johnston  was  allow- 
ed to  leave  the  club.  He  was  arrested 
soon  after  and  given  a  hearing  "lues- 
day,  when  tlie  finger  miiTor,  a  marker 
and  several  other  devices  known  to 
crooked  gamblini?  were  found  on  him. 
He  was  forced  to  restore  to  Sauers  all 
the  money  he  had  won  from  him  and 
to  return  the  diamonds  on  which  he 
had  advanced  $.i'>0.  He  was  also  fined

Liberty  to  All  Sects 

Are  Promised. 


NAVY  BACKS  UP 
BLUEJACKETS 

Amusement  Places  Must 

Not  Discriminate  Against 

Nation's  Uniform. 

Newport.  11.  I.,  Sept.  21.— Chief  Yeo- 
man F.  J.  Buenzle,  stationed  at  the 
naval  training  station  here,  brouglit 
suit  against  the  Newport  Amusement 
company  on  aoount  of  having  been 
refused  admissiC'U  to  a  dance  hall 
while  in  uniform.  Buenzle  places  his 
damages  at  $500.  He  alleges  that  on 
Sept.  8  the  sa.'lor  was  "then  and 
there  debarred  from  the  full  and  equal 
enjoj-ment  and  iirivilege  of  a  licensed 
place  of  public  amusement,  and 
wrongfully  discriminated  against  and 
denied  admissioji  by  the  defendant 
solely  on  account  of  being  in  the 
uniform  of  the  I'nlted   States  navy." 

It  was  stated  last  night  that  Rear 
Admiral  Charles  H.  Thomas,  com- 
mandant at  the  naval  training  station, 
is  paying  half  the  expenses  of 
Buenzle's  suit,  iuid  It  Is  understo<>d 
that  the  navy  department  is  beJiind 
the  action.  The  writ  is  returnable 
Oct.  2,  in  the  first  district  court  for 
Newport  county. 


Enlargement  of  Rights 

of  Jews  Will  Next  be 

Considered. 


St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  21.— The  Associated 
Press  has  been  informed  by  a  member 
of  the  cabinet  that  within  a  few  days 
laws  of  religious  freedom,  removing  prac- 
tically everj-  restriction  and  disability 
under  which  the  different  faiths  in  Rus- 
sia have  labored,  will  be  promulgated. 
This  is  the  second  point  in  the  Stolypin 
program.  The  first,  including  measures 
for  the  distribution  of  land,  already  has 
been   published. 

Tile  new  laws  are  in  effect  in  amplifl- 
caiion  and  conttrniiition  of  the  emperor's 
Easter  ukase  of  April,  19u5,  which,  al- 
though ii  established  a  large  measure  of 
toleration  and  enabled  thousands  of  dis- 
senters to  leave  the  orthodox  church 
and  enroll  themselves  under  the  faiths 
of  their  choices,  never  became  fully  ef- 
leciive.  This  was  partly  owing  to  the 
failure  of  the  elaborate  supplementary 
legislation  needed,  but  ciiiefly  to  the  arbi- 
trary interpretation  of  the  emperor's 
ukase  by  the  provincial  authorities  who 
construed  it  as  they  saw  fit.  In  som« 
cases  tile  workings  or'  the  ukase  were  ai- 
most    entirely    nuUifit-d. 

Under  the  new  laws,  which  will  be 
published  while  no  ixtrlianieiit  is  sitting, 
ihe  various  sects,  unless  they  indulge  in 
criminal  or  minioral  practices,  may  re- 
ceive upon  application  tlie  sanction  of 
the  goverimient.  This  will  confer  upon 
their  clergy  practicallj-  the  same  status 
as  is  now  enjoyed  by  ortliodox  priests. 
They  will  have  equal  rigiits  with  the 
orthodox  church  in  the  matter  of  erect- 
ing school  and  church  buildings  and  th© 
.  receiving  of  their  proselytes.  "In  fact." 
an  ortliodox  priest  said  to  tlie  Associat«id 
Press,  "they  will  be  more  free  than  the 
'  orthodox  church,  wiiich  is  tlie  state 
church  and  subject  to  a  mass  of  state 
regulations." 

"The  cabinet  will  next  take  up  the 
project  of  law  enlarging  the  rights  of 
Jews,  which  has  just  been  elaborated  by 
a  commission.  Tliis  measure  has  been 
somewhat  restricted,  the  administration 
believing  that  full  equality  in  the  present 
state  of  public  opinion  in  Russia  can 
and  should   !>«•  given   only  by   parliament. 

The  administration.  after  several 
months'  consideration,  has  determined 
against  granting  compensation  for  the 
foreign  property  destroyed  during  the 
Moscow  revolt.  The  claims  arising  from 
this  cause  amounted  to  $&25.0U0.  A  depu- 
tation of  Jews  that  visited  M.  Stolypin 
and  leferred  to  the  predictions  of  an 
anti-Jewish  attack  at  Warsaw,  which 
are  being  circulated  in  the  Russian  and 
foreign  press,  was  informed  by  the  pre- 
mier that  according  to  reports  from  Gen- 
Skallon,  there  was  not  the  slightest  rea- 
son to  expect  excesses  or  disorders.  Nev- 
eriheless.  he  ordered  that  all  necessary 
measures  be  taken  to  prevent  an  out- 
break. The  premier  expressed  the  hope 
and  said  that  he  was  confident  that  Sied- 
lece  would  end  the  history  of  anti-Jewish 
disorders.  While  refusing,  in  tlie  absence 
of  complete  information,  to  discuss  the 
doings  of  tlie  soldiery,  the  premier  said 
that  he  had  no  desire  to  sliield  thetn. 
Their  exhausted  condition,  he  explained, 
coupled  with  a  nervous  condition,  re- 
sulting from  frequent  attacks  on  patrols, 
was  accountable  for  breaches  of  disci- 
pline.

HARMONY 
OFJCTION 

To  Produce  Best  Results 
From  the  Free  Alco- 
hol Law. 

Science  Expected  to  Con- 
tribute Toward  Solv- 
ing the  Problem. 


Washington,  Sept.  21.— Two  kinds  of 
complaints  are  coming  here,  showing 
what  the  public  fears  will  be  the  re- 
sult in  preventing  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  untaxed  alcohol  for  use  In  th« 
arts  at  a  price  sufficiently  low  as  to  be 
a  real  accommodation  to  the  industries 
of  the  country.  These  complaints 
grow  out  of  the  reports  circulated  con- 
cerning the  investigation  made  by  Com- 
missioner Yerkes  of  the  internal  rev- 
nue  bureau  In  several  Europear  states, 
and  the  character  of  the  regulations 
which  the  dep.Trtment  will  formulate  for 
governing  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
this  commodity.  Considering  the  mar- 
velous interest  awakened  throughout 
the  country  in  this  subject  of  untaxed 
:  alcoiiol,  which  was  illustrated  last 
winter  by  the  most  formidable  array  of 
petitions  and  letters  urging  the  legis- 
lation ever  presented  to  congress  upon 
\  any  subject,  and  coming  from  every 
;  state  and  territory  In  the  Union,  it  was 
[apparent  from  the  arguments  made  by 
the  friends  of  the  measure  that  they 
expetced  speedy  results  in  the  way  of 
a  low-priced  fuel,  light  and  power  com- 
modity. Their  complaints  now  are  to 
this   effect: 

First— That  in  their  efforts  to  pro- 
tect the  revenues  of  the  government, 
the  internal  revenue  officers  will  make 
such  drastic  regualtions  as  to  hamper 
the  development  of  a  low-price  Indus- 
trial  alcohol. 

Second— That  the  requirements  which 
the  government  will  insist  upon  with 
respect  to  the  denaturizlng  Ingredients 
will  be  of  such  character  as  to  raise 
the  price  of  the  denaturized  product  far 
above  a  competitive  point  with  other 
fuel  and  lighting  liquids  now  on  the 
market. 

An  examination  into  these  points  in 
several  departments  of  the  government 
brings  to  light  interesting  information 
as  to  wliat  is  being  done,  and  the  rea- 
sons for  the  action  now  being  taken  by 
the  government  officials.  It  is  {ippar- 
ent  that  there  Is  harmony  of  action, 
whether  by  mutual  understanding  or 
not,  among  the  heads  of  the  varioua  de- 
partments to  produce  the  best  possible 
results  in  this  important  matter  of 
cheaper  fuel  and  light  at  the  eaVliest 
possible  day.  Along  these  lines  in- 
vestigation Is  now  in  progress,  not 
only  by  the  Internal  officers  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  the  revenues,  but 
also  by  the  secretary  of  agriculture 
and  his  force  of  expert  chemists.  The 
investigations  have  proceeded  far 
enough  to  give  hope  that  whatever  de- 
terlng  effect  may  come  from  stringent 
regualtions,  science  will  contribute 
something  at  least,  at  a  very  early  day, 
towards  solving  the  problem  of  cheap- 
er materials  for  ethyl  alcohol,  and  also 
a  cheaper  and  certainly  effective  de- 
n.aurlzing    ingredient. 

'"It  is  our  duty  in  connection  witii 
this  question  of  untaxing  alcohol,"  said 
an  official  of  the  internal  revenue  bu- 
reau, "'to  make  certaltt  that  there  shall 
be  no  frauds  perpetrated  upon  the  rev- 
enues. This  may  .ippear  to  some  peo- 
ple as  an  vinimportant  matter,  but  it  is 
not  merely  a  question  of  importance 
with  us.  It  Is  a  question  of  duty.  Yhr. 
laws  prescribe  what  we  shall  do  to  pro- 
tect the  public  revenues,  and  if  by  leg- 
islation of  congress  the  government  is 
to  give  up  58,000,000  or  $10,00O,(KX)  of  reve- 
nue annually,  and  perhaps  a  inut?li 
greater  sum.  by  removing  the  tax  upon 
grain  alcohol,  "the  laws  continue  to  re- 
quire that  we  shall  make  certain  that 
such  grain  alcohol  as  remains  subject 
to  internal  revenue  tax  shall  not  es- 
cape such  taxation.  Our  internal  rev- 
enue laws  are  second  in  importance  as 
a  source  of  public  revenue.  Distilled 
spirits  are  an  importaiit  item  in  tlie 
list  of  revenue  producing  articles.  The 
public  must  reflect  upon  the  fact  that 
in  this  business  of  placing  two  kinds 
of  alcohol  on  the  market— one  subject 
to  tax  and  one  entirely  free— there  Is 
the    greatest    Incentive    to    fraud.

Did  you  ever  read  a  convincing  ghost 
story  ?  You  ne\  er  did,  because  those  who  wrote 
them  tried  to  imagine  what  a  ghost  would  say. 
The  only  way  to  write  a  ghost  story  which 
will  sound  real,  which  will  convince,  is  to  be  a 
ghost  and  write  it  from  the  ghost's  point  of  view. 
There  are  some  things  beyond  imagination. 

Jack  London  has  written  a  book,  the  open- 
ing chapters  of  which  appear  in  the  October 
Everybody's.   He  calls  it  "Before  Adam."    He  shows  man  before 
he  had  any  of  the  veneer  of  civilization,  before  society  was  in- 
vented, when  the  wants  of  the  race  were  few,  when  its  vocabulary 
was  limited  to  twenty  words.    You  do  not  feel  that  he  has  imag- 
ined this  as  you  read.      You  feel  that  he  has  lived  it;    that  he 
has  seen  it ;   that  he  remembers  it.      It  may  be  imagination  to  London, 
but  to  you  it  is  the  real  thing. 

Jack  London  has  lived  a  strange  life  among  men  and  women  whose 
passions  are  primeval.  He  has  seen  men  in  the  raw,  stripped  down 
to  the  mainsprings  of  life,  when  only  the  instinctive  passions  were  work- 
ing— hunger,  thirst,  revenge,  joy — the  intensities  of  life — when  vocab- 
ulary was  simply  ejaculation. 

By  taking  away  from  such  men  evervthing  that  civilization  and 
education  have  given  them,  he  has  seen  v.hat  men  must  have  been  ^'Before 
Adam."  These  men  he  has  set  before  us  —  Lop-Ear,  the  Swift  One; 
Red-Eye,  the  Hairless  One;  Old  Marrow  Bone  —  the  beginning  of 
nomenclature  is  suggested  by  these  names  descriptive  of  personal  char- 
acteristics. It  is  too  real  to  be  always  a  pleasant  story,  but  no  man  nor 
woman  can  read  it  without  that  cxhikraticn  which  comes  from  being 
compelled  to  think,  and  to  think  deeply.

Machinists  Organize  at 

Virginia  and  Printers 

Getting  Ready. 

Virginia,  Minn..  Sept.  21.-(Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Up  to  about  a  year  ago 
thin'  was  not  a  labor  union  on  the  range. 
The  Western  Federation  of  Miners  broke 
ground  and  now  the  indications  are  that 
il  will  not  be  many  moons  before  all  the 
different  tradesmen  will  have  unions  of 
their  own.

PEACE  MISSION 
DIFFICULT  TASK 

No  Plan  to  Settle  Cuban 

Dispute  Yet  Decided 

Upon. 

Havana,  Sept.  21.— A  secood  day  of 
conferences  with  the  factional  leaders 
in  the  Cuban  conflict  has  not  enabled 
Sereiary  of  Tv"ar  Taft  and  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  Bacon  to  announce 
a.ny  plan  for  compromising  the  diffi- 
culty. So  strenuous  are  the  appeals  of 
both  the  Liberal  and  Moderate  par- 
ties leaders  that  the  situation  becomes 
increasingly  complicated  as  the  nego- 
tiations proceed.  However,  Secretary 
Taft  said  last  night  that  he  believed 
when  they  are  bro tight  face  to  face 
with  the  danger  of  losing  independence 
forever,  all  patriotic  Cubans  will  be 
willing   to   make  concessions. 

Mr.  Taft  added  that  the  United 
States  peace  emissaries  are  occupying 
a  most  delicate  position  and  liave 
undertaken  to  hear  all  complaints  and 
that  until  they  have  made  theiuselves 
thoroughly  conversant  Avith  the  politi- 
cal tuimoil  of  Cuba  they  cannot  ex- 
press themselves  freely  in  the  confer- 
ences, fearing  that  possible  misunder- 
standings may  have  a  deterrent  effect 
on   the  proceedings. 

The  only  counsel  to  the  politicil 
leaders  given  by  Mr.  Taft  was  on  the 
subject  of  not  engaging  in  further  agi- 
tation that  might  make  intervention 
by  the  United  States  necessary.  This 
advice  he  offered  freely  to  all  whom 
he  gives  audience,   regardless  of  party. 

Mr.  Taft  has  made  it  clear  that  the 
United  .States  is  not  seeking  to  exer- 
cise control  over  the  island  or  any  of 
its  affairs;  but  he  has  quoted  President 
Rosevelt's  letter  to  Minister  Quesadi 
to  the  effect  that  the  United  States 
has  a  duty  which  it  cannot  shirk.  To 
those  whom  he  has  met  in  conference, 
Mr.  Taft  has  said  that  now  is  the  time 
to  decide  whether  they  would  have 
Cuba  live  as  a  nation.  He  has  weighed 
every  word  carefully  and  has  neither 
upheld  nor  criticised  the  principles  of 
either   faction. 

Whethev  the  men  they  have  met  in 
Havana  represent  the  sentiment  of  the 
entire  island  is  a  question  that  is 
troubling  the  American  mediators.

He  moved  with  his  family  to  Gracc- 
villein  the  spring  of  1878.

The  total  Prus.sian  income  has  just 
doubled,  while  in  England  it  has  in- 
creased only  fifty  per  cent.  Another 
sign  of  German  wealth  is  that  the  new- 
issues  of  capital  from  1898  to  1905  were 
iS'O.oOO.OOO  in  Germany  to  £950,000.000  In 
England. 

In  view  of  these  figures  It  is  inter- 
esting to  speculate  on  the  future  of 
Germany.  Outside  thd>  empire,  there 
are  16.000,000  people  of  German  race  in 
central  Europe,  wlio  must  gravitate 
towaixls  Germany.  Here  are  all  the 
elemetits  of  an  immens.4y  jxiwerfiil  mil- 
itary empire,  with  80,0iW,00i>  citizens  of 
homogeneous  nationality — a  stronger 
empire  than  Xapoleoii  ever  dreamed  of, 
covering  a  vast  tenlto'rj',  and  not  di- 
vided by  racial  differences.

GIRLS  ACCOMPLISH 

A  FEAT  OF  SMUGGLING. 

Geneva,  Sept.  21. — Two  girls,  named 
Vachero,  aged  17  and  19  years,  have 
just  accomplished  a  daring  feat  of 
smuggling. 

■  They  belong  to  a  family  whose  an- 
cestors have  been  smuggler;^  for  a 
century.  Tlieir  hunting  gi-ounds  are  in 
the  mountains,  where  the  Swiss, 
Italian  and  Austrian  ifruntiers  nearly 
touch  at  the  Stelvo  ^9f\9. 

Many  desi>erate  fiffllls  with  the  cu.s- 
toms  officials  have  t.ikt-ji  ,]^laoo  at  thla 
spot,  until  the '  vacTf.'V.Vs  ''^ikve  been 
almost  wiped  out.  '^'liere  now  re- 
main of  the  family  bnly  the  father 
and  mother  and  the  two  daughters, 
who  are  the  heroines  of  this  latest 
exploit. 

At  present  the  father  is  suffering 
from  a  rifle  .shot  through  the  elbow, 
which  he  de3cril)e's  as  an  "accldeii't." 
He  was  unable  to  get  a  large  cargo 
of  tobacco  across  tiie  Swiss  frontier 
into  Italy,  and  his  daughters  deter- 
mined to  smuggle  the  cmiLraband 
themseles. 

They  started,  but  near  the  summit 
of  the  pass,  were  discovered  by  two 
\  customs  officials.  "^^Hiile  the  elder  girl 
i  preceded  on  the  journey,  the  younger 
I  tme  kept  the  officers  at  I  ay  with  a 
i  rifle  from  a  sheltered  po.s^jtion.  The 
men  replied,  and  the  f  usilade  con- 
,  tinued  until  the  sister  wiih  the  to- 
I  bacco  had  got  a  good  half  hour's 
j  start.  The  younger  sLster  then  dis- 
I  appeared  and  returned  home  by  mak- 
I  ing  a  long  detour  in  the  mountains, 
I  every  path  of  which  she  knows.

Tiie  revival 
i  is   meeting    witli    considerable   suppon, 
j  aaid  not  a  few  statesmen  have  joined 
The    society's    ranks.      In     its    journal,

j  Japanese    wt«-ds    with    those    symljols,

syllaliary.      It    is    as    practicable,      of 
course,   to     spell     Yokohama,     for     ex- 
ample,  with  eight  Romaji  as  with   the 
two       Chinese       ideographs       .>i-dinarily 
use^l   to  write  the  name  of  that  port. 

Hitherto  every  Eui*opcan  nation  has 
l^ad  its  own  w-ay  of  spelling  Japanese 
and  ChlncJse  names,  French  and  Ger- 
man differing  widely  from  Engli.'^h  in 
this  re»i)ect,  but  gradually  it  is  be- 
coniiiig  feasible  to  reduce  the  kana  to 
recogiilKcd  English  equivalents,  and 
that  there  Is  an  advantage  in  d^ing  so 
vrill  n(H  be  doubted  by  anyone  who 
comprehends  what  labor  is  required  to 
ma.^ter  even  the  minimum  number  of 
ideographs  ne*-ded  b*  rea<i  and  write 
Chinese  or  Japanese  passably.  A 
writer  of  repute.  Nan  jo  Bunyu,  who 
was  at  Oxford  univirsity  from  1S79  to 
18S4,  relates  how  he  di.SLUSSi>d  this  im- 
ix)rtant  matter  with  PiTrf.  Max  Mul- 
ler,  and  while  it  was  deplored  that  tl:e 
difficulties  Of  acquiring  Japanese  were 
increased  by  the  fact  that  the  Chinese 
iSeograidis  w-ere  often  to  be  read  in 
Japan  in  two  or  more  ways,  no  such 
daa^back  existed  when  Romaji  were 
tHuployed  in  writing  the  s&>unds,  as 
the  .symbols  of  the  Roman  alphabet 
iiave  each  a  value  that  is  ch-ar  and 
definite.  <This.  however,  obvi'.usly 
eyjplies  only  when  tiie  Italian  sounds 
are  given  to  the  vaw"els>.

And  when  we  have  an  everyday 
native  tongue  and  a  scientific  or 
technical  language  .sufficient  for  all 
i»ur  need.s,  what  sen.se  is  there  in 
giving  time  to  the  acqui.sition  of 
the  very  difficult-to-comprehend 
Ifinguage  and  literature  of  the  neigh- 
l>oring    empire    of    China? 

"6.  Now  is  the  time,  not  a  day 
too  soon,  when  we  must  relinquish 
the  ideas  and  things  characteristic 
of  China,  and  take  up  the  clNdliza- 
tion  of  Europe  and  America.  Yet 
as  long  as  we  use  the  Chinese  .sy.stem 
of  writing  the  odor  of  China  clings 
to  it,  and  it  is  hard  to  rid  our.selves 
of  the  a.ssociation.  The  more  Chl- 
1  nese  ideographs  a  man  knows,  the 
[more  he  is  under  the  influence  of 
Chine.=!e  sentiment,  and  liable  to  be 
sw-ayed   by  its  customs. 

"7.     We    do    not    know    If    it    can 

be      said      that     Chinese     letters     are 

convenient      \'ehicles      even      for      the 

■  expre.s.slon    of    the    Chinese    language, 

,  but    w-e    can    vouch    for    it    that    they 

I  are    ill-shaped    for    writing    either    the 

\  Japanese   or   any   European    language, 

and     are     practically     useless     outside 

China. 

"8.  As  today  we  obtain  everything 
from  the  Occident,  it  becomes  a 
prime  necei^sity  with  us  that  we 
should  also  acquire  \Vestern  toneues, 
and  for  that  purpo.se  Romaj!  will  be 
found  most  convenient  in  use.  When 
foreign  languages  are  transposed  into 
Romaji  they  become  easy  to  read, 
and  to  read  lines  which  cross  the 
page  Is  easier  than  reading  from 
vertical    cnUimns." 

In  the  foregoing  arguments  may  be

Girls' 
j  schools    in    China    are    left    to      private 
[enterprise  entirely,     and     consequently 
j  the    total    number    of    women    capable 
(Of  leading  ijooks  or  newspapers  scarce- 
ily    exceeds    one    million    anmng   a   hun- 
dred and  fifty  millions.     It  is  well  that 
the    empress-dowaiBcr    has    now    begun 
to    Interest    herself    on    this    matter    of 
female   education,   and   has  established 
a   c<jllege   in    the    capital.     Newspapers, 
moreover  are  doing   something  to^vards 
educating  the  masses,  and  will  do  more 
as    they    gain    access    to    the    interior. 
China  has  no  kana   syllabary  like  that 
of  Japjin,    but    that    need    not    prevent 
the  adai>tation  of  the  Romaji  alphabet 
to   the   spelling   of  Chine.se   words   once 
a   definite    plan    of    transliteration    can 
be    decided    upon,    and    the    vernacular

is  not  a  conspiracy  or  combination  in 
the  i-€«traint  of  commerce  within  the 
state,  nor  d<,tes  it  interfere  with  open 
competition  in  the  purchase  and  sale 
of  grain  and  produce  at  Duluth  in  vio- 
lation of  Chapter  359  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Minnesota  for  1899. 

It  is  also  found  by  Judge  Dibell  that 
the  Duluth  boa,rd  does  not  buy  or  sell 
grain,  or  in  any  way  deal  therein; 
that  its  membership  is  limited  to  200; 
that  not  more  than  15  to  20  per  cent 
of  those  holding  memberships  are  en- 
gaged in  the  grain  or  milling  business, 
but  that  some  are  engaged  in  "oank- 
ing,  in  marine  insurance,  the  ves.?el 
business,  and  in  other  pursuits  outside 
the  grain   business. 

Judge  Dibell  says  that  the  Duluth 
board  furnishes  facilities  and  conveni- 
ences for  the  transaction  of  the  grain 
trade  in  Duluth;  that  it  procures  and 
furnishes  for  its  members  information 
about  the  grain  markets  of  the  world, 
crop  conditions,  etc,  expending  annu- 
ally about  $11,000  for  those  purposes. 
The  court  finds  two  classes  ti-ading  on 
the  lloor  of  the  Duluth  exchange— 
those  who  are  commission  men,  and 
sell  for  the  owner  the  grain  that 
comes  to  Duluih.,  and  those  who  buy 
for  the  consumer  at  Duluih  or  Su- 
perior, or  for  transportation  to  the 
lower   ports,   or   for   foreign   export. 

The  court  finds  that  competition  be- 
tween the  buyer  and  seller  is  active 
and  free;  that  the  Duluth  board  does 
not  fix  grain  prices,  restrain  trade, 
limit  the  production  of  grain,  or  pre- 
vent ccxnipetition  in  the  sale  and  pur- 
chase of  grain;  and  that  t  he  facili- 
ties which  it  furnishes  are  in  aid  of 
the  traffic  in  grain  from  the  point  of 
production  to  the  point  of  consump- 
tion. 

With  his  findings  of  fact  and  con- 
clusions of  law,  Judge  Dibell  appends 
a  memorandum,  in  which  he  goes  at 
some  length  into  the  legal  phases  of 
the  different  points  raised  in  the 
suit. 

Judge  Dibell  says  there  is  no  need 
for  discussion  relative  to  the  claim  of 
conspiracy,  as  the  evidence  does  not 
justify  the  finding  of  the  existence  of 
such  cx>ndition.  He  states  that  there 
was  a  decided  hostility  on  the  part 
of  some  of  the  members  of  the  board 
towards  the  farmers'  exchange,  but 
that  it  is  not  of  conseciuence  who  was 
right  or  who  was  w-rong.  There  was 
no  actual  conspiracy,  and  the  ex- 
change never  applied  for  representa- 
tion on  the  board. 

Coming  directly  to  the  only  claim 
of  the  state  really  submitted  to  the 
court,  and  which  inolves  the  commis- 
sion rule  of  the  Duluth  board,  the 
court  premises  that  this  was  not  a 
proceeding  by  cjuo  warranto  to  ousi 
the  board  of  its  right  to  be  a  corpor- 
ation because  of  a  usurpation  of  pow- 
ers not  granted  to  it,  instituted  by  the 
state  in  behalf  of  the  public,  or  in  the 
interest  of  an  aggrieved  party.  He 
holds  that  the  action  was  brought  dis- 
tinctly under  the  anti-trust  law. 

"The  ciuestion,"  says  Judge  Dibell, 
•is  not  whether  the  court  would  pro- 
tect a  dissatisfied  member  of  the 
board  against  expulsion  if  he  chose 
to  violate  Rule  26.  The  precise  tiues- 
tion  is  whether  the  state  is  entitled 
to  relief  because  Itule  26  is  iolative  of 
the  anti-trust  law,  as  embodied  in 
Revised  Laws,   15*03." 

Judge  Dibell  dwells  on  the  history 
of  anti-trust  legislation  in  Minnesota, 
from  the  act  passed  in  1891,  to  pro- 
hibit pools  and  trusts,  up  to  the 
present  time,  and  discusses,  in  a  gen- 
eral way  the  provisions  of  the  various 
acts.  He  also  goes  at  some  length  into 
the  provisions  of  the  Sherman  anti- 
trust law  and  its  application  to  the 
board  of  trade  case. 

With  this  understanding  of  the  anti- 
trust laws,  contracts,  and  combina- 
tion of  the  board  of  trade  really 
is  and  just  what  it  does.  He  refers 
to  its  incorporation,  purposes,  and  pow

"It  makes  a  market,  in  the  sense  that 
it  keeps  a  record  of  the  actual  trans- 
actions in  the  buying  and  selling  of 
grain,  so  that  there  is  a  Duluth  market 
in  the  same  sense  that  there  is  a  Min- 
neapolis market  or  a  Chicago  market 
— a  market  that  is  quoted  in  other  n.ar- 
kets  as  other  markets  are  quoted  here. 
•'It  is  not  claimed  that  the  board 
fixes  prices.  It  makes  a  record  of 
rrices  as  determined  by  sales.  It 
keeps  statistics.  Neither  the  board 
nor  its  members  make  the  Duluth 
price,  nor  the  world  price  of  wheat. 

"ConiJidering  the  gi'ain  as  the  sub- 
ject of  trade,  these  things  are  pro- 
motive, not  restrictive,  of  trade.  They 
are  not  in  restraint  of  trade,  nor  do 
they  tend  to  fix  prices,  nor  do  they 
prevent  or  limit  competition  in  the 
purchase  or  sale  thereof,  and  these 
are  the  four  things  against  which  the 
anti-trust  statute  is  directed. 

"The  board  does,  however,  by  Rule 
26,  fix  the  minimum  commission 
charges,  provides  for  uniform  interest 
charges  on  advances  on  shippers' 
drafts,  and  provides  against  dividing 
commis.'rdons  with  those  not  members. 
As  to  the  reasonableness  of  the 
charge,  no  issue  is  tendered  by  the 
I  state." 

With  this  understanding  of  what  the 
board  is  and  what  it  does,  the  court 
says  it  comes  to  the  real  is.sue  of  the 
case,  and  that  is,  whether  the  board 
is  a  combination,  or  conspiracy,  or  1 
trust,  within  the  meaning  of  the  anti-  j 
trust  law,  as  the  state  claimed  under  | 
the  provisions  of  such   law. 

"The  legislature  might  have  made 
the  board  such  an  unlawful  associa- 
tion," says  Judge  Dibell.  "but  the 
question  is.  has  it  done  so?" 

The  court  remarks  that  the  precise 
question  seems  never  to  have  been 
decided,  and  goes  into  a  discussion  of 
the  cases  involving  the  Kansas  City 
Livestock  exchange  and  others. 

"Finally,"   says  the  court,  "our  anti- 
trust   statute,   briefly   analyzed,   is     di- 
rected   against   an   agreement  or   com- 
bination   like     one   of     the     following:

It  was  a  common  thing 
for  them  when  working  in  the  country 
district  to  brew  from  the  grass  ti-ee 
a  spirituous  liquor  which  served  them 
as  a  substitute  for  beer.  An  analysis 
of  the  core  of  the  tree  showed  it  to  be 
rich  in  carbothydrates  and  this  imme- 
diately sugge.sted  to  the  state  chfmisLs 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  alcohol

CONVICT  ARGUESOWi^  CASE 

Sing  Sing  Prisoner  Pleads  Insanity- 
Begging  for  Freedom. 

White  Plains,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  21.— Howard 
Laning,  an  inmate  of  Sing  Sing  prison, 
appeared  personally  before  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Kelly  here  and  argued  a  motion 
for  his  discharge  from  prison  on  the 
ground  that  he  was  Insane  when  he  Is  al- 
leged to  have  committed  the  crime  of 
forgery  for  which  he  was  tried  and  con- 
victt»d.  The  convict  appeared  in  court  In 
the  custody  of  Warden  Johnson. 

It  came  out  In  court  that  Laning  had 
been  an  inmate  of  Dr.  Schaler's  .'sana- 
torium at  Kingston,  and  that  while  there 
he  forged  the  name  of  another  patient 
to  a  check  for  $250.  He  was  convicted  of 
fcrgeiy  and  sentenced  to  Sing  Sing  for 
live   years   and   eight  months. 

Justice  Kelly  said  that  Laning  had  not 
prcceedod  In  a  legal  way.  "You  had  bet- 
ter go  before  the  judge  who  committed 
you,"  he  said,  "and  seek  a  new  trial." 
Laning  was  taken  back  to  the  prison 
much  crestfallen.

point  of  the  year.  A  sharp  break  in 
the  September  corn  prices  caused  local 
holders  to  get  nervous  and  .sell  out 
much  of  their  wheat  bought  the  first 
hour  on  the  reaction.

Corn— The  action  in  September  proved 
a  disturbing  factor.  Western  markets 
had  less  corn  receipts  than  a  year  ago. 
If  the  fancy  price  for  September  disap- 
pears consignments  are  likely  to  be 
smaller.  There  was  good  buying  of 
May  corn  by  leading  commission 
hotists.  The  easier  feeling  in  wheat 
and  oats  was  not  reflected  In  the  May 
corn  and  the  money  makers  in  this 
market  are  inclined  to  buy  that  month 
on  a  scale  down. 

Oats— Many  of  the  cleverest  operators 
in  oats  who  made  good  money  on  the 
upturn  Secured  their  profits  above  this 
level.  Some  of  the  eleventh  hour  bulls 
are  now  selling.  The  market  proved  dis- 
appointing. Think  some  further  reaction 
may  be  due  before  it  is  advisable  to  buy 
the  oats  again.

Cincinnati  Price  Current:  Weather  con- 
ditions for  the  past  two  weeks  have  been 
especially  propitious  for  the  finishing  of 
the  corn  crop.  Much  of  the  crop  is  be- 
vond  danger  from  frost.  A  large  yield 
is  now  practically  assured.  Continued 
favorable  weather  is  wanted  in  a  few 
localities  to  put  the  late  planting  out  of 
the  way  of  harm.  Cutting  is  quite  gen- 
eral, and  so  far  as  can  be  judged  now  the 
quality  is  expected  to  l-)e  good.  In  a  con- 
siderable area  of  the  winter  wheat  belt 
the  weather  has  been  too  dry  for  seeding 
and  plowing  operations,  but  in  many  sec- 
tions this  work  lias  been  prosecuted  un- 
der favorable  conditions.
